Henry  Brown  Anderson,  predestined  to  be  a  preacher  from 
"my  mother's  womb/'  was  prayed  into  being  by  his  parents.  It 
was  only  after  Brother  Anderson  surrendered  to  the  gospel  call 
that  his  parents  informed  him  of  their  prayers.  After  agonizing  in 
prayer,  Brother  Anderson  surrendered  to  God's  call  in  June  of 
1916. 

A  farm  in  Halifax  County,  Virginia  was  the  birthplace  of  Henry 
Anderson  on  May  29, 1894  to  Louis  and  Alice  Lumpkin  Anderson. 
He  served  with  distinction  as  pastor  for  three  Baptist  churches. 
He  was  pastor  of  Main  Street  Baptist  Church,  Petersburg, 
Virginia,  for  five  years  beginning  in  1923,  the  Enfield  Baptist 
Church  for  five  years,  and  Grace  Baptist  Church  of  Durham, 
North  Carolina,  for  almost  33  years.  He  retired  as  pastor  of  Grace 
Baptist  Church  on  December  31, 1965. 

A  graduate  of  Fork  Union  Military  Academy,  Reverend 
Anderson  went  on  to  the  University  of  Richmond  to  earn  his  B.A. 
degree.  He  also  earned  a  degree  from  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Richmond,  Virginia. 

Reverend  Anderson  was  married  to  Grace  Elizabeth  Ganzert  of 
Richmond,  Virginia,  October  12,  1920.  His  wife  died  on 
December  18, 1959  after  a  lengthy  illness.  Henry  Anderson  died 
on  December  6, 1980.  Four  children  survive  the  Henry  B. 
Andersons  —  Henry  Brown  Anderson,  Jr.  of  Denver,  Colorado; 
Grace  Anderson  Mabe  of  Reidsville;  Elsie  Anderson  Morris  of 
Hillsborough;  and  Dr.  Judson  Truett  Anderson  of  Colorado 
Springs,  Colorado. 
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During  his  lengthy  ministry,  Brother  Anderson  served  his 
church  and  denomination  well.  Grace  Baptist  Church  in  Durham 
grew  from  500  to  1,500  members  during  his  ministry.  Among  his 
many  denominational  responsibilities,  he  served  as  President  of 
the  General  Board,  President  of  the  Baptist  Pastors'  Conference 
of  the  State  Convention  and  Chairman  of  the  Building 
Committee  which  served  during  the  construction  of  the  present 
Baptist  Building  in  Raleigh.  He  also  served  as  Director  of  the 
Biblical  Recorder  in  1944-47  and  1957-60,  as  member  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention's  Annuity  Board,  and  in  1974  he  was 
chosen  as  honorary  chairman  of  the  Evangelism  Conference  of 
the  State.  He  also  served  as  Moderator  of  the  Yates  Baptist 
Association  and  President  of  the  Durham  Ministerial  Association. 

An  active  ministry  characterized  Reverend  Anderson's  long 
pastorate  and  retirement.  During  his  pastorate,  he  conducted 
more  than  300  revivals  and  actively  led  in  the  establishment  of 
thirteen  churches  in  the  Durham  area.  In  retirement,  Reverend 
Anderson  served  as  interim  pastor  for  twenty  churches  in  the 
state. 

The  life  and  ministry  of  Henry  Brown  Anderson,  Sr.  is  well 
characterized  by  a  statement  he  made  upon  the  occasion  of  his 
retirement.  "I  have  gladly  and  joyously  given  my  life  for  our 
church  during  these  years.  You  know,  if  need  should  arise,  I 
would  be  willing  to  die  for  Grace  Baptist  Church  if  I  could  glorify 
my  Master  by  doing  so." 

Frank  Zedick 
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Claude  F.  Gaddy 


Claude  Fisher  Gaddy  was  a  man  for  all  seasons.  A  devout  Chris- 
tian layman,  he  devoted  his  life  to  the  service  of  others. 

Born  December  28, 1897,  in  Anson  County,  North  Carolina,  he 
received  his  education  in  Union  County  Public  Schools,  Wingate 
High  School,  Wake  Forest  University,  and  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill,  and  did  graduate  work  at  Duke  and  Har- 
vard Universities. 

Campbell  University  conferred  on  him  the  LL.D.  degree  in 
1972.  He  was  the  recipient  also  of  numerous  distinguished  ser- 
vice citations  and  awards. 

Mr.  Gaddy  bagan  his  career  as  a  teacher  in  the  Baptist  Child- 
ren's Home  at  Thomasville  (1921-25).  He  was  principal  of  Marsh- 
ville  High  School  (1925-27)  and  superintendent  of  Union  County 
Schools  (1927-31).  Because  of  his  unusual  capabilities  as  a  teacher 
and  his  ability  to  relate  to  all  kinds  of  persons,  he  was  called 
upon  to  serve  as  assistant  executive  secretary  of  the  North  Carol- 
ina State  School  Commission  (1931-35)  and  later  became  superin- 
tendent of  the  Raleigh  City  Schools  (1936-42).  "When  Mr.  Gaddy 
resigned,"  according  to  a  colleague,  "he  had  not  only  built  up  in 
the  citizens  of  Raleigh  confidence  in  their  schools,  but  he  had 
also  made  of  the  school  system  an  efficient  democratic  organiza- 
tion composed  of  teachers,  principals,  and  other  workers  eager 
to  follow  his  leadership." 

Following  four  years  as  administrator  of  Rex  Hospital,  Mr. 
Gaddy  was  elected  executive  secretary  of  the  Council  on  Chris- 
tian Higher  Education  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina,  where  he  served  with  distinguished  leadership  for 
more  than  fifteen  years. 
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When  Mr.  Gaddy  assumed  this  role,  there  was  little  coopera- 
tion among  Baptist  colleges,  much  confusion  about  Convention 
relationships,  and  little  regular  support  for  the  colleges  from  the 
Convention.  Under  Gaddy's  strong  and  persuasive  leadership, 
and  because  of  his  broad  educational  experience,  the  Council 
was  soon  giving  able  leadership  by  encouraging  the  raising  of 
academic  standards,  improvement  of  faculty,  strengthening  of 
libraries,  and  development  of  facilities.  Under  his  administration 
all  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  became  fully  accredited,  and 
the  level  of  support  from  the  Cooperative  Program  increased 
dramatically.  So  broad  and  well-laid  were  his  plans  and  so  com- 
prehensive his  vision  that  three  successors  have  been  able  to  do 
little  more  than  to  add  to  these  foundations. 

Moreover,  he  found  time  for  active  leadership  in  his  church  as 
a  deacon  and  Sunday  School  teacher,  and  held  numerous  offices 
in  both  the  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Conventions,  including  an 
interim  term  as  General  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina  in  1963. 

In  addition,  this  great  Christian  layman  served  his  community 
for  fifty  years  as  a  member  of  the  Raleigh  Rotary  Club,  and  held 
civic  offices  too  numerous  to  mention  here. 

What  is  important  is  that  in  all  that  he  did,  he  brought  a  Chris- 
tian perspective  and  dimension,  whether  as  classroom  teacher, 
school  or  hospital  administrator,  executive  secretary  of  the 
Council  or  the  Convention. 

In  1923  he  married  Nannie  L.  Sigmon  of  Wake  Forest,  to  whom 
three  children  were  born:  Lorena  Gaddy  Goodwin,  Jean  Gaddy 
Scholl,  and  Charles  William  Gaddy.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he 
had  nine  grandchildren  and  three  great-grandchildren.  Nannie 
Gaddy  died  in  1963,  and  his  second  wife  was  Mary  Lily  Duncan  of 
Raleigh,  who  survives  him. 

Claude  Fisher  Gaddy  was  a  man  for  all  seasons  because  he 
loved  people,  understood  their  needs,  and  possessed  a  rare  qual- 
ity of  patience  and  sympathy.  He  saw  the  role  of  the  administra- 
tor as  a  servant  role,  and  his  colleagues  followed  him  gladly.  To 
Claude  Gaddy  love  was  always  better  than  hate,  humility  better 
than  pride,  honesty  better  than  misrepresentation,  hope  better 
than  despair,  and  faith  better  than  doubt.  He  left  a  legacy  of 
friends  seldom  equalled  in  his  time. 

Ben  C.  Fisher 
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Charles  Richard  Hinton 


"A  committed  churchman"  adequately  describes  Rev. 
Charles  Hinton,  born  August  21, 1902  in  Norfolk,  Virginia  to  Cha 
rles  and  Alberta  Hinton.  He  was  committed  to  Christ  and  to  the 
building  up  of  the  body  of  Christ,  His  Church. 

Rev.  Hinton  finished  high  school  in  1924  and  entered  Wake 
Forest  College,  graduating  Cum  Laude  in  1927.  He  taught  school 
in  Franklinton,  North  Carolina  for  two  years.  Sensing  God's 
direction,  he  entered  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  in 
Louisville,  Kentucky  in  1929  and  graduated  in  1932. 

While  attending  Southern  Seminary  he  met  that  special  girl 
that  God  had  designed  for  him.  On  May  22, 1931  he  married 
Gladys  Beeker  who  would  be  his  helpmeet  in  life  and  ministry. 

His  commitment  to  the  church  was  now  lived  out  in  the  minis- 
try of  the  pastorate.  He  served  a  number  of  North  Carolina 
churches.  He  began  at  Tabor  City  Baptist  Church  and  Green  Sea 
Baptist  Church  in  Eastern  North  Caroina.  In  1941  he  accepted  a 
call  to  West  Albemarle  Baptist  Church  in  Albemarle,  North  Caro 
ina.  While  serving  West  Albemarle  as  Pastor,  he  not  only 
repaired  the  building  but  also  put  the  church  in  order.  Member 
ship  increased  75  percent  and  cooperative  program  gifts  were 
more  than  tripled.  He  directed  the  first  Vacation  Bible  School 
and  was  responsible  for  getting  the  church  to  provide  the  Bibli- 
cal Recorder  to  every  family.  His  next  pastorate  took  him  to 
Greenville,  South  Carolina  where  he  served  City  View  Baptist 
Church. 

It  wasn't  long,  however,  until  God  sent  him  back  to  North 
Carolina  to  pastor  Granite  Falls  Baptist  Church  in  Granite  Falls, 
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North  Carolina.  His  next  pastorate  was  Grace  Baptist  Church  in 
Albemarle,  North  Carolina  where  he  served  11  years  until  his 
retirement. 

But  a  committed  churchman  never  really  retires.  He  served  as 
interim  pastor  for  21  churches  from  1968-1979.  Maybe  his  grea- 
test ministry  was  during  these  interim  pastorates  where  his  love 
for  people  and  his  rich  experience  healed  many  hurts  and  prob- 
lems. On  November  20,  W77,  he  was  given  the  title  Pastor  Emeri- 
tus by  West  Albemarle  Baptist  Church  in  honor  for  the  solid 
foundation  he  laid  while  pastor. 

His  love  for  people  was  demonstrated  by  his  shaking  eve- 
ryone's hand,  from  a  child  to  a  senior  adult.  Paul  would  say, 
"Greet  everyone  with  a  holy  kiss."  Rev.  Hinton  would  say  "with  a 
hand  shake." 

On  August  6, 1981  the  Lord  promoted  his  faithful  servant  into 
His  presence.  Faithful  to  his  denomination,  to  the  church,  to  his 
Lord.  Faithful  to  the  end. 

Jerry  D.  McKinney 
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English  E.  Jones 


English  E.  Jones  has  been  characterized  as  a  twentieth  century 
Abraham,  a  Seed  Sower  whose  name  would  be  great,  who 
would  be  a  blessing  to  a  people,  whose  seed  of  instruction  and 
leadership  would  multiply,  particularly  in  the  developing  lives, 
skills,  and  testimonies  of  a  nation  of  Native  Americans,  the 
Lumbee  Indians.  His  genius  and  charisma  would  help  to  remove 
the  racial  stigma  branded  upon  those  people,  to  deny  by  exam- 
ple the  complexes  of  inferiority,  and  to  discourage  through  per- 
sonal challenge  and  success  the  fears  of  competitive 
achievement. 

English  Jones,  himself  the  seed  of  an  indigenous  Robeson 
County  farmer,  discovered  early  in  life  the  values  of  simplicity 
and  humility.  As  a  young  man  he  refused  to  allow  economic 
depression,  social  discrimination,  and  educational  deprivation 
discourage  personal  achievement  or  public  advancement. 

A  member  and  deacon  in  the  Harpers  Ferry  Baptist  Church 
near  Pembroke,  North  Carolina,  Dr.  Jones  exemplified  the 
strength  of  leadership  in  all  phases  of  church  life.  Teaching  a 
Sunday  School  class,  cooking  breakfast  for  Baptist  Men,  repairing 
houses  and  cutting  wood  for  senior  citizens,  or  master-minding 
an  extensive  building  program,  he  was  always  inspiring  others 
with  his  own  dynamic  enthusiasm.  His  fervent  religious  commit- 
ment overflowed  into  leadership  within  his  local  association 
where  he  served  on  numerous  committees  and  as  moderator.  He 
led  in  the  planning,  promotion  and  construction  of  the  Burnt 
Swamp  associational  office  adjacent  to  the  campus  of  Pembroke 
State  University.  His  leadership  popularity  spread  among  Baptists 
across  the  state  and  they  elected  him  as  first  vice-president  of  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention.  As  trustee  with  the  Bap- 
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tist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  he  also  inspired  the 
dream  and  construction  of  the  Indian  Memorial  Cottage  on  the 
Odum  Home  campus. 

W.R.  Wagoner,  president  of  Baptist  Children's  Homes,  made 
the  following  statement  concerning  Dr.  Jones: 

North  Carolina  lost  one  of  its  outstanding  citizens  in  the 
death  of  Dr.  English  Jones  of  Pembroke,  North  Carolina. 

Dr.  Jones  served  his  Lord  with  distinction  in  his  home,  the 
Harper's  Ferry  Baptist  Church,  the  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist 
Association  and  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina.  He  was  an  effective  leader:  a  teacher  and  a  dea- 
con in  his  church,  a  member  of  the  General  Board  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention,  Chairman  of  the  Budget  Planning 
Committee  of  the  General  Board,  a  trustee  of  the  Baptist 
Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina  and  a  member  of  var- 
ious convention  committees. 

Dr.  Jones  served  with  distinction  as  Chancellor  of  Pem- 
broke State  University.  During  his  administration,  the  Uni- 
versity had  phenomenal  growth  in  its  student  body,  its  phys- 
ical facilities  and  its  outreach  across  North  Carolina  and 
beyond.  Dr.  Jones  gained  the  love,  respect  and  confidence 
of  those  who  knew  him. 

In  addition,  Dr.  Jones'  contributions  in  other  professional  fields 
surpassed  those  of  ordinary  men  and  equalled  those  among  the 
great.  His  life  was  honored  by  the  following  proclamation  by 
Gov.  James  B.  Hunt  at  the  former  chancellor's  funeral: 

PROCLAMATION  BY  GOVERNOR  JAMES  B.  HUNT,  SR. 
HONORING  ENGLISH  E.  JONES 

"Whereas  Dr.  English  E.  Jones  was  a  well  respected,  dedi- 
cated and  admired  local,  state  and  national  leader  in  the 
field  of  higher  education; 

"Whereas  Dr.  English  E.  Jones  served  admirably  in  such 
distinguished  roles  as  dean  of  student  affairs,  president,  and 
chancellor  of  Pembroke  State  University,  thus  becoming  the 
first  Indian  in  this  nation  to  head  a  four-year  college; 

"Where  Dr.  English  E.  Jones  exemplified  a  true  example 
of  success,  and  through  hard  work  and  dedication  was  able 
to  catapult  himself  from  the  son  of  a  tenant  farmer  to  many 
major  positions  of  prominence; 

"Whereas  Dr.  English  E.  Jones'  life  was  a  beacon  of  per- 
sonal strength  and  encouragement  for  thousands  of  young 
people  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  honor  his  presence 
as  they  worked  for  academic  and  athletic  excellence,  thus 
embodying  those  principles  he  so  strongly  inspired; 

"Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  the  people  of  this  great 
state  of  North  Carolina  join  me  in  remembrance  of  one  of 
our  finest  citizens  and  offer  our  condolences  to  the  family."

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Claud  O'Shields,  Sr. 

Claud  O'Shields,  Sr.  was  a  layman  who  loved  the  Bible,  and  he 
read  it.  When  he  was  converted  he  began  a  search  of  the  scrip- 
tures that  was  continued  throughout  his  life.  His  desire  to  know 
what  Baptists  believe  led  him  to  the  literature  of  Southern 
Baptists. 

While  serving  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Jay  Waugh 
Evangelistic  Association,  Claud  began  to  stir  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tists to  action  and  a  ministry  to  the  blind.  The  result  is  today  a 
formal  ministry  to  the  blind  not  only  in  North  Carolina  but  also 
through  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention's  Home  Mission  Board. 

Claud  O'Shields,  Sr.  was  born  in  Acme,  N.C.  on  March  23, 
1915.  He  was  the  son  of  Claud  and  Carolyn  Mitchell  O'Shields. 
He  died  in  an  automobile  accident  near  Norfolk,  Virginia,  May  6, 
1981. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  Claud  was  serving  as  a  member  of  the 
"82  Joint  Evangelistic  Crusade  Committee."  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Mass  Media  Subcommittee.  He  was  an  effective  member  of 
the  team  for  "Here's  Hope." 

Mr.  O'Shields  graduated  from  New  Hanover  High  School, 
Wilmington,  North  Carolina  in  1932.  He  was  involved  in  the 
broadcasting  business  for  about  forty  years.  He  was  manager  of 
WECT-TV,  Wilmington,  1954-1965.  His  interest  and  expertise  in 
broadcasting  were  recognized  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Radio  and 
Television  Commission,  and  he  was  employed  as  the  Eastern 
Representative  of  the  Commission  from  1965  to  1978  when  he 
retired. 
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Claud  served  as  a  Deacon  at  Wrightsboro  Baptist  Church 
where  he  was  baptized  and  the  Surf  City  Baptist  Church,  both  in 
Wilmington  Baptist  Association.  He  served  as  moderator  for 
Wilmington  Baptist  Association  for  two  terms,  1964-1965. 

Mr.  O'Shields  married  Ethel  Josenhans,  and  they  reared  two 
sons  and  two  daughters.  All  of  these  are  surviving. 

Claud  was  a  good  citizen.  He  served  as  a  member  of  the  New 
Hanover  County  Commissioners  1948-1955.  After  moving  to  Surf 
City  he  served  on  the  Board  of  City  Commissioners  there. 

The  life  of  Claud  O'Shields,  Sr.  was  devoted  to  people  and  to 
service.  He  served  as  a  trustee  of  Campbell  College. 

Claud  O'Shields,  Sr.  will  live  in  the  memory  of  those  who  knew 
him.  He  put  his  trust  in  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and  Saviour.  This  let 
him  live  a  life  of  hope.  He  was  a  lover  of  poetry  and  music.  He 
liked  this  poem: 

In  Him  nothing  is  hopeless  .  .  . 
And  He  is  always  near. 

Beams  of  light  from  the  halo  of  his  loving  head 
Shall  illuminate  our  path  to  HOPE.

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Mary  Currin  Robertson 


Mary  Currin  Robertson  was  born  May  19, 1905  to  William  Wor- 
rell and  Minnie  Lawrence  Hoyle  Currin  of  Henderson,  North 
Carolina.  Reared  in  a  devoutly  Christian  home,  she  grew  up  in, 
and  was  an  active  member  of,  the  Carey  Baptist  Church  of 
Henderson. 

Upon  graduation  from  Middleburg  High  School  and  Meredith 
College,  she  taught  school  in  East  Bend,  Epson  and  Apex,  North 
Carolina. 

Feeling  a  definite  call  to  fulltime  Christian  service,  she  entered 
the  Carver  School  of  Missions  and  Social  Work  for  training.  She 
became  young  people's  secretary  for  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
of  North  Carolina  on  January  1, 1935. 

Her  accomplishments  and  contributions  to  the  work  of  Wom- 
an's Missionary  Union  could  not  be  better  told  than  by  Foy  John- 
son Farmer  in  HITHERTO,  history  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
of  North  Carolina.  "She  brought  to  the  work  an  abounding 
enthusiasm  and  a  love  for  people  that  quickly  won  for  her  a 
warm  place  in  the  hearts  of  young  and  old  alike.  She  led  in  the 
establishment  of  the  first  state  RA  camp,  and  under  her  direction 
state  GA  camps  continued  to  grow.  With  the  emphasis  she  gave 
to  associational  young  people's  rallies,  these  continued  to  fill  a 
great  need  in  the  development  of  the  young  people.  The  YWA 
Councils  first  began  to  function  while  Miss  Currin  was  young 
people's  secretary." 

When  Mrs.  W.D.  Briggs  resigned  as  executive  secretary  of 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  North  Carolina  because  of  a  death 
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in  her  family  in  1943,  it  was  only  fitting  that  Mary  Currin  be 
chosen  to  succeed  her. 

Again  quoting  from  HITHERTO  -  "The  leadership  training 
which  had  been  begun  many  years  earlier  took  on  new  life  as 
Miss  Currin  planned  for  divisional  and  associational  conferences, 
helping  the  leaders  to  feel  real  responsibility  and  to  understand 
how  best  to  discharge  this  responsibility. 

"Miss  Currin's  abounding  enthusiasm,  her  joy  in  the  Lord, 
made  her  service  as  executive  secretary  happy  and  efficient.  She 
majored  in  field  work,  and  everywhere  she  went  she  made  warm 
friends,  and  was  a  welcomed  guest  in  hundreds  of  homes.  Both 
as  young  people's  secretary  and  executive  secretary,  she  won  the 
confidence  of  the  pastors  of  the  state,  winning  them  to  sympa- 
thetic and  hearty  cooperation  in  the  work  that  she  loved.  The 
marked  successes  of  the  Centennial  Year  were  due  almost 
entirely  to  her  wise  planning  and  untiring  efforts  towards  reach- 
ing the  high  goals  during  the  last  months  in  which  she  served. 
With  great  regret,  the  Union  accepted  her  resignation  in  March, 
1945.  In  May  she  was  married  to  Walter  Lee  Robertson  and  went 
to  live  in  Texas. 

Upon  her  husband's  retirement  in  1967,  they  returned  to 
Henderson  to  live  in  her  old  home  place.  He  died  in  1973  and

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Constitution 

PREAMBLE 

For  the  declaration  of  its  fundamental  purposes  and  the  per- 
manent guidance  and  control  of  its  activities,  the  body  does 
adopt  the  following  as  its  Constitution,  to  wit: 

Article  I.  Name 

The  name  of  this  body  is  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina. 

Article  II.  Purposes 

The  object  of  this  Convention  shall  be  to  promote  missions, 
evangelism,  education,  social  services,  the  distribution  of  the 
Bible  and  sound  religious  literature,  and  to  cooperate  with  the 
work  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Article  III.  Authority 

While  independent  and  sovereign  in  its  own  sphere,  the  Con- 
vention does  not  claim  and  will  never  attempt  to  exercise  any 
authority  over  any  other  Baptist  body,  whether  church,  auxiliary 
organizations,  association,  or  Convention. 

Article  IV.  Composition 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of: 

A.  Two  messengers  from  each  cooperating  church  and  one 
additional  messenger  from  each  church  for  every  hundred 
members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  beyond  the  first  one 
hundred  members;  provided,  that  no  church  shall  be  entitled  to 
more  than  ten  messengers.  No  one  shall  be  a  messenger  who  is 
not  a  member  of  a  church  cooperating  with  the  Convention,  and 
messengers  must  be  duly  elected  by  their  churches;  a  cooperat- 
ing church  shall  be  one  that  supports  any  object  of  the  Conven- 
tion and  which  is  in  friendly  cooperation  with  this  Convention 
and  sympathetic  with  its  purpose  and  work;  and 

B.  The  officers  of  the  Convention,  the  members  of  the  Gen- 
eral Board,  the  editor  of  the  Biblical  Recorder  and  the  President 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

Article  V.  Meetings 

The  Convention  shall  convene  annually  on  Monday  after  the 
second  Sunday  in  November  no  earlier  than  6:30  PM  and  no 
later  than  7:15  PM.  In  case  of  emergency  or  unusual  circumstan- 
ces, the  General  Board  is  empowered  to  change  the  time  or 
place  of  meeting,  cancel  the  sessions  of  the  Convention,  or  call  a 
special  meeting  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present 
when  the  vote  is  taken.

Article  VI.  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Convention  shall  be  a  President,  a  First-Vice 
President,  a  Second  Vice-President,  a  Recording  Secretary,  an 
Assistant  Recording  Secretary,  a  General  Secretary-Treasurer, 
three  Trustees,  and  a  Parliamentarian.  The  President  shall  appoint 
the  Parliamentarian,  who  will  serve  during  the  term  of  the 
President. 

The  terms  of  the  President,  the  Vice-Presidents,  and  Trustees 
shall  commence  at  the  conclusion  of  the  annual  sessions  at 
which  they  are  elected  and  continue  until  the  close  of  the  next 
annual  session  of  the  Convention;  the  terms  of  the  Recording 
Secretary  and  the  Assistant  Recording  Secretary  shall  commence 
on  the  first  day  of  May  following  the  annual  session  at  which 
they  are  elected  and  continue  until  the  first  day  of  May  in  the 
following  year.  The  President  and  Vice-Presidents  may  not  be 
elected  for  more  than  two  consecutive  terms.  The  election  of  all 
officers  subject  to  annual  election  shall  be  on  the  afternoon  of 
the  first  full  day  of  the  annual  Convention,  but  the  elections  may 
be  completed,  if  necessary,  on  the  morning  of  the  second  full 
day.  A  vacancy  in  any  of  the  above-mentioned  offices,  except 
that  of  President,  occurring  between  sessions  of  the  Convention 
may  be  filled  by  the  General  Board;  such  vacancies  in  the  pre- 
sidency shall  be  filled  by  the  Vice-Presidents  succeeding  to  the 
office  in  order  of  their  rank. 

A.  In  cases  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  the  General  Board  shall  nominate  a  man  to  the  Con- 
vention to  fill  this  office. 

B.  Opportunity  shall  be  given  to  receive  additional  nomina- 
tions from  the  floor  of  the  Convention. 

C.  The  man  receiving  the  majority  of  votes  cast  shall  be 
declared  elected.  Upon  election,  the  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer  shall  hold  office  for  an  indefinite  period,  with  retire- 
ment to  take  effect  based  upon  policies  established  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  and  approved  by  the  General  Board. 

D.  In  case  the  position  of  General  Secretary-Treasurer 
becomes  vacant  between  sessions  of  the  Convention,  the  Gen- 
eral Board,  upon  the  recommendation  of  its  Executive  Commit- 
tee, shall  name  an  acting  General  Secretary-Treasurer  to  serve 
until  the  next  regular  session  of  the  Convention. 

The  General  Secretary-Treasurer  is  the  chief  executive  officer 
of  the  General  Board,  the  chief  administrative  and  program 
officer  of  the  General  Board  staff,  the  chief  budget  officer  of  the 
General  Board  staff,  the  chief  professional  adviser  of  the  General 
Board  and  its  committees,  the  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the 
General  Board  and  the  Convention,  and  one  of  the  denomina- 
tion's spiritual  leaders,  providing  statewide  guidance  and 
inspiration. 

The  General  Secretary-Treasurer  and  the  President  of  the  Con- 
vention shall  serve  ex  officio  without  voting  on  all  committees 
and  aid  by  furnishing  information,  printed  materials  and  needed 
guidance  for  the  work  of  committees. 
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Article  VII.  Trustees  of  the  Convention 

The  General  Board  shall  nominate  three  trustees  to  be  elected 
by  the  Convention  in  annual  session.  These  trustees  may  succeed 
themselves,  if  nominated  and  elected,  and  will  continue  in  office 
until  their  successors  have  been  elected.  The  trustees  shall  hold 
title  to  the  property  of  the  Convention  and  convey  and  use  the 
same  as  directed  by  the  Convention,  its  General  Board  or  Execu- 
tive Committee.  They  shall  execute  obligations  only  in  behalf  of 
and  as  ordered  by  the  Convention.  They  shall  have  the  powers 
granted  to  trustees  of  religious  societies  by  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  North  Carolina,  but  subject  always  to  the  limitations  imposed 
by  this  Constitution  and  by  action  of  the  Convention,  its  General 
Board  or  Executive  Committee.  They  shall  require  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Convention  to  give  suitable  bond,  with  corporate  security 
and  in  adequate  amount  as  determined  by  the  General  Board, 
and  they  shall  cause  such  bonds  to  be  safely  kept.  Failure  on  the 
part  of  the  Treasurer  to  maintain  such  a  bond  in  force  for  as  long 
a  period  as  ten  days  shall  authorize  the  trustees  to  remove  him 
from  office.  The  trustees  shall  make  full,  detailed  reports  to  the 
annual  session  of  the  Convention  and  at  other  times  if  requested 
by  the  General  Board.  They  shall  safely  keep  the  seal  of  the  Con- 
vention and  affix  it  only  as  authorized  by  the  Convention,  its 
General  Board  or  Executive  Committee.  The  seal  shall  be  circular 
in  form  and  shall  bear  the  words: 

"Trustees  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 

Carolina,  Incorporated  1893.  SEAL." 

The  trustees  shall  keep  full  minutes  of  all  their  meetings  and 
preserve  the  same  in  permanent  forms.  They  shall  elect  their 
own  Chairman  and  Secretary.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  their 
membership  between  sessions  of  the  Convention  shall  be  filled 
by  the  General  Board. 

Article  VIII.  The  General  Board 

A.  Membership 

1.  One  member  shall  be  elected  from  the  area  of  each 
District  Association;  one  additional  member  from  each  District 
Association  with  a  membership  of  20,000  to  40,000;  and  one  addi- 
tional member  from  any  District  Association  with  a  membership 
of  more  than  40,000;  ten  members-at-large  to  be  elected,  one 
from  each  region  of  the  state,  these  ten  to  be  nominated  by  the 
Convention  Nominating  Committee;  with  a  limit  of  one  member 
from  any  church  and  three  members  from  any  association. 

2.  The  President  and  First  and  Second  Vice-Presidents  of 
the  Convention  shall  be  ex  officio  voting  members  of  the  Gen- 
eral Board  and  its  Executive  Committee.  These  members, 
selected  by  virtue  of  their  Convention  offices,  shall  not  be  used 
in  determining  the  number  of  members  from  a  District  Associa- 
tion or  church. 

3.  The  General  Secretary-Treasurer  and  the  Recording 
Secretary  shall  be  ex  officio  non-voting  members.  The  State 
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Woman's  Missionary  Union  president,  and  the  State  Brother- 
hood president  shall  be  ex  officio  voting  members. 

4.  Members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina  who  are  not  then  serving  as  elected  members  of  the 
General  Board  shall  be  non-voting,  ex  officio  members  of  the 
General  Board. 

5.  No  one  who  is  employed  by  any  institution  or  agency 
of  the  Convention,  whether  the  salary  be  total  or  supplemental, 
shall  be  eligible  for  membership  on  the  General  Board  except  as 
an  ex  officio  member. 

6.  In  the  event  a  member  moves  from  the  association  or 
region  from  which  he  was  elected,  his  membership  shall  imme- 
diately terminate. 

The  membership  of  those  moving  from  the  state  shall  be  ter- 
minated upon  the  date  of  the  move  from  the  state. 

In  the  event  a  member  fails  to  attend  at  least  one  meeting  of 
the  General  Board  in  a  calendar  year,  without  giving  due  notice 
of  his  absence,  his  membership  shall  immediately  terminate. 

7.  Any  vacancy  on  the  General  Board  occurring  between 
annual  sessions  of  the  Convention  may  be  filled  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  Nominating  Committee  to  the  General  Board. 
Those  elected  shall  serve  through  the  remainder  of  the  calendar 
year.  The  Convention  shall  at  its  next  regular  annual  session  fill 
the  vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term. 

B.  Election 

1.  The  Nominating  Committee,  as  directed  by  the  By- 
Laws  of  the  Convention  and  in  keeping  with  Baptist  policies  and 
practices,  shall  present  to  the  annual  session  a  slate  of  nominees 
for  election,  and  after  opportunity  for  further  nominations  from 
the  floor  is  given,  the  members  shall  be  elected  by  the  Conven- 
tion in  session. 

2.  Board  members  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  four 
years  with,  as  nearly  as  may  be  possible,  one-fourth  of  the  mem- 
bership being  elected  at  each  annual  session,  provided,  however, 
that  any  such  board  member  who  shall  have  been  elected  to  fill  a 
vacancy  of  less  than  two  years,  shall  be  eligible  to  be  re-elected 
to  a  full  term  of  his  own. 

C.  Powers  and  Functions 

Except  as  specifically  limited  by  the  Constitution,  the  Gen- 
eral Board  shall  have  the  power  to  act  for  the  Convention  in  the 
interim  between  sessions,  and  shall  have  general  supervision  of 
all  agencies  and  institutions  fostered  and  supported  by  the 
Convention. 

Article  IX.  Institutions,  Agencies  and  Councils 
of  the  Convention 

A.    Institutions  and  Agencies 
1.    Educational  Institutions 

a.  Campbell  University 

b.  Chowan  College 
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c.  Gardner-Webb  College 

d.  Mars  Hill  College 

e.  Merdeith  College 

f.  Wingate  College 

2.  Social  Service  Institutions 

a.  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Inc. 

b.  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hosptials,  Inc. 

c.  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes,  Inc. 

3.  Agencies 

a.  Biblical  Recorder,  Inc. 

b.  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Inc. 

B.    Trustees  and  Directors  of  the  Convention's  Agencies  and 
Institutions 

The  charter  of  every  institution  owned  or  supported  in 
whole  or  in  part  by  the  Convention  shall  contain  the  following 
provisions. 

1.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  shall 
elect  the  trustees  and  directors  of  said  corporation  for  terms  of 
four  years,  except  that  the  directors  of  the  Baptist  Foundation 
shall  be  elected  for  terms  of  five  years.  At  the  first  election  by  the 
Convention,  one-fourth  of  the  board  of  trustees  or  directors 
shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  one-fourth  for  two  years, 
one-fourth  for  three  years,  and  the  remaining  one-fourth  for 
four  years.  At  each  subsequent  regular  annual  session  of  the 
Convention,  one-fourth  of  the  board  of  trustees  or  directors  of 
said  corporation  shall  be  elected  by  the  Convention  to  succeed 
the  members  of  said  board  retiring. 

2.  The  trustees  and  directors  shall  be  responsible  to  the 
Convention  for  the  operation  of  its  institutions  in  accordance 
with  Baptist  principles;  report  of  work  done  and  undertaken 
shall  be  made  annually  to  the  Convention;  any  change  in  the 
charter  of  any  institution  which  would  affect,  alter  or  change  the 
purpose  of  the  institution  or  the  relationship  of  the  institution  or 
its  board  of  trustees  to  the  Convention  shall  have  the  prior 
approval  of  the  Convention.  No  program  shall  be  inaugurated 
which  might  involve  the  Convention  directly  or  indirectly  in  a 
debt,  without  securing  the  prior  approval  of  the  Convention. 

3.  The  members  of  the  board  of  trustees  or  directors  of 
said  corporation  shall  be  residents  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina 
and  members  of  churches  cooperating  with  the  Convention. 

4.  If  for  any  reason  a  member  of  a  board  shall  cease  to  be 
a  member  of  a  church  cooperating  with  the  Convention  or  shall 
remove  his  residence  from  the  State,  his  membership  on  any 
board  shall  be  thereby  terminated.  Any  vacancy  on  a  board  may 
be  filled  by  recommendation  of  the  Nominating  Committee  to 
the  General  Board  until  the  next  regular  annual  session  of  the 
Convention,  and  the  Convention  shall  at  its  next  regular  annual 
session  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term.  The  board  of  trus- 
tees or  directors  of  said  corporation  by  affirmative  vote  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  entire  membership  given  in  regular  annual  meet- 
ing or  in  a  special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  shall  have  the 
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power  to  remove  from  office  any  trustee  or  director  of  such  cor- 
poration for  cause  considered  sufficient  by  such  board,  but  only 
after  reasonable  notice  to  such  trustee  or  director  and  opportun- 
ity to  be  heard  by  the  board.  The  Convention  shall  have  the  right 
to  remove  any  trustee  or  director  for  cause  considered  sufficient 
by  the  Convention,  but  only  after  reasonable  notice  to  such  trus- 
tee or  director,  and  opportunity  for  him  to  be  heard  by  the  Con- 
vention. Notice  of  such  contemplated  action  and  hearing  by  the 
Convention  may  be  given  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
General  Board  of  the  Convention. 

5.  The  trustees  or  directors  of  the  institution  and  agencies 
of  the  Convention  shall  be  elected  by  the  Convention  after 
receiving  nominations  from  the  Convention's  Nominating  Com- 
mittee or  from  the  floor.  The  trustees  and  directors  of  all  institu- 
tions owned  and  supported  by  the  Convention  shall  make  an 
annual  report  to  the  above  committee  of  all  vacancies  to  be 
filled. 

6.  The  members  of  the  boards  of  trustees  and  directors  of 
the  institutions  and  agencies  of  the  Convention  shall  be  distrib- 
uted as  widely  as  practicable.  The  term  of  office  of  a  trustee  who 
has  not  resigned,  died,  become  disqualified,  or  been  removed 
shall  not  expire  until  his  successor  shall  have  been  duly  elected 
and  qualified. 

No  individual  shall  serve  on  the  board  of  an  institution  or 
agency  who  is  at  the  same  time  holding  membership  on  the 
board  of  any  other  institution,  agency,  or  on  the  General  Board. 
No  individual  who  is  employed  by  an  agency  or  institution  of  the 
Convention,  whether  the  salary  be  total  or  supplemented,  shall 
serve  on  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  agency,  institution,  or  Gen- 
eral Board. 

C.  Agencies 

1.  Biblical  Recorder,  Inc. 

The  Biblical  Recorder  is  the  journal  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina.  According  to  its  charter,  the  pub- 
lication is  "to  maintain  and  safeguard  the  inalienable  rights  and 
privileges  of  a  free  press,  these  rights  and  privileges  being  con- 
sistent with  the  traditional  Baptist  emphasis  upon  the  freedom, 
under  Christ,  of  both  the  human  spirit  and  Baptist  churches," 
The  Biblical  Recorder  shall  be  operated  by  sixteen  directors  who 
shall  serve  four-year  terms.  One-fourth  of  the  directors  shall  be 
elected  annually  by  the  Convention. 

2.  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Inc. 

The  Baptist  Foundation  shall  be  operated  by  fifteen  direc- 
tors who  shall  serve  for  five-year  terms.  One-fifth  of  the  directors 
shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  Convention.  The  purposes  of  the 
Foundation  shall  be  to  receive,  hold  and  administer  donations  of 
money  and  property  which  charitable-minded  persons  may  leave 
to  it  from  time-to-time. 

D.  Councils  of  the  Convention 

1.    Council  on  Christian  Higher  Education 
The  Council  will  work  with  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Council  to  provide  an  effective  program  for  the  seven  Baptist  col- 
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leges,  without  in  any  way  hindering  the  trustee  operation  of  any 
one  of  them. 

a.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  members  of 
the  General  Board  comprising  the  Christian  Higher  Edu- 
cation Committee,  together  with  the  president,  dean, 
and  chairman  of  the  trustees  of  each  of  the  colleges  and 
universities  receiving  funds  from  the  Convention,  and  as 
ex  officio  members:the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  of 
the  Baptist  State  Convention,  the  President  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention,  the  President  of  the  General  Board, 
the  President  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  the 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Council  on  Christian  Higher 
Education.  The  chairman  of  the  General  Board  Commit- 
tee on  Christian  Higher  Education  shall  be  president  of 
the  Council.  The  duties  and  powers  of  the  Council  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  By-Laws  of  the  Convention. 

b.  Representatives  on  the  Council  from  the  colleges 
will  not  have  voting  power  in  the  allocations  of  funds.  No 
member  of  the  Council  who  occupies  a  salaried  position 
with  the  Convention  or  its  institutions  or  its  auxiliary  shall 
have  a  vote  on  appropriations  that  may  be  made  to  the 
institutions;  and  all  appropriations  agreed  upon  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  General  Board. 

2.    Council  on  Christian  Social  Services 

The  Council  will  work  with  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Council  on  Christian  Social  Services  in  order  to  provide  a  well- 
integrated  program  for  Children's  Homes,  Homes  for  Aging,  and 
the  Hospital,  without  in  any  way  hindering  the  independent 
operation  of  each. 

a.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  members  of 
the  Christian  Social  Services  Committee  of  the  General 
Board;  the  President  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of 
North  Carolina,  Incorporated;  the  Executive  Director 

of  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes,  Incorporated;  the 
President  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospitals, 
Incorporated;  the  Presidents  of  the  Boards  of  Trustees 
of  these  institutions;  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer 
of  the  Convention;  the  President  of  the  General 
Board;  the  President  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union; 
and  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Council  on 
Christian  Social  Services.  The  chairman  of  the  General 
Board  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Services  shall  be 
President  of  the  Council.  The  duties  and  powers  of  the 
Council  shall  be  fixed  by  the  By-Laws  of  the  Convention. 

b.  Representatives  on  the  Council  from  the  institu- 
tions will  not  have  voting  power  in  the  allocation  funds. 
No  member  of  the  Council  who  occupies  a  salaried  posi- 
tion with  the  Convention  or  its  institutions  or  its  auxiliary 
shall  have  a  vote  on  appropriations  that  may  be  made  to 
the  institutions;  and  all  appropriations  agreed  upon  shall 
be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  General  Board. 
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3.    Council  on  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs  (20  regular 
members,  7  ex  officio) 

a.  Eight  members  from  the  General  Board.  Chairman 
of  this  committee  shall  be  one  of  the  eight  members  of 
the  General  Board,  a  member  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee of  the  General  Board,  and  President  of  the  Council 
on  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs. 

b.  Twelve  additional  members  elected  from  over  the 
state  on  a  four-year  rotating  basis  to  be  named  by  the 
Committee  on  Nominations  and  elected  by  the 
Convention. 

Four  of  the  twelve  are  to  be  from  the  staff  and  faculty 
of  Southeastern  Seminary,  North  Carolina  Baptist  Social 
Service  Institutions,  and  North  Carolina  Baptist  Colleges 
and  Universities.  The  other  eight  are  also  to  have  an 
interest  and  understanding  in  the  field  of  practical  Chris- 
tian living. 

c.  There  are  to  be  seven  ex  officio  members.  They 
are: President  of  the  General  Board,  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  Director  of  the  Council,  Editors  of  the  Biblical 
Recorder  and  Charity  and  Children,  and  two  college  stu- 
dents elected  by  the  state  student  convention  for  a  two- 
year  term. 

d.  Representatives  on  the  Council  from  the  institu- 
tions will  not  have  voting  power  in  the  allocation  of 
funds.  No  member  of  the  Council  who  occupies  a  salar- 
ied position  with  the  Convention  or  its  institutions  or  its 
auxiliary  shall  have  a  vote  on  appropriations  that  may  be 
made  to  the  institutions;  and  all  appropriations  agreed 
upon  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  General 
Board. 

e.  The  Council  shall  have  an  Executive  Committee 
with  authority  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Council 
between  regular  sessions.  The  Executive  Committee  shall 
be  composed  of  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Council, 
the  President  of  the  Council,  and  three  members-at-large 
elected  by  the  Council. 

Article  X.  Concerning  Debts 

All  borrowing  by  the  Convention  for  its  own  use,  or  for  its 
institutions  or  agencies,  or  borrowings  by  any  institution  or 
agency  of  the  Convention,  the  payment  of  which  would  require 
an  extension  of  time  beyond  the  close  of  the  subsequent  fiscal 
year,  shall  be  authorized  only  on  the  following  terms  and 
conditions. 

A.  The  General  Board  shall  have  authority  to  borrow  money 
in  anticipation  of  current  revenue,  provided  that  any  unpaid  bal- 
ance of  such  borrowing  at  the  end  of  the  current  fiscal  year  shall 
be  provided  for  in  and  made  a  part  of  the  budget  for  the  subse- 
quent fiscal  year. 

B.  Neither  the  Convention,  nor  any  institution  or  agency, 
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owned  or  supported  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  Convention,  shall 
accept  or  receive,  directly  or  indirectly,  any  gift,  grant,  or  aid 
from  the  Federal  or  State  governments  or  any  governmental 
agency,  except  for  definite  and  full  services  rendered  by  the 
institution  or  agency  and  by  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Con- 
vention or  its  General  Board. 

C.  No  institution  or  agency  of  the  Convention  shall 
encumber  its  property  or  change  its  status  with  respect  to  the 
Convention  without  authority  from  the  Convention.  Institutions 
and  agencies  of  the  Convention,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
General  Board,  shall  have  authority  to  borrow  money  in  anticipa- 
tion of  current  revenue,  provided  that  any  unpaid  balance  of 
such  borrowing  at  the  end  of  the  current  fiscal  year  shall  be  pro- 
vided for  in  and  made  a  part  of  the  budget  for  the  subsequent 
current  year. 

D.  Any  and  all  resolutions  which  propose  the  borrowing  of 
money  shall  set  forth  all  pertinent  facts  and  a  definite  schedule 
for  repayment.  Such  requests  shall  be  sent  to  the  Executive 
Committee  or  General  Board  by  October  1,  of  each  year  for 
recommendation  to  the  Convention.  These  recommendations 
shall  be  included  in  the  General  Board's  report  and  subject  to 
the  rules  concerning  the  adoption  of  this  report. 

1.    Notice  of  any  and  all  contemplated  borrowings 
shall  appear  in  the  Biblical  Recorder  in  three  separate 
issues  in  advance  of  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  dur- 
ing which  it  is  proposed  that  action  be  taken. 

Article  XL  Fiscal  Year 

The  Convention's  fiscal  year  shall  close  on  December  31. 

Article  XII.  Adoption  or  Termination  of  Activi- 
ties; Establishment  or  Termination  or  Sever- 
ance of  Institutions,  Agencies  or  Councils 

A.  Adoption  or  Termination  of  Activities 

Proposals  concerning  a  new  work  or  activity  not  already 
being  carried  on  by  the  Convention  or  termination  of  any  cur- 
rent work  or  activity  shall  be  presented  to  the  Institution,  Agency 
or  Council  concerned.  If  the  new  work  shall  not  be  undertaken 
for  lack  of  funds,  lack  of  authority,  or  for  any  other  reason,  or  if 
the  current  activity  shall  not  be  terminated  as  requested,  the 
proponent  may  present  the  same  to  the  Convention  at  its  regular 
meeting  as  set  forth  hereinafter  in  Paragraph  C. 

B.  Establishment  or  Termination  or  Severance  of  any  Insti- 
tution, Agency  or  Council 

Proposals  concerning  the  establishment  of  a  new  Institu- 
tion, Agency,  or  Council,  or  the  termination  or  severance  of  any 
Institution,  Agency  or  Council  shall  be  presented  to  the  Conven- 
fion  in  annual  session.  If  the  Convention,  by  majority  vote, 
agrees  that  the  proposal  should  be  further  considered,  the 
procedures  of  Paragraph  C  below  shall  be  favored. 
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C.    Proposal  Referred  to  General  Board 

Upon  presentation  of  a  proposal  of  Paragraph  A  above,  or 
upon  the  vote  of  the  Convention  to  further  consider  a  proposal 
under  Paragraph  B  above,  the  Convention  president  shall  refer 
the  proposal  to  the  General  Board  for  a  detailed  study.  No  final 
action  on  any  such  proposal  shall  be  taken  at  the  Convention  at 
which  such  proposal  is  first  made. 

Article  XIII.  Woman's  Missionary  Union 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  North  Carolina  is  recog- 
nized as  an  auxiliary  of  this  Convention. 

Article  XIV.  Relationship  with  Wake  Forest 
University 

A.  Application  of  Article  XIV 

In  recognition  of  certain  unique  aspects  of  the  relation- 
ship of  Wake  Forest  University  (The  "University")  with  the  Con- 
vention, this  Article  XIV  shall  be  the  only  Article  of  this  Constitu- 
tion which  shall  apply  to  the  University  and  this  Article  XIV  shall 
apply  only  to  the  University,  except  as  otherwise  expressly  pro- 
vided in  this  Article  XIV. 

B.  The  Nature  of  the  Relationship  between  the  Convention 
and  the  University 

The  University  shall  be  an  institution  related  to  the  Con- 
vention by  means  of  a  mutually  agreed  upon  covenant.  The 
Convention  and  the  University  acknowledge  that  they  are  bound 
together  by  a  covenant  growing  out  of  a  basic  commitment  to 
God  and  to  each  other.  This  covenant  is  not  static  but  dynamic.  It 
is  to  be  constantly  re-examined,  revised  and  kept  workable  as 
the  fundamental  basis  for  the  continuing  relationship  between 
the  Convention  and  the  University.  Reference  is  made  to  the 
Report  of  the  General  Board  of  the  Convention  at  the  1979 
annual  session  for  the  text  of  the  covenant  pursuant  to  which  this 
Article  XIV  is  adopted. 

C.  Composition  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University 
Two-thirds  (24)  of  the  thirty-six  (36)  members  of  the  Board 

of  Trustees  of  the  University  will  be  selected  from  the  member- 
ship of  any  Baptist  church  cooperating  with  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina,  provided  each  maintains  resi- 
dence in  the  State  of  North  Carolina.  One-third  (12)  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  be  men  and  women  of 
any  evangelical  Christian  denomination  and  need  not  be  resi- 
dents of  the  State  of  North  Carolina.  All  trustees  nominated  will 
be  qualified  men  and  women  who  will  assist  the  University  in  the 
shaping  of  its  goals,  policies  and  practices  in  accordance  with 
Christian  ideals. 

D.  Term  of  Office  and  Succession 

The  term  of  office  of  each  trustee  shall  be  four  (4)  years, 
shall  begin  on  January  1  following  the  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
tion at  which  the  trustee  was  elected,  and  shall  end  on 
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December  31  following  the  Convention  at  which  his  or  her  suc- 
cessor was  elected  unless  sooner  terminated  and  except  in  the 
case  of  elections  to  fill  vacancies.  Except  as  provided  in  Article  IX, 
Section  F.  of  the  By-Laws,  a  trustee  shall  not  be  eligible  to  serve  a 
continuous  term  of  more  than  four  (4)  years  unless  the  trustee 
shall  have  been  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  of  less  than  two  (2)  years, 
in  which  case  the  trustee  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election  to  a  full 
four  (4)  year  term.  A  trustee  is  eligible  for  re-election  to  one  or 
more  additional  full  four  (4)  year  terms  provided  a  period  of  not 
less  than  twelve  (12)  months  separates  the  end  of  his  or  her  last 
term  and  the  beginning  of  any  additional  term. 

E.  Contributions  to  the  University 

Effective  January  1,  1981,  Cooperative  Program  funds  of  the 
Convention  will  be  remitted  to  the  University  at  the  sole  discre- 
tion of  each  church  cooperating  with  the  Convention.  Each 
church  may,  upon  the  remittance  of  Cooperative  Program  funds 
instruct  that  Wake  Forest  receive  or  not  receive  6.04%  of  its 
Cooperative  Program  contribution,  such  6.04%  being  the  share 
of  the  University  for  1979.  The  University  will  not  be  included  as 
part  of  the  Convention's  budget,  except  as  a  contingency  item. 
In  keeping  with  Convention  policy,  designated  gifts  for  the  Uni- 
versity will  be  remitted  to  the  University  in  addition  to  Coopera- 
tive Program  funds  approved  by  churches. 

F.  Reports  to  Convention  and  Solicitation  of  Churches 

The  University  will  report  annually  to  the  Convention  con- 
cerning work  done  and  undertaken.  The  University  will  solicit 
funds  from  churches  in  a  manner  that  is  consistent  with  the 
recommendation  of  the  Mission  Support  Commission  adopted 
by  the  Convention  in  1977,  but  may  encourage  churches  to 
instruct  the  Convention  that  the  University  shall  receive  the  cur- 
rent share  (6.04%)  of  their  Cooperative  Program  contributions. 

G.  Miscellaneous 

The  provisions  of  subsection  D.1.a  of  Article  IX  and  of  sub- 
section D.3.b  of  Article  IX  of  this  constitution  shall  be  deemed  to 
apply  to  and  include  the  University. 

Article  XV.  Amendments 

This  Constitution  may  be  changed  or  amended  on  the  second 
full  day  of  any  annual  session  of  the  Convention  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  registered  messengers  present  when  the  vote  is 
taken,  provided  that  notice  of  any  and  all  amendments  to  the 
Constitution  shall  appear  in  the  Biblical  Recorder  in  two  separate 
issues  in  advance  of  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  in  which  the 
proposed  action  is  to  be  taken. 

Article  XVI.  Validate 

The  adoption  of  this  new  Constitution  shall  not  invalidate  any 
action  validly  taken  by  or  in  behalf  of  the  Convention  or  any  of 
its  institutions  or  agencies  prior  to  the  date  this  new  Constitution 
becomes  effective. 
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Bylaws 


The  work  of  the  Comention  shall  be  gov  erned  b\  the  follow- 
ing b\  -  laws: 

I.    Duties  of  Officers  of  the  Convention 

V    The  President 

The  president  shall  preside  over  the  deliberations  of  the 
Convention  and  discharge  such  other  duties  as  are  imposed 
upon  him  by  the  Convention  or  as  are  incumbent  on  the  presid- 
ing officer  of  a  deliberative  bodv.  He  shall  in  advance  of  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  vice 
presidents  appoint  a  Committee  on  Enrollment  consisting  of  nine 
members,  three  of  whom  shall  ha\  e  ser\  ed  the  pre\  ious  v  ear. 
and  a  Committee  on  Committees  consisting  of  fifteen  members, 
no  later  than  May  1.  He  ma>  appoint  other  committees  w  hen  so 
directed  by  the  bods.  He  shall  also  serve  ex  officio  as  a  \oting 
member  of  the  General  Board  and  its  Executive  Committee.  He 
shall  also  serve  as  an  ex  officio  non-\oting  member  of  all  Con- 
vention committees. 
B     The  V  ice-Presidents 

1.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  President  or  his  inca- 
pacity to  serve  the  Vice-Presidents  shall  succeed  him  in 
the  order  of  their  rank:  and  so  succeeding  shall  have  and 
discharge  the  duties  incumbent  upon  the  President. 

2.  They  shall  assist  the  President  in  naming  those  Con- 
vention  Committees  for  which  he  is  responsible  and  shall 
serve  ex  officio  as  voting  members  of  the  General  Board 
and  its  Executive  Committee. 

C.  The  Recording  Secretarv 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  record  and  preserve  the 
proceedings  of  the  Convention  and  shall  prepare  the  copv  for 
printing. 

The  Assistant  Recording  Secretarv  will  assist  the  Recording 
Secretary  and  in  case  of  illness  or  death  of  the  Recording  Secre- 
tary during  a  Convention  year,  he  will  succeed  him  to  the  office 
of  Recording  Secretary. 

D.  The  General  Secretarv -Treasurer 

1.  The  General  Secretarv  of  the  Convention  shall  pro- 
mote the  whole  program  of  the  Convention,  including 
Missions.  Evangelism,  Higher  Education  and  Social  Ser- 
vice, and  may  serve  as  adviser  to  all  the  institutions, 
agencies,  and  committees  of  the  Convention.  He  shall 
work  under  the  direction  of  and  be  subject  to  the  author- 
ity of  the  General  Board:  and  shall  have  administrative 
superv  ision  of  such  work  as  shall  be  assigned  to  him  bv 
the  Convention  or  its  General  Board. 

2.  In  carrying  out  the  responsibilities  of  each  and  all 
these  functions,  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  shall: 

a.    Coordinate  and  ev  aluate  General  Board  programs 
with  the  help  of  the  General  Board  and  its  Executive 
Committee: 
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b.  Advise  and  otherwise  assist  the  General  Board,  the 
Convention  and  their  committees  and  subcommittees, 
including  the  provision  of  direct  staff  help  in  planning 
meetings,  preparing  agenda,  presenting  analyses,  facts, 
and  recommendations; 

c.  Plan,  coordinate  and  supervise  the  entire  budge- 
tary process  (formulation,  authorization  and  administra- 
tion) under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee 
and,  where  appropriate,  the  Convention; 

d.  Assume  responsibility  for  the  administration,  coor- 
dination and  direction  of  General  Board  staff,  including 
the  recommendations  of  all  divisions  and  department 
heads,  organization  of  professional  staff,  development 
of  professional  staff  position  descriptions,  and 
preparation  of  personnel  policies; 

e.  Encourage  staff  members  to  make  their  fullest  con- 
tribution to  the  work  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina; 

f.  Work  on  a  cooperating  basis  with  the  heads  of  all 
Boards  and  Agencies  of  the  Convention. 

g.  Promote  participation  in  and  support  for  all  North 
Carolina  Baptist  and  Southern  Baptist  Convention  pro- 
grams and  represent  the  General  Board,  as  appropriate, 
to  the  denomination  and  the  public. 

3.  As  Treasurer,  he  shall  receive  all  funds  sent  him  for 
the  objects  of  the  Conventions,  and  make  acknowl- 
edgements of  the  same  in  the  manner  as  the  General 
Board  may  determine  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties.  He  shall  sign  all  checks  which  shall  be  counter- 
signed by  the  Business  Manager  and  Comptroller.  How- 
ever, in  the  event  that  either  is  unable  to  perform  his 
duty  because  of  disability  or  other  cause,  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  designate  someone  to  sign  checks  on 
behalf  of  either  officer,  all  of  whom  shall  be  bonded  in 
such  amount  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  General 
Board.  He  shall  forward  at  least  once  a  month  all  contri- 
butions to  their  destinations.  He  shall  make  an  annual 
report  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements  which  shall  be 
published  in  the  minutes  of  the  Convention,  and  upon 
retiring  from  his  office,  he  shall  deliver  to  his  successor 
all  money,  papers,  books  and  other  property  belonging 
thereto. 

4.  As  General  Secretary  he  shall  supervise  the  work  of 
administrative  assistants,  the  Director  of  the  Office  of 
Public  Relations,  the  Director  of  the  Office  of  Steward- 
ship and  Cooperative  Program  Promotion,  and  the  Direc- 
tor of  the  Department  of  Pastor/Church  Relations. 

E.    The  Parliamentarian 

The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  and  assist  the  Presiding 
Officer  of  the  Convention  with  respect  to  all  matters  involving 
proper  parliamentary  procedure.  The  Rules  of  Order  for  the 
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Convention  shall  be  those  laid  down  in  Robert's  "Rules  of 
Order,"  but  in  cases  where  the  meaning  may  not  be  clear  the 
President  shall  exercise  his  discretion,  subject  to  appeal  to  the 
Convention. 

II.    Duties  of  the  Committees 

Membership  on  Convention  committees  shall  not  bar  one 
from  serving  as  a  member  of  the  General  Board,  or  as  a  director 
of  any  agency  of  the  Convention,  or  as  a  trustee  of  any  institu- 
tion of  the  Convention. 

Vacancies  occurring  in  committees  between  sessions  of  the 
Convention  shall  be  filled  through  appointment  of  the  Conven- 
tion President. 

Nothing  contained  in  reports  to  the  Convention  shall  be 
construed  as  an  action  of  the  Convention  except  the  recommen- 
dations which  are  definitely  listed  and  adopted  by  the 
Convention. 

The  committees  of  the  Convention  shall  be  divided  into  three 

categories: 

A.  Those  appointed  by  the  President  and  Vice-Presidents  in 
advance  of  the  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

1.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  ENROLLMENT  consisting  of 
nine  members,  three  of  whom  shall  have  served  the  pre- 
vious year,  and  whose  duties  it  shall  be  to  provide  regis- 
tration cards  for  messengers  and  visitors  and  have  them  in 
a  suitable  place  several  hours  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Convention.  This  Committee  shall  make  a  report  to  the 
assembled  messengers  upon  the  call  of  the  President, 
and  shall  serve  as  a  committee  on  credentials. 

2.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  COMMITTEES  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  nominate  for  election  by  the  Convention  the 
committees  listed  under  sections  B  and  C  below,  and 
such  other  committees  as  may  be  assigned  to  it. 

It  is  desirable  that  at  least  25  percent  of  members  nom- 
inated to  all  committees  of  the  Convention  shall  come 
from  churches  with  a  resident  membership  under  400. 
No  one  shall  be  nominated  to  serve  on  more  than  one 
committee  at  the  same  time.  It  is  desirable  that  no  church 
shall  have  more  than  six  (6)  members  serving  at  one  time 
on  committees.  Any  addition  beyond  (6)  must  be  indi- 
vidually justified  by  the  Committee  on  Committees  to  the 
Convention. 

The  Committee  on  Committees  shall  include  in  its 
report  as  a  minimum  the  name,  church,  home  town, 
association,  occupation,  and  sex  of  each  nominee,  the 
name  of  the  committee  on  which  he  or  she  is  nominated 
to  serve,  together  with  such  summary  information  as  will 
make  clear  to  the  Convention  the  diversity  and  breadth 
of  representation  provided  by  the  slates  of  nominees. 

B.  Those  to  report  at  the  next  regular  session  of  the 
Convention. 

1.    THE  COMMITTEE  ON  RESOLUTIONS  consisting  of 
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fifteen  members,  ten  of  whom  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
Committee  on  Committees  and  elected  by  the  Conven- 
tion, to  serve  during  the  succeeding  year  and  to  report  at 
the  next  regular  session  of  the  Convention.  The  five 
other  members  should  be  from  the  General  Board  with 
at  least  two  of  the  five  from  the  Executive  Committee. 
These  five  should  be  named  by  the  Executive  Committee 
after  the  organizational  meeting  in  January  of  each  year. 

All  resolutions  presented  to  the  Convention  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions,  except  that  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present  on  the 
second  day  of  the  Convention,  the  rules  may  be  sus- 
pended and  a  resolution  be  taken  up  for  immediate 
consideration. 

Those  who  plan  to  present  resolutions  to  the  Conven- 
tion for  consideration  are  urged  to  submit  a  copy  of  the 
resolution  to  the  Committee  well  in  advance  of  the  Con- 
vention. This  will  not  only  give  the  Committee  more 
adequate  time  to  consider  the  resoultions,  but  will  also 
make  it  possible  to  print  the  proposed  resolutions  in  the 
Book  of  Advance  Reports. 

2.    THE  COMMITTEE  ON  NOMINATIONS,  consisting  of 
fifteen  members,  five  of  whom  shall  rotate  off  each  year. 
Their  term  of  office  shall  begin  with  the  adjournment  of 
the  Convention  at  which  they  are  elected  and  shall  ter- 
minate upon  adjournment  of  the  Convention  at  which 
their  successors  are  elected.  No  member  shall  be  eligible 
to  succeed  himself  after  serving  three  consecutive  years. 
No  person  employed  by  the  General  Board  or  an  agency 
or  institution  of  the  Convention  shall  serve  as  chairman 
of  this  committee. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  Convention  shall  nominate  at 
least  25  percent  of  the  members  to  the  various  boards, 
agencies  and  institutions  from  churches  with  resident 
membership  under  400.  No  one  shall  be  nominated  to 
serve  on  more  than  one  board  at  the  same  time.  They 
shall  also  nominate  members  for  vacancies  for  the  twelve 
(12)  members-at-large  of  the  Council  on  Christian  Life 
and  Public  Affairs  and  such  other  nominations  as  may  be 
delegated  to  the  Committee  of  the  Convention.  It  is 
desirable  that  no  church  shall  have  more  than  six  (6) 
members  serving  at  one  time  on  Convention  boards.  Any 
addition  beyond  six  (6)  must  be  individually  justified  by 
the  Nominating  Committee  to  the  Convention. 

a.  The  Committee  shall  begin  to  function  upon  elec- 
tion. It  shall  meet  as  often  as  needed  to  prepare  recom- 
mendations for  vacancies  and  shall  begin  not  later  than 
July  1  to  prepare  recommendations  for  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Convention. 

b.  This  Committee  shall  invite  through  letter  the  insti- 
tutional and  agency  heads  and  associational  leadership  to 
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submit  recommendations  for  vacancies  for  their  respec- 
tive institutions,  agencies  or  General  Board  occurring 
annually  or  between  annual  sessions  of  the  Convention. 
The  Committee  shall  invite  individuals  through  the  Bibli- 
cal Recorder  to  submit  recommendations.  All  recom- 
mendations shall  be  accompanied  by  biographical  mate- 
rial, including  general  assessments  by  personal  and 
church  references.  Recommendations  and  supporting 
material  shall  be  submitted  early  enough  for  the  Nomi- 
nating Committee  to  acknowledge  and  carefully  evaluate 
each  recommendation  and  make  an  informed  decision 
based  upon  character,  churchmanship  and  special  skills 
required  by  the  particular  institution.  All  such  materials 
shall  be  kept  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee during  the  period  of  his  active  work  up  to  and 
until  the  time  of  the  convention,  and  all  such  materials 
received  from  churches  and  individuals  shall  be  shared 
upon  receipt  with  the  particular  institution  involved. 
After  the  Convention  has  taken  action  on  nominations, 
the  Chairman  will  forward  all  biographical  materials  to 
the  new  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

c.    When  the  Committee  meets  to  do  its  work,  it  shall 
give  careful  consideration  to  those  who  have  been 
recommended  from  the  various  sources  indicated 
above  and  to  the  fact  that  the  trustees  of  each  agency  or 
institution  are  close  to  that  agency  or  institution,  have 
expert  knowledge  of  its  needs  and  possibilities,  possess 
a  deep  interest  and  concern  for  the  institution,  and 
know  the  men  and  women  who  can  best  serve  the 
institution.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall: 

(1)  Consult  with  the  representatives  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Convention  agencies  and 
institutions  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the 
specific  trustee  skills  needed. 

(2)  Consult  as  needed  with  persons  making 
recommendations  with  respect  to  their  recom- 
mendations for  membership  on  the  General 
Board  and  the  Boards  of  Trustees  of  institutions 
and  agencies. 

(3)  Share  with  the  institutions  and  agencies  its 
proposed  nominations  prior  to  notification  of 
these  nominees.  This  is  for  the  purpose  of  further 
consultation  if  further  consultation  is  deemed 
necessary  by  either  the  Committee  or  the  Boards 
of  Trustees. 

(4)  Then  it  will  be  free  to  follow  its  own  best 
judgement  in  making  recommendations  to  the 
Convention  or  the  General  Board.  The  Commit- 
tee should  strive  to  select  and  nominate  the  best 
representatives  of  our  Convention  from  the  vast 
resources  available  to  the  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina. 
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Special  emphasis  should  be  given  to: 

(1)  Stability  of  effective  leadership,  thus  assur- 
ing the  continuous  work  of  Baptists. 

(2)  Demonstrated  active  churchmanship,  thus 
assuring  effective  Baptist  State  Convention 
representation. 

(3)  A  cross-section  of  membership,  thus  assur- 
ing representation  of  churches  of  various  sizes 
and  types,  a  variety  of  professional  and  educa- 
tional backgrounds,  geographical  areas,  different 
age  groups,  and  both  lay  persons  and  ministers.  It 
is  desirable  to  avoid  the  concentration  of  leader- 
ship in  too  few  places. 

d.  Consent  of  the  nominee  to  serve  shall  be  secured 
by  the  Committee  prior  to  the  recommendations  to  the 
Convention  or  the  General  Board. 

e.  The  full  report  of  the  committee  shall  be  published 
in  the  Biblical  Recorder  at  least  four  weeks  prior  to  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Convention.  The  report  shall 
include  as  a  minimum  the  name,  church,  home  town, 
association,  occupation,  and  sex  of  each  nominee,  the 
name  of  the  institution  or  agency  on  whose  board  he  or 
she  is  nominated  to  serve,  together  with  such  summary 
information  as  will  make  clear  to  the  Convention  the 
diversity  and  breadth  of  representation  provided  by  the 
slates  of  nominees.  The  name  of  any  person  to  be 
nominated  from  the  floor  of  the  Convention  and  the 
name  of  the  nominee  intended  to  be  displaced  shall  be 
published  in  the  Biblical  Recorder  at  least  one  week 
prior  to  the  Convention's  annual  session.  In  addition, 
biographical  material  relating  to  proposed  floor 
nominees  shall  be  given  to  the  agency  or  institution 
involved  and  to  the  Nominating  Committee  at  least  one 
week  prior  to  such  session. 

3.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CONVENTION  PROGRAM, 
consisting  of  nine  members,  three  of  whom  shall  rotate 
off  each  year.  Their  terms  of  office  shall  begin  at  the 
adjournment  of  the  Convention  at  which  they  are 
elected  and  shall  terminate  upon  the  adjournment  of  the 
Convention  at  which  their  successors  are  elected.  No 
member  shall  be  eligible  to  succeed  himself  after  serving 
three  consecutive  years  or  one  full  term.  This  committee 
shall  be  responsible: 

a.  For  the  program  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  cur- 
rent year  and  preliminary  plans  (speakers  and  theme)  for 
the  next  Annual  Meeting. 

b.  For  all  other  matters  in  connection  with  the 
Annual  Meeting  not  provided  for  in  the  Constitution  and 
By-Laws. 

4.  COMMITTEE  ON  LOCAL  ARRANGEMENTS  consist- 
ing of  nine.  This  committee  shall  be  responsible  for: 
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a.  Supervising  all  arrangements  with  the  local  audito- 
rium including  the  securing  of  typewriters,  telephones, 
furniture  and  needed  equipment  for  the  sessions  of  the 
Annual  Meeting. 

b.  Working  with  Convention  staff,  Program  Commit- 
tee, and  Enrollment  Committee  of  the  Convention  in 
arranging  for  display  booths,  sound  system  and  other 
arrangements  necessary  for  the  sessions  of  the 
Convention. 

5.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MEMORIALS  consists  of  five 
members.  They  shall  prepare  a  report  memorializing  min- 
isters and  lay  leaders  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  who 
died  since  the  publication  of  the  previous  Convention 
Annual.  They  shall  recommend  names  of  those  to  whom 
the  Annual  of  the  Convention  is  to  be  dedicated.  The 
Committee  may  make  recommendations  to  the  Executive 
Committee  of  those  persons  to  be  memorialized  who 
died  after  the  close  of  the  Convention  and  prior  to  pub- 
lication of  the  Annual. 

6.  THE  HISTORICAL  COMMITTEE,  consisting  of  twelve 
members,  four  of  whom  shall  rotate  off  each  year.  A 
member  having  served  a  full  three-year  term  shall  not  be 
eligible  to  succeed  himself. 

This  committee  shall  recommend  appropriate  measures 
for  the  preservation  of  Baptist  history.  It  shall  seek  to  pre- 
serve the  minutes  and  records  of  all  Baptist  bodies, 
churches,  associations,  and  conventions,  historical 
manuscripts,  printed  materials,  including  correspon- 
dence, and  museum  objects.  It  shall  encourage  the  writ- 
ing and  publication  of  high-standard  histories  of  individ- 
uals, churches,  associations,  and  conventions.  It  shall 
recommend  what  historic  sites,  including  buildings, 
should  be  properly  marked  and  preserved  when  these 
are  related  to  Baptist  history.  It  shall  work  in  close  col- 
laboration with  the  historical  researcher  employed  jointly 
by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  Wake  Forest  Univer- 
sity, who  works  directly  with  the  Baptist  Collection  in  the 
Wake  Forest  University  Library.  The  committee  shall 
report  annually  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  shall 
cooperate  with  the  Historical  Commission  of  the  South- 
ern Baptist,  Convention. 

7.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  PLACE  AND  PREACHER  con- 
sisting of  nine  members.  This  committee  shall  recom- 
mend the  preacher  for  the  next  annual  session  of  the 
Convention  and  be  responsible  for  recommending  to  the 
Convention  a  place  of  meeting  for  at  least  two  years  in 
advance;  and  should  consider  proper  accomdations  and 
the  size  of  the  auditorium  which  is  available. 

8.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  TRUSTEE  ORIENTATION,  con- 
sisting of  nine  members,  three  of  whom  shall  rotate  off 
each  year.  Their  terms  of  office  shall  begin  at  the 
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adjournment  of  the  Convention  at  which  they  are 
elected  and  shall  terminate  upon  the  adjournment  of  the 
Convention  at  which  their  successors  are  elected.  No 
member  shall  be  eligible  to  succeed  himself  after  serving 
three  consecutive  years  or  one  full  term. 

a.  The  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  planning  and 
promoting  an  annual  orientation  program  for  trustees 
and  directors  of  Convention  institutions  and  agencies. 

b.  The  committee  shall  prepare  a  brief  manual  of 
instruction  for  use  by  trustees  and  directors  of  Conven- 
tion institutions  and  agencies,  and  shall,  as  occasion 
requires,  revise  this  manual. 

9.  THE  PUBLICITY  COMMITTEE,  consisting  of  six 
members.  Due  to  the  peculiar  character  of  this  commit- 
tee, members  may  be  elected  to  succeed  themselves  as 
often  as  seems  desirable. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  plan  for  proper 
news  coverage  of  all  sessions  of  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion, to  act  as  liaison  group  between  the  Convention  and 
the  press,  to  formulate  and  release  news  items  growing 
out  of  the  sessions  of  the  State  Convention,  and  in  gen- 
eral to  seek  to  promote  good  relations  between  the 
denomination  and  the  public  press. 

10.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  COOPERATION  WITH  GEN- 
ERAL BAPTISTS,  consisting  of  six  members,  two  of  them 
shall  be  elected  for  a  three-year  term,  two  for  a  two-year 
term,  and  two  for  a  one-year  term.  Once  the  committee 
has  been  organized,  two  persons  should  be  nominated 
each  year  for  three-year  terms.  The  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  college 
student,  and  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Coopera- 
tion with  General  Baptists  shall  serve  as  ex  officio 
members.  These  shall  form  a  Joint  Committee  with  a 
comparable  group  from  the  General  Baptist  Convention. 
This  Joint  Committee  shall  study  and  recommend  period- 
ically to  their  respective  groups  areas  of  cooperative 
work,  activities,  and  projects  that  will  strengthen  our 
common  fellowship  as  well  as  advance  the  work  of  our 
Lord.  The  Joint  Committee  will  serve  in  an  advisory 
capacity  to  the  Department  of  Cooperation  with  General 
Baptists. 

C.  Special  Convention  Committees 

When  a  special  committee  is  called  for,  the  Resolutions 
Committee  shall  study  the  situation  to  see  if  there  is  a  committee 
or  group  already  in  existence  which  could  appropriately  attend  to 
the  matter  proposed,  and,  if  there  is  such  a  group,  it  shall,  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Resolutions  Committee  and  vote  of  the 
Convention,  be  referred  to  them.  Otherwise,  the  Resolutions 
Committee  may  recommend  that  a  special  committee  be  set  up 
by  the  Convention. 
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III.  Eligibility  for  Membership  on  the  General 
Board  on  Boards  of  Trustees  and  Direc- 
tors of  Agencies  and  Institutions  of  the 
Convention 

Members  of  the  General  Board  and  Trustees  and  Directors  of 
any  agency  of  institution  of  the  Convention  shall  be  members  of 
churches  cooperating  with  the  Convention. 

The  term  of  office  shall  begin  on  January  1,  following  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention  at  which  members  were  elected;  and 
shall  end  on  December  31  following  the  Convention  at  which 
their  successors  were  elected,  unless  sooner  terminated. 

In  no  case  shall  a  member  of  any  board  serve  a  continuous 
term  of  more  than  four  years,  except  the  director  of  North  Carol- 
ina Baptist  Foundation,  in  which  case  the  continuous  term  shall 
not  exceed  five  years,  provided,  however,  that  any  such  board 
member  who  still  have  been  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  of  less  than 
two  years,  shall  be  eligible  to  be  re-elected  to  a  full  term  of  his 
own.  No  individual  who  is  employed  by  the  General  Board,  an 
agencv  or  institution  of  the  Convention  shall  serve  on  the  Board 
of  trustees  of  any  other  agency  or  institution. 

A  member  of  a  board  of  any  institution  or  agency  of  the  Con- 
vention hav  ing  completed  a  full  term  of  office  shall  not  be  eligi- 
ble for  re-election  to  membership  on  the  same  board  until  the 
lapse  of  one  year,  but  shall  be  eligible  for  immediate  election  to 
membership  on  the  board  of  any  other  institution  or  agency  of 
the  Com  ention. 

IV.  The  General  Board 

A.    Pow  ers  and  Duties  of  the  General  Board 

1.    The  General  Board  shall  have  charge  and  control  of 
all  work  of  the  Convention  in  the  interim  between  ses- 
sions of  the  Convention,  except  those  activities  commit- 
ted specificallv  bv  charter  to  the  Boards  of  Trustees  of  its 
institutions  and  agencies.  It  shall  have  the  power  to  act 
for  the  Convention  in  the  interim  between  sessions  of 
the  Convention:  and  anv  action  taken  during  the  interim 
shall  be  binding  on  the  Convention  and  reported  fully  to 
the  Convention  at  its  next  session.  It  shall  make  and 
approve  all  appropriations.  It  shall  have  no  power  to  con- 
travene anv  action  of  the  Convention  nor  to  launch  any 
new  institutions.  It  may  prov  ide  for  the  expansion  of  any 
phase  of  work  which  its  income  and  resources  may  make 
possible.  It  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  bringing  to  the 
Convention  for  its  consideration  recommendations  con- 
cerning anv  phase  of  work  that  is  being  done  or  that 
should  be  undertaken  in  order  that  the  Convention  may 
hav  e  an  ov  erall  picture  of  the  total  program  of  North 
Carolina  Missionary  Baptists.  Upon  any  proposal  being 
referred  to  the  General  Board  under  Article  XII,  para- 
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graph  C  of  the  Constitution,  the  General  Board  shall 
structure  a  study  that  shall  provide  full  information  to  the 
Convention,  prior  to  its  next  regular  meeting,  including: 

a.  An  analysis  of  the  need  or  the  activity,  Institution, 
Agency  or  Council; 

b.  Alternate  approaches  available  to  the  Convention; 

c.  A  feasibility  study,  showing  costs,  both  immediate 
and  long-range;  and 

d.  Availability  or  lack  of  resources. 

2.  The  General  Board  shall  make  a  report  to  the  Con- 
vention of  its  activities  during  the  year.  The  Board  shall 
have  its  report  printed  and  ready  for  distribution  at  the 
first  session  of  the  Convention,  including  reports  from 
Education  Institutions,  Hospitals,  Children's  Homes, 
Homes  for  Aging,  Baptist  Foundation,  Christian  Higher 
Education  Council,  Social  Services  Council,  and  all  other 
agencies  of  the  Convention. 

3.  Allocation  of  Funds.  The  General  Board  shall  recom- 
mend to  the  Convention  the  budget  allocations  of 
Cooperative  Program  undesignated  gifts  for  each  object 
of  the  Convention,  and  the  amount  or  percentage  of 
Cooperative  Program  funds  to  be  allocated  to  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  causes. 

4.  Audit.  The  General  Board  shall  employ  a  certified 
public  accountant  each  year  to  make  a  complete  audit  of 
the  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  and  comptroller, 
and  it  shall  employ  or  cause  to  be  employed  a  certified 
public  account  or  accountants,  to  make  annual  audits  of 
all  institutions  of  the  Convention. 

A  copy  of  the  annual  audit  of  the  General  Board  and  of 
each  institution  receiving  funds  from  the  Convention 
shall  be  presented  to  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  of 
the  Convention;  the  audit  of  the  General  Board  and  a 
summary  of  the  other  audits  shall  be  presented  to  the 
Recording  Secretary  not  later  then  thirty  days  after  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year  for  inclusion  in  the  Annual  of  the 
Convention  and,  at  the  discretion  of  the  General  Board, 
in  the  Biblical  Recorder. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Board  and 
the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  have  the  authority 
to  provide  the  forms  which  will  indicate  what  items 
should  appear  in  said  summary. 
B.    The  Organization  of  the  General  Board 

1.    MEETINGS.  The  General  Board  shall  meet  on  Tuesday 
and  Wednesday  following  the  fourth  Sunday  of  January; 
on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  following  the  fourth  Sunday 
of  May;  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  following  the  fourth 
Sunday  of  September;  and  in  cases  of  emergency  at  the 
call  of  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  and  the  President 
of  the  Board  or  by  request  from  a  majority  of  the  General 
Board  members. 
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2.  OFFICERS.  At  the  January  meeting  of  the  Board  the 
following  officers  shall  be  elected  and  they  shall  serve 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified : a  Presi- 
dent, a  Vice-President,  and  a  Recording  Secretary. 

3.  COMMITTEES  OF  GENERAL  BOARD.  At  the  January 
meeting  all  of  the  work  of  the  General  Board  and  Con- 
vention shall  be  organized  and  promoted  under  the  fol- 
lowing divisions:

4.    DESCRIPTION  OF  COMMITTEE  FUNCTIONS.  The 
General  Board  shall  organize  the  following  Councils  and 
committees  to  assist  in  the  planning  and  implementing  of 
the  work  of  the  Convention  as  charged  to  the  General 
Board. 

The  General  Secretary-Treasurer  and  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  name  a  Committee  on  Committees  to 
nominate  members  of  these  committees  and  will  present 
recommendations  in  the  January  meeting  of  the  General 
Board. 

These  committees  will  meet  for  organizational  pur- 
poses at  the  January  meeting  of  the  General  Board  and  at 
other  times  as  specified  or  as  called  by  the  committee 
chairman,  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  or  the  division 
director. 

General  Board  President  and  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer  shall  serve  as  ex  officio  members  of  all 
committees. 

a.    Executive  Committee 

(1)  To  serve  in  a  dual  capacity  as  the  General 
Board  ad  interim  deciding  on  routine  and  emergency 
matters  between  sessions  of  the  General  Board,  and  as  a 
survey  and  policy  committee,  reviewing,  correlating  and 
recommending  policies  and  programs  to  the  General 
Board.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  receive  and  the- 
reafter recommend  to  the  General  Board  all  requests  for 
change  of  status  by  a  North  Carolina  Baptist  college  or 
university  after  first  referring  such  requests  to  the  Coun- 
cil on  Christian  Higher  Education  for  study  and  report  as 
the  Council  deems  appropriate.  It  will  initiate  and 
recommend  matters  concerning  business  management, 
budget  and  finance.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  also 
fix  the  compensation  of  all  employees  and  salaried  offic- 
ers of  the  Convention.  The  Executive  Committee  shall 
receive  and  act  on  all  recommendations  concerning  the 
employment,  supervision  and  retirement  of  personnel. 
Retirement  for  personnel  will  be  based  upon  policies 
established  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  approved  by 
the  General  Board. 

(2)  The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  pres- 
ident of  the  General  Board,  the  vice-president  of  the 
General  Board,  the  president  of  the  Convention,  the  first 
vice-president  of  the  Convention,  the  second  vice- 
president  of  the  Convention,  the  chairmen  of  the  Coun- 
cils on  Christian  Higher  Education,  Social  Services  Institu- 
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tions,  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs,  chairman  of  the 
Business  Administration  Committee,  the  six  program 
advisory  committee  chairmen,  and  three  members-at- 
large  from  the  General  Board. 

The  Executive  Committee  as  constituted  the  year  pre- 
vious shall  remain  intact  until  the  January  meeting  of  the 
General  Board  at  which  the  Executive  Committee  will  be 
re-constituted. 

(a)  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  two  sub- 
committees to  facilitate  its  work: 

Budget  and  Finance  Committee  (composed  of  six 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee)  shall  handle  pro- 
gram budget  and  finance  matters  and  study,  formulate 
and  recommend  general  budget  allocations.  Final 
recommendation  of  the  budget  will  come  from  the  full 
Executive  Committee.  Since  the  Executive  Committee 
represents  every  division  of  the  work  of  the  General 
Board  and  all  of  the  institutions  and  agencies,  it  is  the 
proper  committee  to  recommend  a  budget  each  year. 

Denominational  Cooperating  Committee  (composed 
of  the  president,  and  first  and  second  vice-presidents  of 
the  Convention)  shall  meet  at  such  times  as  conditions 
warrant.  They  shall  consider  the  work  of  the  agencies  and 
institutions  of  the  state  and  Southern  Baptist  Conventions 
and  recommend  any  policies  that  will  improve  coopera- 
tion with  these  agencies  and  institutions  and  Woman's 
Missionary  Union. 

(b)  Meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be 
held  at  least  once  per  quarter. 

Once  each  year,  not  later  than  April,  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  invite  heads  of  all  agencies  and  institu- 
tions of  the  Convention  to  present  written  evaluations  of 
their  needs  and  requests,  for  the  next  fiscal  year  to  the 
Budget  and  Finance  Committee.  Following  this  meeting, 
the  Executive  Committee  shall  prepare  a  budget  to  be 
presented  to  the  General  Board  at  the  pre-Convention 
session  of  the  General  Board.  Any  changes  caused  by 
Convention  action,  or  later  needs  may  be  made  at  the 
January  meeting  of  the  General  Board. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  in  special  meeting 
on  call  of  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  or  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  General  Board  or  both. 

(c)  The  President  of  the  General  Board  shall  serve 
as  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  ex  officio 
member  of  its  sub-committees. 

(d)  The  Executive  Committee  will  receive  regular 
financial  reports  from  the  Business  Manager  and  Comp- 
troller. The  Business  Manager  working  with  the  Business 
Administration  Committee  will  recommend  bookkeeping 
and  accounting  policies,  execute  the  financial  instruc- 
tions of  the  General  Board  regarding  the  appropriation 
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of  all  funds  received  by  the  Convention  and  procedures 
to  be  used  by  staff  members  In  purchase  of  supplies, 
program  materials,  and  equipment. 

b.  The  Business  Management  Committee 

The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  fifteen 
members,  eight  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  Gen- 
eral Board  and  seven  of  whom  shall  be  at-large  members 
elected  by  the  General  Board.  The  members  will  serve  on 
a  rotating  basis,  and  will  include  people  with  expertise  in 
law,  accounting,  finance,  insurance,  management,  and 
the  ministry.  Any  member  who  misses  two  consecutive 
meetings  without  acceptable  reason  shall  be  automati- 
cally replaced. 

The  Committee's  organization  will  be: 

(1)  Business  Management  Advisory  Committee 

The  Committee  will  counsel  the  director  of 
business  division  in  procedures  of: 

(a)  Bookkeeping  and  accounting 

(b)  Financial  reporting 

(c)  Annual  audit 

(d)  Convention  equipment  maintenance 
and  replacement 

(e)  Purchasing  procedure  by  staff 

(f )  Insurance  coverage  on  Convention's 
property 

(2)  Convention's  Emergency  Fund  Committee 
The  Emergency  Fund  will  be  placed  with  the 

North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Incorporated,  and 
administered  so  that  funds  can  be  made  available  for 
emergencies  within  120  days. 

Anticipated  sources  of  income  for  the  Emergency  Fund 
include: 

(a)  Program  reserves  for  Christian  Education  and 
Christian  Social  Services. 

(b)  Approximately  $150,000  of  the  income  received 
in  excess  of  expenditures  referred  to  above  which  will 
create  a  total  of  $200,000. 

(c)  Non-budgeted  funds  which  have  no  relationship 
to  State  Missions  programs. 

(d)  Savings  in  insurance  premiums  resulting  from 
an  increased  deductible  covering  property  and  casualty 
losses,  reference  to  which  is  made  below. 

(e)  One-fourth  of  one  percent  of  the  Cooperative 
Program  budget  annually  to  the  Reserve  Fund  until  the 
debt  of  approximately  $1,500,000  is  paid  or  substantially 
reduced,  one-half  of  one  percent  of  the  Cooperative 
Program  budget  thereafter. 

(f )  The  Business  Management  Committee,  following 
the  audit  each  year,  shall  recommend  the  transfer  of  no 
less  than  10%  and  not  more  than  75%  of  the  income 
received  in  excess  of  expenditures  during  the  previous 
year. 
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(g)  Appropriations  continue  until  the  fund  reaches 

10%  of  the  Cooperative  Program  budget. 
Guidelines  for  use  of  the  funds  are: 

1.  Assist  any  agency  or  institution  where  a  real 
emergency  exists.  (An  emergency  which  threatens  the 
continuation  or  will  seriously  hamper  the  work  of  the 
agency  or  institution;  funds  are  not  available  from  any 
source  either  internal  or  external;  the  need  is 
long-range.) 

2.  Cover  any  unfunded  programs  due  to  short  fall  in 
Cooperative  Program  funds  where  the  need  is  urgent 
and  cannot  be  met  within  other  budget  adjustments. 

3.  Fund  any  new  programs  that  are  deemed  to  be 
of  primary  importance  by  the  Executive  Committee,  the 
General  Board  and  General  Secretary-Treasurer. 

4.  Finance  the  purchase  of  a  fleet  of  cars  for  elig- 
ible staff  members  with  the  provision  that  a  plan  be 
established  whereby  the  Reserve  Fund  will  be  reim- 
bursed on  a  regular  basis,  following  approval  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  the  General  Board  and  the  Gen- 
eral Secretary-Treasurer. 

5.  Interest  on  advances  or  loans  should  not  be 
required  in  every  instance,  but  may  be  charged  on  the 
type  of  loan  involved. 

The  Committee  will  seek  annual  proposals  from  insu- 
rance consultants  and/or  brokers  to  secure  the  most 
economical  insurance  coverage  for  Convention  property. 
This  will  include  the  use  of  Emergency  Funds  to  assure 
the  first  $25,000  liability  on  any  property  or  casulty  loss 
incurred  (this  insurance  deductible  may  be  increased  as 
the  emergency  fund  increases). 

The  Committee  will  meet  within  6  (six)  weeks  following 
the  election  in  January  each  year  in  order  to  organize  the 
committee,  and  at  other  times  as  called  by  the  chairman, 
the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  or  director  of  the  Busi- 
ness Management  Division. 

(3)  Assemblies  Committee 

The  Assemblies  Committee  shall  function  as  a 
sub-committee  of  the  Business  Management  Committee. 
The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members  of 
the  Business  Management  Committee  of  the  General 
Board  and  will  work  with  the  Business  Management  Div- 
ision in  the  administrative  functions  of  the  North  Carol- 
ina Baptist  Assembly  at  Caswell,  Camp  Caraway,  and  Car- 
away Conference  Center. 

The  functions  of  the  Committee  are: 

Work  with  the  director  of  the  Business  Manage- 
ment Division  and  the  assembly  managers  in  formulating 
annual  program-budget  proposals;  maintain  through- 
the-year  supervision  of  budget  administration  including 
the  formulating  of  needed  financial  adjustments  for  the 
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Business  Management  Committee's  consideration;  study 
property  improvement  proposals  and  formulate  evalua- 
tion proposals  for  the  Business  Management  Committee; 
receive  and  study  quarterly  program-budget  progress 
reports. 

The  Committee  will  meet  quarterly  and  as  needed 
when  called  by  the  chairman  or  the  division  director. 

c.  Program  Advisory  Committees 

Six  Program  Advisory  Committees  composed  of 
General  Board  members  will  be  elected  as  indicated  in 
the  following  list.  The  basic  function  of  each  committee 
is  stated.  In  addition,  the  committee  will  work  with  the 
director  of  the  division  in  the  formulating  of  program- 
budget  proposals.  These  committees  will  meet  three 
times  each  year  in  connection  with  the  General  Board 
meetings.  Other  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  or  the  division  director. 

(1)  Committee  on  Missions 

Work  with  the  director  and  staff  in  promoting 
the  total  program  of  mission  ministries  and  mission  activi- 
ties in  North  Carolina.  The  committee  shall  be  composed 
of  a  minimum  of  fifteen  members  of  the  General  Board, 
(a)  Fruitland  Bible  Institute  Committee 

The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five 
members  of  the  Committee  on  Missions  of  the  General 
Board  and  will  function  as  a  sub-committee  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Missions  and  in  cooperation  with  the  director 
of  missions  ministries  division  and  the  director  of  the 
Fruitland  Bible  Institute  in  the  policy  administration  func- 
tions of  the  Institute.  It  shall  be  the  assignment  of  the 
Committee  to  maintain  the  unique  purpose  of  the  Insti- 
tute in  serving  the  special  educational  needs  of  individu- 
als called  into  the  ministry. 

The  functions  of  the  Committee  are:  Assist  in  formulat- 
ing annual  program-budget  proposals;  formulate  policy 
proposals  for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee  on 
Missions;  maintain  through-the-year  supervision  of 
budget  administration  including  the  formulating  of 
needed  financial  adjustments  for  consideration  of  Com- 
mittee on  Missions;  study  equipment,  building,  and 
property  improvement  proposals  and  in  case  of  items  not 
budgeted  formulate  proposals  for  consideration  of 
Committee  on  Missions;  receive  and  study  quarterly 
program-budget  progress  reports  and  institute  quarterly 
reports  on  enrollment  and  curriculum;  work  with  the 
director  in  evaluating  and  recommending  faculty  to  the 
Committee  on  Missions  for  election  by  the  Executive 
Committee. 

(2)  Committee  on  Evangelism 

Work  with  the  director  and  staff  in  promoting 
the  total  program  of  evangelism  among  Baptists  in  North 
Carolina. 
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(3)  Committee  on  Church  Programs 

Work  with  the  director  and  staff  in  providing  the 
churches  with  trained  educational  leadership  for  the  total 
church  membership.  Such  programs  will  involve  coopera- 
tion with  the  Sunday  School  Board  and  other  boards 
and  agencies  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

(4)  Committee  on  Stewardship 

Work  with  the  director  and  staff  in  promoting 
the  total  program  of  individual  and  church  stewardship 
and  the  support  of  missions  through  the  Cooperative 
Program. 

(5)  Committee  on  Communications 

Work  with  the  director  and  staff  in  planning  and 
promoting  communication  ministries  and  services  of  new 
releases,  publications  and  art  services,  radio  and  televi- 
sion programs,  and  audio-visual  programs  and  services. 

(6)  Youth  and  Campus  Ministries 

Work  with  the  director  and  staff  of  this  division 
in  special  youth  ministries  related  to  the  churches,  the 
campuses,  and  youth  careers. 

d.  Special  General  Board  Committee 

(1)  Services  Rendered  Committee 

The  Services  Rendered  Committee  shall  be  com- 
posed of  twelve  members  (to  be  nominated  by  the  Gen- 
eral Board  Committee  on  Committees).  Members  shall 
serve  on  a  rotating  basis  for  a  four-year  term,  with  sub- 
stantial representation  from  the  General  Board  and  its 
Executive  Committee. 

The  function  of  the  Committee: 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  study  and 
make  recommendations  to  the  General  Board  concern- 
ing requests  received  from  institutions  and  agencies  with 
regard  to  the  use  of  public  funds  in  accordance  with 
Article  XB  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention; and  in  considering  such  requests  to  give  contin- 
uing study  to  the  implementation  of  the  constitutional 
provisions  and  guidelines  in  regard  to  "services  ren- 
dered" on  an  equitable  basis  for  all  institutions  and 
agencies  of  the  Convention. 

The  Committee  shall  adopt  its  own  guidelines  for  carry- 
ing out  its  duties  and  shall  review  the  same  from  time-to- 
time  in  the  light  of  changing  circumstances  in  the  area  of 
public  funding  on  the  state  and  federal  levels  and  in 
accordance  with  the  decisions  of  the  United  States 
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Supreme  Court  as  such  may  affect  the  work  of  the 
committee. 

The  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  quarterly  and  on  call 
of  the  chairman  as  requests  are  received  from  the  institu- 
tions and  agencies  requiring  review  by  the  Committee. 
The  Committee  shall  make  regular  reports  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  and  General  Board  as  its  work  may 
require. 

V.    The  Council  on  Christian  Higher 
Education 

A.  Duties.  The  duties  of  the  Council  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  It  shall  devise  ways  and  means  for  the  proper  correla- 
tion of  the  work  and  programs  in  the  several  educational 
institutions  supported  by  the  Convention. 

2.  It  shall  study  the  needs  of  the  institutions  and  their 
ability  to  meet  these  needs,  and  upon  the  basis  of  its  find- 
ings shall  recommend  to  the  General  Board  allocations  to 
the  institutions  of  such  funds  as  may  be  made  available 
by  the  Convention  or  the  General  Board  for  Christian 
Higher  Education. 

3.  It  shall  examine  the  budget  requests  made  by  each 
institution  and  present  them  to  the  General 
Secretary-Treasurer. 

4.  It  shall  formulate  and  promote  plans  for  increasing 
the  interest  in  and  the  support  of  these  institutions  and 
shall  make  reports  in  detail  to  the  General  Board  upon  all 
its  work  and  findings. 

5.  It  shall  study  all  requests  of  the  Executive  Committee 
in  regard  to  a  change  of  status  by  a  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tist college  or  university  and  make  such  report  to  the 
Executive  Committee  as  the  Council  deems  appropriate. 

B.  Executive  Secretary 

1.  The  Council  on  Christian  Higher  Education  in  coop- 
eration with  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Con- 
vention shall  nominate  and  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  elect  an  Executive  Secretary. 

2.  Duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Council : 

a.  He  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Council  on 
Christian  Higher  Education,  to  the  General 
Secretary-Treasurer,  and  to  the  General  Board,  and 
shall  work  in  cooperation  with  all  divisions  and 
departments  in  an  effort  to  secure  full  support  for 
the  Convention's  program  of  higher  eduation. 

b.  He  shall,  in  cooperation  with  the  business 
manager  and  comptroller  of  the  General  Board, 
work  toward  promoting  a  uniform  method  of 
bookkeeping  of  all  institutions  of  higher  education 
in  an  effort  to  understand  and  interpret  all  their 
budget  needs. 
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c.    He  shall  work  towards  correlating  the  pro- 
grams of  the  several  educational  institutions  and 
securing  their  cooperation,  and  shall  formulate 
plans  for  promoting  an  interest  in  and  support  of 
Christian  Higher  Education. 
C.  Meetings 

The  Council  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  president  at 
least  three  times  during  the  Convention  year;  it  may 
meet  in  special  session  at  the  call  of  the  President  and 
Executive  Secretary,  or;  any  five  members. 

VI.    The  Council  on  Christian  Social  Services 

A.  Duties 

The  duties  of  the  Council  shall  be  to  consider  prob- 
lems common  to  all  of  the  institutions,  and  keep  the 
needs  of  these  institutions  before  the  General  Board  and 
the  Baptist  people  of  North  Carolina.  The  Council  shall 
examine  the  budget  requests  made  by  each  of  the  institu- 
tions and  present  them  with  recommendations  to  the 
General  Secretary-Treasurer. 

B.  Executive  Secretary 

1.  The  Council  on  Christian  Social  Services  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Conven- 
tion shall  nominate,  and  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
elect,  an  Executive  Secretary.  The  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer  will  serve  as  acting  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Council  until  the  position  is  filled  or  when  a  vacancy  may 
occur. 

2.  Duties  and  Responsibilities  of  the  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Council.  He  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Council  on 
Christian  Social  Services,  to  the  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  and  to  the  General  Board,  and  shall  cooperate 
with  all  the  Divisions  and  Departments  in  order  to  create 
a  better  understanding  of  all  the  problems  involved  in 
providing  for  the  needs  of  these  social  service 
institutions. 

C.  Meetings 

The  Council  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  President  at 
least  once  during  the  Convention  year.  It  may  meet  in 
special  session  at  the  call  of  the  President  and  Executive 
Secretary,  or  any  five  members. 

VII.    Council  on  Christian  Life  and  Public 
Affairs 

A.    Description  of  Emphases  and  Activities 
1.  Objective 

The  Council  on  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs  shall 
assist  North  Carolina  Baptists  in  the  propagation  of  the 
gospel  by: 
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a.  Helping  North  Carolina  Baptists  to  become 
more  aware  of  the  ethical  implications  of  the  Chris- 
tian gospel  with  regard  to  such  aspects  of  daily  liv- 
ing as  family  life,  human  relations,  moral  issues, 
economic  life  and  daily  work,  citizenship,  public 
affairs  and  related  fields;  and  by 

b.  Helping  them  create  with  God's  leadership 
and  by  His  grace  the  kind  of  moral  and  social  cli- 
mate in  which  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  witness  for 
Christ  will  be  most  effective.  This  emphasis  in  the 
field  of  applied  Christianity  is  to  be  pursued  with 
the  full  awareness  that  the  chief  concern  of  the 
Council  on  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs  is  in  the 
area  of  Christian  social  ethics  which  is  understood 
to  mean  the  application  of  Christian  principles  in 
everyday  living.  Its  primary  program  assignment  is 

in  the  area  of  Christian  morality  development 

among  North  Carolina  Baptists. 

Program 

a.  Makes  systematic  long-range  plans  for 
emphasis  on  Christian  social  ethics  in  the  life  of  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention  and  its  agencies. 
These  plans  may  include  such  things  as  suggested 
methods,  suggested  organizational  patterns  and 
suggested  themes. 

b.  Plans  and  conducts  specialized  seminars  in 
the  field  of  Christian  ethics.  Specifically,  these 
seminars  for  leadership  may  deal  with  such  subjects 
as  family  life,  human  relations,  moral  issues,  eco- 
nomic life,  daily  work  and  citizenship.  These  semi- 
nars may  be  both  statewide  and  regional  as  required 
by  circumstances.  Such  plans  for  seminars  should 
take  cognizance  of  other  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Convention  agencies  having  interest  in  any  of  these 
areas. 

c.  Plans  and  conducts  a  Christian  social  ethics 
literature  service,  including  pamphlets,  tracts,  book- 
lets, posters,  etc.  This  material  is  to  be  produced 

by  the  Division  in  cooperation  with  the  Southern 
Baptist  Christian  Life  Commission  and  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Affairs  to  assist  in  the  implementa- 
tion of  the  program  of  Christian  morality 
development. 

d.  Plan  and  conduct  seminars  in  the  dangers  of 
alcohol,  provide  literature  and  research  and  serve  as 
the  official  channel  of  the  Convention  for  needed 
action  in  reference  to  legislation  or  action  on  the 
question  of  sale  or  use  of  alcohol  among  our 
people. 

e.  Provide  for  a  liaison  committee  or  person  that 
would  work  with  our  General  Assembly  of  North 
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Carolina  and  our  national  Congress  on  legislation 
on  matters  that  may  vital K  concern  the  life  and 
work  of  our  Baptist  people. 

f.    Plans  and  provides  articles,  mats,  quotes, 
facutual  data,  pictures  and  similar  material  on  cur- 
rent pertinent  moral  and  social  issues  for  use  by 
state  Baptist  papers  and  other  mass  media  outlets  in 
North  Carolina. 

3.  Information 

a.  Assembles  basic  materials  such  as  books, 
pamphlets,  and  articles  so  as  to  qualify  as  a  source 
of  authentic  information  on  all  matters  pertaining  to 
the  field  of  Christian  social  ethics,  including  alco- 
hol, gambling,  pornography  and  other  items. 

b.  Assists  editors,  scholars,  teachers,  w  riters,  and 
other  specialists  in  need  of  special  information  on 
Christian  social  ethics  for  the  w  riting  projects  in 
which  they  are  engaged. 

c.  Provides  a  mail  answering  service  to  North 
Carolina  Baptists  and  others  in  search  of  informa- 
tion on  social  problems. 

4.  Study  and  Research 

a.  Maintain  a  program  of  study  covering  the 
field  of  Christian  social  ethics  in  order  to  provide 
reliable  help  to  North  Carolina  Baptists. 

b.  Provides  monographs,  papers,  and  studies  for 
North  Carolina  Baptist  leaders,  agencies,  and  institu- 
tions needing  service  in  the  field  of  Christian  social 
ethics. 

c.  Determine  by  means  of  opinion  sampling, 
interviews,  etc.,  the  thinking  of  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tists on  moral  and  social  issues  so  as  to  be  able  to 
render  service  where  the  need  is  greatest.  The 
research  survey  facilites  of  existing  agencies  should 
be  used  when  possible. 

5.  Consultative  and  Advisory 

a.  Provides  associations  and  churches  with  ideas 
by  which  achievements  in  Christian  social  ethics  can 

.   be  measured. 

b.  Provides  counsel  as  requested  in  the  field  of 
applied  Christianity  to  other  North  Carolina  Baptist 
agencies  and  departments. 

c.  Serves  in  a  liaison  capacity  with  non-North 
Carolina  Baptist  groups  in  the  field  of  social  ethics. 

(1)  Consults  with  organizations  working  in  alco- 
hol education,  public  safety,  and  other  areas  of 
social  concern. 

(2)  Presents  North  Carolina  Baptist  insights  for 
consideration  in  the  planning  of  programs  by  the 
state  government  on  children  and  youth,  aging, 
housing,  employment,  public  health;  and  other 
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matters  pertaining  to  social  welfare. 

(3)    Brings  to  bear  Baptist  statements,  convic- 
tions, and  insights  in  the  field  of  Christian  ethics 
upon  important  policy-making  groups,  compliers  of 
yearbooks,  various  welfare  organizations,  etc. 

d.    Encourages  the  inclusion  of  Christian  social 
ethics  in  the  study  programs  of  various  Baptist 
groups,  such  as  assemblies,  encampments,  confer- 
ences, colleges,  or  wherever  the  need  may  develop. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  study 
developments  in  the  area  of  church-state  relations, 
to  be  alert  to  developments  within  the  state  and 
nation  which  violate  or  compromise  the  historic 
Baptist  position  of  a  free  church  in  a  free  state.  It 
shall  attend  conferences  and  seminars  where  these 
matters  are  being  discussed.  It  shall  report  to  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  on  any  developments  in 
this  area  and  otherwise  keep  our  people  informed. 
This  Council  shall  recognize  that  its  primary  respon- 
sibility is  to  speak  to  our  people  rather  than  for 
them. 
6.  Relationships 

The  Council  on  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs 
should  work  directly  as  a  staff  and  service  agency 
with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention  and  its 
agencies.  It  may  work  directly  with  the  Southern 
Baptist  Christian  Life  Commission,  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Affairs  and  with  other  North  Carol- 
ina organizations  through  whom  it  may  render  indi- 
rect service  to  the  associations  and  churches  and 
their  leaders.  Its  staff  may  on  invitation,  conduct 
associational  and  local  church  conferences  in  order 
to  validate  plans  and  techniques.  The  Council  may 
relate  its  emphasis  on  Christian  social  ethics  to  Bap- 
tist associations,  churches,  and  leaders  through 
printed  media.  The  Council  on  Christian  Life  and 
Public  Affairs  shall  designate  three  of  its  members 
for  nomination  for  Trustees  of  the  Christian  Action 
League.  The  Council  shall  cooperate  with  the  Chris- 
tian Action  League  in  its  efforts  to  combat  alcohol 
and  other  social  evils. 
B.  Personnel 

1.  The  Council  on  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs  in 
cooperation  with  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the 
Convention  shall  nominate,  and  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee of  the  General  Board  shall  elect  an  Executive  Secre- 
tary and  other  personnel,  as  needed.  The  General 
Secretary-Treasurer  will  serve  as  acting  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  the  Council  until  the  position  is  filled,  or  when  a 
vacancy  may  occur. 

2.  Duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Executive  Secretary 
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of  the  Council.  He  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Council  on 
Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs,  to  the  Genera!  Board, 
and  shall  cooperate  with  all  the  Divisions  and  Depart- 
ments in  order  to  create  a  better  understanding  of  all  the 
problems  involved  in  prov  iding  this  Christian  ministry. 

C.  Reports 

The  Council  on  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs  shall 
make  a  full  report  to  the  October  meeting  of  the  General 
Board  and  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  annual  ses- 
sion in  November. 

D.  Meetings 

The  Christian  Life  Committee  of  the  General  Board 
shall  elect  its  chairman  at  the  January  meeting  of  the 
General  Board.  This  chairman  becomes  President  of  the 
entire  Council  and  a  member  of  the  Executiv  e  Commit- 
tee of  the  General  Board. 

The  Council  shall  hold  at  least  two  full  meetings  during 
the  vear,  one  during  the  spring  months,  and  one  prior  to 
the  Fall  Convention.  Additional  meetings  may  be  called 
bv  the  President  and  Executive  Secretarv  of  the  Council 
when  conditions  warrant  it. 

E.  Budget 

Budget  funds  for  the  work  of  this  Council  will  be 
recommended  by  the  Council  and  approved  by  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Board.  Expenditure 
of  budget  funds  will  be  supervised  by  the  committee  of 
the  General  Board,  under  the  guidance  of  the  General 
Secretary-Treasurer. 

VIII.  The  Dismissal  of  Trustees  of  Institutions 
or  Agencies 

In  the  event  that  it  should  become  necessary  for  the  Conven- 
tion to  consider  removal  of  a  trustee,  it  shall  be  done  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner: 

1.  The  Convention  will  automatically  refer  the  matter  to 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Board  for  con- 
sideration and  action. 

2.  The  Executive  Committee  will  first  seek  to  solve  the 
problem  through  the  regularlv  elected  Board  of  Trustees. 

3.  If  it  becomes  necessary  for  the  Executive  Committee 
to  act  in  behalf  of  the  Convention,  the  trustee  in  ques- 
tion shall  have  charges  presented  to  him  in  writing,  given 
adequate  time  for  reply  ,  and  be  allowed  counsel. 

4.  The  Executive  Committee  will  report  its  action  in  full 
to  the  General  Board  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Con- 
vention in  its  next  annual  session. 

IX.  Relationship  to  Wake  Forest  University 

In  recognition  of  certain  unique  aspects  of  the  relationship  of 
Wake  Forest  University  (The  "University")  with  the  Convention, 
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this  Article  IX  shall  be  the  only  Article  of  these  Bylaws  which  shall 
apply  to  the  University  and  this  Article  IX  shall  apply  only  to  the 
University,  except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  this  Article 
IX. 

Procedure  for  Election  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Univer- 
sity by  the  Convention. 

Beginning  in  1980  the  Trustees  of  the  University  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Convention  in  the  following  manner: 

A.  Prior  to  June  1  of  each  year  beginning  in  1980,  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  University  shall  select  qualified  individuals 
whom  the  Board  recommends  to  fill  the  vacancies  which  are  to 
occur  on  the  Board  at  the  end  of  the  calendar  year.  The  number 
of  individuals  selected  shall  be  equal  to  the  number  of  vacancies 
to  be  filled. 

B.  A  list  of  the  names  of  the  persons  selected,  together  with 
individual  biographical  data,  shall  be  submitted  forthwith  by  the 
Board  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations  of  the  Convention, 
with  the  recommendation  that  each  of  those  named  be  nomi- 
nated for  election  to  the  Board  by  the  Convention  at  its  next 
regular  session  for  a  term  which  commences  at  the  beginning  of 
the  succeeding  year. 

C.  If  the  Committee  on  Nominations  does  not  concur  as  to 
one  or  more  of  the  recommended  nominees,  it  shall  so  inform 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  request  the  submission  of  a  substitute 
name  or  names  with  biographical  data,  for  each  nominee  in 
question. 

D.  Except  for  the  date  referred  to  in  paragraph  1  above,  a 
similar  procedure  shall  be  followed  with  respect  to  any  substitute 
nominee  until  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  and  the 
Committee  on  Nominations  of  the  Convention  are  in  agreement 
as  to  the  complete  list  of  nominees  to  be  submitted  to  the  Con- 
vention for  election  as  Trustees  of  the  University. 

E.  The  nominees  so  agreed  upon  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Convention  in  its  annual  session  for  election.  If  one  or  more  of 
the  nominees  so  submitted  for  election  shall  not  be  elected  by 
the  Convention,  no  substitute  shall  be  elected  by  the  Conven- 
tion, and  the  matter  shall  be  referred  back  to  the  Committee  on 
Nominations  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  handling  in  accor- 
dance with  the  foregoing  procedure,  except  that  the  General 
Board  shall  be  authorized  to  act  for  the  Convention  in  the  elec- 
tion of  Trustees  of  the  University. 

F.  If  by  the  end  of  any  given  year  there  exists  a  vacancy  on 
the  Board  of  Trustees  which  has  not  been  filled  in  the  foregoing 
manner,  a  Trustee  selected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Uni- 
versity who  otherwise  would  have  concluded  his  or  her  term  of 
office  at  the  end  of  the  year  shall  continue  in  office  pending  the 
filling  of  the  vacancy. 

G.  Any  vacancy  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  which  paragraph 
6  above  does  not  apply  shall  be  filled  in  accordance  with  the 
foregoing  procedures  (without  reference  to  the  June  1  date), 
except  that  the  General  Board  shall  be  authorized  to  act  for  the 
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Convention  in  the  election  of  the  Trustees  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

H.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  may  remove  from 
office  any  Trustees  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  University's 
bylaws,  as  amended  from  time  to  time. 

I.  In  electing  Trustees  and  filling  vacancies  due  regard  shall 
be  had  to  the  provisions  of  Section  C  of  Article  XIV  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  regarding  the  composition 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University. 

X.    Amendments  to  Bylaws 

These  Bylaws  may  be  changed  or  amended  by  a  majority  vote 
of  the  messengers  present  either  the  first  full  day  or  the  second 
full  day  of  the  Annual  Convention.

Monday  Afternoon  —  November  2, 1981 

1.  The  151st  annual  session  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina  assembled  in  the  Greensboro  Memorial  Colli- 
seum  on  the  afternoon  of  Monday,  November  2, 1981  for  the 
first  of  three  joint  meetings  with  the  General  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention of  North  Carolina,  Inc. 

2.  Pre-session  music  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Fran  Moseley, 
Greensboro,  pianist,  and  James  Reich,  Monroe,  organist. 

3.  Charles  YV.  Ward,  Raleigh,  Second  Vice-President  of  the 
General  Baptist  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.,  presided  and 
asked  the  two  presidents  to  come  to  the  platform. 

4.  Cecil  E.  Sherman,  Asheville,  President  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention,  called  to  order  the  151st  annual  session  of  that  body 
and  recognized  T.W.  Estes. 

5.  T.W.  Estes,  Greensboro,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Enrollment,  made  a  motion  that  the  printed  program,  together 
with  any  changes  which  may  be  made  by  the  body,  and  includ- 
ing the  joint  sessions  with  the  General  Baptist  State  Convention 
for  fellowship  and  inspiration,  and  the  consideration  of  resolu- 
tions, be  adopted  as  the  order  of  business  for  the  Baptist  State 
Convention.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice 
vote.  The  order  of  business  is  as  follows:

6.  James  R.  Manley,  Chapel  Hill,  president  of  the  General  Bap- 
tist State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.,  called  the  114th 
annual  session  of  that  body  to  order  and  recognized  Jerry  Drayton. 

7.  Jerry  Drayton,  Winston-Salem,  Chairman  of  the  General 
Board  of  the  General  Convention,  made  a  motion  that  the 
printed  program,  together  with  any  changes  which  may  be  made 
by  the  body,  and  including  the  joint  sessions  with  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  for  fellowship  and  the  consideration  of  resolu- 
tions, be  adopted  as  the  order  of  business  for  the  General  Baptist 
State  Convention.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by 
voice  vote. 
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8.  Leotha  Debnam,  Sr.,  made  a  motion  that  this  total  body 
adopt  the  printed  program,  together  with  any  changes  which 
may  be  made  by  the  body,  for  the  three  joint  sessions  of  the 
General  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.,  and  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  as  their  order  of  bus- 
iness. The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.  Gilmer  Cross,  Lexing- 
ton, and  carried  by  voice  vote. 

9.  Corbin  Cooper,  Raleigh,  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Cooperative  Ministries  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  made  a 
motion  that  we  request  the  Recording  Secretaries  to  send  word 
to  Dr.  Coleman  W.  Kerry,  Jr.,  Charlotte,  expressing  our  sincere 
appreciation  for  his  service  as  co-chairman  of  the  program  com- 
mittee, conveying  our  regrets  regarding  his  illness  and  his 
absence  among  us,  and  expressing  our  prayers  for  his  recovery. 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote.  [This  mes- 
sage was  immediately  telephoned  to  Coleman  Kerry's  secretary 
by  the  two  Recording  Secretaries  from  the  Convention  platform, 
and  she  pledged  to  take  it  directly  to  his  hospital  bed  —  LJB.] 

10.  Frank  R.  Campbell,  Statesville,  First  Vice-President  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  addressed  the  joint 
conventions  concerning  the  purpose  of  these  joint  sessions. 

11.  Charles  S.  Gatwood,  Cary,  director  of  the  Department  of 
Church  Music  for  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  introduced  Mrs. 
Fran  Moseley,  Greensboro,  pianist,  and  James  Reich,  Monroe, 
organist,  and  Charles  Fleming,  Shiloh  Baptist  Church  of  Washing- 
ton, D.C.,  who  will  direct  the  singing  for  the  joint  sessions. 

12.  Charles  Fleming,  Washington,  D.C.,  led  the  convention  in 
singing  "Blessed  Assurance/'  "Amazing  Grace,"  "O  How  I  Love 
Jesus,"  "My  Hope  is  Built,"  "Sweet  Hour  of  Prayer,"  and  "Lean- 
ing on  the  Everlasting  Arms." 

13.  Waverly  Camp,  Jr.,  Raleigh,  Director  of  Laywork  and 
Church  Music  for  the  General  Baptist  Convention,  led  the  con- 
ventions in  prayer. 

14.  C.  Mark  Corts,  Winston-Salem,  chairman  of  the  Here's 
Hope  Committee,  introduced  members  of  the  committee,  con- 
vention staff  persons  who  have  helped  in  this  task,  and  others 
who  are  about  to  participate  in  the  presentation. 

15.  Charles  Ward,  Raleigh,  spoke  concerning  the  enlistment  of 
churches  in  the  Simultaneous  Revivals  next  spring. 

16.  Juanita  McGowan,  Hamlet,  spoke  concerning  prayer 
seminars  in  preparation  for  the  Simultaneous  Revivals. 

17.  Priscilla  Brodie,  Raleigh,  executive  director  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  of  the  General  Baptist  Convention,  issued  a 
call  to  prayer  in  preparation  for  the  Simultaneous  Revivals. 

18.  Johnny  Tiller,  Asheville,  spoke  concerning  lay  witness  train- 
ing in  preparation  for  the  Simultaneous  Revivals. 

19.  Fenton  Moorhead,  Salisbury,  spoke  concerning  the  exam- 
ple of  Jesus  in  the  matter  of  lay  witness  training. 

20.  Paul  Smith,  Asheville,  sang  "It's  My  Desire,"  Jimmy  Pearce, 
accompanied  by  Miss  Pat  Norton  at  the  piano. 
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21.  Ken  Hammond,  Greenville,  spoke  concerning  People 
Search  as  a  vital  tool  for  outreach. 

22.  Mrs.  Gilmer  Cross,  Lexington,  spoke  concerning  People 
Search,  stressing  the  idea  that  it  is  not  too  late  to  do  this  even  in 
January  or  February  in  preparation  for  the  Simultaneous  Revivals. 

23.  William  Boatwright,  Raleigh,  director  of  the  Division  of 
Communications  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  spoke  concern- 
ing the  upcoming  mass  media  campaign  and  showed  the  mes- 
sengers two  spot  announcements  which  will  be  used  on  televi- 
sion stations  throughout  the  state.  The  announcements  stress 
local  Baptist  churches  and  will  be  effective  only  if  the  local 
churches  use  the  "Here's  Hope"  materials  identifying  them  as 
participating  churches. 

24.  C.  Mark  Corts,  Winston-Salem,  introduced  the  family  of  the 
late  Claude  O'Shields  who  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Mass 
Media  Committee,  and  paid  tribute  to  him  for  his  contributions 
to  this  program.  He  presented  a  plaque  to  Mrs.  O'Shields  as  an 
expression  of  appreciation.  This  was  followed  by  a  moment  of 
silent  prayer. 

25.  A  men's  trio  composed  of  Dean  Harrison,  Bob  Meyst  and 
Larry  White,  from  the  Calvary  Baptist  Church  of  Winston-Salem, 
accompanied  by  Miss  Pat  Norton  at  the  piano,  sang  "The  Highest 
Priase,"  Chris  Waters  and  John  Randolph  Cox. 

26.  Walt  Goforth,  Winston-Salem,  gave  a  personal  testimony 
concerning  his  conversion  experience.  He  was  then  interviewed 
by  C.  Mark  Corts  concerning  his  experience  and  the  needs  of 
others  out  there  who  have  never  been  confronted  with  the 
claims  of  Christ. 

27.  W.C.  Hay,  Winston-Salem,  used  the  Biblical  example  of  the 
lame  man  at  the  Temple  gate  to  illustrate  for  us  the  need  for  per- 
sonal witnessing. 

28.  R.W.  Perry,  Henderson,  urged  every  church  in  both  con- 
ventions to  get  ready  now,  if  they  have  not  already  done  so,  to 
participate  in  the  Simultaneous  Revivals.  Participating  churches 
will  benefit  from  the  mass  media  campaign,  he  stressed,  but  only 
if  they  are  participating  in  the  revivals. 

29.  Aubrey  Jones,  Wallace,  spoke  concerning  the  importance 
of  follow-up  after  the  revivals  as  an  integral  part  of  the  Here's 
Hope  program.  He  described  Church  Training  materials 
designed  for  this  purpose. 

30.  F.A.  Griffin,  Charlotte,  spoke  concerning  the  importance  of 
preparation  now  for  follow-up  next  spring  and  summer. 

31.  Mrs.  Cora  Gates,  Cary,  cited  alarming  statistics  concerning 
losses  of  church  members  to  inactive  lists,  non-resident  rolls,  and 
especially  to  the  unlabelled  category  of  persons  who  bear  a  neg- 
ative witness  for  Christ.  She  stressed  the  third  part  of  the  Great 
Commission  —  "teaching  them  to  observe  all  that  I  have  com- 
manded you." 

32.  Charles  Ward,  Raleigh,  introduced  W.A.  Jones,  Jr.,  who  is 
to  bring  the  concluding  message  of  the  afternoon. 
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33.  Paul  Smith,  Asheville,  sang  "Tell  Them/'  Andre  Crouch. 

34.  W.A.  Jones,  Jr.,  pastor  of  Bethel  Baptist  Church,  Brooklyn, 
New  York,  read  the  question  in  Romans  8:35  and  spoke  about 
"The  Inseparable  Love,"  older  than  heaven  and  earth,  going  all 
the  way  back  to  God  himself.  The  current  definitions  of  love  in 
Western  Civilization  have  to  do  with  raw  emotions  instead  of 
sacred  reality.  In  its  simplest  form,  Christian  love  is  unselfishness, 
and  in  its  simplest  form,  selfishness  is  sin.  This  sin  is  both  individ- 
ual and  systemic  in  society  and  forms  the  backdrop  against  which 
our  thirst  for  love  may  be  clearly  seen.  Paul  is  talking  about  a 
kind  of  love  in  which  we  can  participate  —  love  that  finds  us 
where  we  are  and  takes  us  where  God  wants  us  to  be  —  in  the 
family  of  the  redeemed.  Paul  marshalls  his  exhaustive  list  of 
powers  and  shouts  the  message  of  victory  that  nothing  in  all  the 
universe  can  separate  us  from  the  love  of  God  which  is  in  Christ 
Jesus  our  Lord.  This  love  is  supremely  revealed  at  Calvary  where 
sin  at  its  worst  met  love  at  its  best,  and  at  the  Garden  Tomb 
where  God  made  it  live  forever. 

35.  The  same  men's  trio  described  in  Item  25  sang  "My  House 
Is  Full,"  by  Lanny  Wolfe,  arr.  Don  Marsh. 

36.  C.  Mark  Corts,  Winston-Salem,  pronounced  the  benedic- 
tion for  the  Monday  afternoon  meeting. 

Monday  Evening  —  November  2, 1981 

37.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  assembled  in  the  Greensboro 
Memorial  Colliseum  for  the  second  of  three  joint  meetings  with 
the  General  Baptist  State  Convention.  Flags  representing  the  var- 
ious associations  of  the  two  conventions  were  brought  to  the 
platform  in  lordly  procession  as  an  orchestral  group  from  Camp- 
bell University,  Chowan  College,  Gardner-Webb  College,  Mars 
Hill  College,  Meredith  College,  Wake  Forest  University,  Wingate 
College  and  Shaw  University  played  "Crown  Imperial,"  by 
William  Walton,  arr.  W.J.  Duthoit,  directed  by  James  Parrish, 
Wingate  College.  The  flags  were  placed  in  stands  around  the 
sides  and  back  of  the  platform,  forming  a  backdrop  for  the 
remaining  events  of  the  convention  session. 

38.  Frank  R.  Campbell,  Statesville,  First  Vice-President  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention,  introduced  Waverly  Camp,  Jr. 

39.  Waverly  Camp,  Jr.,  Raleigh,  director  of  Laywork  and 
Church  Music  for  the  General  Baptist  Convention,  introduced 
various  musicians  assisting  in  this  joint  meeting,  including 
Lonieta  Cornwall,  Raleigh,  pianist,  and  Charles  Fleming. 

40.  Charles  Fleming,  Washington,  D.C.,  led  the  conventions  in 
singing  "We're  Marching  to  Zion,"  "Savior  Like  a  Shepherd  Lead 
Us,"  and  "How  Firm  a  Foundation." 

41.  Cecil  E.  Sherman,  Asheville,  President  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention,  presented  his  President's  Address  on  the  subject 
"The  Doctrine  We  Have  Yet  to  Discover."  He  spoke  of  blind 
spots  in  our  daily  experience  and  then  of  blind  spots  in  the  his- 
tory of  religion.  Calvin  and  Luther  were  great  heroes  of  the  faith, 
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but  they  had  blind  spots.  Calvin  had  a  blind  spot  regarding  reli- 
gious freedom;  Luther  had  a  blind  spot  regarding  missions;  and 
North  Carolina  Baptists  have  a  blind  spot.  Our  Baptist  ancestors 
suffered  imprisonment  and  flogging,  scorn  and  ridicule;  because 
of  ill  treatment  given  them  by  the  political  and  religious  Estab- 
lishment, they  developed  convictions  about  religous  liberty,  local 
church  autonomy,  and  a  denominational  system  so  loose  that 
cooperation  by  the  local  church  is  totally  voluntary,  and  conven- 
tions have  absolutely  no  power  over  local  churches.  We  are  a 
people  who  have  an  enormous  doctrine  of  freedom.  We  have 
long  believed  in  a  doctrine  of  the  sacredness  of  freedom,  but  we 
are  blind  to  a  doctrine  of  the  sacredness  of  union.  Even  the  word 
is  a  "no-no"  in  our  company.  Presbyterians  use  it;  Episcopalians 
honor  it;  Catholics  sanctify  it;  but  Baptists  won't  touch  it.  We 
have  very  little  doctrine  of  union,  and  for  this  we  pay  a  price: 
regularly  our  churches  split  and  ill  will  form  such  splitting  lin- 
gers; churches  drift  in  and  out  of  the  convention  over  faults  real 
or  imagined;  the  strengths  of  our  agencies  and  institutions  are 
depleted  and  scattered  as  many  of  our  members  give  money  and 
allegiance  to  non-Baptist  appeals;  suspicion  rather  than  trust 
underlies  the  way  we  do  business  and  keeps  us  from  granting 
real  leadership  opportunities  to  our  leaders.  We  are  in  our  Bap- 
tist State  Convention  and  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  but 
out  commitment  is  shallow  and  our  ties  are  casual.  Is  there 
nothing  sacred  about  our  relationship  to  this  Convention?  Our 
need  is  commitment.  Jesus  prayed  in  John  17,  " .  .  .  that  they  may 
be  one, ...  so  that  the  world  may  believe  that  you  sent  me."  It 
will  not  do  merely  to  say  we  have  union  in  spirit,  for  in  this  atti- 
tude one  shows  that  his  spirit  is  most  at  fault.  Paul  denounced 
the  disunity  and  unchristian  spirit  in  the  Corinthian  church  (1 
Corinthians  1:10;  3:1,  3),  appealing  to  them  ".  .  .  that  there  be  no 
divisions  among  you,  .  .  .  completely  united  with  one  thought  and 
one  purpose."  We  are  many;  we  are  strong;  we  have  systems 
that  educate,  do  acts  of  mercy,  and  tell  the  gospel;  but  we  are 
not  great,  for  we  have  chosen  to  dwell  upon  our  particularities 
rather  than  pull  together.  If  we  could  get  together  we  could  do 
great  things  for  Christ  and  his  kingdom.  Our  convention  does 
not  lack  wealth,  numbers  or  ability,  but  we  lack  union.  We  have 
not  a  commitment  to  this  body.  The  Bible  speaks  to  our  condi- 
tion. Pray  that  we  may  come  to  trust  each  other,  to  work 
together,  for  Christ's  sake. 

42.  First  Vice-President  Frank  R.  Campbell,  Statesville, 
extended  a  welcome  to  fraternal  messengers  and  guests. 

43.  In  response,  Clyde  Davis,  Sr.,  Warsaw,  introduced  Hernan 
Arteaga. 

44.  Hernan  Arteaga,  Santa  Cruz,  Bolivia,  president  of  the  Boli- 
vian Bapitst  Convention,  spoke  words  of  greeting  from  the  Bap- 
tists of  Bolivia,  and  prayed  God's  blessings  upon  the  work  of 
these  two  conventions  in  the  United  States  and  all  over  the 
world. 
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45.  Henderson  Belk,  Charlotte,  Second  Vice-President  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention,  presided  and  introduced  E.S.  (Jim)  Mel- 
ton, mayor  of  the  City  of  Greensboro. 

46.  E.S.  (Jim)  Melvin,  mayor  of  the  City  of  Greensboro,  wel- 
comed the  assembled  messengers  of  both  conventions  to  the 
city.  He  spoke  concerning  the  serious  problems  of  our  society 
and  urged  us  to  respond  by  following  in  the  steps  of  Jesus,  doing 
what  he  would  do  in  the  midst  of  this  kind  of  world. 

47.  Charles  Fleming,  Washington,  D.C.,  led  the  conventions  in 
singing  "Stand  Up,  Stand  Up  for  Jesus/'  and  "The  Church's  One 
Foundation." 

48.  An  instrumental  group  described  in  Item  37  presented  "A 
Mighty  Fortress  Is  Our  God,"  arr.  James  D.  Ployhas,  and  "Alle- 
luias," Jared  Spears,  directed  by  James  Parrish,  Wingate  College. 

49.  J.R.  Manley,  Chapel  Hill,  President  of  the  General  Baptist 
Convention,  presided  and  introduced  H.L.  Mitchell. 

50.  H.L.  Mitchell,  Gatesville,  Fourth  Vice-President  of  the  Gen- 
eral Baptist  State  Convention,  introduced  the  Governor  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina. 

51.  James  B.  Hunt,  Jr.  Raleigh,  Governor  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina,  praised  Baptists  for  their  significant  work  in  this  state, 
including  our  evangelistic  work  under  the  theme  "Here's  Hope." 
He  then  concentrated  attention  upon  a  problem  and  an 
approach  toward  a  solution.  The  problem  is  the  continuing 
increase  of  crime  in  our  state.  We've  had  a  great  increase  in 
organized  efforts  at  the  level  of  state  government,  but  the  best 
approach  to  a  real  solution  is  building  families  and  rearing  child- 
ren in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord.  He  urged  us  to 
work  as  volunteers  in  the  guidance  and  encouraging  of  our 
children  and  youth,  enlisting  enough  persons  in  our  churches  to 
match  up  one  adult  to  each  of  the  17,000  youths  who  come 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  our  judicial  system  every  year.  We  have 
enough  state  employees  working  with  these  youths  to  give  them 
about  half  an  hour  a  month.  What  we  need  is  Christian  people 
who  will  give  them  four  to  ten  hours  a  week,  talking  to  them  and 
listening  to  them,  forming  the  kind  of  loving  relationships  that 
good  parents  give  to  their  own  children,  doing  things  together 
that  will  really  get  at  the  problem.  He  asked  us  to  communicate 
with  his  special  assistant,  Rich  Maxson,  and  to  set  up  a  local 
organization  in  each  of  our  100  counties  to  enlist  volunteers  and 
help  them  function  well  in  this  task.  His  phone  number  is  919- 
733-9000.  Show  these  young  people  "Here's  Hope"  —  not  'way 
off,  but  right  in  your  own  community. 

52.  A  mass  choir,  composed  of  choir  members  from  the 
churches  of  the  Greensboro  area,  and  directed  by  Charles  W. 
Fleming,  Washington,  D.C.,  sang  "Glorious  Is  Thy  Name,"  by 
Mozart;  "I'm  Not  Uneasy  About  My  Soul,"  a  spiritual  arranged 
by  W.L.  Spruill;  "Why  Do  I  Sing  About  Jesus?"  Ketchum-Hustad; 
and  "Battle  Hymn  of  the  Republic,"  Steffe-Ringwald. 

53.  J.R.  Manley,  Chapel  Hill,  President  of  the  General  Baptist 
Convention,  introduced  J.H.  Jackson. 
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54.  Joseph  H.  Jackson,  Chicago,  President  of  the  National  Bap- 
tist Convention  of  the  U.S.A.,  Inc.,  addressed  the  conventions  on 
"Crumbling  Foundations,  the  Concern  of  Christ,"  based  upon 
Psalm  11:3.  He  identified  crumbling  foundations  in  family  life 
and  in  the  life  and  work  of  the  church.  He  urged  us  to  seek  the 
answer  in  Jesus  Christ  himself,  in  a  new  emphasis  upon  his  death 
as  the  means  by  which  we  receive  life. 

55.  John  Barnes,  Roxboro,  pronounced  the  benediction  for  the 
Monday  evening  meeting. 

Tuesday  Morning  —  November  3, 1981 

56.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  assembled  on  Tuesday  morn- 
ing for  the  first  of  three  business  sessions  to  be  held  separate 
from  the  General  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina, 
with  First  Vice-President  Frank  R.  Campbell  presiding. 

57.  Charles  S.  Gatwood,  Cary,  led  the  Convention  in  singing 
"Blessed  Assurance/' 

58.  Sei  Hun  Kim,  pastor  of  the  Korean  Mission  in  Charlotte, 
read  Acts  2:1-8,  and  after  devotional  comments  led  the  Conven- 
tion in  prayer. 

59.  T.W.  Estes,  Greensboro,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Enrollment,  reported  that  his  committee  has  now  enrolled  2,906 
messengers  and  134  visitors,  for  a  total  of  3,040.  He  made  a 
motion  that  the  messengers  now  enrolled  and  those  who  shall 
subsequently  be  enrolled  constitute  this  Convention.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  carried. 

60.  William  Bussey,  Wilson,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Convention  Program,  made  a  motion  that  the  order  of  business 
be  amended  by  exchanging  places  with  the  Committee  on 
Memorials  at  4:05  p.m.  on  Tuesday  and  Biblical  Recorder  report 
at  11:00  a.m.  on  Wednesday.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  car- 
ried by  voice  vote. 

61.  Lamar  J.  Brooks,  Laurinburg,  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Committees,  assisted  by  various  members  of  his  committee, 
presented  the  report  of  the  committee,  as  follows:

62.  Lamar  J.  Brooks,  Laurinburg,  explained  that  the  full  infor- 
mation required  by  the  Bylaws  is  being  filed  with  Convention 
officers  with  this  report,  and  that  33  1/3%  of  the  nominees  are 
from  churches  of  400  resident  members  or  fewer,  considerably  in 
excess  of  the  25%  figure  suggested  in  the  Bylaws.  He  then  made  a 
motion  that  nominations  cease  and  that  these  nominees  be 
elected.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote. 

63.  Dean  Baughn,  Banner  Elk,  president  of  the  Council  on 
Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs,  presented  members  of  the 
council  and  introduced  W.  Douglas  Cole. 

64.  W.  Douglas  Cole,  Raleigh,  executive  director  of  the  Coun- 
cil on  Christian  Life  and  Pubic  Affairs,  read  the  report  of  the 
council  as  found  on  pages  196-198  of  this  Annual. 

65.  First  Vice-President  Frank  R.  Campbell  invited  representa- 
tives of  Southern  Baptist  agencies  and  institutions  to  identify 
themselves. 
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66.  Peggy  Self,  Nashville,  a  representative  of  the  Sunday  School 
Board,  presented  to  General  Secretary-Treasurer  Cecil  A.  Ray  a 
Master  Study  Bible  produced  by  the  Holman  Bible  Division  of 
the  Sunday  School  Board. 

67.  Cecil  A.  Ray,  General  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention,  spoke  on  the  subject  "A  Vision  of  Tomorrow 
that  Makes  Us  Noble  Today."  An  era  of  conflicts  and  confronta- 
tions lies  in  the  immediate  past,  and  we  now  must  make  a  choice 
between  two  options  for  the  future:  to  continue  moving  from 
one  confrontation  to  another  as  a  reacting  people,  or  to  move 
with  intent  and  purpose  to  achieve  worthy  goals  in  a  spirit  of 
unity  and  warm  brotherhood.  The  first  is  the  path  to  mediocrity; 
the  second,  the  path  to  greatness.  We  do  not  have  to  go  on  as  a 
people  always  spoiling  for  a  fight.  We  need  to  become  a  people 
possessed  of  a  vision  which  can  bring  out  the  nobility  in  us. 
Harold  Songer,  in  the  Churchmanship  Seminar  in  1980  identified 
three  burning  issues  we  now  face:  (1)  a  program  of  evangelism 
adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  world;  (2)  nurturing  of  believers  in 
Christian  growth;  and  (3)  deployment  of  resources  to  meet  local 
and  world  missionary  needs.  Properly  functioning,  this  Conven- 
tion is  on  this  track.  First,  I  appeal  to  you  for  a  future  based  on 
teammanship.  Approval  of  charter  updating,  after  years  of  hesita- 
tion and  struggle,  is  a  case  in  point,  and  can  usher  in  a  new  era  of 
uniting  around  distinct,  unapologetic  Christian  purposes  for  the 
institutions  and  agencies.  Bold  Missions  is  a  spiritual  awakening 
to  Christian  purposes  and  goals  in  spite  of  external  enemies  such 
as  inflation,  the  wilful  intrusion  of  government  into  the  internal 
work  of  churches  and  church-sponsored  institutions,  and  the 
legal  process  called  "ascending  liability."  Second,  I  appeal  to  you 
to  choose  a  future  that  majors  on  churching  the  land.  On  any 
given  Sunday,  about  80%  of  North  Carolinians  attend  no  church. 
We  have  plans,  personnel,  and  resources  to  do  the  task,  but  it  is 
now  happening  on  far  too  small  a  scale.  Third,  I  appeal  to  you 
that  we  choose  to  build  our  future  on  new  styles  of  living.  Bold 
Mission  is  not  possible  unless  we  are  willing  to  make  the  hard 
decisions  that  this  Christian  advance  will  require  in  terms  of  our 
present  life  styles  which  border  on  gluttony,  love  of  pleasure, 
and  love  of  luxury.  Very  few  of  our  people  are  making  such 
changes,  and  very  few  of  our  leaders  are  even  asking  them  to  do 
it.  Fourth,  I  appeal  for  a  new  cooperativeness  in  mission  funding. 
This  is  the  secret  which  has  accounted  for  most  of  our  mission 
advance  in  the  past  half  century,  but  the  lessons  of  the  past  are 
ignored  today  by  many  who  are  willing  victims  to  the  motives 
and  the  ways  of  our  critics.  Our  willingness  to  join  hands  in  an 
all-out  cooperative  enterprise  is  threatened  by  ignorance,  misin- 
formation, and  the  kind  of  selfishness  which  looks  for  a  personal 
good  feeling  instead  of  the  greatest  good.  This  movement  of 
God  awaits  a  willing  people  and  a  new  level  of  mission  support 
commitment  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  I  appeal  to  you 
to  ask  your  people  to  rise  up  and  do  it. 
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68.  Charles  S.  Gatwood,  Cary,  led  the  Convention  in  singing  "I 
Am  Thine,  O  Lord." 

69.  President  Cecil  E.  Sherman  presided  and  introduced  J. 
Dewey  Hobbs. 

70.  J.  Dewey  Hobbs,  Marion,  President  of  the  General  Board, 
began  the  first  of  three  periods  in  the  order  of  business  devoted 
to  the  report  of  the  General  Board.  He  called  attention  to  the 
booklet  entitled  We  Are  One  in  Christ:  1981  Report,  which  is 
reprinted  in  full  on  pages  133-212  of  this  Annual.  He  requested 
that  the  budget  presentation  be  in  this  period  and  that  action 
upon  it  be  on  Tuesday  afternoon  at  3:35.  He  made  a  similar 
request  in  regard  to  the  proposals  concerning  the  Baptist  build- 
ing. He  alerted  messengers  to  the  fact  that  recommendations 
concerning  changes  in  the  Bylaws  are  incorrectly  printed  and  the 
correct  ones  will  be  before  us  in  the  Wednesday  morning 
Update  and  in  that  session  at  8:55. 

71.  Richard  D.  Smith,  Raleigh,  Comptroller  and  Director  of  the 
Division  of  Business  Management,  reported  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram receipts  now  running  more  than  8%  above  the  same  time 
last  year  (as  of  the  end  of  October),  but  this  is  behind  our  budget 
goal  for  1981.  He  reported  that  the  North  Carolina  Missions 
Offering  receipts  are  now  running  about  4%  above  the  amount 
given  on  the  same  date  last  year. 

72.  Ernest  Glass,  Charlotte,  chairman  of  the  Budget  and 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General 
Board,  explained  that  the  detailed  budgets  have  already  been 
mailed  to  the  churches,  and  a  summary  has  been  printed  in  the 
"Pre-Convention  Update"  of  October  9, 1981.  He  described  in 
some  detail  the  various  steps  taken  in  determining  the  "ministry 
actions"  proposed  in  respective  areas  and  then  determining  what 
kind  of  financial  undergirding  is  required.  He  introduced 
members  of  his  committee  and  expressed  gratitude  to  them. 

73.  General  Secretary-Treasurer  Cecil  A.  Ray  described  the  five 
options  which  have  been  considered  concerning  the  Baptist 
Building,  as  outlined  in  the  "Pre-Convention  Update"  dated 
October  23,  1981.  He  discussed  the  advantages  and  disadvantages 
of  each  option,  including  Option  Five  which  would  involve  sell- 
ing the  present  building  and  constructing  a  new  building  some 
ninety  miles  farther  west  in  the  general  area  of 
Greensboro/Winston-Salem.  He  discussed  the  statistics  pres- 
ented on  pages  6  and  7  of  this  document  concerning  the  slightly 
increased  costs  and  mileage  and  driving  time  which  this  would 
require  of  the  staff,  the  costs  of  moving  the  staff  members  who 
would  move  and  of  training  replacements  for  those  who  would 
not  move.  He  made  clear  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Build- 
ing Sub-committee,  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the  General 
Board  is  Option  Four,  as  presented  on  pages  4  and  5.  This  option 
involves  sale  of  the  present  building  and  construction  of  a  new 
building  on  one  of  the  four-acre  plots  of  land  offered  as  a  gift  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  David  Martin  of  Cary,  located  on  the  Raleigh  Belt- 
line  near  South  Hills  Shopping  Mall,  at  a  cost  of  not  more  than 
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$750,000  above  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  present  build- 
ing. He  stated  that  he  has  in  hand  two  letters,  both  stating  that  if 
the  Convention  in  annual  session  adopts  the  recommended 
option,  they  will  both  make  offers  in  writing  to  purchase  the 
present  building.  [See  Items  128-140.] 

74.  Clay  Warf,  Durham,  chairman  of  the  World  Hunger  Com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General 
Board,  made  a  motion  that  the  following  recommendations  of 
the  committee,  which  have  already  been  approved  by  the  Gen- 
eral board,  be  adopted:  That  the  month  of  June  1982  be  desig- 
nated for  world  hunger  emphasis  in  the  churches,  and  that  the 
Christian  Life  Division  provide  materials  and  guidelines;  that  in 
implementing  a  strategy  for  world  hunger  emphasis  we  recog- 
nize the  existence  of  substantial  world  hunger  offerings  already 
being  received  from  the  churches  by  receiving  a  world  hunger 
offering  during  June  1982,  and  that  the  Christian  Life  Division 
provide  materials  for  the  promotion  of  this  emphasis  and  offer- 
ing; that  offerings  received  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  for 
world  hunger  be  divided  in  accord  with  the  recent  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  that  is,  80%  to  the  For- 
eign Mission  Board,  20%  to  the  Home  Mission  Board,  unless  oth- 
erwise designated.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by 
voice  vote. 

75.  General  Secretary-Treasurer  Cecil  A.  Ray  spoke  about  the 
lengthy  body  of  material  concerning  the  charters  of  all  the  insti- 
tutions and  agencies,  and  bringing  them  into  conformity  with  the 
Constitution  and  Bylaws  of  the  Convention,  as  printed  on  pages 
213-277  of  this  Annual.  He  stated  that  it  is  the  judgment  of  the 
Council  on  Christian  Higher  Education  and  the  Council  on  Chris- 
tian Social  Services,  that  they  are  now  in  conformity.  The  General 
Board  has  accordingly  voted  on  these,  and  on  the  charters  of  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  and  the  Biblical  Recorder,  and 
recommends  them  to  the  Convention  for  approval. 

76.  J.  Dewey  Hobbs,  Marion,  made  a  motion  that  we  declare 
that  the  studies  made  of  the  charters  of  the  institutions,  as 
revised  and  updated,  be  accepted  as  in  compliance  with  the 
expectations  of  our  State  Convention's  Constitution  and  Bylaws. 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote. 

77.  J.  Dewey  Hobbs,  Marion,  made  a  motion  that  Justice  David 
Britt,  Raleigh,  Judge  Gerald  Arnold,  Lillington,  and  Attorney  W. 
Gayle  Parker,  Raleigh,  be  re-elected  as  Trustees  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by 
voice  vote. 

78.  John  Reed,  Sylva,  in  behalf  of  the  Jackson  County  Ministe- 
rial Association  presented  a  plaque  of  commendation  from  the 
Governor  of  North  Carolina  to  Joe  David  Fore,  Baptist  Campus 
Minister  at  Western  Carolina  University. 

79.  Joe  David  Fore,  Cullowhee,  expressed  gratitude  for  this 
award  and  for  the  cooperation  of  the  pastors  in  the  Tuckaseigee 
Baptist  Association  in  making  vital  work  take  place  on  the  cam- 
pus and  in  the  neighboring  churches. 
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80.  General  Secretary-Treasurer  Cecil  A.  Ray  presented  matters 
relating  to  the  alignment  of  our  policies  to  correspond  with  two 
new  plans  being  initiated  by  the  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  in  response  to  new  tax  laws  opening  up  Indi- 
vidual Retirement  Accounts  for  persons  already  covered  in 
group  plans. 

81.  J.  Dewey  Hobbs,  president  of  the  General  Board,  made  a 
motion  that  we  approve  the  alignment  of  our  Convention  poli- 
cies to  correspond  with  the  two  new  plans,  as  indicated.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote. 

82.  Mahan  Siler,  Winston-Salem,  chairman  of  the  Commission 
on  Ministry,  presented  the  report  of  this  commission  as  found  in 
the  October  16, 1981  issue  of  the  "Pre-Convention  Update"  in 
preliminary  form,  and  in  final  form  in  the  messengers'  packet 
under  the  title  "Commission  on  Ministry  Report." 

83.  Mrs.  Fred  Barnes,  Lenoir,  entered  into  dialogue  with  sev- 
eral individuals  using  a  floor  microphone,  placing  before  the 
convention  a  series  of  quotations  from  the  survey  and  dealing 
with  significant  aspects  of  Pastor/Church  relationships,  and  spe- 
cial problems  relating  to  pastors'  wives  and  church  staff 
members. 

84.  Culver  Dale,  Canton,  a  layman  who  served  on  this  commis- 
sion, made  a  motion  that  the  recommendations  in  the  report  be 
adopted,  as  follows: 

(1)  We,  as  a  Commission,  recommend  that  pastors  and  church 
members  find  ways  to  celebrate  the  strengths  of  their 
relationships. 

(2)  We  recommend  that  Pastor-Search  Committees  seek  the 
guidance  and  information  available  through  the  offices  of  North 
Carolina  Directors  of  Missions  and  the  Department  of  Pastor- 
Church  Relations  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention. 

(3)  We  recommend  that  pastors  and  churches  consider  estab- 
lishing a  covenant  with  one  another  that  expresses  their  mutual 
expectations  and  commitments. 

(4)  We  recommend  that  pastors  and  churches  consider  estab- 
lishing and  maintaining  general  guidelines  for  their  conduct 
toward  each  other. 

(5)  We  recommend  that  churches  and  associations  determine 
and  provide  adequate  financial  support  for  their  staff. 

(6)  We  recommend  that  seminars  be  conducted  on  a  regular 
basis  which  address  the  critical  issues  of  beginning  a  new  pasto- 
rate, especially  the  first  pastorate. 

(7)  We  recommend  that  additional  training  events  for  pastors' 
personal  and  professional  development  be  offered  through  Con- 
vention resources. 

(8)  We  recommend  that  Directors  of  Missions  be  given  priority 
in  Convention  support  and  training  due  to  their  vital  role  in 
pastor-church  relations. 

(9)  We  recommend  that  the  strengthening  of  ministers'  mar- 
riages become  a  high  priority  in  Convention  programming  and 
service. 
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(10)  We  recommend  that  additional  seminars  be  offered  to 
ministers'  wives  enabling  them  to  affirm  the  joys  of  ministry  and 
to  find  support  and  resources  for  dealing  with  the  frustrations  of 
their  role. 

(11)  We  recommend  that  the  establishment  of  support  groups 
for  ministers  under  trained  leadership  be  encouraged  through 
the  Division  of  Church  Programs  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
State  Convention  and  North  Carolina  Directors  of  Missions. 

(12)  We  recommend  that  a  network  of  resource  persons  be 
available  for  pastoral  consultation  to  churches  at  a  time  of  con- 
flict between  minister  and  congregation. 

(13)  We  recommend  that  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State 
Convention  continue  to  offer  cost-sharing  pastoral  counseling  to 
full-time  Baptist  ministers  and  their  families  through  the  Minis- 
ters' Care  Program. 

(14)  We  recommend  that  a  WATS  (800)  line  be  made  available 
whereby  ministers  could  seek  immediate  counsel  in  regard  to 
pastoral  concerns. 

(15)  We  recommend  that  the  Ministers'  Care  Team  facilitate 
future  studies  in  minister-church  relations. 

(16)  We  recommend  that  the  administrative  structure  for 
implementing  Convention  resources  to  pastor-church  relations 
be  through  the  existing  Minister  Care  Team  and  through  the 
establishing  of  an  ex  officio  group  to  serve  with  the  Church  Pro- 
gram Advisory  Committee  of  the  General  Board. 

The  motion  was  seconded. 

85.  Calvin  Capps,  Greensboro,  spoke  at  length  in  opposition  to 
the  motion  and  then  made  a  substitute  motion  that  the  entire 
report  of  this  commission  be  received  as  informaion,  with  appre- 
ciation to  the  commission,  and  that  its  findings  be  publicized 
widely  so  that  an  awareness  may  be  created  that  can  be  used  of 
the  Lord  to  remedy,  where  possible,  the  needs  as  well  as  the 
problems. 

86.  Effert  Snodderly,  Eden,  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  substi- 
tute motion. 

87.  M.O.  Owens,  Sr.,  Gastonia,  spoke  in  favor  of  the  substitute 
motion.  The  vote  was  taken  on  the  substitute  motion  by  standing 
and  then  by  ballot.  President  Sherman  announced  that  this  mat- 
ter will  be  reported  at  the  Miscellaneous  Business  period  this 
afternoon,  and  if  further  action  is  needed  it  will  be  taken  at  that 
time.  [See  Item  104.] 

88.  President  Cecil  E.  Sherman  asked  for  prayers  for  the  family 
of  Huber  Drumwright,  executive  secretary  of  the  Arkansas  Bap- 
tist Convention,  and  former  Professor  of  New  Testament  at 
Southwestern  Seminary,  who  died  yesterday  of  an  apparent  heart 
attack.  Condolences  have  been  sent  already  by  General 
Secretary-Treasurer  Cecil  A.  Ray,  and  others  may  wish  to  com- 
municate with  the  family  individually. 

89.  Marrillyn  Helton,  of  the  Ardmore  Baptist  Church  of 
Winston-Salem,  assisted  by  a  male  quartet  from  that  church,  sang 
"No  Excuse  Have  I,"  Phillip  Landgrave. 
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90.  A.L.  McGee,  Wilmington,  read  Psalm  126  and  led  the  Con- 
vention in  prayer.  He  preached  the  Convention  Sermon  on  the 
subject  "Here's  Hope."  The  message  of  hope  is  firmly  rooted  in 
the  Old  Testament,  and  made  explicit  in  the  ministry  of  Jesus. 
This  message  of  hope  must  be  presented  not  only  by  pastors  and 
local  churches  but  also  in  every  agency  and  institution  of  denom- 
inational life.  We  must  overcome  the  excuses  which  so  readily 
arise  in  our  minds  to  keep  us  from  witnessing  for  Jesus,  because 
personal  witnessing  is  the  very  heart  of  our  entire  reponsibility. 
Our  motivation  is  found  in  2  Corinthians  5,  and  is  three-fold:  (1) 
one  day  we  will  give  account  to  God  for  the  deeds  done  in  the 
body;  (2)  knowing  the  terror  of  the  Lord,  we  persuade  men;  and 
(3)  the  love  of  Christ  constrains  me.  We  need  a  new  sense  of 
expectancy  in  our  personal  witnessing,  an  expectancy  which  by 
the  power  of  God  will  bring  forth  fulfilment.  This  will  issue  forth, 
in  the  Simultaneous  Revivals,  not  only  in  the  salvation  of  the 
lost,  but  in  the  recovering  of  those  who  have  already  made  pro- 
fessions of  faith,  as  expounded  in  the  three  parables  in  Luke  15. 
This  requires  of  us  today  a  deep  commitment  of  our  lives  to  the 
task. 

91.  Mrs.  Bea  McRae,  Lumberton,  President  of  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  of  North  Carolina,  pronounced  the  benediction 
for  the  Tuesday  morning  meeting. 

Tuesday  Afternoon  —  November  3, 1981 

92.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  assembled  on  Tuesday  after- 
noon for  the  second  of  three  business  sessions  to  be  held  separ- 
ate from  the  General  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina, 
with  President  Cecil  E.  Sherman  presiding. 

93.  Charles  S.  Gatwood,  Cary,  led  the  Convention  in  singing 
"O  How  I  Love  Jesus"  and  "He  Keeps  Me  Singing." 

94.  An  Pham,  pastor  of  a  Vietnamese  Mission  in  Charlotte  read 
John  10:11  and  led  the  Convention  in  prayer.  He  then  sang  "The 
"Ninety  and  Nine." 

95.  President  Cecil  E.  Sherman,  Asheville,  stated  that  the  floor 
was  opened  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  president. 

96.  W.  Randall  Lolley,  Wake  Forest,  nominated  Frank  R.  Camp- 
bell, Statesville. 

97.  Forrest  Feezor,  Black  Mountain,  nominated  Norman  A. 
Wiggins,  Buies  Creek. 

98.  Coy  Privette,  Kannapolis,  nominated  Henderson  Belk, 
Charlotte. 

99.  An  unidentified  messenger  made  a  motion  that  nomina- 
tions cease.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote. 

100.  President  Cecil  E.  Sherman  stated  that  he  was  going  to  let 
the  Convention  vote  to  determine  whether  we  have  two  nomi- 
nees or  three  after  hearing  the  reading  of  certain  portions  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Convention.  General  Secretary-Treasurer 
Cecil  A.  Ray  read  the  first  sentence  from  Article  VIII,  A,  2  and  from 
Article  IX,  B,  6.  President  Cecil  E.  Sherman  made  clear  that  the 
question  concerns  the  eligibility  of  Norman  A.  Wiggins  who  is  an 
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employee  of  one  of  the  institutions  of  the  Convention.  At  his 
request  General  Secretary-Treasurer  Cecil  A.  Ray  re-read  the 
same  portions  of  the  Constitution. 

101.  Norman  A.  Wiggins,  Buies  Creek,  referred  to  the  recent 
nomination  of  Abner  McCall  as  president  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  and  to  the  election  of  William  Louis  Poteat  as  presi- 
dent of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina;  he 
expressed  the  wish  that  the  issue  that  has  presently  been  put  on 
the  books  be  decided  at  one  point.  He  stated  that  he  wished  to 
cause  no  divisiveness  in  the  Convention  and  had  therefore  asked 
Forrest  Freezor's  permission  to  withdraw  his  candidacy. 

102.  Forrest  Freezor,  Black  Mountain,  spoke  concerning  the 
election  of  William  Louis  Poteat  as  president  of  this  Convention, 
and  concerning  the  election  of  E.Y.  Mullins,  L.R.  Scarborough 
and  W.W.  Hamilton  as  presidents  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention, and  explained  that  he  did  not  know  of  this  new  regula- 
tion. He  apologized  for  breaking  the  rules  of  the  Convention. 
President  Cecil  E.  Sherman  suggested  that  this  matter  might  be 
reviewed  at  some  future  date,  but  stressed  that  this  is  not  the 
issue  now  before  us.  The  Convention  proceeded  to  vote  by 
secret  ballot  between  Frank  R.  Campbell  and  Henderson  Belk. 
[NOTE:  Practices  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  do  not 
determine  policy  in  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carol- 
ina. When  William  Louis  Poteat,  President  of  Wake  Forest  Col- 
lege, was  elected  President  of  the  Convention  in  1936,  the  Con- 
stitutional article  concerning  the  General  Board  stated  at  that 
time:  ''Article  V,  Section  1,  No  one  in  the  employment  for  pay  of 
any  Institution  or  Board  fostered  by  this  Convention  shall  be  elig- 
ible to  membership  on  this  Board/'  but  in  the  same  section  the 
President  and  Recording  Secretary  are  listed  as  ex  officio 
members,  presumably  without  vote.  The  "new  regulation"  can 
be  traced  to  two  changes  made  in  the  Constitution  during  the 
work  of  the  Committee  of  25  in  1959.  The  first  change  installed  in 
the  Constitution  the  exact  wording  of  what  is  now  Article  VIII,  A, 
5  —  quite  similar  to  the  prior  prohibition.  The  second  change 
installed  in  the  Constitution  the  exact  wording  of  what  is  now 
Article  VIII,  A,  2  —  noticeably  different  from  the  prior  arrange- 
ment. —  LJB] 

103.  William  Bussey,  Wilson,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Convention  Program,  made  a  motion  that  inasmuch  as  we  have 
run  overtime  on  this  item,  we  authenticate  our  action  by  adding 
twenty  minutes  to  the  item  "Election  of  the  President/'  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote. 

104.  The  time  for  Miscellaneous  Business  having  arrived,  Presi- 
dent Sherman  announced  that  the  Capps  substitute  motion  con- 
cerning the  report  of  the  Commission  on  Ministry  has  been 
defeated  and  we  are  now  ready  to  act  upon  the  original  motion 
made  by  Culver  Dale  [See  Items  84-87].  Calvin  Capps  spoke  again 
in  opposition  to  the  original  motion.  The  vote  was  taken  by  voice 
vote  and  then  by  standing,  and  the  motion  was  carried. 
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105.  Woodrow  Robbins,  High  Point,  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution and  moved  its  adoption,  which  after  being  seconded,  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions: 

Whereas,  there  are  pending  proposed  amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  whose  effect  would  be  to  auth- 
orize state  and  local  governments  once  again  to  provide  for  reli- 
gious services,  to  require  "voluntary"  and/or  "nondenomina- 
tional"  prayers,  and  to  determine  the  content  of  prayers,  the 
time  the  prayers  are  said,  and  the  place  where  they  are  said,  and 

Whereas,  there  are  also  bills  pending  in  Congress  which  would 
deny  to  the  federal  courts  jurisdiction  over  cases  involving 
government  sponsored  religious  exercises  in  the  public  schools, 
and 

Whereas,  prayer  is  a  personal  communication  between  an 
individual  and  God  and  does  not  depend  on  either  the  permis- 
sion or  sponsorship  of  government  or  its  agents,  and 

Whereas,  the  Supreme  Court  did  not  rule  out  purely  voluntary 
individual  prayers  in  the  public  schools,  and 

Whereas,  Baptists  in  America  have  long  struggled  for  a  strict 
separation  of  church  and  state, 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED  that  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
State  Convention  at  its  annual  meeting  in  Greensboro,  N.C. 
November  2-4, 1981  reemphasizes  its  support  of  the  principle  of 
religious  liberty  and  of  the  separation  of  church  and  state,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  express  our  objection  to 
government  involvement  in  religious  exercises  in  the  public 
schools,  and 

Be  if  finally  resolved  that  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Life 
Council  be  asked  to  inform  our  United  States  Senators  and 
Representatives  of  our  opposition  to  changing  the  religion 
clauses  of  the  First  Amendment  by  a  constitutional  amendment 
and/or  to  denying  federal  judicial  relief  for  infringements  of 
religious  liberty  guaranteed  by  the  First  Amendment.  [See  Item 
245.] 

106.  Woodrow  Robbins,  High  Point,  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution and  moved  its  adoption,  which,  after  being  seconded,  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions; 

Whereas,  Congress  is  currently  considering  several  different 
bills  which  would  provide  for  federal  income  tax  credits  for  tui- 
tion paid  to  private  elementary  and  secondary  schools,  and 

Whereas,  more  than  90%  of  the  elementary  and  secondary 
students  enrolled  in  private  schools  attend  church  operated 
schools,  and 

Whereas,  tuition  tax  credits  indirectly  support  church  operated 
schools  and  thus  are  an  affront  to  the  "no  establishment"  clause 
of  the  First  Amendment  to  the  United  States  Constitution,  and 

Whereas,  tuition  tax  credits  would  reduce  the  amount  of  funds 
available  to  the  public  schools  and  would,  thereby,  weaken  those 
schools, 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED  that  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
State  Convention  at  its  annual  meeting  in  Greensboro,  N.C, 
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November  2-4, 1981  expresses  its  opposition  to  tuition  tax  credits 
and  other  devices  which  directly  or  indirectly  channel  public 
funds  into  church  operated  or  religiously  based  schools,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  North  Carolina  Baptists  and  all  free- 
dom loving  citizens  dually  and  through  their  agencies  renew 
their  efforts  to  secure  religious  liberty  and  the  separation  of 
church  and  state  for  all  people,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Life 
Council  be  requested  to  inform  our  United  States  Senators  and 
Representatives  of  the  substance  of  this  resolution.  [See  Items 
243-244.] 

107.  Howard  Ford,  Raleigh,  offered  the  following  resolution 
and  moved  its  adoption,  which,  after  being  seconded,  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions: 

Whereas  many  public  issues  are  being  made  doctrinal  and 
theological  by  certain  political  and  religious  leaders  and 

Whereas  these  selected  issues  are  being  made  tests  of  faith  and 
loyalty,  and  candidates  for  public  office  are  being  judged  and 
targeted  for  defeat  on  the  basis  of  disagreement  on  a  single  issue 
or  multiple  issues, 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
go  on  record  as  reaffirming  its  loyalty  to  the  First  Amendment  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  its  commitment  to  the 
cherished  principle  of  the  separation  of  church  and  state.  Fur- 
thermore, that  we  strongly  reject  the  right  of  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  deny  us  the  right  to  interpret  issues  as  God  shall  give  us 
light.  Furthermore  that  we  strongly  reject  the  attempt  to  use  polit- 
ical power  to  enforce  religious  opinions  under  a  government 
that  guarantees  religious  freedom  to  all.  [See  Items  246-247.] 

108.  Cass  Vincent,  Rockingham,  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion and  moved  its  adoption,  which,  after  being  seconded,  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions: 

Whereas  the  situation  in  Poland  is  extremely  critical  both  polit- 
ically and  economically  and  with  the  advent  of  winter  with  its 
accompanying  hardships  we  are  concerned  not  only  for  all  the 
Polish  people,  but  more  particularly  with  our  Christian  brethren, 
especially  those  of  our  Baptist  fellowship, 

THEREFORE,  we  who  make  up  the  Christian  family  of  Baptists 
in  the  State  of  North  Carolina  wish  to  inform  our  suffering 
brethren  in  Poland  that  we  are  aware  and  concerned  over  their 
anguish  and  sufferings;  that  we  do  love  them  and  are  praying 
with  them  and  for  them  in  this  their  greatest  hour  of  need,  that 
God  might  greatly  intervene  and  bring  them  forth  into  His  mar- 
velous light  and  blessing.  [See  Item  242.] 

109.  Wendell  Davis,  Statesville,  offered  the  following  resolution 
and  moved  its  adoption,  which,  after  being  seconded,  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions: 

Whereas  current  North  Carolina  law  permits  the  public  con- 
sumption of  beer  and  wine  on  any  public  road,  street,  highway, 
sidewalk,  or  at  any  athletic  contest;  and 
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Whereas  municipalities  and  counties  throughout  the  state  are 
experiencing  serious  problems  due  to  abuses  of  such  public  con- 
sumption; and 

Whereas  large  contingencies  of  people  gathering  on  public 
property  with  unlimited  amounts  of  beer  are  creating  uncontrol- 
lable problems  for  law  enforcement  agencies;  and 

Whereas  such  activities  have  developed  into  public  nuisances 
in  many  of  our  North  Carolina  communities  and  especially  in 
beach  areas;  and 

Whereas  the  North  Carolina  Senate  has  already  approved 
Senate  Bill  191  that  will  allow  local  governments  the  legal  author- 
ity to  enact  local  ordinances  that  will  prohibit  the  public  con- 
sumption of  beer  and  wine; 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED  that  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
of  North  Carolina,  meeting  in  its  151st  annual  session  in  Greens- 
boro, North  Carolina,  November  2-4, 1981,  does  hereby  urge: 

(1)  the  North  Carolina  House  to  pass  Senate  Bill  191,  thus 
enacting  into  law  this  measure,  and 

(2)  the  Council  on  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs,  and  the 
Christian  Action  League  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.,  to  communicate 
the  support  of  this  convention  for  this  act  in  legislative  commit- 
tees and  in  personal  contacts  with  legislators.  [See  Item  248.] 

110.  Tom  Freeman,  Dunn,  offered  the  following  resolution  and 
moved  its  adoption,  which,  after  being  seconded,  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Resolutions: 

Whereas  current  North  Carolina  law  permits  open  containers 
of  beer  and  wine  in  motor  vehicles;  and 

Whereas  current  North  Carolina  law  makes  it  unlawful  to 
transport  spitituous  liquor  in  the  passenger  [See  Item  250  for 
amendment  at  this  point]  of  a  motor  vehicle  if  the  cap  or  seal  on 
the  container  has  been  opened  or  broken;  and 

Whereas  current  North  Carolina  law  makes  no  restrictions  on 
the  amount  of  beer  that  can  be  transported  in  a  motor  vehicle; 
and 

Whereas  highway  safety  research  projects  indicate  that  as  high 
as  65.9%  of  all  arrests  for  driving  under  the  influence  is  the  direct 
result  of  the  consumption  of  beer  while  driving;  and 

Whereas  the  alcohol  content  of  a  12-ounce  can  of  beer  con- 
tains as  much  absolute  alcohol  and  in  many  cases  more  than  a 
"shot"  of  whiskey;  and 

Whereas  law  enforcement  officers  have  testified  that  the  drink- 
ing of  beer  while  driving  constitutes  one  of  the  major  hazards  on 
our  highways,  especially  among  young  drivers;  and 

Whereas  the  North  Carolina  Senate  has  already  passed  Senate 
Bill  589  that  will  prohibit  open  containers  of  beer  and  wine  in 
motor  vehicles;  and 

Whereas  Senate  Bill  589  will  be  before  the  North  Carolina 
House  when  it  reconvenes  for  its  mini-session  in  June,  1982; 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED  that  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
of  North  Carolina,  meeting  in  its  151st  annual  session  in  Greens- 
boro, North  Carolina,  November  2-4, 1981,  does  hereby  urge: 
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(1)  the  North  Carolina  House  to  pass  Senate  Bill  589,  thus 
enacting  into  law  this  measure,  and 

(2)  the  Council  on  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs  and  the 
Christian  Action  League  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.  to  communicate 
the  support  of  this  convention  for  this  measure  in  legislative 
committees  and  in  personal  contacts  with  legislators.  [See  Items 
249-250.] 

111.  Tim  Burleson,  Brevard,  offered  the  following  resolution 
and  moved  its  adoption,  which,  after  being  seconded,  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions: 

Whereas  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  is  an  organization  that  supports 
racism  and  promotes  human  hatred;  and 

Whereas  the  Klan  has  intensified  its  efforts  in  the  communities 
of  our  state  and  nation;  and 

Whereas  the  Bible  teaches  that  ALL  of  mankind,  ALL  races,  ALL 
nations,  are  made  in  God's  image;  and 

Whereas  the  Apostle  Paul  teaches  that  in  the  household  of 
Christian  faith  there  is  no  racial  distinction  (Galatians  3:28); 

LET  IT  BE  RESOLVED  that  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina,  meeting  in  its  151st  annual  session,  go  on  record  as 
strongly  opposing  the  intensified  efforts  of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  in 
North  Carolina.  [See  Items  253-254.] 

112.  John  Attaway,  III,  Youngsville,  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution and  moved  its  adoption,  which,  after  being  seconded,  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions: 

Whereas  the  government  of  the  U.S.S.R.  actively  pursues  an 
atheistic  state  system  in  opposition  to  Christian  faith  and  prac- 
tice; and 

Whereas  hundreds  of  our  Christian  brothers  and  sisters  are 
being  imprisoned  in  the  Soviet  Union  for  worshipping  God, 
teaching  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  sharing  their  faith  in  evangeli- 
cal witness; 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  this  Convention  go  on 
record  as  being  in  solidarity  with  the  sufferings  of  our  brethren, 
and 

Furthermore,  be  it  resolved  that  we  commit  ourselves  to  a  min- 
istry of  prayer  for  these  persecuted  brethren,  and 

Finally,  be  it  resolved  that  we  express  our  solidarity  and  union 
with  these  believers,  together  with  a  call  for  the  cessation  of  their 
persecution  to  both  the  Ambassador  and  President  of  the  Soviet 
Union.  [See  Items  256-257.] 

113.  Steve  Jolly,  Rocky  Mount,  offered  the  following  resolution 
and  moved  its  adoption,  which,  after  being  seconded,  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions: 

Whereas  the  Christian  church  has  at  times  during  its  history 
been  responsible  for  the  promotion  of  anti-Semitism  and  anti- 
Jewish  thought  in  its  theology,  art,  hymnody,  and  hermeneutic; 
and 

Whereas  enthusiasm  for  the  renewal  of  the  church's  mission 
and  witness  has  often  throughout  history  led  to  a  rise  in  the  per- 
secution of  the  Jews;  and 
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Whereas  theologians  and  scholars  within  the  church  continue 
to  grow  in  a  deeper  appreciation  of  the  Jewish  faith  and  values  of 
our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ;  and 

Whereas  the  church  affirms  that  God  does  not  break  promises 
once  made  or  covenants  once  sealed,  a  principle  applying 
equally  to  the  First  and  Ancient  Testament  with  Israel,  as  well  as 
the  Second  and  Newer  Testament  with  the  Gentiles; 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  messengers  of  the  Bap- 
tist State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  affirm  their  respect  for 
the  Jewish  faith,  the  source  of  our  scriptural  and  theological  her- 
itage; and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  affirm  under  God's  promise  in 
the  First  Testament,  that  the  Almighty's  ear  is  indeed  open  to  the 
prayers  of  Jews;  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  the  messengers  to  the  convention 
work  to  combat  anti-Semitism  among  the  people  of  our  state, 
and  eradicate  anti-Jewish  prejudice  wherever  it  may  be  found  to 
exist;  and 

Be  it  finally  resolved  that  the  leadership  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina,  both  clergy  and  laity,  work  to 
deepen  a  commitment  to  Baptist-Jewish  dialogue  and  interfaith 
cooperation  in  local  communities.  [See  Item  255.] 

114.  W.W.  Finlator,  Raleigh,  offered  the  following  resolution 
and  moved  its  adoption,  which,  after  being  seconded,  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions: 

In  accordance  with  our  belief  as  Christians  that  they  who  are 
strong  must  bear  the  infirmities  of  the  weak,  that  from  those  to 
whom  much  has  been  given  much  will  be  required,  that  God  in 
Christ  Jesus  has  identified  with  the  hungry,  the  sick,  the  shelter- 
less, the  alienated  and  the  imprisoned,  and 

In  accordance  with  the  solemn  covenant  and  commitment  of 
our  nation  to  promote  the  general  welfare,  establish  justice, 
insure  domestic  tranquillity  and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty, 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED  that  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
of  North  Carolina: 

(1)  call  upon  the  churches  in  an  hour  of  crisis  and  anxiety  to 
allocate  a  greater  portion  of  their  resources  and  energy,  without 
diminishment  of  mission  responsibilities,  to  meet  the  growing 
and  pressing  basic  human  needs  in  their  areas,  and 

(2)  also  call  upon  the  government  in  its  defining  the  national 
interest  and  its  pursuit  of  the  national  security  to  honor  the  clear 
mandates  of  the  Constitution  in  giving  high  priority  of  concern 
and  resources  to  the  problems  of  health,  housing,  hunger  and 
hopes  of  the  people  that,  in  massiveness  and  urgency,  are 
beyond  the  capacity  of  churches  and  private  agencies,  to  the  end 
that  the  American  dream  of  a  peaceful,  just  and  humane  society 
may  become  a  reality.  [See  Item  241.] 

115.  Walter  Crissman,  High  Point,  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion and  moved  its  adoption,  which,  after  being  seconded,  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions: 
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Whereas  scientific  studies  document  that  alcohol  is  our  No.  1 
addicting  drug  in  the  American  society;  and 

Whereas  the  National  Institute  on  Alcoholism  and  Alcohol 
Abuse  reports  that  our  nation  has  now  3.3  million  teen-agers 
who  are  problem  drinkers;  and 

Whereas  the  Research  Triangle  Institute  states  that  availability 
and  accessibility  of  alcoholic  beverages  to  teen-agers  are  the 
contributing  factors  of  our  teen-age  drinking  epidemic;  and 

Whereas  North  Carolina  Alcoholic  Beverage  Control  officials 
have  claimed  that  ".  .  .  most  illegal  sales  of  beer  and  wine  to 
minors  are  by  legitimate,  licensed  beer-wine  dealers";  and 

Whereas  greater  availability  of  alcoholic  beverages  to  our 
youth  has  brought  about  an  increase  in  the  number  of  teen-age 
alcohol  related  deaths,  teen-age  fatalities,  teen-age  highway 
accidents,  and  teen-age  arrests  for  drunk  driving;  and 

Whereas  school  officials  report  that  discipline  problems,  van- 
dalism, and  other  behavior  problems  result  from  the  consump- 
tion of  alcoholic  beverages  during  lunch  hours  and  also  at  school 
athletic  and  social  events;  and 

Whereas  current  North  Carolina  law  makes  it  possible  for  high 
school  students  to  purchase  unlimited  amounts  of  beer  and 
excessive  amounts  of  wine;  and 

Whereas  Senate  Bill  664  is  currently  being  considered  by  the 
North  Carolina  General  Assembly,  that  calls  for  a  state-wide  ref- 
erendum to  raise  the  legal  drinking  age  to  21; 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED  that  the  151st  annual  session  of 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  meeting  in 
Greensboro,  North  Carolina,  November  2-4, 1981,  does  hereby 
urge: 

(1)  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina,  when  it  recon- 
venes for  its  mini-session  in  June,  1982,  to  enact  Senate  Bill  664; 
and 

(2)  the  Council  on  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs  and  the 
Chrsitian  Action  League  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.,  to  communicate 
with  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly  our  support  of  this 
measure,  and  that  the  Council  and  the  League  present  our  posi- 
tion on  this  act  in  legislative  committees  and  in  personal  contacts 
with  legislators.  [See  Item  251.] 

116.  Harrill  Jones,  Gastonia,  made  a  motion  that  black  persons 
will  be  given  preferred  consideration  in  all  convention  and 
agency  employment  until  their  representation  at  all  levels  of 
employment  makes  this  practice  unnecessary.  The  motion  was 
seconded. 

117.  General  Secretary-Treasurer  Cecil  A.  Ray  asked  Harrill 
Jones  to  interpret  how  we  many  know  how  much  is  enough  in 
this  realm. 

118.  Woodrow  Robbins,  High  Point,  spoke  in  opposition  to  the 
motion  on  the  basis  of  the  kind  of  federal  regulations  this  action 
would  bring  upon  us. 

119.  W.W.  Finlator,  Raleigh,  expressed  the  opinion  that  this 
motion  will  not  be  accepted  by  the  Convention  even  though  this 
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is  an  appropriate  time  for  it  to  come  up,  when  we  are  meeting 
jontly  with  the  General  Baptist  State  Convention.  He  then  made 
a  substitute  motion  that  this  matter  be  received  by  us  with  deep 
seriousness  and  gratitude  as  a  suggestion.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  was  defeated  by  standing  vote. 

120.  President  Cecil  E.  Sherman  stated  that  additional  discus- 
sion is  in  order  on  the  Jones  motion.  Allen  Bailey,  Charlotte, 
made  a  motion  to  table.  The  motion  to  table  was  seconded  and 
carried  by  standing  vote. 

121.  Harrill  Jones,  Gastonia,  made  a  motion  that  all  Baptist  State 
Convention  controlled  institutions  of  higher  learning  make  a 
forthwith,  sincere  effort  to  seek  and  invite  black  persons  to  serve 
on  each  Advisory  Board  [and]  that  the  Council  on  Christian 
Higher  Education  report  progress  to  the  General  Board  annually 
beginning  in  September  1982.  The  motion  was  seconded  and 
Harrill  Jones  spoke  in  favor  of  the  motion. 

122.  Allen  Bailey,  Charlotte,  made  a  motion  to  table  the 
motion.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried.  President  Sher- 
man announced  that  this  concludes  the  Miscellaneous  Business 
time,  and  that  we  are  thirty  minutes  late. 

123.  Mrs.  James  L.  Chestnutt,  Jr.,  Winston-Salem,  president  of 
the  Council  on  Christian  Higher  Education,  presented  the  report 
of  this  council  as  found  on  pages  177-180  of  this  Annual  and  the 
reports  of  the  seven  colleges  and  universities  as  found  on  pages 
180-195  of  this  Annual.  She  paid  tribute  to  T.  Robert  Mullinax 
who  is  completing  ten  years  as  executive  secretary  of  the  council, 
and  introduced  the  seven  college  and  university  presidents  who 
were  on  the  platform  (Dr.  Richard  L.  Hoffman,  Vice-President 
and  Dean  of  Mars  Hill  College  was  representing  Fred  B.  Bentley 
who  is  visiting  our  Foreign  Mission  Board's  seminary  in  Ogbomo- 
sha,  Nigeria).  She  spoke  of  new  buildings,  new  programs,  and 
new  achievements  at  each  of  the  seven  schools. 

124.  Charles  S.  Hinson,  Aberdeen,  president  of  the  Council  on 
Christian  Social  Services,  presented  the  report  of  the  three  insti- 
tutions of  this  council  as  found  on  pages  199-202  of  this  Annual. 
He  introduced  W.R.  Wagoner  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of 
North  Carolina,  John  Lynch  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospi- 
tal, and  William  Poole  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes,  Inc. 

125.  E.T.  Vinson,  Greenville,  chairman  of  the  Committe  on 
Nominations,  assisted  by  various  members  of  his  committee, 
presented  the  report  of  the  committee,  as  follows:

126.  President  Cecil  E.  Sherman  read  the  last  two  sentences  of 
Bylaw  II,  B,  2,  e  adopted  last  year,  and  stated  that  since  no  nomi- 
nations have  come  through  this  prescribed  channel  from  persons 
other  than  the  Committee  on  Nominations,  we  will  proceed  to 
vote  on  the  motion.  The  motion  was  carried  by  voice  vote. 

127.  President  Cecil  E.  Sherman  announced  that  the  Conven- 
tion has  elected  Frank  R.  Campbell,  Statesville,  as  our  President. 
William  Bussey,  Wilson,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Conven- 
tion Program  made  a  motion  that  we  delay  the  recognition  of 
new  ministers  in  the  state  until  tomorrow  morning  after  the 
General  Board  Report.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by 
standing  vote. 

128.  J.  Dewey  Hobbs,  Marion,  President  of  the  General  Board, 
presented  the  second  of  three  periods  devoted  to  the  report  of 
the  General  Board.  He  stated  that  in  this  period  we  would  deal 
with  the  recommendations  concerning  the  Baptist  building,  and 
the  recommended  budget.  He  made  a  motion  that  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  General  Board,  which  is  Option  4  on  pages  4- 
5  of  the  October  23, 1981  "Pre-Convention  Update"  be  adopted. 
The  motion  was  seconded.  [See  Item  73.] 

129.  Daniel  Stiles,  Fayetteville,  asked  for  additional  information 
concerning  square  footage  in  the  present  building  and  in  the 
proposed  building,  and  costs  of  the  proposed  new  building. 

130.  General  Secretary-Treasurer  Cecil  A.  Ray  responded  to 
these  questions. 

131.  Daniel  Stiles,  Fayetteville,  asked  whether  the  proposed 
building  will  meet  future  needs,  or  can  be  added  to  at  a  later 
date. 

132.  General  Secretary-Treasurer  Cecil  A.  Ray  answered  this 
question. 

133.  Edward  Huggins,  Chapel  Hill,  made  a  substitute  motion  to 
direct  the  Convention  to  go  with  Option  3  and  if  the  gift  of  land 
in  Cary  is  still  available  to  use  it  as  a  mission  project  for  the  state, 
providing  low-income  housing  to  persons  who  need  it.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  defeated  by  standing  vote. 

134.  President  Cecil  E.  Sherman  asked  if  there  were  additional 
discussion  of  the  original  motion.  Maurice  Grissom,  Clayton, 
inquired  about  how  the  Biblical  Recorder  and  the  North  Caro- 
lina Baptist  Foundation  will  be  housed,  since  they  were  not 
included  at  the  time  Option  4  was  written. 

135.  General  Secretary-Treasurer  Cecil  A.  Ray  stated  that  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  now  wants  to  be  included  in 
the  final  drawings  and  there  is  still  some  uncertainty  about  the 
Biblical  Recorder. 

136.  Maurice  Grissom,  Clayton,  inquired  as  to  whether  this 
would  increase  the  size  and  raise  the  cost  of  the  new  building. 

137.  General  Secretary-Treasurer  Cecil  A.  Ray  answered  that  it 
would  raise  the  cost  somewhat,  but  that  it  would  still  be  within 
the  figure  listed  as  a  maximum  in  Option  4.  Maurice  Grissom 
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inquired  as  to  whether  this  would  mean  cutting  down  on  the 
space  planned  for  other  departments  and  divisions.  General 
Secretary  Cecil  A.  Ray  replied  that  it  would  not  because  the  one 
story  part  of  the  building  would  probably  be  enlarged  to  take 
care  of  the  additional  needed  space. 

138.  Buddy  Corbin,  Drexel,  inquired  about  the  proposed 
financial  arrangement  some  months  ago  in  which  a  portion  of 
the  payment  for  the  building  was  to  have  been  received  in  the 
form  of  a  tax-exempt  contribution.  He  asked  whether  this  was 
within  federal  tax  guidelines. 

139.  General  Secretary-Treasurer  Cecil  A.  Ray  stated  that  the 
General  Baord  was  always  at  every  point  convinced  they  were 
within  such  guidelines.  He  then  stated  that  all  negotiations  pres- 
ently being  pursued  are  structured  without  any  such  tax-exempt 
feature,  and  added  a  personal  pledge  that  he  would  not  again  be 
personally  involved  in  any  such  approach. 

140.  Ed  Beddingfield,  Fayetteville,  spoke  in  opposition  to  the 
proposal  and  in  favor  of  Option  One.  The  vote  was  taken  on  the 
original  motion  of  Dewey  Hobbs  and  it  was  carried  by  a  standing 
vote. 

141.  Dewey  Hobbs,  Marion,  president  of  the  General  Board, 
made  a  motion  that  within  the  guidelines  adopted  by  the  Con- 
vention the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  as  the  negotiat- 
ing and  implementing  agent  for  this  action  by  the  Convention. 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote. 

142.  Ernest  Glass,  Charlotte,  chairman  of  the  Budget  and 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Executive  Committee,  made  a  motion 
that  the  "Program  &  Budget  Proposals  —  1982",  as  outlined  in 
detail  in  the  budget  book,  be  approved.  The  motion  was 
seconded,  after  which  Ernest  Glass  explained  facts  lying  behind 
the  recommendation  of  the  General  Board  concerning  a  much 
publicized  item  in  regard  to  our  support  of  the  Christian  Action 
League  in  Part  I  of  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering  on  page 
5  of  the  budget  booklet.  He  explained  that  what  appears  to  be  a 
cut  is  simply  a  return  to  the  level  of  support  which  has  been  cus- 
tomary across  the  years,  after  the  completion  of  a  special  two- 
year  period  in  which  we  agreed  to  give  twice  as  much  during  a 
time  of  leadership  transition  in  the  Christian  Action  League. 

143.  C.  Mark  Corts,  Winston-Salem,  made  a  motion  that  the 
1982  State  Missions  portion  of  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offer- 
ing, Part  II,  be  amended  to  include  an  additional  $10,000  for  the 
North  Carolina  Christian  Action  League,  changing  the  total  of 
that  portion  to  $240,500  and  the  entire  North  Carolina  Missions 
Offering  to  $2,760,000.  J.  Dewey  Hobbs  seconded  the  motion, 
after  which  C.  Mark  Corts  spoke  in  favor  of  his  motion. 

144.  Ernest  Glass,  Charlotte,  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  substi- 
tute motion,  and  appealed  for  leaving  the  total  at  the  original 
level  so  as  not  to  alter  the  percentages  going  to  various  causes 
throughout  the  offering. 

145.  Robert  Tenery,  Morganton,  spoke  in  favor  of  the  motion 
to  amend. 
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146.  Steve  Sells,  Greensboro,  spoke  in  favor  of  the  motion  to 
amend.  The  vote  was  taken  on  the  motion  to  amend  and  it  was 
carried  by  voice  vote.  [See  also  Item  210.] 

147.  Carroll  Spivey,  Yanceyville,  made  a  motion  to  amend  the 
budget  in  whatever  ways  are  necessary  so  that  the  employees  of 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  would  receive  a 
10%  salary  increase  on  the  base  income  only  and  that  the  merit 
raises  be  omitted  during  the  budget  year  of  1982  until  we  meet 
our  1982  budget  —  both  the  Cooperative  Program  and  North 
Carolina  Missions  Offering  goals.  The  motion  was  seconded. 

148.  Ernest  Glass,  Charlotte,  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  motion 
to  amend,  saying  that  there  is  not  enough  money  in  the  budget 
to  do  what  is  being  proposed,  and  that  it  would  increase  the  total 
figures. 

149.  Don  Phillips,  Statesville,  spoke  in  favor  of  the  motion  to 
amend,  citing  certain  specific  individuals'  salary  increases  and 
stating  that  as  a  whole  they  are  above  10%. 

150.  Roy  Smith,  Raleigh,  Associate  General  Secretary,  spoke  in 
opposition  to  the  motion  to  amend,  reaffirming  that  a  10% 
increase  across  the  board  would  take  more  money  than  we  have 
in  the  budget,  and  would  eliminate  the  merit  system  which  has 
been  found  to  be  highly  productive  of  good. 

151.  Bruce  Martin,  Elon,  spoke  in  favor  of  the  motion  to 
amend. 

152.  General  Secretary  Cecil  A.  Ray  stated  that  he  would  speak 
neither  for  nor  against  the  motion  to  amend  but  wished  to 
explain  the  nature  of  the  policies  by  which  both  salaries  and 
merit  raises  are  administered.  He  stated  that  this  motion  would 
reduce  present  salaries  and  would  jeopardize  a  merit  increase 
system  that  goes  into  effect  in  1982. 

153.  Glenn  White,  Rockingham,  spoke  in  opposition  to  the 
motion  to  amend. 

154.  C.  William  Cashman,  Burlington,  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
motion  to  amend. 

155.  Horace  Jackson,  Wilmington,  made  a  motion  that  this 
amendment  be  tabled.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by 
standing  vote. 

156.  Carroll  Spivey,  Yanceyville,  whose  motion  to  amend  had 
just  been  tabled,  made  an  appeal  for  new  dimensions  of 
increased  giving  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

157.  Carlos  Young,  Shelby,  made  a  motion  to  amend  part  II 
and  Part  III  of  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering  by  adding 
$25,000  to  each  part  for  the  construction  of  chapels  in  institutions 
for  the  mentally  retarded.  The  motion  was  seconded  and 
defeated  by  standing  vote.  The  vote  was  taken  on  the  main 
motion,  as  amended  by  the  Corts  motion,  and  it  was  carried  by 
standing  vote. 

158.  Olin  D.  Hefner,  Red  Springs,  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Place  and  Preacher,  made  a  motion  that  Gaylord  Lehman, 
pastor  of  the  Lakeside  Baptist  Church  of  Rocky  Mount,  be  the 
preacher  for  the  Convention  Sermon  in  1982,  that  Alton 
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McEachern,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Greensboro,  be 
the  alternate,  and  that  Charlotte  be  the  host  city  for  the  annual 
session  in  1985  with  the  meeting  being  held  in  the  Charlotte  Col- 
iseum. The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote. 
Other  members  of  the  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher 
are:  Mrs.  Bill  Beal,  Albemarle;  Jerry  Harper,  Durham;  Wilburn 
Hendrix,  Winston-Salem;  C.A.  Kirby,  Jr.,  Shelby;  Jim  Langford, 
Ahoskie;  David  Morrow,  Winston-Salem;  Woodrow  Neal, 
Fuquay-Varina;  and  William  Stillerman,  Buies  Creek. 

159.  Upon  the  request  of  William  Bussey,  Wilson,  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Convention  Program,  the  body  voted  to 
change  the  order  to  allow  a  special  presentation  to  take  place  at 
this  time.  Gaylord  Lehman,  Rocky  Mount,  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Resolutions,  made  a  motion  that  we  suspend  the 
rules  to  allow  the  presentation  of  a  resolution  of  commendation, 
to  be  presented  in  behalf  of  the  committee  by  Tommy  Payne, 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Biblical  Recorder.  J. 
Dewey  Hobbs,  Marion,  seconded  the  motion  and  it  was  carried 
without  opposition. 

160.  Tommy  Payne,  Greenville,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  Biblical  Recorder,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions,  made  a  motion  that  the  following  resolution  of 
appreciation  be  adopted: 

Whereas  J.  Marse  Grant  has  faithfully  served  North  Carolina 
Baptists  for  more  than  32  years,  first  as  editor  of  Charity  and 
Children  from  October  1,  1949  to  December  31,  1959,  and  as  edi- 
tor of  the  Biblical  Recorder  since  January  1, 1960;  and 

Whereas  during  his  tenure  as  editor  of  the  Recorder  circula- 
tion has  doubled,  increasing  the  effectiveness  of  our  state  paper 
as  the  primary  informational  source  of  North  Carolina  Baptists 
and  strengthening  its  ministry  as  the  medium  through  which  all 
Baptists  may  be  made  aware  of  matters  which  relate  to  the 
denomination;  and 

Whereas  the  Recorder  under  Marse  Grant's  leadership  has 
served  as  a  catalyst  for  progress  in  the  local  church  and  the  con- 
vention, voicing  the  concerns  and  articulating  the  commitments 
of  our  Baptist  people;  and 

Whereas  he  set  a  worthy  example  for  the  future  by  carefully 
guarding  the  freedom  of  the  Recorder  to  speak  to  any  and  all 
relevant  issues  in  keeping  with  our  cherished  principle  of  an 
unfettered  press;  and 

Whereas  Marse  Grant  has  addressed  with  courage  the  serious 
moral,  ethical,  and  spiritual  problems  of  our  time,  even  when  it 
was  not  popular  to  do  so,  evidenced  by  his  pioneer  efforts  in 
improving  race  relations  which  have  helped  to  bring  about 
closer  and  stronger  ties  of  brotherhood  among  all  the  citizens  of 
our  state,  and  epitomized  by  his  uncompromising  stand  against 
alcohol,  drugs,  pornography,  and  other  matters  debasing  to 
human  life  and  dignity;  and 

Whereas  Marse  Grant  has  been  a  champion  of  the  handi- 
capped and  disabled  as  shown  by  his  tireless  efforts  in  their 
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behalf,  appearing  as  their  advocate  before  legislative  bodies  in 
Raleigh  and  Washington,  D.C.,  heading  up  volunteer  efforts  for 
their  support,  and  travelling  across  the  nation  to  speak  and  work 
in  programs  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  these  very  special 
people;  and 

Whereas  both  inside  and  outside  the  denomination  he  has 
increased  visibility  of  Baptists  as  an  intelligent,  informed  and 
involved  people;  and 

Whereas  Marse  Grant  has  announced  his  retirement  effective 
September  13, 1982,  having  served  longer  than  any  other  editor 
in  the  148  year  history  of  the  Recorder: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

(1)  that  we  the  messengers  to  this  151st  session  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  commend  Marse  Grant  for 
his  loyalty  to  North  Carolina  Baptists  and  to  our  cooperative 
efforts  in  the  kingdom  of  God;  and 

(2)  that  we  express  our  gratitude  for  the  competent,  fair,  and 
consistent  manner  in  which  he  has  guided  the  Biblical  Recorder; 
and 

(3)  that  we  further  voice  our  appreciation  for  the  countless 
extra  hours  of  labor  he  has  invested  in  helping  individual 
churches,  pastors,  lay  persons,  and  others  who  have  sought  his 
counsel  and  assistance;  and 

(4)  that  we  also  say  "thank  you"  to  Marion  Grant  who  has  been 
a  real  partner  in  her  husband's  work,  sharing  the  full  burden  and 
blessing  of  his  commitment,  who  in  her  own  way  has  touched 
countless  lives,  and  has  endeared  herself  to  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tists; and 

(5)  that  to  both  Marse  and  Marian  Grant  we  pledge  our  con- 
tinuing support  of  Christian  love  and  prayerful  best  wishes  for  a 
retirement  filled  with  good  health,  a  relaxed  schedule  of  activi- 
ties, and  the  knowledge  of  a  task  well  done. 

The  motion  was  seconded.  Tommy  Payne  asked  the  various 
members  of  the  Grant  family  to  come  to  the  front  of  the  plat- 
form, introducing  them  one  by  one.  He  then  introduced  all  the 
members  of  the  Biblical  Recorder  staff.  The  motion  was  carried 
by  standing  vote,  accompanied  by  a  standing  ovation. 

161.  J.  Marse  Grant,  Raleigh,  editor  of  the  Biblical  Recorder, 
expressed  gratitude  for  this  resolution  of  appreciation,  for  him- 
self and  in  behalf  of  his  family  and  staff. 

162.  President  Sherman  stated  that  the  floor  is  opened  for 
nominations  for  the  office  of  First  Vice-President. 

163.  James  Cammack,  Fayetteville,  nominated  Lamar  J.  Brooks, 
Laurinburg. 

164.  Wendell  Davis,  Statesville,  nominated  Henderson  Belk, 
Charlotte. 

165.  William  T.  Mills,  Hickory,  nominated  Ray  K.  Hodge, 
Kinston. 

166.  Horace  Hall,  Wilmington,  nominated  A.L.  McGee, 
Wilmington. 
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167.  An  unidentified  messenger  made  a  motion  that  nomina- 
tions cease.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried.  The  vote  was 
taken  by  standing  and  the  President  declared  that  there  would 
be  a  second  vote  between  Lamar  J.  Brooks  and  Henderson  Belk. 
After  an  attempt  to  determine  the  outcome  by  counting  those 
who  participated  in  a  standing  vote,  the  President  decided  that  a 
ballot  was  necessary  and  the  Convention  proceeded  to  vote  by 
ballot. 

168.  President  Sherman  declared  that  the  floor  is  opened  for 
nominations  for  Second  Vice-President. 

169.  Delamar  Parkerson,  Sanford,  nominated  Alfred  Ayscue, 
Mt.  Airy. 

170.  David  Wilson,  Charlotte,  nominated  Raymond  Sanderson, 
Charlotte. 

171.  Alton  H.  McEachern,  Greensboro,  nominated  Al  Line- 
berry,  Greensboro. 

172.  Woodrow  Robbins,  High  Point,  nominated  Walter  Criss- 
man,  High  Point. 

173.  An  unidentified  messenger  made  a  motion  that  nomina- 
tions cease.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried.  The  vote  was 
taken  by  standing  and  the  President  asked  for  a  second  vote 
between  Ayscue,  Sanderson,  and  Lineberry.  A  third  vote  was 
taken  between  Ayscue  and  Lineberry.  The  President  declared 
that  \\  Lineberry  has  been  elected  as  the  Second  Vice-President. 

174.  The  President  declared  the  floor  to  be  opened  for  nomi- 
nations for  the  office  of  Recording  Secretary. 

175.  Charles  E.  Stevens,  Kernersville,  nominated  Mrs.  Marian 
Grant,  Raleigh. 

176.  An  unidentified  messenger  made  a  motion  that  nomina- 
tions cease  and  that  she  be  elected  by  acclamation.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  carried  by  a  voice  vote. 

177.  President  Sherman  declared  the  floor  to  be  opened  for 
nominations  for  the  office  of  Assistant  Recording  Secretary. 

178.  Lamar  J.  Brooks,  Laurinburg,  nominated  Ted  W.  Williams, 
Raleigh. 

179.  In  the  absence  of  further  nominations,  the  President  asked 
those  who  fa\  ored  the  election  of  Ted  Williams  by  acclamation 
to  vote  "aye"  and  he  was  elected. 

180.  President  Cecil  E.  Sherman  announced  the  report  of  the 
tellers  to  the  effect  that  Henderson  Belk,  Charlotte,  has  been 
elected  as  First  Vice-President.  Bill  Leary,  Wilson,  pronounced 
the  benediction  for  the  Tuesday  afternoon  meeting  of  the 
Con\  ention. 

Tuesday  Evening  —  November  3,  1981 

181.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  assembled  in  the  Greens- 
boro Memorial  Colliseum  for  the  third  of  three  joint  meetings 
with  the  General  Baptist  State  Convention.  As  the  messengers 
were  assembling  there  was  a  pre-session  musical  period  pres- 
ented by  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Brass  Ensemble.  They  played 
"Glorious  Things  of  Thee  Are  Spoken/'  arr.  Robert  Nagel;  "The 
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Master  Hath  Come/'  arr.  Doug  Smith;  "Roll,  Jordan,  Roll/'  arr. 
Doug  Smith;  "Hosanna,  Loud  Hosanna,"  arr.  Doug  Smith;  "Be 
Thou  My  Vision/'  arr.  Doug  Smith;  and  "Come,  Thou  Fount/' 
arr.  Frank  Garlock. 

182.  Charles  Fleming,  Washington,  D.C.,  led  the  conventions  in 
singing  "I  Am  Thine,  O  Lord,"  "At  the  Cross,"  and  "It  Is  Well 
with  My  Soul." 

183.  J.R.  Butler,  Charlotte,  Vice-President-at-Large  of  the  Gen- 
eral Baptist  State  Convention,  presided  and  introduced  J.R. 
Manley. 

184.  J.R.  Manley,  Chapel  Hill,  President  of  the  General  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  brought  a  devotional  mes- 
sage based  on  Job  14:7-9.  This  passage  proclaims  a  message  of 
hope,  for  "there  is  hope  of  a  tree,  if  it  be  cut  down,  that  it  shall 
live  again."  If  the  root  is  healthy,  if  the  moisture  is  present,  if  the 
root  has  the  capacity  to  absorb  the  moisture,  then  in  time  it  will 
not  remain  hidden  underground,  but  will  reach  up  and  reach 
out  and  blossom  and  bear  fruit.  The  same  is  true  of  a  nation,  a 
people,  or  a  church,  by  the  grace  and  power  of  Almighty  God. 

185.  Charles  Fleming,  Washington,  D.C.,  led  the  conventions  in 
singing  "Am  I  a  Soldier  of  the  Cross,"  "What  a  Friend  We  Have 
in  Jesus,"  "Guide  Me  O  Thou  Great  Jehovah,"  and  "O  God  Our 
Help  in  Ages  Past." 

186.  J.B.  Humphrey,  Charlotte,  First  Vice-President  of  the  Gen- 
eral Baptist  State  Convention,  presided  and  called  for  the  report 
of  the  committee  on  Joint  Resolutions,  recognizing  the  two  co- 
chairmen,  Clifford  Jones  and  Charles  Hinson,  They,  in  turn, 
introduced  and  expressed  appreciation  for  the  work  of  their 
committee,  as  follows:  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  Dean 
Baughn,  Thomas  W.  Downing,  Jr.,  Mrs.  Clarence  Godwin,  and 
Gaylord  Lehman;  from  the  Baptist  General  Convention,  Charles 
Bullock,  Gilbert  Campbell,  H.A.  Chubbs,  and  J.  Joy  Johnson.  Clif- 
ford Jones  also  announced  that  in  the  absence  of  two  of  the 
members,  Elbert  Lee  and  Luther  Westbrook  would  serve  as 
readers. 

187.  Clifford  Jones  read  and  moved  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolution  concerning  drug  abuse: 

Whereas  the  incidence  of  drug  abuse  among  all  ages  continues 
to  increase;  and 

Whereas  the  increase  in  drug  use  among  younger  people  is 
alarming,  with  seventy-five  per  cent  of  American  students  in 
grades  7  through  12  consuming  alcoholic  beverages,  one  of 
every  six  college  students  a  problem  drinker,  and  eleven  per 
cent  of  high  school  students  considered  daily  users  of  marijuana; 
and 

Whereas  recent  surveys  in  some  urban  junior  and  senior  high 
schools  in  North  Carolina  indicate  an  increasing  use  of  "hard" 
drugs,  such  as  Quaaludes,  cocaine,  LSD,  and  heroin;  and 

Whereas  the  financial  cost  of  drug  abuse  continues  to  rise, 
with  the  federal  government  spending  approximately  three  quar- 
ters of  a  billion  dollars  annually  to  fight  the  drug  problem,  and 
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with  economic  losses  attributed  to  alcoholism  and  alcohol  abuse 
estimated  at  $60  billion  annually;  and 

Whereas  the  problems  to  individuals,  families,  and  society 
resulting  from  drug  abuse  are  multitudinous,  as  evidenced  by  a 
report  from  the  President  of  the  United  States  estimating  that 
over  one-half  of  all  robberies,  muggings,  and  burglaries  are 
committed  by  drug  addicts  and  by  statistics  estimating  that  alco- 
hol abuse  is  responsible  for  one-third  of  all  suicides,  one-half  of 
all  murders,  and  one-half  of  all  traffic  deaths; 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  General  Baptist 
State  Convention  and  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  meeting  in 
Joint  Session  in  1981,  reaffirm  the  conviction  that  the  teachings  of 
Christ  empower  us  to  overcome  attitudes  of  hopelessness  or 
apathy  toward  drug  abusers,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  work  for  passage  of  legislation 
raising  the  legal  drinking  age  in  North  Carolina,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  seek  a  reduction  in  the  amount 
of  advertising  of  alcoholic  beverages  and  over-the-counter- 
drugs,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  support  the  enlargement  of  the 
law  enforcement  staff  at  our  coastal  areas  to  prevent  illegal  drug 
entry,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  work  for  more  education  and 
rehabilitation  programs  for  drug  abusers  in  the  school  systems  of 
North  Carolina,  and 

Be  it  finally  resolved  that  we  encourage  stronger  punitive  mea- 
sures be  taken  toward  those  who  deal  in  illegal  drugs. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote. 

188.  Dean  Baughn  read  and  moved  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolution  concerning  poverty: 

Whereas  there  is  abundant  evidence  of  increasingly  devasting 
problems  of  the  truly  needy  resulting  from  famine,  poverty,  poor 
management,  and  inept  stewardship  of  the  earth's  resources 
which  in  turn  result  from  vested  interests,  poor  choices  and  short 
vision,  and 

Whereas  true  poverty  is  demeaning  to  the  mind,  the  soul  and 
the  body,  thus  clawing  at  the  very  fabric  of  civilization; 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  as  Christian  groups  we 
urge  our  people  to  study  the  Scripture  to  better  understand  its 
teachings  regarding  the  truly  needy  and  our  response  to  their 
needs,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  urge  our  legislators  to  insure  that 
the  truly  needy  receive  appropriate  help,  in  so  far  as  the  help  will 
enable  them  to  maintain  and  improve  their  spiritual,  physical, 
social,  or  intellectual  lot,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  encourage  our  people  and  our 
respective  groups  to  send  this  resolution  to  local,  state,  and 
national  political  leaders  and  to  the  heads  of  our  Home  and  For- 
eign Mission  Boards,  conveying  our  deeply  felt  concerns  that  our 
government  work  with  its  own  agencies,  private  agencies,  and 
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other  governments  to  bring  about  coordinated  assitance  to  the 
truly  needy,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  encourage  Baptists  to  be  better 
informed  on  these  issues,  through  publications  of  our  Home  and 
Foreign  Mission  Boards  and  through  publications  such  as  Seeds 
and  Bread  for  the  World,  and 

Be  it  finally  resolved  that  we  urge  the  Baptists  and  other  Chris- 
tian groups  to  express  practical  concerns  through  such  avenues 
as  our  respective  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Boards  and  the  Bap- 
tist World  Alliance. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote. 

189.  J.  Joy  Johnson  read  and  moved  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolution  concerning  public  education: 

Whereas  at  the  present  time  we  are  witnessing  attacks  on  pub- 
lic education  and  curtailment  of  funds  for  many  educational 
programs,  and 

Whereas  certain  challenges  to  public  education  appear  moti- 
vated by  sectarian  attitudes  not  compatible  with  our  historic 
concern  for  maintaining  the  separation  of  church  and  state,  and 

Whereas  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  will  be  considering 
legislation  to  provide  a  tax  credit  for  tuition  payments  for  stu- 
dents in  religious  and  private  elementary  and  secondary  school, 
and 

Whereas  Baptist  bodies  in  general  and  the  Baptist  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Affairs  in  particular  have  consistently  opposed 
such  legislation  because  of  its  threat  to  the  principle  of  the  sepa- 
ration of  church  and  state; 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED  that  we  re-affirm  the  value  of  the 
American  system  of  public  education  as  the  most  effective 
instrument  for  providing  equal  eduational  opportunity  for  all 
children  without  regard  to  race,  religion,  or  social  class,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  resist  efforts  by  any  group  to 
limit  educational  materials  and  processes  to  those  which  pro- 
mote one  particular  view  to  the  exclusion  of  other  views,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  register  our  opposition  to  tuition 
tax  credits  because  of  their  threat  to  the  cherished  Baptist  princi- 
ple of  the  separation  of  church  and  state,  and 

Be  it  finally  resolved  that  we  encourage  our  church  members 
to  become  better  informed  about  our  public  schools,  to  work 
with  local  school  boards  to  strengthen  our  system  of  public  edu- 
cation, and  to  help  children  interpret  all  educational  materials 
and  life  situations  in  the  light  of  our  Christian  faith  and  its 
principles. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote. 

190.  Thomas  W.  Downing,  Jr.,  read  and  moved  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolution  concerning  the  criminal  justice  system: 

Whereas  American  prisons  and  jails  are  overcrowded  and 
straining  to  accommodate  an  inmate  population  of  nearly 
500,000,  and 

Whereas  the  prison  population  increased  by  fifty  percent 
between  1972  and  1978,  and 
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Whereas  sixty  percent  of  all  federal  cells  house  two  inmates 
and  seventy  percent  of  all  State  and  local  cells  house  two  or 
more,  and 

Whereas  more  than  one  half  of  the  prison  population  is  under 
age  thirty,  poor,  illiterate,  black,  from  broken  homes,  and  the 
crimes  are  drug  or  alcohol  related,  and 

Whereas  the  courts  have  found  twenty-five  percent  of  the 
State  Prison  Systems  operating  institutions  where  conditions  vio- 
late the  constitutional  rights  of  the  inmates,  and 

Whereas  North  Carolina  has  the  highest  prison  population  per 
capita  and  the  longest  sentences  of  any  State,  and 

Whereas  it  costs  more  to  incarcerate  than  it  does  to  educate, 
and 

Whereas  today  North  Carolina  has  nearly  16,000  inmates  in  83 
prison  units  and  four  treatment  facilities  for  women,  and 

Whereas  for  religious  ministry  to  the  state's  16,000  inmates,  we 
have: 

15  full  time  state-employed  chaplains 
4  full  time  chaplains  funded  by  the  religious  community 
4  part  time  or  contractual  services  chaplains  funded  by  the  state 
13  part  time  chaplains  funded  by  the  religious  community 
22  volunteer  unit  chaplains  who  contribute  from  3  to  8  hours 
per  week,  and 

Whereas  there  are  no  full  time  area  chaplains  for  three  entire 
Administrative  Areas  comprising  33  prison  units,  two  large  youth- 
ful offenders  camps  housing  600  men  have  only  one  chaplain 
and  another  youth  center  has  no  full  time  chaplain  at  all; 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED  that  the  Baptists  of  both  State 
Conventions  proclaim,  practice,  and  propagate  the  gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  by  the  expansion  of  the  Christian  ministry  to  the  pri- 
sons from  the  pulpit,  pew,  and  the  Cooperative  Ministries  Pro- 
gram, and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  Baptists  encourage  more  volunteers 
and  help  prepare  more  trained  ministers  for  the  prison  minis- 
tries with  special  attention  to  the  need  for  more  minority  cha- 
plains, and 

Be  it  further  resolved,  that  we  seek  to  influence  Federal,  State, 
and  local  government  to: 

(1)  Provide  equity  and  justice  in  sentences, 

(2)  Support  alternatives  to  incarceration, 

(3)  Strengthen  the  family, 

(4)  Reduce  drug  and  alcohol  abuse, 

(5)  Provide  wholesome  family-oriented  recreation  and 
entertainment, 

(6)  Provide  more  prison  chaplains,  and 

(7)  Provide  more  treatment,  rather  than  punishment,  for 
inmates. 

The  motion  was  seconded. 

191.  An  unidentified  messenger  asked  how  far  we  may  expect 
to  go  with  "alternatives  to  incarceration." 
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192.  J.  Joy  Johnson  answered  with  several  suggestions  such  as 
briefer  sentences,  work  assignments  under  court  supervision, 
and  treatment  facilities.  The  vote  was  taken  on  the  motion  and  it 
was  carried  by  voice  vote. 

193.  Elbert  Lee  read  and  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution  concerning  migrant  workers: 

Whereas  in  this  nation  of  plenty,  migrant  farm  workers  are 
considered  by  many  to  be  the  most  needy,  oppressed,  exploited 
group  of  people  in  America  today,  and 

Whereas  the  average  life  expectancy  of  a  migrant  worker  is  49 
years  and  farm  workers'  children  have  a  mortality  rate  of  63  per 
1,000  live  births  (compared  to  a  national  average  of  20  per  1,000 
live  births),  and 

Whereas  approximately  40,000  farm  workers  travel  through 
North  Carolina  between  May  and  November  each  year,  working 
the  crops  and  living  in  approximately  700  camps,  and 

Whereas  officials  estimate  that  over  137,000  residents  of  North 
Carolina  are  employed  as  seasonal  farm  workers,  and 

Whereas  migrant  seasonal  farm  workers  are  needed  to  harvest 
crops,  since  machines  cannot  harvest  all  crops,  and 

Whereas  though  there  are  laws  designed  to  protect  migrants, 
such  as  minimum  wage  requirements  and  laws  governing  hous- 
ing, wages,  and  education,  there  is  evidence  of  little  implementa- 
tion of  the  laws,  and  many  workers  are  unaware  that  such  laws 
exist,  and 

Whereas  the  basic  need  of  every  individual  is  salvation  through 
Jesus  Christ,  and 

Whereas  as  Christians,  Baptists  have  responsibility  to  minister 
to  the  mental,  physical,  social  and  spiritual  needs  of  oppressed 
people,  and 

Whereas  an  effective  ministry  to  migrants  can  be  carried  out  at 
the  local  level  by  churches  and  associations,  through  such  var- 
ious programs  as  worship  services  held  in  migrant  camps,  Back- 
yard Bible  Clubs,  scripture  and  health  kit  distribution,  basic  Eng- 
lish classes,  music  and  recreation  programs,  nutrition  programs, 
and  fellowship, 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED  that  this  joint  session  of  the  Gen- 
eral Baptist  State  Convention  and  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina  go  on  record  in  affirming  the  worth  of  every 
individual  and  the  responsibility  of  Christians  to  minister  to  the 
needs  of  migrant  people  with  Christian  compassion,  love, 
patience  and  understanding, 

And  be  it  further  resolved  that  our  conventions  go  on  record 
as  condemining  slavery,  exploitation,  unfair  treatment,  injustices 
and  manipulation  of  farm  workers, 

And  be  it  further  resolved  that  local  associations  and  individual 
churches  be  encouraged  to  cooperate  with  county  Departments 
of  Social  Services  and  become  involved  in  meeting  the  needs  of 
migrant  farm  workers  in  their  areas. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote. 
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19-  V's.  Clarence  Godwin  read  and  moved  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolution  concerning  faith  and  practice:

Whereas  w hile  recognizing  the  diversity  of  our  origins,  polity, 
and  practice,  we  affirm  the  commonality  of  the  Lordship  of  Jesus 
Christ,  which  obliterates  all  that  would  propagate  separation, 
inequality,  racism,  and  prejudice 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RE$OL\  ED  t-at  we  De  witnesses  to  the 
gospel  of  Jes^s  Christ  in  North  Carolina  and  the  world  in  efforts 
to  lead  persons  to  Christ,  and 

Be  it  further  resoKed  that  we  combat,  repudiate  and  condemn 
all  forms  of  racism,  inequality,  prejudice  and  injustice  and 

Be  it  further  resoKed  that  we  encourage  local  pastors  of  these 
two  conventions  to  ha\e  further  joint  fellowship,  dialogue  and 
wors~  z  eoeriences  and  to  destro\  the  malignant  roots  of 
hatred  and  suspicion  on  the  local  and  state  level,  and 

Be  it  further  resoKed  that  we  promote  closer  relations  among 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  General  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention and  their  auxiliaries  within  the  Bod>  of  Christ  and  that 
we  promote  understanding  and  appreciation  of  other  religious 
bodies,  and 

Be  it  further  resoKed  that  we  encourage  the  joint  and  con- 
tinued support  for  cooperative  ministries,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  affirm  the  continuous  need  to 
maintain,  protect,  and  provide  for  the  basic  rights  of  minority 
citizens,  senior  citizens,  handicappec  pe-sc ^s  i~z  .  eterans.and 

Be  it  finally  resolved  that  we  acknow  lecse  the  1982  joint  e\  an- 
gelistic  crusade  as  the  beginning  of  a  more  concerted  effort  to 
create  commonality  and  fellowship  among  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
\ention  and  the  General  Baptist  State  Convention  and  all  other 
Christians. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote. 

195.  Luther  J.  \\  estbrook  -ead  and  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution  concern^ z  marriage  and  the  family: 

Whereas  marriage  and  families  usually  begin  with  persons 
seeking  lo\  e.  security,  happiness,  and  making  a  Irvelihooc  r'or 
themselves:  and 

Whereas  it  has  been  demonstrated  that  many  social  probiems 
:  I  our  present  society  can  be  traced  to  the  deterioration  of  the 
home  and  family;  and 
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Whereas  loss  of  interest  and  love  for  one  another  in  the  home 
may  account  for  the  high  rate  of  divorce,  cohabitation,  and  abor- 
tions; and 

Whereas  violence,  rejection  of  authority,  and  removal  of  all 
moral  and  ethical  restraints  characterize  present-day  actions  that 
contribute  to  break-down  in  the  home,  and 

Whereas  perversion  of  human  sexuality  is  not  normal,  and 
comes  under  God's  judgment  (Romans  1:26-32,  and  1  Corinthi- 
ans 6);  and 

Whereas  according  to  recognized  resources,  sexual  perversion 
exists  in  both  secular  and  Christian  communities,  and 

Whereas  churches  have  failed  to  deal  adequately  with  human 
sexuality  and  it  is  believed  that  many  persons  slip  into  immoral 
sexual  conduct  because  they  have  not  heard  clear,  scriptural 
teachings  in  their  homes,  churches,  family  and  youth  groups, 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED  that  the  spiritual  leaders  of  the 
General  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion encourage  those  who  practice  sexual  perversion  to  seek 
professional  help  in  dealing  with  the  causes  of  their  condition, 
and  that  all  churches,  without  hesitation,  teach,  preach,  and 
affirm  the  teachings  of  the  Scripture,  and  at  the  same  time  strive 
to  understand  the  personal  struggles  of  such  persons, 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  churches  and  Christians  should 
show  compassion  for  persons  who  practice  sexual  perversion 
even  though  they  regard  their  actions  as  sin, 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  the  General  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion of  North  Carolina,  Inc.  and  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina  combine  forces  to  encourage  our  Baptist 
churches  to  teach  young  people  and  single  adults  to  exercise 
care  in  selecting  a  mate  and  to  appreciate  the  value  of  a  Christian 
marriage, 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  legislation  supporting  abortion  be 
strongly  discouraged,  and 

Be  it  finally  resolved  that  pastors,  superintendents,  Sunday 
School  teachers,  and  Church  Training  leaders  and  instructors 
take  the  lead  in  providing  adequate  Christian  home  training  for 
all  young  people  in  our  churches. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote. 

196.  Charles  Hinson  read  and  moved  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  concerning  responsible  Christian  citizenship: 

Whereas  Baptists  believe  in  the  separation  of  church  and  state, 
which  means  that  the  state  neither  supports  nor  inhibits  religion 
or  any  religious  group,  that  no  religious  tests  shall  be  required  of 
elected  officials  and  that  religion  should  not  move  from  persua- 
sion to  coercion  in  matters  of  church  and  state,  and 

Whereas  Baptists  believe  in  religious  freedom,  which  means 
that  every  person  has  the  right  to  be  religious  or  not  to  be  reli- 
gious as  he  or  she  chooses  and  that  persuasion,  not  coercion  or 
force,  shall  be  used  to  influence  the  religious  thoughts  and 
beliefs  of  another,  and 
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Whereas  several  religious  groups  have  recently  entered  the 
political  process  by  encouraging  Christians  to  register  and  vote 
and  by  supporting  or  opposing  candidates,  often  on  the  basis  of 
voting  records  on  a  narrow  range  of  so-called  Christian  issues, 
and 

Whereas  some  churches  have  supported  or  opposed  political 
candidates  from  their  pulpits  and  in  their  newsletters  and  bulle- 
tins, in  violation  of  the  spirit  and  letter  of  tax  laws  governing  tax- 
exempt  organizations,  and 

Whereas  leaders  of  the  new  political  right  have  admitted 
recruiting  several  highly  visible  television  evangelists  to  the  cause 
of  ultra-conservative  political  issues,  and 

Whereas  political  views  have  caused  organizations  of  the  new 
religious  right  to  support  a  congressman  who  admitted  taking 
$25,000  in  the  Abscam  scandal  and  opposing  and  defeating  for 
reelection  the  only  Southern  Baptist  minister  in  the  Congress, 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Baptist  State  con- 
vention and  the  General  Baptist  State  Convention  affirm  the  new 
involvement  by  Christians  in  the  political  process  and  encourage 
our  members  to  exercise  regularly  and  wisely  the  freedoms  to 
register  and  to  vote,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  recognize  that  Christians  of  con- 
science may  reach  conflicting  positions  on  a  wide  variety  of  polit- 
ical isues  and  that  this  difference  of  opinion  does  not  necessarily 
indicate  a  difference  in  strength  of  one's  Chriatian  faith,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  call  on  our  members  to  evaluate 
warily  any  political  appeals  made  on  the  basis  of  "Christian  prin- 
ciples'' and  any  campaign  which  supports  one  candidate  as  the 
Christian  candidate  or  opposes  another  for  not  being  Christian 
enough,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  oppose  the  use  of  "morality  rat- 
ings" or  "Biblical  position  ratings"  or  any  other  device  which 
attempts  to  grade  candidates  on  the  basis  of  a  few  issues  and 
states,  implicitly  or  explicitly,  that  one  candidate  is  the  "Chris- 
tian" candidate  or  the  one  for  which  Christians  should  vote,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  call  on  all  political  leaders, 
including  candidates,  officials  of  the  major  policital  parties,  and 
leaders  of  other  political  groups,  to  emphasize  positive  cam- 
paigning which  supports  certain  candidates,  not  negative  cam- 
paigning which  focuses  on  attacking  other  candidates,  and  to 
strive  for  a  higher  degree  of  truth  and  integrity  in  campaigning, 
and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  call  on  our  member  churches  to 
examine  carefully  the  laws  related  to  political  activities  by  tax- 
exempt  organizations  and  to  reexamine  their  involvement  in 
specific  political  campaigns  in  light  of  these  laws,  and 

Be  it  finally  resolved  that  we  call  on  all  Baptists  to  serve  as  light 
and  leaven  in  the  political  process,  to  exert  influence  on  the  full 
range  of  moral  issues,  so  that  we  might  be  involved  not  only  with 
traditional  moral  concerns  such  as  reducing  the  number  of  abor- 
tions and  reducing  the  abuse  of  alcohol  and  drugs,  but  that  we 
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might  also  be  committed  to  the  process  of  peacemaking  and  the 
reduction  of  nuclear  arms;  the  achieving  of  true  racial  equality; 
and  the  caring  for  the  poor,  the  orphan,  the  widow,  the  elderly, 
the  handicapped,  the  hungry,  and  the  least  of  Jesus'  brothers  and 
sisters. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote. 

197.  E.B.  Turner  rose  to  a  point  of  personal  privilege  to  express 
regret  that  Resolution  Number  3  [See  Item  189]  dealt  only  with 
secondary  education  and  not  with  the  crucial  area  of  public  and 
private  higher  education. 

198.  An  unidentified  messenger  rose  to  a  point  of  personal 
privilege  to  inquire  how  and  when  we  will  be  able  to  implement 
these  resolutions. 

199.  J.  Joy  Johnson  spoke  concerning  the  way  we  implement 
resolutions  in  our  own  lives  and  in  our  own  churches.  He  then 
made  a  motion  that  the  joint  committee  be  asked  to  draft  a  reso- 
lution on  the  subject  of  public  and  private  higher  education  and 
have  it  published  in  our  two  respective  Baptist  papers.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote. 

200.  A  mass  choir,  composed  of  members  of  choirs  from  the 
Greensboro/Winston-Salem  area  and  directed  by  Charles  W. 
Fleming  of  Washington,  D.C.,  sang  "God  of  Grace  and  God  of 
Glory,"  Paul  T.  Langston;  "When  I  Survey  the  Wondrous  Cross/' 
Mason-Mallory;  "Ye  Shall  Be  Witnesses,"  Jerry  Kirk;  "Fanfare 
with  Alleluias,"  Phillip  M.  Young.  On  the  last  number  they  were 
accompanied  by  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Brass  Ensemble  as 
well  as  the  piano  and  organ. 

201.  Cecil  E.  Sherman,  Asheville,  President  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention,  introduced  Jimmy  Allen. 

202.  Jimmy  Allen,  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  President  of  the  Radio 
and  Television  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
and  former  President  of  that  convention,  read  Romans  13:8ff  and 
concentrated  attention  upon  verse  11  and  upon  the  subject  "It  Is 
High  Time."  The  night  is  already  far  spent  and  it  is  now  high  time 
for  us  to  fully  experience  joy  in  Jesus  Christ,  to  fully  experience 
life  in  Jesus  Christ,  to  fully  experience  fruit-bearing  in  Jesus 
Christ.  It's  high  time  to  challenge  the  works  of  darkness  and  the 
slavery  which  this  darkness  produces  in  hearts  and  homes.  It's 
high  time  to  adopt  new  electronics  tools  by  which  the  message 
of  Jesus  is  told  by  one  person  to  another  within  the  context  of  a 
local  New  Testament  church.  It's  high  time  that  we  experience 
God  in  a  true  and  real  way  —  not  shallow  and  artificial  —  not 
glossy  public  relations  —  but  true  and  real.  The  test,  in  the  words 
of  W.T.  Conner,  will  be  not  in  how  high  you  jump,  but  in  how 
straight  you  walk  when  you  come  back  down  to  earth. 

203.  Delamar  E.  Parkerson,  Sanford,  Co-Chairman  from  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  on  the  Joint  Program  Committee,  pro- 
nounced the  benediction  for  the  Tuesday  evening  meeting. 
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Wednesday  Morning  —  November  4, 1981 

204.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  assembled  on  Wednesday 
morning  for  the  final  business  session,  separate  from  the  General 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

205.  Mauricio  Vargas,  Missionary  to  Hispanics  and  Migrants, 
Fayetteville,  read  Psalm  121  and  led  the  Convention  in  prayer. 

206.  Mrs.  Sanford  Smith,  Greensboro,  chairperson  of  the  Pro- 
gram Emphases  Committee  for  1982-85,  presented  the  report  of 
the  committee  as  found  on  pages  6-8  of  the  October  9,  1981 
"Pre-convention  Update."  She  made  a  motion  that  we  adopt  the 
recommendations  found  in  this  report,  as  follows: 

We  recommend  that  the  Baptist  State  Convention  adopt  the 
following  goals  for  the  period  1982-1985: 

A.  REACH  PEOPLE 

(1)  855,000  enrolled  in  Bible  study  through  the  Sunday  School 
by  1985; 

(2)  150,000  baptisms  (over  three-year  period)  by  1985; 

(3)  150  new  churches  organized/100  in  West  Virginia;  each 
church  create  a  new  unit; 

(4)  3,000  churches  increase  percentage  of  budget  giving 
through  the  Cooperative  Program; 

(5)  255  newly  appointed  missionary  personnel  and  30,000 
short-term  mission  volunteers; 

B.  DEVELOP  BELIEVERS 

(1)  Every  church  involved  in  regular  prayer  support  of  Bold 
Mission  Thrust; 

(2)  100,000  church  members  trained  to  witness; 

(3)  350,000  in  discipleship  and  doctrine  training  through 
Church  Training; 

(4)  190,000  involved  in  missions  through  WMU  and 
Brotherhood; 

(5)  2,000  churches  engaged  in  an  emphasis  to  develop  Chris- 
tian stewards; 

C.  STRENGTHEN  FAMILIES 

(1)  Each  church  promoting  Family  Worship/Bible  Study 
Commitment  Day  on  the  first  Sunday  of  Christian  Home 
Week; 

(2)  50,000  families  committed  to  regular  family  worship  and 
Bible  study; 

(3)  1,000  churches  involving  5,000  couples  conducting  a  mar- 
riage enrichment  event; 

(4)  2,000  churches  involving  100,000  parents  in  parent  enrich- 
ment experiences; 

D.  AFFIRM  MINISTERS 

(1)  Conduct  a  seminar  on  the  God-called  minister; 

(2)  Conduct  associational  or  regional  conferences  on  encou- 
raging the  minister;  and 

(3)  Conduct  local  church  events  climaxing  the  supporting  of 
the  minister. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote. 
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207.  The  time  having  arrived  for  the  third  of  the  three  periods 
concerning  the  report  of  the  General  Board,  E.  Leon  Smith, 
Goldsboro,  chairman  of  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws  Committee 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Board  made  a  motion 
that  we  adopt  the  changes  in  the  Bylaws  beginning  of  page  136 
of  this  Annual  with  the  words  "A.  Fruitland  Committee  Change/' 
and  concluding  on  page  137  of  this  Annual  just  before  the  words 
"B.  Assemblies  Committee  Change."  The  motion  was  seconded 
and  carried  by  voice  vote. 

208.  E.  Leon  Smith  made  a  motion  that  we  adopt  the  changes 
in  the  Bylaws  beginning  on  page  137  of  this  Annual  with  the 
words  "B.  Assemblies  Committee  Change"  and  concluding  on 
page  139  of  this  Annual  with  the  line  reading  ".  .  .  by  the  chair- 
man or  the  division  director."  The  motion  was  seconded  and  car- 
ried by  voice  vote. 

209.  E.  Leon  Smith  made  a  motion  that  we  change  Bylaw  II,  A,  1 
by  inserting  after  "nine  members"  the  words  "a  third  of  whom 
shall  have  served  the  previous  year."  The  motion  was  seconded 
and  carried  by  voice  vote. 

210.  Ernest  Glass,  Charlotte,  chairman  of  the  Budget  and 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General 
Board,  made  a  motion  that  the  total  amount  of  our  North  Carol- 
ina Missions  Offering,  and  percentages,  remain  the  same,  and 
that  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  to  reduce  items  in 
Parts  II  and  III  of  the  offering  to  take  care  of  the  $10,000 
increased  yesterday  for  Christian  Action  League.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote.  [NOTE:  This  modifies  action 
taken  yesterday  afternoon,  as  recorded  in  Items  142-146  —  LJB.] 

211.  J.  Dewey  Hobbs,  Marion,  President  of  the  General  Board, 
introduced  a  period  of  recognitions  of  staff  persons. 

212.  General  Secretary-Treasurer  Cecil  A.  Ray  called  upon 
Robert  Stewart,  director  of  the  Sunday  School  Department,  who 
presented  Robert  Goode  who  will  be  pre-school  associate  in  the 
Sunday  School  Department. 

213.  General  Secretary-Treasurer  Cecil  A.  Ray  introduced  Den- 
nis Melton,  a  writer-producer  in  the  Division  of 
Communications. 

214.  Miss  Sara  Ann  Hobbs,  Director  of  the  Division  of  Missions, 
praised  David  Langford,  newly  elected  Director  of  the  Brother- 
hood Department.  She  announced  that  the  General  Board  has 
transferred  Ernest  Upchurch  for  a  one-year  assignment  in 
research  and  analysis,  beginning  January  1,  seeking  to  help  each 
association  discover  possibilities  for  new  churches  and  missions. 
Bob  Watson  has  been  transferred  from  the  Brotherhood 
Department  to  become  Director  of  the  Church  Extension 
Department. 

215.  General  Secretary-Treasurer  Cecil  A.  Ray  spoke  of  Murphy 
Peele  who  has  come  to  be  an  assistant  in  the  data  processing 
area. 
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216.  J.  Dewey  Hobbs,  President  of  the  General  Board,  made  a 
motion  that  we  approve  the  following  recommendation  concern- 
ing Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute:  "Building  additions  to  the 
Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute  valued  at  about  $1,600,000  will  be 
completed  early  in  1982.  $333,576  of  this  amount  has  not  been 
covered  to  date  by  cash  received  in  the  Capital  Fund  drive.  The 
Executive  Committee  recommends  that  the  Convention  autho- 
rize the  General  Board  and  its  Executive  Committee  to  borrow 
up  to  this  amount  to  be  repaid  within  three  years  by  payments 
on  pledges  ($148,500  pledges  outstanding  to  be  paid  in  three 
years  -  $90,000  in  pledges  pending).  Any  part  of  the  balence  not 
secured  by  pledges  will  be  funded  by  budget  allocation  in  1983, 
1984,  1985."  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote. 

217.  J.  Dewey  Hobbs,  President  of  the  General  Board,  made  a 
motion  that  Campbell  University  be  authorized  to  borrow  the 
sum  of  $3,000,000  for  the  construction  of  a  150-room  residence 
complex  capable  of  housing  300  students,  a  self-liquidating  type 
loan  at  3%  interest  over  a  period  of  30  years  involving  mortgages 
on  no  property  other  than  the  land  upon  which  the  complex  is 
to  be  built  and  required  approaches  thereto.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote. 

218.  J.  Dewey  Hobbs,  President  of  the  General  Board,  read  to 
the  Convention  a  tribute  to  Claude  F.  Gaddy,  which  appears  in 
full  on  page  179  of  this  Annual.  He  then  stated  that  this  com- 
pletes action  on  the  report  of  the  General  Board. 

219.  President  Cecil  E.  Sherman  recognized  new  ministries 
(including  pastors,  music,  education,  youth)  arriving  in  the  state 
since  the  1980  annual  session  of  the  Convention.  Upon  his  invita- 
tion, a  large  number  of  newcomers  came  to  the  platform  to  give 
their  names  and  indicate  their  places  of  service.  He  recognized 
messengers  from  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Asheville. 

220.  Charles  S.  Gatwood,  Cary,  led  the  Convention  in  singing 
"The  Church's  One  Foundation."  Burke  Holland,  director  of  the 
Department  of  Chaplaincy  and  Language  Ministries,  introduced 
Oscar  Romo. 

221.  Oscar  Romo,  Atlanta,  Director  of  the  Language  Missions 
Division  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  presented  a  Spanish  Bible  to  President  Cecil  E. 
Sherman,  commemorating  a  hundred  years  of  mission  work 
among  Spanish-speaking  people  in  the  United  States.  He  traced 
the  history  of  the  Spanish-speaking  people  of  the  Western  Hem- 
isphere. He  described  the  many  languages  now  represented  by 
the  Language  Missions  Division  of  the  Home  Mission  Board.  The 
world  is  coming  to  us,  and  we  must  tell  them  of  the  love  of  Jesus 
Christ.  He  presented  a  Spanish  Bible  to  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer  Cecil  A.  Ray. 

222.  Mrs.  Cora  Gates,  Cary,  a  North  Carolina  member  of  the 
Home  Mission  Board,  presented  plaques  to  the  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Shelby,  of  which  Douglas  Watterson  is  pastor,  and  to 
the  Palmerville  Baptist  Church  of  New  London,  of  which  J.C. 
Hogue  is  pastor.  The  Shelby  church  gave  the  largest  amount  and 
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the  Palmerville  church  gave  the  largest  per  capita  amount  to  the 
Annie  Armstrong  Offering  for  Home  Missions  during  1980. 

223.  Miss  Sara  Ann  Hobbs,  Director  of  the  Division  of  Missions 
of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  spoke  concerning  progress  dur- 
ing the  past  year  in  the  West  Virginia  project  and  introduced  Jack 
Walls,  editor  of  The  West  Virginia  Southern  Baptist  and  director 
of  religious  education  programs  for  the  West  Virginia 
convention. 

224.  Jack  Walls  brought  greetings  from  the  Baptists  of  West 
Virginia.  He  expressed  gratitude  for  the  "Mountain  State  200" 
project,  which  envisions  growing  from  100  to  200  congregations 
by  the  end  of  1985.  We  are  now  a  bit  ahead  of  schedule,  largely 
because  of  various  individuals  and  groups  from  North  Carolina  — 
128  such  groups  in  the  first  year.  During  this  year  they  have 
entered  five  new  counties  in  which  there  was  no  previous 
Southern  Baptist  work.  He  introduced  two  of  the  church  planters 
appointed  by  the  Home  Mission  Board:  Keith  Moore  and  John 
Davis. 

225.  John  Davis  spoke  concerning  the  challenge  of  the  future 
in  the  continuation  of  the  West  Virginia  "Mountain  State  200" 
project. 

226.  Keith  Moore  described  the  process  of  planting  a  new 
church  in  Clay  County,  West  Virginia,  with  the  help  of  thirteen 
different  groups  from  North  Carolina  who  helped  them  in  many 
ways,  including  the  remodeling  of  an  old  elementary  school 
building. 

227.  Miss  Sara  Ann  Hobbs  presented  Cleve  and  Nancy  Wilkie 
who  are  our  Baptist  State  Convention  staff  people  on  special 
assignment  in  West  Virginia.  She  urged  churches  to  continue 
their  response  to  the  West  Virginia  project.  She  spoke  of  funds 
included  in  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering  last  year,  and  a 
similar  amount  in  the  goals  for  next  year. 

228.  The  time  for  Miscellaneous  Business  having  arrived,  Presi- 
dent Cecil  E.  Sherman  announced  that  the  Committee  on  Enrol- 
lment reports  3,605  messengers  and  338  visitors,  for  a  total  of 
3,943.  He  introduced  and  expressed  gratitude  to  the  young  peo- 
ple who  have  served  as  pages  during  this  annual  session.  They 
are  as  follows:  (1)  from  the  General  Baptist  State  Convention, 
Miss  Dytrina  Feggins,  Spring  Hope;  Miss  Donna  Perry,  Spring 
Hope;  Donnell  Smith,  Rockingham;  and  Vincent  Terry,  Rock- 
ingham; and  (2)  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  Miss  Michele 
Cherry,  Washington;  Miss  Janet  Harriss,  Cary;  Tony  Mundy,  Star- 
town;  and  David  Adcox,  Lumberton. 

229.  Harvey  W.  Raynor,  III,  Raleigh,  made  a  motion  that  in 
view  of  Governor  James  B.  Hunt's  challenge  to  this  convention 
concerning  the  urgent  need  for  volunteers  to  work  in  a  positive 
youth  development  program,  the  General  Board  seek  ways  to 
implement  and  urge  all  congregations,  association,  and  leader- 
ship to  hear  and  seek  God's  will  in  responding  to  this  cause.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote.  Miss  Sara  Ann 
Hobbs  reported  that  since  the  time  of  the  Governor's  address 
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she  has  been  in  touch  with  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  and 
the  Brotherhood  Department  leadership,  and  she  is  ready  to 
volunteer  these  two  organizations  for  the  implementation  of  this 
matter. 

230.  Peggy  Self,  representative  of  the  Sunday  School  Board, 
presented  in  behalf  of  Broadman  Press,  the  official  copy  of  his 
book  God's  Message  in  Troubled  Times  to  President-elect 
Frank  R.  Campbell. 

231.  Forrest  Ridings,  Catawba,  made  a  motion  that  all  nominat- 
ing speeches  for  officers  in  the  future  be  limited  to  three  min- 
utes and  that  this  be  strictly  enforced  by  future  presiding  officers. 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote. 

232.  James  C.  Seaman,  Goldsboro,  spoke  concerning  a  conflict 
in  dates  during  the  first  part  of  February,  1982  between  our  State 
Evangelism  Conference  and  certain  meetings  at  Southeastern 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary.  He  then  made  a  motion  that  our 
convention,  meeting  this  year,  1981,  refer  this  matter  to  our 
Executive  Committee  for  their  information  and  recommenda- 
tion, so  that  these  conflicts  do  not  occur  again  and  there  can  be 
effective  cooperation  and  planning  between  our  Convention 
and  Southeastern  Seminary,  an  agency  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice 
vote. 

233.  David  Martin,  Cary,  who  has  offered  to  give  land  for  the 
new  Baptist  building,  made  a  suggestion  that  we  could  authorize 
the  Convention  trustees  to  build  a  much  larger  building,  part  of 
which  could  be  rented  out  until  such  time  as  the  Convention 
would  need  it  for  future  expansion. 

234.  Daniel  P.  Stiles,  Fayetteville,  made  a  motion  that  we  follow 
this  suggestion,  except  that  the  power  would  be  given  to  the 
Executive  Committee  and  the  General  Board  rather  than  to  the 
Trustees  as  suggested.  The  motion  was  seconded. 

235.  John  M.  Lewis,  Raleigh,  moved  that  we  table  the  motion, 
but  that  the  idea,  which  may  indeed  have  merit,  be  conveyed  to 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Board  for  further  con- 
sideration and  future  action.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  car- 
ried, by  standing  vote. 

236.  With  First  Vice-President  Frank  R.  Campbell  presiding, 
Miss  Pauline  Snelson,  Weaverville,  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Memorials,  presented  the  report  of  the  committee  as  found 
on  pages  206-207,  including  the  recommendation  that  the 
Annual  be  dedicated  to  Claude  F.  Gaddy,  Claud  O'Shields, 
Henry  B.  Anderson,  English  E.  Jones,  Mary  Currin  Robertson,  and 
C.R.  Hinton.  She  made  a  motion  to  adopt  the  report  and  the 
recommendations.  This  was  seconded  and  carried  by  standing 
vote.  After  a  moment  of  silence,  Bobby  Gantt,  Grover,  led  the 
Convention  in  prayer.  Other  members  of  the  Committee  on 
Memorials  are:  Bobby  Gantt,  Grover;  Paul  Kesterson,  Wilming- 
ton; Ronny  Russell,  Stanfield;  and  John  Woodard, 
Winston-Salem. 
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237.  Carl  Elledge,  Ronda,  chairman  of  the  Historical  Commit- 
tee, presented  the  report  of  this  committee  as  found  on  pages 
205-206  of  this  Annual. 

238.  Edwin  S.  Coates,  Raleigh,  executive  secretary  of  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Inc.,  presented  the  report  of  the 
foundation  as  found  on  pages  204-205  of  this  Annual.  He  intro- 
duced Mrs.  Frances  Cooke. 

239.  Mrs.  Frances  Cooke,  Raleigh,  who  has  recently  become 
director  of  Trust  Development  for  the  foundation,  after  several 
years  in  another  capacity  with  the  foundation,  spoke  concerning 
the  concept  of  extending  stewardship  to  all  eternity. 

240.  Gaylord  Lehman,  Rocky  Mount,  chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Resolutions,  introduced  members  of  his  committee.  They 
are:  Dean  Baughn,  Banner  Elk;  Thomas  Downing,  Jr.,  Chapel 
Hill;  Ruth  Easterling,  Charlotte;  Lloyd  Fish,  Franklin;  W.C.  Norris, 
Greensboro;  Dot  Allred,  Gastonia;  Ken  Morris,  West  Jefferson; 
Mrs.  Clarence  Godwin,  Oxford;  Charles  Hinson,  Aberdeen;  and 
Lonnie  Armstrong,  Seaboard. 

241.  Gaylord  Lehman,  Rocky  Mount,  in  behalf  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Resolutions,  presented  and  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
following  as  a  substitute  for  the  resolution  on  the  problems  of 
the  poor  originally  submitted  by  W.W.  Finlator  [See  Item  114]: 

In  accordance  with  our  belief  as  Christians  that  they  who  are 
strong  must  bear  the  infirmities  of  the  weak,  that  from  those  to 
whom  much  has  been  given  much  will  be  required,  that  God  in 
Christ  Jesus  has  identified  with  the  hungry,  the  sick,  the  shelter- 
less, the  alienated  and  the  imprisoned,  and 

In  accordance  with  the  solemn  covenant  and  commitment  of 
our  nation  to  promote  the  general  welfare,  establish  justice, 
insure  domestic  transquillity  and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty, 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED  that  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
of  North  Carolina: 

(1)  Call  upon  the  churches  in  an  hour  of  crisis  and  anxiety  to 
allocate  a  greater  portion  of  their  resources  and  energy,  without 
diminishment  of  mission  responsibilities,  to  meet  the  growing 
and  pressing  basic  human  needs  in  their  areas,  and 

(2)  Also  call  upon  the  government  in  its  defining  of  the 
national  interest  and  its  pursuit  of  the  national  security  to  honor 
the  clear  mandates  of  the  Constitution  by  giving  high  priority  of 
concern  and  resources  to  the  massive  and  urgent  problems  of 
health,  housing,  and  hunger  which  are  beyond  the  capacity  of 
churches  and  private  agencies  to  address  adequately,  so  that  the 
American  dream  of  a  peaceful,  just  and  humane  society  may 
become  a  reality,  and 

(3)  Send  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  the  President  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  to  the  two  United  States  senators  and  the  eleven 
members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  from  North  Carolina. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote.  Gaylord 
Lehman  then  said  that  the  Resolutions  Committee  had  asked  him 
to  take  public  note  of  W.W.  Finlator's  planned  retirement  before 
the  next  annual  session  of  the  Convention,  and  to  thank  him  for 
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being  a  persistent  voice  for  the  application  of  the  Christian  gos- 
pel to  all  of  life,  and  to  express  the  hope  that  in  his  retirement  he 
will  continue  to  challenge  us  to  seek  justice,  to  love  mercy  and 
to  walk  humbly  with  our  God. 

242.  Gaylord  Lehman,  Rocky  Mount,  in  behalf  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Resolutions,  presented  and  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
following  as  a  substitute  for  the  resolution  on  Polish  Baptists  orig- 
inally submitted  by  Cass  Vincent  [See  Item  108]: 

Whereas  the  political  and  economic  situation  in  Poland  is 
extremely  critical,  and 

Whereas  the  advent  of  winter  brings  increasing  hardships,  and 

Whereas  we  are  concerned  for  all  the  people  of  Poland,  and 
feel  a  particular  kinship  with  all  Christians  there,  and  especially 
those  of  our  Baptist  fellowship, 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED  that  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
of  North  Carolina  seek  through  available  channels  to  inform  our 
fellow  Baptists  and  all  other  Christians  in  Poland  that  we  are 
aware  of  their  plight  and  concerned  over  their  anguish  and  suf- 
ferings, that  we  assure  them  of  our  prayers  for  all  the  people  of 
Poland  in  this  hour  that  God  might  strengthen  and  sustain  them 
through  their  time  of  crisis. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote. 

243.  Dean  Baughn,  Banner  Elk,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions,  made  a  motion  that  the  resolution  on  federal 
income  tax  credits  for  tuition  paid  to  private  schools  submitted 
by  Woodrow  W.  Robbins  [See  Item  106]  be  adopted.  The  motion 
was  seconded. 

244.  Ralph  Carter,  Statesville,  spoke  in  opposition  to  the 
motion  because  of  the  inconsistency  existing  between  this  posi- 
tion and  the  tuition  grants  which  we  are  receiving  in  our  own 
Baptist  institutions  of  higher  learning.  Dean  Baughn  pointed  out 
that  the  resolution  deals  only  with  elementary  and  secondary 
education,  and  not  with  higher  education.  The  vote  was  taken  by 
standing  and  the  motion  was  carried. 

245.  Dean  Baughn,  Banner  Elk,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions,  made  a  motion  that  the  resolution  on  opposition  to 
changing  the  religion  clauses  of  the  First  Amendment  of  the  fed- 
eral Constitution,  submitted  by  Woodrow  W.  Robbins  [See  Item 
105]  be  adopted.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice 
vote. 

246.  W.C.  Norris,  Greensboro,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions,  presented  and  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following 
as  a  substitute  for  the  resolution  on  the  use  of  political  power  to 
enforce  religious  opinions,  originally  submitted  by  Howard  Ford 
[See  Item  107]: 

Whereas  many  public  issues  are  being  made  doctrinal  and 
theological  by  certain  political  and  religious  leaders,  and 

Whereas  these  selected  issues  are  being  made  tests  of  faith  and 
loyalty,  and  candidates  for  public  office  are  being  judged  and 
targeted  for  defeat  on  the  basis  of  disagreement  on  a  single  issue 
or  multiple  issues, 
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THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
recognizes  that  Christians  of  conscience  may  reach  conflicting 
positions  on  a  wide  variety  of  political  issues,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  this  Convention  opposes  the  use 
of  any  device  which  attempts  to  grade  candidates  on  the  basis  of 
a  few  issues  and  which  states,  either  implicitly  or  explicitly,  that 
one  candidate  is  the  Christian  candidate  or  the  one  for  which  all 
Christians  should  vote,  and 

Be  it  finally  resolved  that  the  Baptist  State  Convention  strongly 
rejects  all  attempts  to  use  political  power  to  enforce  religious 
opinions  under  a  government  that  guarantees  religious  freedom 
to  all. 

The  motion  was  seconded. 

247.  Howard  Ford  spoke  in  favor  of  the  motion.  The  vote  was 
taken  and  the  motion  was  adopted. 

248.  Lloyd  Fish,  Franklin,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Reso- 
lutions, presented  and  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following  as  a 
substitute  for  the  resolution  on  Senate  Bill  191  originally  submit- 
ted by  Wendell  Davis  [See  Item  109]: 

Whereas  current  North  Carolina  law  permits  the  public  con- 
sumption of  beer  and  wine  on  any  public  road,  street,  highway, 
sidewalk,  or  at  any  athletic  contest; 

Whereas  municipalities  and  counties  throughout  the  state  are 
experiencing  serious  problems  due  to  abuses  of  such  public 
consumption; 

Whereas  large  contingencies  of  people  gathering  on  public 
property  with  unlimited  amounts  of  beer  are  creating  uncontrol- 
lable problems  for  law  enforcement  agencies; 

Whereas  such  activities  have  developed  into  public  nuisances 
in  many  of  our  North  Carolina  communities  and  especially  in  the 
beach  areas;  and 

Whereas  the  North  Carolina  Senate  has  alredy  approved 
Senate  Bill  191  that  will  allow  local  governments  the  legal  author- 
ity to  enact  local  ordinances  that  will  prohibit  the  public  con- 
sumption of  beer  and  wine; 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED  that  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
of  North  Carolina  meeting  in  its  151st  annual  session  in  Greens- 
boro, North  Carolina,  November  2-4, 1981,  does  hereby  urge: 

(1)  The  North  Carolina  House  to  pass  Senate  Bill  191  thus 
enacting  into  law  this  measure,  and 

(2)  The  Council  on  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs  and  the 
Christian  Action  League  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.  to  communicate 
the  support  of  this  convention  for  this  act  in  legislative  commit- 
tees and  in  personal  contacts  with  legislators,  and 

(3)  That  individual  North  Carolina  Baptists  communicate  their 
support  for  Senate  Bill  191  to  their  representatives. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote. 

249.  Lloyd  Fish,  Franklin,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Reso- 
lutions, presented  and  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following  as  a 
substitute  for  the  resolution  on  Senate  Bill  589  originally  submit- 
ted by  Tom  M.  Freeman  [See  Item  110],  with  apology  for  one 
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small  oversight  and  a  suggestion  that  the  words  "the  passenger 
of"  would  need  to  be  deleted  from  the  second  paragraph: 

Whereas  current  North  Carolina  law  permits  open  containers 
of  beer  and  wine  in  motor  vehicles; 

Whereas  current  North  Carolina  law  makes  it  unlawful  to 
transport  spirituous  liquor  in  the  passenger  [NOTE:  In  Item  250 
this  was  amended  by  adding  the  word  "area"  at  this  point,  with- 
out removing  the  words  "the  passenger  of."]  of  a  motor  vehicle 
if  the  cap  or  seal  on  the  container  has  been  opened  or  broken; 

Whereas  current  North  Carolina  law  makes  no  restrictions  on 
the  amount  of  beer  that  can  be  transported  in  a  motor  vehicle; 

Whereas  Highway  Safety  Research  Projects  indicate  that  as 
high  as  65.9%  of  all  arrests  for  driving  under  the  influence  is  the 
direct  result  of  the  consumption  of  beer  while  driving; 

Whereas  the  alcohol  content  of  a  12  ounce  can  of  beer  con- 
tains as  much  absolute  alcohol  and  in  many  cases  more  than  a 
"shot"  of  whiskey; 

Whereas  law  enforcement  officers  have  testified  that  the  drink- 
ing of  beer  while  driving  constitutes  one  of  the  major  hazards  on 
our  highways  especially  among  young  drivers; 

Whereas  the  North  Carolina  Senate  has  already  passed  Senate 
Bill  589  that  will  prohibit  open  containers  of  beer  and  wine  in 
motor  i ehicles; 

Whereas  Senate  Bill  589  will  be  before  the  North  Carolina 
House  when  it  reconvenes  for  its  mini-session  in  June,  1982; 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED  that  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
of  North  Carolina  meeting  in  its  151st  annual  session  in  Greens- 
boro. North  Carolina,  November  2-4,  1981,  does  hereby  urge; 

(1)  The  North  Carolina  House  to  pass  Senate  Bill  589  thus 
enacting  into  law  this  measure,  and 

(2)  The  Council  on  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs  and  the 
Christian  Action  League  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.  to  communicate 
the  support  of  this  convention  for  this  measure  in  legislative 
committees  and  in  personal  contacts  with  legislators,  and 

(3)  That  individual  North  Carolina  Baptists  communicate  their 
support  for  Senate  Bill  589  to  their  representatives. 

250.  Harvey  W.  Raynor,  III,  Raleigh  stated  that  it  is  now  legal  to 
carry  any  kind  of  alcoholic  beverage  in  the  trunk  of  a  vehicle, 
and  the  bill  in  question  deals  only  with  the  passenger  area  of  a 
vehicle.  He  made  a  motion  to  amend  by  restoring  the  words  "the 
passenger  of"  and  adding  the  word  "area"  after  the  word  "pas- 
senger." The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote. 
The  motion  was  taken  on  the  vote  as  amended  and  it  was  carried 
by  voice  vote. 

251.  Mrs.  Clarence  Godwin,  Oxford,  in  behalf  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Resolutions,  presented  and  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
following  as  a  substitute  for  the  resolution  on  Senate  Bill  664 
originally  submitted  by  Walter  E.  Crissman  [See  Item  115]: 

Whereas  scientific  studies  document  that  alcohol  is  our  No.  1 
addicting  drug  in  the  American  society; 
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Whereas  the  National  Institute  on  Alcoholism  and  Alcohol 
Abuse  reports  that  our  nation  now  has  3.3  million  teen-agers 
who  are  problem  drinkers; 

Whereas  the  Research  Triangle  Institute  states  that  availability 
and  accessibility  of  alcoholic  beverages  to  teen-agers  are  the 
contributing  factors  of  our  teen-age  drinking  epidemic; 

Whereas  N.C.  Alcoholic  Beverage  Control  officials  have 
claimed  that  "most  illegal  sales  of  beer  and  wine  are  by  legiti- 
mate licensed  beer-wine  dealers"; 

Whereas  greater  availability  of  alcoholic  beverages  to  our 
youth  has  brought  about  an  increase  in  the  number  of  teen-age 
alcohol  related  deaths,  teen-age  highway  fatalities,  teen-age 
highway  accidents,  and  teen-age  arrests  for  drunk  driving; 

Whereas  school  officials  report  that  discipline  problems,  van- 
dalism, and  other  behavior  problems  result  from  the  consump- 
tion of  alcoholic  beverages  during  lunch  hours  and  also  at  school 
athletic  and  social  events; 

Whereas  current  N.C.  law  makes  it  possible  for  high  school 
students  to  purchase  unlimited  amounts  of  beer  and  excessive 
amounts  of  wine; 

Whereas  Senate  Bill  664  is  currently  being  considered  by  the 
N.C.  General  Assembly  that  calls  for  a  state-wide  referendum  to 
raise  the  legal  drinking  age  to  21; 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED  that  the  151st  annual  session  of 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  N.C.  meeting  in  Greensboro, 
N.C,  November  2-4, 1981,  does  hereby  urge: 

(1)  the  General  Assembly  of  N.C.  when  it  reconvenes  for  its 
mini-session  in  June,  1982,  to  enact  Senate  Bill  664; 

(2)  the  Council  on  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs  and  the 
Chrsitian  Action  League  of  N.C.  Inc.  to  communicate  with  the 
members  of  the  General  Assembly  of  our  support  of  this  mea- 
sure and  that  the  Council  and  the  League  present  our  position 
on  the  act  in  legislative  committees  and  in  personal  contacts  with 
legislators; 

(3)  that  individual  North  Carolina  Baptists  communicate  their 
support  of  Senate  Bill  664  to  their  representatives. 

The  motion  was  seconded. 

252.  Edward  Huggins,  Chapel  Hill,  spoke  in  opposition  to  the 
motion.  The  vote  was  taken  on  the  motion  and  it  was  carried  by 
voice  vote. 

253.  Ken  Morris,  West  Jefferson,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions,  presented  and  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following 
as  a  substitute  for  the  resolution  on  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  originally 
submitted  by  Tim  Burleson  [See  Item  111]: 

Whereas  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  is  an  organization  that  supports 
racism  and  promotes  human  hatred;  and 

Whereas  the  Klan  has  intensified  its  efforts  in  the  communities 
of  our  state  and  nation;  and 

Whereas  the  Bible  teaches  that  people  of  all  races  are  made  in 
God's  image;  and 
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Whereas  the  Apostle  Paul  teaches  that  in  the  household  of 
Christian  faith  that  there  is  no  racial  distinction  (Galatians  3:28); 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED  that  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
of  North  Carolina,  meeting  in  its  151st  annual  session,  go  on 
record  as  strongly  opposing  the  [NOTE:  In  Item  254  this  resolution 
was  amended  by  adding  at  this  point  the  words  "efforts,  espe- 
cially the".]  intensified  efforts  of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  in  North 
Carolina. 

The  motion  was  seconded. 

254.  Charles  Harrell,  Mt.  Airy,  made  a  motion  to  amend  by 
inserting  the  words  "efforts,  especially  the"  after  the  words 
"strongly  opposing  the"  in  the  final  paragraph.  The  motion  to 
amend  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote.  The  motion,  as 
amended,  was  voted  upon  and  was  carried  by  voice  vote. 

255.  Thomas  W.  Downing,  Jr.,  Chapel  Hill,  in  behalf  of  the 
Committee  on  Resolutions,  presented  and  moved  the  adoption 
of  the  following  as  a  substitute  for  the  resolution  on  anti- 
Semitism  originally  submitted  by  Steve  Jolly  [See  item  113]: 

Whereas  the  Christian  Church  has  at  times  during  its  history 
been  responsible  for  the  promotion  of  anti-Semitic  and  anti- 
Jewish  thought  in  its  theology,  art,  hymnody,  and  hermeneutic; 
and 

Whereas  enthusiasm  for  the  renewal  of  the  church's  mission 
and  witness  has  often  throughout  history  led  to  a  rise  in  the  per- 
secution of  the  Jews;  and 

Whereas  theologians  and  scholars  within  the  church  continue 
to  grow  in  a  deeper  appreciation  of  both  the  Jewish  faith  and  the 
values  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ;  and 

Whereas  the  Church  affirms  that  God  does  not  break  promises 
once  made  or  covenants  once  sealed,  a  principle  applying 
equally  to  both  the  Old  and  New  Testaments. 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  messengers  of  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention of  North  Carolina  affirm  their  respect  for  the  Jewish 
faith,  the  source  of  our  scriptural  and  theological  heritage;  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  the  messengers  to  this  convention 
work  to  combat  anti-Semitism  among  the  people  of  our  state, 
and  eradicate  anti-Jewish  prejudice  wherever  it  may  be  found  to 
exist,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  the  leadership  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina,  both  clergy  and  laity,  work  to 
deepen  a  commitment  to  Baptist-Jewish  dialogue  and  interfaith 
cooperation  in  local  communities.  The  motion  was  seconded  and 
carried  by  voice  vote. 

256.  Charles  Hinson,  Aberdeen  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions,  presented  and  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following 
as  a  substitute  for  the  resolution  on  religious  persecution  in  the 
Soveit  Union  originally  submitted  by  John  Attaway,  III  [See  Item 
112]: 

Whereas  the  government  of  the  Soveit  Union  actively  pursues 
an  athiestic  state  system  in  opposition  to  Christian  faith  and  prac- 
tice, and 
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Whereas  hundreds  of  our  Christian  brothers  and  sisters  are 
being  imprisoned  in  the  Soviet  Union  for  worshipping  God, 
teaching  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  sharing  their  faith  in  evangeli- 
cal witness, 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED  that  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
express  its  concern  over  the  anguish  and  suffering  of  our  fellow 
Christians  in  the  Soviet  Union  [NOTE:  In  Item  257  the  resolution 
was  amended  by  adding  at  this  point  the  words  "and  in  all  other 
governments  of  suppression;"]  and 

Be  it  finally  resolved  that  through  the  proper  governmental 
channels  this  Convention  call  for  the  cessation  of  their 
persecution. 

The  motion  was  seconded. 

257.  W.W.  Finaltor,  Raleigh,  made  a  motion  to  amend  by 
adding  "and  in  all  other  governments  of  suppression"  after  the 
words  "Soviet  Union"  at  the  end  of  the  first  "Be  it  resolved" 
paragraph.  The  motion  to  amend  was  seconded  and  carried  by 
voice  vote.  The  motion,  as  amended,  was  voted  upon  and  was 
carried  by  voice  vote. 

258.  Gaylord  Lehman,  Rocky  Mount,  in  behalf  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Resolutions,  presented  and  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution  of  appreciation  which  originated  in  the 
committee: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  151st  session  of  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention express  gratitude  to  the  people  of  Greensboro  and  the 
Piedmont  Association  for  the  hospitality  extended  to  our 
convention; 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  express  our  appreciation  to  the 
Committee  on  Local  Arrangements  and  to  Max  Reese,  its  chair- 
man, for  their  efficient  handling  of  the  details  of  this  convention; 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  express  to  the  Committee  on 
Convention  Program,  William  Bussey,  chairman,  and  to  the  Joint 
Convention  Committee,  Del  Parkerson,  Co-chairman,  our 
appreciation  for  a  challenging  agenda  and  for  their  efforts  to 
coordinate  the  joint  sessions  of  our  convention  with  the  General 
Baptist  State  Convention; 

And  be  it  finally  resolved  that  we  thank  President  Cecil  Sher- 
man for  his  leadership  during  this  two  years  as  convention  presi- 
dent, for  his  fairness  in  moderating  convention  sessions,  for  his 
forthright  proclamations  of  faith  in  his  addresses  to  us,  and  for 
his  role  in  being  an  able  representative  and  spokesman  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  for  the  past  two  years. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  by  voice  vote. 

259.  President  Cecil  E.  Sherman  expressed  gratitude  for  the 
opportunity  the  Convention  has  granted  him  in  these  two  years. 
He  expressed  confidence  in  the  one  to  whom  he  will  momentar- 
ily be  handling  this  same  kind  of  opportunity  in  the  coming  year. 
He  commented  upon  the  session  now  being  completed  by  say- 
ing that  there  is  no  way  the  Committee  on  Convention  Program 
can  function  within  the  guidelines  that  they  are  now  given  and 
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give  us  a  program  in  which  we  can  uniformly  stay  on  schedule. 
He  then  called  Lamar  J.  Brooks  to  the  microphone  and  pointed 
out  what  some  may  have  not  noticed  in  the  "overtime"  period  at 
the  end  of  the  Tuesday  afternoon  business  session  —  that  his 
name  was  not  placed  in  nomination  for  another  year  as  our 
Recording  Secretary.  He  expressed  the  gratitude  of  the  Conven- 
tion for  the  fourteen  years  of  faithful,  dependable  and  skillful 
labor  which  he  has  given,  and  for  the  wisdom  and  maturity  of 
judgment  which  are  reflected  in  the  official  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings during  those  years. 

260.  Lamar  J.  Brooks,  Laurinburg,  expressed  appreciation  to 
President  Cecil  E.  Sherman  for  his  words  of  commendation  and 
to  the  Convention  for  granting  to  him  the  opportunity  to  serve 
the  denomination  across  the  span  of  fourteen  years. 

261.  President  Cecil  E.  Sherman  asked  Mrs.  Sherman  to  join 
him  on  the  platform  and  paid  tribute  to  her  for  making  it  possi- 
ble for  him  to  serve  North  Carolina  Baptists  during  the  past  two 
years.  He  invited  President-elect  Frank  R.  Campbell  and  Mrs. 
Campbell  to  join  them  on  the  platform  and  wished  them  a  happy 
and  productive  year  in  the  joys  and  responsibilities  of  the  con- 
vention presidency. 

262.  Clyde  Butner,  Shelby,  pronounced  the  benediction  for  the 
Wednesday  morning  meeting  and  for  the  1981  annual  session. 
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1981:  Year  of  the  Churchman 


The  Year  of  the  Churchman  is  the  emphasis  that  distinguished 
North  Carolina  Baptists'  work  in  1981.  Feature  events  of  the 
year  have  been  the  Bible  study  conferences  in  the  associations 
called  "Churchmanship  81"  and  the  September  emphasis  in 
the  churches  called  the  Month  of  the  Church.  Churchmanship 
has  been  the  1981  Bold  Missions  program. 

Sharing  the  spotlight  for  1981  has  been  the  extensive 
preparations  for  the  1982  Joint  Evangelism  Crusade.  Co-  chair- 
men Mark  Corts,  pastor,  Calvary  Church,  Winston-Salem 
and  Charles  Ward,  pastor,  First  Church,  Raleigh,  of  the  General 
Baptist  State  Convention,  have  led  in  crusade  interpretation 
meetings  across  the  state.  People-Search,  conducted  in  October, 
has  been  the  most  intense  preparation  effort.  It  has  been  an 
attempt  to  identify  the  2,000, 000-pl us  unsaved  persons  living  in 
the  state. 

Economic  unrest  has  characterized  the  atmosphere  of  the 
year.  Churches  and  missions  causes  alike  have  felt  the  hurt  of 
inflation,  escalating  utility  costs,  and  slowed  rate  of  giving. 
Cooperative  Program  gifts  began  at  a  very  low  level  but  a  rally 
in  church  giving  placed  the  growth  over  1980  gifts  in  excess  of 
$750,000  by  the  third  quarter  and  prompted  the  expectation  of 
a  growth  exceeding  $1.2  million  for  the  year. 

Recommendations  shaped  by  study  committees  and  by  the 
event  of  the  year  will  feature  Bold  Missions  Phase  II  for  1982-85, 
the  crises  in  pastor/church  relations,  and  the  consideration 
of  a  new  Baptist  Building.  Messengers  will  be  asked  to  consider  the 
alternatives  in  dealing  with  Baptist  Building  needs  and  instruct 
the  course  to  be  followed  by  the  General  Board  in  meeting  the 
needs. 

Many  Baptists  will  remember  1981  as  the  year  of  the  charters. 
Messengers  will  study  the  revised  copies  of  the  charters  of  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  schools,  social  service  institutions,  and 
agencies.  Acting  upon  Convention  instruction,  the  General  Board 
and  Convention  officers  have  worked  with  the  trustees  of  these 
institutions  and  agencies.  The  full  copy  of  revised  charters  and 
the  recommendation  of  their  approval  represents  a  faithful 
attempt  to  honor  the  Convention's  instructions. 

"Mountain  State  200"  has  been  a  success  in  its  first  year.  Adopted 
in  1980,  the  West  Virginia  partnership  called  for  sponsorship 
by  North  Carolina  churches  with  the  aim  of  helping  establish  100 
new  churches  by  1985  in  West  Virginia.  The  first  year  goal 
of  about  20  churches  will  be  achieved. 

No  year  has  placed  heavier  demands  on  the  Convention 
officers.  A  second  mile  quality  of  leadership  and  commitment  has 
characterized  the  work  of  Convention  leaders  Cecil  Sherman, 
Frank  Campbell,  and  Henderson  Belk,  and  by  General  Board 
officers  Dewey  Hobbs  and  Ernest  Glass. 
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Bold  Missions  expectations  have  placed  extensive  demands  on 
the  General  Board  staff.  The  leadership  has  been  equal  to  the 
task  as  is  seen  in  the  Mountain  State  200  project,  1982  Crusade,  and 
Bold  Missions.  Three  losses  to  staff  team  came  with  the  resignations 
and  the  moves  made  by  Bill  Lamb  and  Ed  Bullock,  and  by  the 
retirement  of  Harold  White.  New  area  missionary  in  southwest, 
N.C.,  Tom  Lolley,  replaced  Luther  Osment,  who  resigned  in  1980. 

A  new  day  for  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Insitute  is  being  realized 
with  the  completion  of  the  new  dining  hall  named  after  Mrs. 
Esther  Satterfield  and  the  new  dormitory  building  under 
construction.  Gifts  by  Billy  Satterfield  and  gifts  given  in  the 
Fruitland  Campaign  made  these  buildings  possible.

Proposed  Article  IV,  Section  B,  Paragraph  4d(2)  of  Bylaws 
would  be  deleted  from  its  present  position  in  the  Bylaws  and 
incorporated  under  Proposed  Article  IV,  Section  B,  Paragraph 
4dH  i  /ai,  with  proposed  new  material  underlined  and 
proposed  deletions  enclosed  by  brackets. 

(1;    Committee  on  Missions 

Work  with  the  director  and  staff  in  promoting  the  total 
program  of  mission  ministries  and  mission  activities  in  North 
Carolina.  The  committee  shall  be  composed  of  a  minimum  of 
fifteen  members  of  the  General  Board. 

Proposed  Article  IV,  Section  B,  Paragraph  4d(2)  of  Bylaws  with 
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proposed  new  material  underlined  and  proposed  deletions 
enclosed  by  brackets. 

[(2)]    (a)    Fruitland  Bible  Institute  Committee 

The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  [nine]  five 
members  of  the  Committee  on  Missions  of  the  General  Board 
and  will  [work]  function  as  a  sub-committee  of  the  Committe  on 
Missions  and  in  cooperation  with  the  director  of  mission 
ministries  division  and  the  [president]  director  of  the  Fruitland 
Bible  Institute  in  the  policy  administration  functions  of  the 
Institute.  It  shall  be  the  assignment  of  the  Committee  to  maintain 
the  unique  purpose  of  the  Institute  in  serving  the  special 
educational  needs  of  individuals  called  into  the  ministry  and 
being  25  years  [or]  of  age  or  older  [and  unable  to  qualify  for 
college  admission.]  and  not  completing  a  college  degree. 

The  functions  of  the  Committee  are: 

(a)    Assist  in  formulating  annual  program-budget 
proposal  [.];  formulate  policy  proposals  for  the  consideration  of 
the  [Executive  Committee.]  Committee  on  Missions;  maintain 
through-the-year  supervision  of  budget  administration  including 
the  formulating  of  needed  financial  adjustments  for  [Executive 
Committee  consideration.]  consideration  of  Committee  on 
Missions;  study  equipment,  building,  and  property  improvement 
proposals  and  in  case  of  items  not  budgeted  formulate  proposals 
for  [Executive  Committee  consideration.]  consideration  of 
Committee  on  Missions;  receive  and  study  quarterly  program- 
budget  progress  reports  and  institute  quarterly  reports  on 
enrollment  and  curiculum  [.];  work  with  the  [president]  director 
in  evaluating  and  recommending  faculty  to  the  Committee  on 
Missions  for  election  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

B.    Assemblies  Committee  Change. 

Proposed  Article  IV,  Section  B,  paragraph  4d(1)  of  the  Bylaws 
would  be  deleted  from  its  present  position  in  the  Bylaws  and 
incorporated  in  Proposed  Article  IV,  Section  B,  paragraph  b, 
with  proposed  new  material  underlined  and  proposed 
deletions  enclosed  by  brackets. 

b.    The  Business  Management  Committee 

The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  [nine  members  (not 
necessarily  members  of  the  General  Board)]  fifteen  members, 
eight  of  whom  shall  be  composed  from  General  Board 
Membership  and  seven  of  whom  shall  be  at-large-members 

elected  by  the  General  Board.  The  members  will  serve  on  a 
rotating  basis,  and  will  include  people  with  expertise  in  law, 
accounting,  finance,  insurance,  management,  and  the  ministry. 
Any  member  who  misses  two  consecutive  meetings  without 
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acceptable  reason  shall  be  automatically  replaced. 

[The  Committee  is  charged  with  two  basic  functions:]  The 
Committee's  organization  will  be: 

[(1)  An  advisory  committee  to  the  division  of  Business 
Administration] 

(1)  Business  Management  Advisory  Committee 

The  Committee  will  counsel  the  director  of  business  division  in 
procedures  of: 

(a)  Bookkeeping  and  accounting 

(b)  Financial  reporting 

(c)  Annual  audit 

(d)  Convention  equipment  maintenance  and  replacement 

(e)  Purchasing  procedure  by  staff 

(f)  Insurance  coverage  on  Convention's  property 

[(2)  Administration  of  the  Convention's  Emergency  Fund.] 

(2)  Convention's  Emergency  Fund  Committee 

The  Emergency  Fund  will  be  placed  with  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Foundation,  Incorporated,  and  administered  so  that  funds 
can  be  made  available  for  emergencies  within  120  days. 

Anticipated  sources  of  income  for  the  Emergency  Fund 
include: 

(a)  Program  reserves  for  Christian  Education  and  Christian 
Social  Services. 

(b)  Approximately  $150,000  of  the  income  received  in  excess  of 
expenditures  referred  to  above  which  will  create  a  total  of 
$200,000. 

(c)  Non-budgeted  funds  which  have  no  relationship  to  State 
Missions  programs. 

(d)  Savings  in  insurance  premiums  resulting  from  an  increased 
deductible  converage  property  and  casulty  losses,  reference  to 
which  is  made  below. 

(e)  One-fourth  of  one  percent  of  the  Cooperative  Program 
budget  annually  to  the  Reserve  Fund  until  the  debt  of 
approximately  $1,500,000  is  paid  or  substantially  reduced,  one- 
half  of  one  percent  of  the  Cooperative  Program  budget 
thereafter. 

(f)  The  Business  [Administration]  Management  Committee, 
following  the  audit  each  year,  shall  recommend  the  transfer  of 
no  less  than  10%  and  not  more  than  75%  of  the  income  received 
in  excess  of  expenditures  during  the  previous  year.

[(1)]    (3)    Assemblies  Committee 

The  Assemblies  Committee  shall  function  as  a  sub- 
committee of  the  Business  Management  Committee.  The 
Committee  shall  be  composed  of  [nine]  five  members  of  the 
Business  Management  Committee  of  the  General  Board  and  will 
work  with  the  Business  [Administration]  Management  Division  in 
the  administrative  functions  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Assembly  at  Caswell  and  Camp  Caraway. 
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The  functions  of  the  Committee  are: 

[(a)]  Work  with  the  director  of  the  Business  [Administration] 
Management  Division  and  the  assembly  managers  in  formulating 
annual  program-budget  proposals  [.];  [(b)]  maintain  through- 
the-year  supervision  of  budget  administration  including  the 
formulating  of  needed  financial  adjustments  for  the  [Executive 
Committee's]  Business  Management  Committee's  consideration 
[.J;  [(c)]  study  property  improvement  proposals  and  formulate 
evaluation  proposals  for  the  [Executive  Committee]  Business 
Management  Committee  [.];  [(d)]  receive  and  study  quarterly 
program-budget  progress  reports. 

The  Committee  will  meet  quarterly  and  as  needed  when  called 
by  the  chairman  or  the  division  director. 

C.    Changes  Relating  to  the  Quota  System. 

Proposed  Article  II,  Section  B,  Paragraph  2  of  the  Bylaws,  with 
proposed  new  material  underlined  and  proposed  deletions 
enclosed  by  brackets. 

2.    THE  COMMITTEE  ON  NOMINATIONS,  consisting  of 
fifteen  members,  five  of  whom  shall  rotate  off  each  year.  Their 
term  of  office  shall  begin  with  the  adjournment  of  the 
Convention  at  which  their  successors  are  elected.  No  member 
shall  be  eligible  to  succeed  himself  after  serving  three 
consecutive  years.  No  person  employed  by  the  General  Board  or 
an  agency  or  institution  of  the  Convention  shall  serve  as 
chairman  of  this  committee. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  Convention  shall  nominate  at  least  25 
percent  of  the  members  to  the  various  boards,  agencies  and 
institutions  from  churches  with  resident  membership  under  400. 
No  one  shall  be  nominated  to  serve  on  more  than  one  board  at 
the  same  time.  They  shall  also  nominate  members  for  vacancies 
for  the  twelve  (12)  members-at-large  of  the  Council  on  Christian 
Life  and  Public  Affairs  and  such  other  nominations  as  may  be 
delegated  to  the  Committee  of  the  Convention.  It  is  desirable 
that  no  church  shall  have  more  than  [six  (6)]  ten  (10)  members 
serving  at  one  time  on  Convention  boards.  Any  addition  beyond 
[six  (6)]  ten  (10)  must  be  individually  justified  by  the  Nominating 
Committee  to  the  Convention.

Pastor/Church  Relations  Department  provides  basic,  factual 
informational  services  for  both  churches  and  pastors.  When 
churches  lose  their  pastor  by  retirement  or  a  call  to  another 
church,  assistance  and  guidance  is  provided  in  the  search  for  a 
new  pastor.  Enhanced  concepts  of  ministry,  length  of  stay  and 
compensation  are  given  greater  consideration  as  Pastor  Selection 
Committees  begin  their  pilgrimage. 

Crisis  Ministry 

Being  human,  with  needs,  hurts,  hopes  and  increased  cost-of- 
living,  many  churches  and  staffs  face  crises  with  all  the 
possibilities  of  opportunity  coupled  with  the  danger  of  broken 
relationships. 

Support  System 

Retired,  recently  fired,  or  soon-to-begin  ministers  find  that 
these  can  be  times  of  loneliness  and  doubt.  There  have  been  145 
support/care  opportunities  in  1981. 

Ministerial  Students 

Soon-to-graduate  seminary  students  keenly  anticipating 
beginning,  their  ministry  desire  direction  for  the  wide  variety  of 
possibilities  of  service.  In  1981,  some  185  recent  graduates  sought 
guidance  and  direction  in  their  first  field  of  service. 

Career  Guidance 

Recently  retired  or  mid-career  persons  seeking  a  different 
phase  of  service  utilize  the  Department  of  Pastor/Church 
Relations.  Others  desiring  to  retool,  restructure,  and  reorganize 
their  skills  and  ministry  take  advantage  of  continuing  theological 
education  and  a  wide  variety  of  services.  Some  125  ministers 
were  assisted  in  1981.

Camp  Caraway  &  Conference 
Center 


Camp  Caraway  and  Conference  Center  serves  our  people  by 
making  facilities  and  services  available  for  camps,  conferences, 
and  retreats.  The  facilities  consist  of  the  Youth  Camp  with 
seasonal  capacity  of  180-300  beds;  the  Conference  Center,  a  self- 
contained  building  of  fifty-one  bedrooms,  auditorium  and 
conference  rooms;  and  Family  Camp  of  thirty-two  sites  and  bath. 
The  Youth  Camp  facilities  are  used  exclusively  for  Royal 
Ambassador  camps  during  the  summer,  and  by  church  groups 
during  the  off-season.  The  Conference  Center  maintains  a  full 
time  staff  operating  about  300  days  a  year.  The  camp  and 
conference  center  serves  over  600  groups  during  the  year,  and 
generates  all  of  its  operational  income,  excluding  debt 
retirement  for  capital  improvements.  A  continuing  need  is  more 
group  space  in  the  camp  and  more  bedroom  space  for 
Conference  Center.

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North  Carolina  Baptist  Assembly 


The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Assembly  hosted  approximately 
6170  persons  during  the  summer  of  1981.  The  conferences 
focused  on  various  aspects  of  Christian  life  including  youth 
evangelism,  music  training,  and  world  missions. 

As  in  the  last  four  years,  the  Assembly  has  continued  to 
increase  its  year-round  services.  Spring-fall  visitors  to  the 
assembly  enjoy  recreational  and  spiritual  retreats  for  pastors, 
deacons,  choirs,  associations,  and  youth  groups. 

During  1981  we  were  especially  happy  to  share  our  facilities 
with  youth  of  the  Moravian  faith  from  the  United  States  and 
Canada.  These  youth  spent  a  week  at  Fort  Caswell  in  an 
enjoyable  program  that  is  held  every  three  years. 

The  primary  challenge  for  1981  has  been  the  formation  of  the 
Capital  Funds  Program  to  begin  acquiring  funds  for  the  long- 
range  redevelopment  plan  adopted  in  April  of  1979.  The  plan, 
when  complete,  should  solve  most  of  the  problems  associated 
with  the  physical  plant  condition  of  the  Assembly. 

This  year  the  assembly  staff  has  been  particularly  excited,  for 
the  reality  of  Isaiah  2:4  is  beginning  to  take  shape  since  the 
Capital  Funds  Program  will  provide  the  resources  to  "turn  swords 
into  plowshares  and  spears  into  pruning  hooks."

Annuity  Board  (Southern  Baptist 
Convention) 

"Nineteen  hundred  eighty  has  been  a  year  of  unprecedented 
growth  and  startling  change/'  according  to  Dr.  Darold  H. 
Morgan,  president  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention's  Annuity 
Board. 

Key  statistical  highlights  in  1980  included: 

1.  A  13th  Check  amounting  to  10  per  cent  of  a  year's  benefit 
was  mailed  to  annuitants  who  retired  before  1980. 

2.  A  total  of  $21,059,479  in  retirement  benefits  was  paid. 

3.  Insurance  benefits  through  the  Board's  church,  agency  and 
seminary  programs  amounted  to  $15,955,965. 

4.  Total  assets  held  in  trust  at  the  close  of  the  year  equaled 
$806,518,757.  This  figure  represented  a  growth  of 
$139,043,770  over  1979's  total. 

5.  Premium  income  totaled  $87,938,590,  including 
contributions  and  relief  receipts.  A  total  of  $42,121,138  was 
designated  for  the  Fixed  Fund,  $3,620,501  was  earmarked  for 
the  Balanced  Fund  and  $11,063,513  went  into  Plan  A. 
Insurance  premiums  totaled  $24,863,894. 
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6.  At  the  close  of  1980,  the  Board  counted  20,527  church  and 
agency  member  accounts  in  Plan  A,  47,701  in  the  Fixed 
Fund,  6,033  in  the  Balanced  Fund  and  3,376  in  the  Variable 
Fund.

The  response  to  the  study  guide,  Planning  The  Rest  of  Your 
Life,  developed  by  this  department  has  been  most  gratifying.  The 
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booklet  is  available  from  our  office  for  church  staff  members, 
small  study  groups  and  church  families  who  wish  to  have  help  in 
planning  their  retirement  years. 

The  church's  response  to  upgrading  the  staff  member's 
retirement  program  is  most  encouraging.  Ten  (10%)  percent  of 
his/her  annual  compensation  (salary,  housing  allowance,  auto 
allowance,  etc.)  should  be  the  minimum.  This,  along  with 
reaching  the  non-participating  churches  and  bi-vocational 
pastors,  continues  to  be  our  main  focus. 

Dr.  Garland  A.  Hendricks  became  a  consultant  in  this 
department,  January  1, 1981.  This  addition  has  enhanced  our 
ministry  greatly.  In  addition  to  the  demanding  "on  going" 
promotion  of  this  department's  assignment,  one  of  the  exciting 
and  revealing  undertakings  in  1981  has  been  some  extensive 
survey  work.  Dr.  Hendricks  personally  visited  with  28  Directors  of 
Missions  getting  first  hand  information  regarding  student,  bi- 
vocational  and  interim  pastoral  participation.  The  following  is  a 
portion  of  the  survey  sharing  facts  about  statewide  participation. 
The  information  is  going  to  aid  us  greatly  in  our  promotion.

Church  Programs 

The  organization  of  the  Division  of  Church  Programs  centers 
around  eight  programs  of  work  -  Church  Building  Planning, 
Church  Music,  Church  Training,  Church  Administration,  Sunday 
School,  WMU,  Weekday  Early  Education  and  Church  Library 
(Media).  These  eight  areas  of  work  are  located  within  five 
departments  (Church  Administration  is  a  part  of  the  Division 
Director's  job  description.) 

The  goal  for  Bold  Mission  Thrust  continues  to  challenge  the 
departments  within  the  Division  of  Church  Programs.  These  five 
year  goals  constitute  the  very  heartbeat  of  interest  and  activity. 
Bold  Mission  projects  were  highlighted  by  study  emphases  on 
Baptists  Working  Together  and  Churchmanship.  The  Minister 
Care  Team  was  initiated  this  year  with  a  great  deal  of  enthusiasm 
and  expectation. 

During  the  second  week  of  May  each  year,  associational  key 
leaders  are  invited  to  Ridgecrest  Conference  Center  for  updating 
and  training.  Each  area  of  work  within  the  Division  is  responsible 
for  directing  the  training  of  their  particular  counterparts  from 
each  association.  This  has  proven  to  be  a  very  helpful  time  for 
both  state  convention  and  associational  leadership.  This  meeting 
was  held  May  11-13, 1981.  The  attendance  was  excellent.  The 
spirit  of  joint  ownership  and  cooperation  was  the  best  yet. 

The  personnel  of  the  Division  of  Church  Programs  numbers  32. 
There  are  5  department  directors,  13  associates,  9  secretaries,  1 
administrative  assistant,  1  bookkeeper,  2  camp  directors  and  the 
division  director. 

There  were  several  personnel  changes  during  the  year:  Miss 
Hilda  Mayo,  Consultant  in  Sunday  School  Department  in  the 
areas  of  preschool,  church  media  and  weekday  early  education 
programs,  retired  the  last  of  January,  1981,  Wyanne  Hall,  assistant 
secretary  in  the  Church  Training  Department,  resigned  the  first 
of  January.  Mrs.  Patsy  Adcock  was  employed  the  first  of  April  to 
fill  this  vacancy.  Caroline  McManus  resigned  her  position  as 
Camp  Director  at  Mundo  Vista  upon  her  marriage  to  Archie 
Jones.  Debra  McQuire  was  employed  on  January  1, 1981  on  a 
full-time  basis  in  this  position. 
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Program  directors  have  been  ably  assisted  by  a  great  host  of 
special  and  approved  workers  throughout  the  state.

Church  Building  Planning 

One  of  our  major  thrusts  this  year  has  been  energy 
conservation  in  church  buildings.  Soaring  energy  costs  have 
created  serious  budget  problems  and  siphoned  off  mission 
support.  Some  of  our  church  leaders  have  been  stabbed  awake 
to  the  whole  issue  of  energy  waste. 

A  summer  worker  with  this  Department  has  been  available  to 
do  energy  use  surveys  in  churches.  His  practical 
recommendations  have  pointed  out  ways  churches  could  cut 
energy  costs  by  as  much  as  fifty  percent.  The  studies  this  summer 
have  revealed  that  ninety  percent  of  our  churches  waste  25-50 
percent  of  the  energy  they  use. 

Another  strong  emphasis  in  our  work  has  been  in  building 
finance.  High  interest  rates  have  driven  churches  to  seek 
alternate  methods  for  financing  building  projects.  Consequently, 
we  have  had  an  increase  in  the  number  of  "Together  We  Build" 
campaigns  in  the  state.  Seven  consultants  who  work  by  special 
assignment  through  this  Department  are  available  to  lead 
"Together  We  Build"  campaigns  in  our  churches. 

Building  consultation  continues  to  demand  the  lion's  share  of 
the  Department's  time  and  resources.  One  day  conferences  were 
conducted  in  three  areas  of  the  state.  On-site  consultation  at 
each  church  continues  to  be  the  most  effective  way  of  assisting 
churches  in  the  planning  process.

Church  Music 

The  Church  Music  Department  has  experienced  another 
exciting  year  of  work  devoted  to  assisting  North  Carolina  Baptist 
churches.  The  department  continues  to  share  in  the  Bold  Mission 
emphasis  while  also  cooperating  with  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  music  theme  of  "Reaching  People  Through  Music  - 
Adults."  These  two  thrusts  have  been  reflected  in  programs 
designed  to  strengthen  the  effectiveness  of  the  music  programs 
of  the  local  churches  and  to  strengthen  adult  music  members  in 
their  personal  development  of  talent. 
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During  the  year,  the  department  provided  the  following 
programs: 

*  Three  retreats  for  400  volunteer  and  part-time  music 
leaders. 

*  Music  schools  in  22  small  churches  for  over  500  leaders 
and  members. 

*  Specialized  training  (provided  by  Sunday  School  Board 
personnel)  for  21  Approved  Workers. 

*  Training  projects  in  ten  associations  for  leaders  and 
members. 

*  Summer  camps:

*  Music  leadership  for  other  department,  division,  and 
associational  meetings  as  called  upon. 

*  A  variety  of  guidance  conferences  with  church 
committees  dealing  with  personnel  matters,  purchase  of 
pianos/organs/robes,  music  program 
organization/materials,  and  other  matters. 

The  department  director  took  a  four-week  leave-of-absence  in 
August-September  to  assist  the  State  Music  Secretaries  of  the 
West  Virginia  and  Pennsylvania-South  Jersey  Conventions.  He 
conducted  associational  projects  in  East  Williamson,  Parkersburg, 
and  Berkeley  Springs,  West  Virginia,  and  in  the  Delaware  Valley 
Association  of  New  Jersey.  He  also  taught  classes  for  the 
Volunteer  Music  Directors'  Retreat  in  Pennsylvania  and  led  a 
choral  workshop  for  churches  in  Harrisburg. 

The  department  staff  consists  of  Charles  Gatwood,  Department 
Director;  Charles  Storey,  Associate;  and  Bonnie  Eanes,  office 
secretary  who  will  take  maternity  leave  beginning  December  1. 
Ten  Regional  Music  Directors  serve  in  many  ways  as  liaison 
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between  Music  Department  and  associations  and  meet  twice 
each  year  with  department  personnel  to  assist  in  planning  and 
evaluating.

Church  Training 

The  department  assists  leaders  of  Church  Training  work  in  the 
local  church  in  equipping  God's  people  for  bold  growth,  as 
Christians  continue  to  study  Christian  theology,  Christian  ethics, 
Christian  history,  and  church  policy  and  organization. 

The  training  program  of  Southern  Baptists  is  designed  to 
feature  growth  through  a  number  of  discipleship  emphases. 
Priorities  are  Bold  Growth  in  Discipleship  through:  Dated 
Curriculum  Materials,  Equipping  Centers,  New  Church  Member 
Follow-Through,  Baptist  Doctrine  Study,  MasterLife:  Discipleship 
Training  for  Leaders,  and  DiscipleLife:  Youth  in  Discipleship. 

During  the  year,  the  department  gave  assistance  to  state, 
associational,  and  church  Leaders  through  the  following  projects 
and  activities: 

*  Special  interpretation  in  Church  Training  resources  and 
priorities  was  provided  for  new  pastors  and  for  religious 
educators  in  January. 

*  Cooperated  with  the  Division  of  Evangelism  by  attending 
Evangelism  Conference  in  February,  displaying  Church 
Training  materials  and  resources  which  support  the 
Evangelism  Division. 

*  Two  experimental  models  of  Church  Training  work 
involved  pastors  and  Church  Training  directors  (and  their 
wives)  in  dinner  seminars  during  which  Church  Training 
work  was  presented.  35  responded  in  Tar  River  and  75  in 
Beulah  Associations. 

*  A  Metro-DiscipleLife  Interpretation  Meeting  held  in 
Charlotte  reaching  118  people  was  jointly  sponsored  by  the 
N.C.  Convention's  Church  Training  Department  and  Baptist 
Sunday  School  Board.  DiscipleLife  Interpretation  was 
provided  for  youth  leaders  for  each  youth  week  at  Caswell. 
Interpretation  was  also  provided  for  youth  ministers  and 
ministers  of  music. 

*  Church  Training  work  was  a  major  feature  at  Language 
Missions  Conference  in  March  with  representatives  from 
seven  different  language  groups. 

*  Statewide  two-day  New  Member  Training  Conference 
offered  at  Caraway  in  August  as  part  of  "Here's  Hope"  '82 
Crusade  preparation.  100  representatives  from  the  two 
conventions  participated. 

*  35  special  Church  Training  workers  from  North  Carolina 
received  special  training  (along  with  25  from  Virginia  and 
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South  Carolina)  at  Caraway. 

*  Provided  study  guides  and  packaged  modules  on  "N.C. 
Baptist  Working  Together"  for  300  churches  during  1981. 

*  Compiled  Churchmanship  packets  containing  associational 
and  local  church  models.  To  date  approximately  350  packets 
have  been  distributed  for  use.  In  addition  approximately 
30,000  Sunday-School  lessons  and  6,200  teaching  procedures 
have  been  mailed. 

*  Personal  consultation  (on  the  field)  provided  to  25 
associational  Church  Training  directors  in  July. 

*  Programs  were  begun  in  eleven  associations  throughout  the 
year  as  a  result  of  work  of  Ruth  Prince,  the  department's 
new  Growth  consultant. 

*  New  Church  Member  Training  emphasized  as  part  of 
"Here's  Hope"  at  25  interpretation  meetings. 

*  Ten  Regional  Church  Training  Enabling  Conferences  in 
which  associational  age  group  leadership  received  indepth 
training,  equipping  leaders  with  methods  and  materials  that 
lead  to  church  growth. 

*  State  Key  Leadership  Church  Training  Conference  at 
Ridgecrest  with  61  associational  Church  Training  Directors 
present. 

*  Three  Area  Church  Training  Conventions  attracted 
approximately  1600  children,  youth,  and  adults.  Featured 
were  the  Regional  Children's  Bible  Drills,  Youth  Bible  Drills, 
and  Youth  Speakers'  Tournaments. 

*  "M"  Night  Seminar  for  associational  Church  Training 
leadership  —  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  SBC.  14  associations 
responded. 

*  The  Church  Secretary's  Seminar  at  Caraway  in  October 
focused  on  the  calling  and  ministry  of  the  Church  Secretary 
and  on  spiritual  renewal.  125  secretaries  attended  this  two- 
day  seminar. 

*  Children's  Bible  Skills  Rallies  were  held  in  Franklin,  Boone, 
Greensboro,  and  Clinton.  400  children  and  leaders  attended 
the  four  rallies. 

*  Children's  Bible  Drill  tournaments  with  300  boys  and  girls 
participating  representing  75  churches  from  32  associations. 

*  55  youth  participated  in  the  Youth  Bible  Drills  and  Speakers' 
Tournaments.  The  state  drill  was  held  in  Winston-Salem 
with  the  winners  invited  as  guest  of  the  Church  Training 
Department  at  Ridgecrest  during  Church  Training  Week. 

*  Conducted  classes  at  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute  for  one 
week  to  provide  specialized  assistance  to  pastors  of  small 
churches  in  implementing  a  training  program. 

*  Interpreted  Church  Training  work  on  college  campuses  and 
Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary. 

*  Pastors'  Conferences  conducted  by  request  during  the  year 
by  the  department  leaders  in  twelve  different  associations. 

*  Equipping  Center  Seminars  reached  300  Church  Training 
leaders  in  Charlotte  and  Raleigh  (16  regions  of  the  state). 
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*  14  Associational  Church  Training  Workshops  were 
conducted. 

The  department  staff  consists  of  K.  Maurice  Cooper,

Sunday  School 

Celebraton  of  200  years  of  Sunday  School  work  since  Robert 
Raikes  established  his  first  Sunday  School  with  ragamuffins  from 
the  streets  in  Gloucester,  England  marks  the  beginning  of 
unparalleled  opportunity!  Principles  of  Sunday  School  work  are 
being  again  emphasized  and  used.  Arthur  Flake's  five-step 
formula  is  again  being  proven  an  effective  way  to  build  great 
Sunday  School: 

1.  Know  your  possibilities  (Discover  the  people) 

2.  Enlarge  the  organization  (Create  new  classes) 

3.  Provide  the  space  (Provide  good  learning  environment) 

4.  Enlist  and  train  the  workers  (who  know  their  jobs  and  how 
to  do  them) 

5.  Go  after  the  people  (Visit  and  contact  weekly) 

Churches  are  discovering  again  the  value  of  an  effective 
reaching-teaching  Sunday  School  for  winning  the  lost  and 
developing  the  saved!  The  department  staff  and  a  growing  force 
of  State  Approved  Special  Workers  are  traversing  the  state  to 
consult  with  associations  and  churches  and  to  lead  conferences 
and  clinics.  A  few  examples  include: 

*  ASSIST  Faculty  Institutes  at  First  Baptist,  Hickory,  and 
Campbell  University  trained  401  associational  leaders  from  63 
associations  to  return  to  teach  local  studies  in  the  new  BASIC 
books. 

*  At  least  93  associational  Basic  Book  study  courses  had  already 
resulted  in  a  76%  gain  in  Sunday  School  Leadership  awards  by 
the  end  of  July.  Awards  reported  October-July  1980  were  3,575, 
with  a  gain  of  2,718  to  a  total  of  6,293  for  October-July  1981! 
Total  study  course  requests  were  up  by  29%,  from  21,025  to 
27,116.  More  churches  were  involved  in  leadership  training, 
showing  a  growth  of  18%  from  1,238  to  1,455  churches  active  in 
the  Study  Course  Plan. 

*  ASSIST  (Associational  Sunday  School  Improvement  Support 
Team)  plans  call  for  a  team  of  five  from  each  association,  a 
director  and  age-group  consultants.  Under  Bill  Byrd's  effective 
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leadership  ASSIST  personnel  reported  grew  from  72%  to  78% 
with  571  total  names  being  reported  to  the  state  office. 
Continued  growth  in  ASSIST  will  assure  capable  help  available  to 
the  churches  at  the  local  level. 

*  In  an  effort  to  reach  more  adults  for  Bible  study,  churches 
have  been  challenged  to  start  new  adult  Sunday  School  classes. 
Since  an  adult  class  frequently  reaches  its  maximum  growth 
within  eighteen  months  after  being  started,  new  classes  are 
essential  in  reaching  more  people  for  Bible  study.  Last  year  44 
churches  reported  81  new  adult  classes.  "Our  prayer  is  that  many 
other  churches  will  not  only  catch  the  vision  but  also  begin  the 
practice  of  starting  new  classes  on  a  regular  basis/'  urges  Johnny 
Ross. 

*  VBS  Clinics  for  645  associational  conference  leaders  from  78 
associations  in  six  area  meetings  were  provided  in  Rocky  Mount, 
Warsaw,  Winston-Salem,  Rockingham,  Asheville  and  Lenoir. 
Janice  Haywood  gives  leadership  to  this  area  and  reports  for  the 
summer  of  1980  (1981  figures  not  yet  available):  2,972  church 
schools,  127  mission  schools  and  406  Backyard  Bible  Clubs.  501 
churches  did  not  report  schools.  43,999  prospects  were 
discovered.  There  were  4,000  professions  of  faith  in  Christ! 

*  Preschool/Children's  Workers  Seminar  was  a  coordinated 
effort  of  the  preschool  and  children's  consultants  in  the  Division 
of  Church  Programs  and  Brotherhood.  Approximately  130 
attended. 

*  Children's  Workers  Whistle  Stop  Conferences  involved  130 
workers  and  30  churches  in  seven  areas  (Edenton,  Greenville, 
Warsaw,  Lumberton,  Burnsville,  Lincolnton,  Brevard). 

*  In  preparation  for  a  major  growth  effort  in  1981-82  more 
than  100  "8.5  by  '85"  Representatives  were  given  early  training  at 
Waynesville,  Caraway  and  Greenville.  An  additional  175  will  be 
enlisted  and  trained. 

*  HERE'S  HOPE  PEOPLE  SEARCH  plans  and  materials  were 
developed  for  the  state-wide  effort.  In  addition  to  training  56 
people  at  Ridgecrest,  Key  Leader  associational  follow-up 
meetings  continue.  Sunday  School  Department  staff  assisted  in 
leading  the  Interpretative  Clinics  across  the  state. 

*  Two  Weekday  Early  Education  clinics  provided  training  for 
230  teachers  and  workers  from  49  churches  in  17  associatons. 

*  A  state  library/media  conference  provided  training  for  147 
workers  from  71  churches  in  31  associations. 

*  Enlargement  campaigns  in  Pee  Dee  Association  provided 
individual  consultants  to  12  churches.  Major  enrollment  gains  are 
being  reported;  one  church  as  a  result  has  new  ministries  to 
adults,  mentally  retarded  and  deaf  people.  Four  churches  in 
Beulah  Association  were  assisted  with  a  Bible  Venture  Campaign. 

*  Mrs.  Jack  Noffsinger  wrote  and  produced  a  drama 
commemorating  the  200th  Anniversary  of  Sunday  School.  From 
Raikes'  Ragamuffins  to  Tarheel  Baptists  was  presented  for  local 
church  production.  The  drama  emphasizes  contributions  of 
North  Carolina  Sunday  School  leaders. 
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*  Attendance  at  training  events  continues  to  climb.  Fall 
Conventions  illustrate  with  over  400  jammed  into  Caraway  and 
over  700  at  Ridgecrest. 

*  In  cooperation  with  Communications  Division,  production 
and  distribution  of  Vi  hour  video  and  14  hour  radio  Sunday 
School  lessons  continues. 

Hilda  Mayo,  after  more  than  25  years  of  faithful  service  to  the 
Baptist  State  Convention,  retired  in  January.  She  will  be  greatly 
missed,  but  her  thorough  work  leaves  solid  foundations  in 
Preschool,  Weekday  Early  Education  and  Library /Media  for  the 
future.  God  bless  you,  Hilda  Mayo! 

The  Department  team  brings  varied  skills  to  bear  for  the  great 
opportunities  across  so  vast  a  state.  Janice  Haywood,  Children 
and  Vacation  Bible  School;  Bill  Byrd,  Youth  and  Associational 
Teams  Development;  Johnny  Ross,  Adult,  Schools  and  workshop 
coordination;  Robert  Stewart,  Director  and  growth  promotion. 
The  work  depends  heavily  on  efficient  and  competent 
secretaries:  Linda  Hicks  and  Eva  Teague  complete  the  Sunday 
School  Department  team.

Woman's  Missionary  Union 

The  work  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  North  Carolina  is 
conducted  by  134,620  members  in  9,669  organizations  of  Mission 
Friends,  Girls  in  Action,  Acteens,  Baptist  Young  Women,  and 
Baptist  Women. 

The  purpose  of  all  the  age-level  organizations  is  to  study 
missions,  engage  in  missions  and  personal  witnessing,  and  to 
support  missions  through  prayer  and  giving. 

Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  governed  by  an  Executive  Board 
which  is  composed  of  the  officers,  age-level  chairmen,  and  15 
members-at-large  from  the  ten  state  regions.  The  officers  of 
WMU  are  Mrs.  Horace  McRae,  president,  Mrs.  William  Lewis,  1st 
vice  president,  Mrs.  Ron  Carter,  2nd  vice  president,  Mrs.  Ronald 
Sneed,  recording  secretary,  and  Mrs.  C.  Van  Teague,  assistant 
recording  secretary. 

The  office  staff  consists  of  Nancy  Curtis,  executive  director; 
Suthell  Walker,  Baptist  Women  director;  Nona  Kay  Bickerstaff, 
Baptist  Young  Women  director;  Carolyn  Hopkins,  Acteens 
director;  Pat  Ritchie,  Girls  in  Action  and  Mission  Friends 
director;  Leland  Bingham,  Camp  Mundo  Vista  resident  manager; 
Debra  McGuire,  Camp  Mundo  Vista  summer  camp  director;  Pina 
Maynard,  administrative  assistant;  Diane  Hurlbut,  financial 
secretary;  Linda  Love,  receptionist  secretary;  and  Pam  Harris, 
literature  secretary. 

In  1980-81,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  made  a  special  effort  to 
increase  enrollment.  In  a  statewide  campaign  entitled  "10,000 
More  By  November  4"  over  6,000  new  members  were  enrolled. 
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Another  important  emphasis,  begun  in  1980,  is  the  National 
WMU  Enlargement  Plan.  WMU  is  making  an  organized  effort  to 
reach  the  800  churches  in  North  Carolina  that  do  not  have  any 
WMU  organizations.  To  help  with  this  undertaking,  eight  women 
were  selected  from  North  Carolina  as  "Starteam"  members. 
These  women  were  trained  by  the  national  WMU  staff,  and  are 
currently  involved  in  a  state  plan  to  personally  contact  each  of 
these  churches  with  the  goal  of  involving  them  in  missions 
education  through  the  WMU  program. 

Much  of  the  work  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  carried  on 
in  the  associations  by  lay  women  who  are  associational  officers. 
These  women  are  trained  by  the  state  WMU,  and  then  are 
responsible  for  the  work  of  WMU  in  their  associations.  Four 
associational  leader  training  conferences  held  in  1981  reached 
557  of  these  officers  from  73  associations. 

One  of  the  tasks  of  WMU  is  mission  action  and  personal 
witnessing.  In  light  of  the  decrease  in  baptisms  in  recent  years, 
and  in  preparation  for  the  1982  crusades,  WMU  sponsored  a 
Personal  Witnessing  workshop,  lead  by  Laura  Fry  Allen  of  the 
Home  Mission  Board.  This  workshop  was  offered  to  100  women, 
who  were  trained  in  personal  witnessing  and  also  in  how  to  do 
similar  training  for  others. 

Each  year  Woman's  Missionary  Union  sponsors  many  state- 
wide meetings  for  inspiration,  fellowship,  and  missions 
education.  Among  these  in  1980-81  were  the  State  Acteens 
Convention,  BYW  Convention,  Acteens  Mini-camp,  YBW 
Convention, andfour  regional  Baptist  Women  seminars.  A 
highlight  of  the  year  was  a  meeting  for  WMU  leadership  only, 
which  was  a  combination  of  training  and  spiritual  growth. 

WMU  had  an  expanded  camping  program  in  the  summer  of 
1981.  In  addition  to  the  regular  program  held  at  Camp  Mundo 
Vista  and  under  the  direction  of  Debra  McGuire,  a  traveling 
camp  staff  was  sponsored.  This  staff  of  six  young  women,  led 
by  Pat  Ritchie,  conducted  camping  programs  in  several 
associational  and  regional  camps.  A  team  under  the  direction  of 
Carolyn  Hopkins  also  conducted  an  Acteens  camp  in  Puerto 
Rico.  Approximately  2100  Girls  in  Action  and  Acteens  were 
reached  in  these  camping  programs. 

Wl  4U  is  attempting  to  serve  the  churches  and  aid  in  training 
by  producing  video  tapes.  One  produced  in  1981  was  designed 
to  help  Girls  in  Action  leaders,  and  was  a  joint  project  with 
WMU,  SBC.  WMU  also  began  providing  Royal  Service  on 
cassette  tape  to  the  visually  handicapped. 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Annual  Session  is  held  each 
year  for  the  conducting  of  WMU  business.  The  meeting  for  1981 
was  held  in  Charlotte  on  March  20-21.  It  was  the  privilege  of 
those  attending  to  honor  the  outgoing  president,  Mrs.  Frank 
Gilreath,  who  had  held  the  office  for  five  years,  and  welcome  the 
new  president,  Mrs.  Horace  McRae.  ' 
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Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  committed  to  all  programs  of 
the  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  endeavors  in  every  way 
possible  to  fulfill  the  "helper"  role  of  auxiliary  status.

Communications 

The  Communications  Division  consists  of  six  areas:  (1)  Media 
Relations,  (2)  Photography,  (3)  Audio  Visuals,  (4)  Radio  and 
Television,  (5)  Videotape  Production,  and  (6)  Publications/Art. 
The  Division  provides  such  services  for  the  various  General 
Board  departments,  divisions,  committees,  councils,  and  task 
forces. 

Media  Relations 

In  1981,  Media  Relations  employed  a  part-time  news  writer, 
Dennis  Melton  of  Monroe,  until  his  graduation  in  May  from 
Southeastern  Seminary  in  Wake  Forest. 

Media  Relations  provides  press  releases  for  the  Biblical 
Recorder,  Baptist  Press  (SBC  News  Agency),  and  secular  media. 

Photography 

The  photography  area  includes  field  photography,  in-studio 
photography  and  darkroom  services.  Our  goal  is  to  further 
develop  the  Division's  black  and  white  and  color  slide  library. 

Audio  Visuals 

The  Audio  Visuals  section  is  divided  into  two  major  areas: 
production  and  distribution.  Production  of  materials  in  1981 
included  a  filmstrip  with  audio  tape  and  narration  promoting  the 
1981  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering  and  assisting  with  a 
filmstrip  for  Baptist  Student  Union.  Three  custom  slide  shows 
were  developed  in  areas  of  campus  ministry,  youth  ministry  and 
program  planning. 

Approximately  2,500  tapes  were  reproduced  on  order  from  the 
master  library,  including  messages  from  the  Mars  Hill  Week  of 
Study,  Conference  on  Evangelism,  WMU  Conference  on 
Discovering,  and  the  Annual  Convention  in  Greensboro.  Royal 
Service  is  provided  on  audio  cassette  for  51  blind  persons  each 
month  and  the  Biblical  Recorder  is  provided  weekly  for  225  blind 
persons  in  the  state. 

The  Audio  Visual  Film  Library  includes  some  2700  filmstrip 
titles,  226  motion  picture  titles  and  approximately  120  titles  on 
video  cassette.  During  1981,  8,698  orders  were  filled  for  use  by 
convention  churches  on  a  free-rental  basis. 
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Radio  and  Television 


The  International  Bible  Lesson  is  produced  and  distributed  on 
eight  radio  stations  in  the  state.  Tele\ision  productions  include 
LIGHT  LNTO  MY  PATH,  a  weekly  program  in  sign  language  for 
the  deaf  which  is  carried  on  five  North  Carolina  stations  and 
shared  with  eight  other  stations  outside  the  state  on  a  cost 
recovery  basis. 

Videotape  Production 

In  1981,  27  video  tapes  were  produced  for  the  free  rental  audio 
visual  library  and  52  Sunday  School  lesson  programs  were 
produced  and  distributed  to  seven  cable  outlets  and  hospitals  in 
the  state.  Programs  produced  were  in  support  of  deaf  ministries, 
evangelism.  Christian  Life.  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Bible 
study  and  music.  The  1981  Report  to  the  Associations  and  a  new 
tape  promoting  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering  were 
produced.  Lseofvideointhe  teaching/training  mission  of  the 
church  has  quadrupled  in  the  past  year.  Last  year  a  title  of  112 
bookings  were  made;  in  1981  bookings  totaled  569.  At  present 
time,  nearly  100  churches  and  associations  have  purchased  video 
equipment. 

Publications  and  Art 

The  Publications  and  Art  Department  has  been  working  on 
several  major  promotional  projects  this  year  in  addition  to  the 
normal  General  Board  work. 

Special  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  the  production  of  the 
1982  Joint  Evangelistic  Crusade  (Here's  Hopei  materials.  The  Year 
of  the  Churchman  also  brought  about  a  large  promotion  on 
Churchmanship  as  a  special  project.  As  always,  the  annual  North 
Carolina  Missions  Offering  promotion  consumed  a  large  amount 
of  production  time. 

This  year  the  Publications  and  Art  Department  won  three 
national  awards  from  the  Baptist  Public  Relations  Association. 
Awards  were  received  for  the  Here's  Hope  letterhead,  our  total 
publications  program  and  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering 
Promotion.

All  Baptists  are  urged  to  participate  in  the  Joint  Evangelistic 
Crusade  in  1982.  The  theme  will  be  "Here's  Hope." 
Interpretation  Meetings  have  been  held  in  66  locations  across 
the  state  to  suggest  plans  and  basic  thrusts  for  the  Joint  Crusade 
effort,  which  is  co-sponsored  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
and  the  General  Baptist  State  Convention.  The  Simultaneous 
Revival  dates  for  the  areas  are:  Coastal,  March  14-28;  Piedmont, 
April  4-18;  and  Mountain,  April  25-May  9, 1982.  Every  church  is 
encouraged  to  plan  a  revival  meeting  during  one  of  these 
suggested  dates.  Let  us  pray  daily  that  every  unsaved  person  in 
North  Carolina  will  have  the  opportunity  to  hear  the  gospel  of 
Christ  by  the  end  of  1982. 

Churches  are  urged  to  have  a  Lay  Evangelism  School  in 
preparation  for  the  '82  Joint  Crusade.  Seventy-three  associations 
have  a  trained  Coordinator  of  Lay  Evangelism  Schools  who  will 
train  pastors  in  the  association. 

"Prayer  and  Awakening"  was  the  theme  of  the  35th  Statewide 
Evangelism  Conference  held  February  2-3, 1981  in  the  Thomas 
Wolfe  Auditorium,  Asheville  Civic  Center,  Asheville,  North 
Carolina.  About  2,400  pastors  and  lay  persons  attended  this 
Conference.  The  36th  Statewide  Evangelism  Conference  will  be 
held  in  Greensboro  during  February  8-9,  1982. 

Most  of  our  associations  have  been  involved  in  Bold 
Evangelism  Clinics,  encouraging  church  leaders  to  plan  specific, 
on-going  programs  of  evangelism  in  the  local  church,  with  the 
use  of  the  notebook  Bold  Evangelism  through  the  Local  Church. 
The  other  associations  are  asked  to  plan  a  Bold  Evangelism  Clinic, 
and  churches  are  also  urged  to  enlist  a  Local  Church  Task  Force 
on  Evangelism  to  involve  more  members  in  direct  witnessing  to 
unsaved  persons. 

On  August  28,  29,  and  30  thousands  of  youth  were  involved  in 
Youth  Evangelism  Conferences.  We  thank  God  for  these  three 
evangelistic  opportunities  in  Fayetteville,  Greensboro,  and 
Asheville. 

The  Youth  Evangelism  Leadership  Conference  has  rapidly 
become  a  major  equipping  time  for  pastors  and  youth  leaders. 
Key  areas  of  the  Conference  are  Personal  Growth  of  the  leader, 
youth  witness  training  and  discipleship,  and  equipping  adults  to 
minister  to  youth.  During  the  1981  Conference,  October  5-7,  at 
Caraway,  Jack  Taylor  was  the  inspirational  speaker. 

Baptisms  were  up  last  year!  We  pray  that  North  Carolina 
Baptists  are  recapturing  the  desire  and  commandment  of  the 
Lord  to  seek  the  lost.  If  so,  we  shall  surely  continue  to  see  more 
persons  led  to  receive  Christ  as  Lord!

This  has  been  an  exciting  year  in  North  Carolina  Missions. 

♦Sixteen  new  churches  have  ben  started  of  which  3  are  new 
language  churches. 

♦Seminary  Extension  established  75  centers  and  was  the  largest 
program  in  the  nation  for  the  seventh  consecutive  year. 

♦Thirteen  hundred  fifty-four  (1354)  young  men  and  boys  have 
attended  RA  Camp  at  Caraway  this  summer  with  an  additional 
247  attending  8  regional  camps  -  a  new  project  in  1981. 

♦Approximately  100  North  Carolina  Baptist  churches  sent 
groups  to  West  Virgina  to  do  surveys,  conduct  Vacation  Bible 
Schools,  lead  Backyard  Bible  Clubs  and  do  personal  witnessing. 

♦Two  hundred  twenty-five  (225)  blind  persons  now  receive  the 
Biblical  Recorder  each  week  on  cassette  tape. 

♦A  part-time  consultant,  Susan  Reed  has  begun  working  with 
churches  to  establish  ministry  with  mentally  retarded  persons. 

♦The  Esther  Satterfield  Cafeteria  has  been  opened  at  Fruitland 
and  construction  begun  on  the  new  dormitory. 

♦Forty-four  associations  have  received  financial  assistance 
through  Cooperative  agreements. 

Mountain  State  200,  the  cooperative  work  with  West  Virginia, 
is  underway.  Approximately  500  persons  representing  100 
churches  have  gone  to  work  in  West  Virginia  during  1981.  They 
have  helped  to  start  21  new  churches  and  helped  construct  19 
buildings.  Assignments  are  being  made  for  1982. 

Promotion  of  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering,  with  a 
goal  of  $2,750,000  has  been  coordinated  in  the  division.  The 
theme,  "The  Churchman  on  Missions,"  emphasized  each 
Christian's  responsibility  to  be  personally  involved  in  mission 
service  and  support.  There  were  1,357,000  pieces  of  promotional 
material  mailed  to  churches. 

Two  staff  changes  occurred  in  the  division.  Tom  Lolley  was 
elected  Area  Missionary  for  Southwestern  North  Carolina 
replacing  Luther  Osment.  Edwin  Bullock  resigned  as 
Brotherhood  Director  to  become  Short-term  Lay  Overseas 
Coordinator  for  the  Foreign  Mission  Board.  David  F.  Langford 
was  elected  director  of  the  Brotherhood  Department. 

Priorities  of  the  division  have  been  mission  education  and 
support,  new  church  work,  leader  training  and  continuing 
education,  strong  support  of  churches  and  associations  and 
ministry  to  people.  This  ongoing  work  of  the  division  has  been 
conducted  through  the  eight  departments:  Associational 
Development,  Brotherhood,  Chaplaincy  and  Language,  Church 
Extension,  Cooperative  Ministries  and  Seminary  Extension,  Deaf, 
Special  Ministries  and  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute.  The 
reports  that  follow  from  the  respective  departments  tell  how  well 
we  have  done  in  meeting  these  priority  needs.

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Associational  Development 


The  Department  of  Associational  Development  provides 
encouragement  and  assistance  in  the  80  associations  in  helping 
them  to  develop  a  strong  associational  program  and  ministry  to 
meet  local  needs  and  opportunities.  During  this  year,  44 
associations  have  received  financial  assistance  for  their  basic 
associational  program  and  for  mission  ministries.  This  assistance 
is  being  provided  through  a  cooperative  agreement.  This 
cooperative  agreement  involves  a  joint  planning  process 
between  the  association  and  the  Convention  through  which  the 
association  is  assisted  with  its  basic  program  and/or  mission 
ministries  and  special  mission  projects. 

A  significant  number  of  associations  have  completed  or  are 
completing  long-range  planning.  This  Department  provides 
assistance  to  an  association  in  determining  its  purpose, 
objectives,  resources,  goals,  and  action  plans.  Long-range 
planning  provides  the  association  with  the  best  possible  direction 
and  approach  in  accomplishing  its  purpose  and  mission.  It  is  the 
necessary  process  by  which  the  association  defines  its  purpose 
and  mission  and  then  develops  a  program  to  attain  them.  Good 
associational  planning  in  both  long-range  planning  and  annual 
planning  is  necessary  for  the  association  to  effectively  achieve  its 
purpose  and  to  be  on  mission  for  Jesus  Christ  in  its  setting. 

Christian  Social  Ministries 

There  are  11  full-time  and  three  part-time  Christian  Social 
Ministries  programs  now  in  progress.  In  addition,  there  are  three 
part-time  Youth  and  Family  Services  programs.  In  1982,  one  new 
part-time  Christian  Social  Ministries  program  is  being  planned  to 
be  implemented  in  the  Eastern  Association.  The  full-time 
Directors  of  Christian  Social  Ministries  are:  Gayle  Brown, 
Buncombe  Association;  Marvin  Southard,  Dan  Valley 
Association;  Yates  Campbell,  Gaston  Association;  Robert  Davis, 
Kings  Mountain  Association;  James  H.  Royston,  Mecklenburg 
Association;  Ronald  Loftis,  New  South  River  Association,  James 
M.  McDowell,  Pilot  Mountain  Association;  Frances  Jones, 
Raleigh  Association;  and  Marsha  E.  Cook,  Wilmington 
Association.  There  are  now  vacancies  in  the  Central  and  the  New 
River  Associations.

Brotherhood 

The  men  and  boys'  work  across  our  Convention  is  in  growing 
shape.  This  year  our  enrollment  increased  by  8.5%,  the  best 
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increase  in  many  years.  Many  churches  added  new  Baptist  Men's 
groups  as  well  as  Royal  Ambassador  Chapters  during  the  year. 
Our  list  of  officers  in  the  Brotherhood  organization  is  now  over 
13,500.  Fellowship  has  developed  into  "fellowship  and 
churchmanship." 

Leadership  Training 

Training  is  carried  out  on  a  regular  basis  at  the  Caraway 
Conference  Center.  Scheduled  workshops  on  a  regional  and 
associational  level  are  held  during  the  year.  Approved  workers 
and  staff  personnel  promote  and  carry  out  church  workshops 
during  the  year.  Through  the  Brotherhood  Department  of  the 
Convention  and  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Men's  Organization, 
leaders  are  trained  in  leadership  and  participation. 

Conferences  and  Retreats 

During  the  year  the  staff  continued  to  promote  a  variety  of 
weekend  and  week-long  programs.  These  programs  are  designed 
to  help  us  fulfill  our  purpose  "to  help  the  churches  involve  men 
and  boys  in  missions/'  Some  title  weekends  and  weeks  were: 
World  Missions  Week  at  Caswell,  Christian  High  Adventure, 
Region  Wide  Men  and  Boys  Rally,  Royal  Ambassador 
Congresses,  See  Baptist  College  Days,  Lay  Renewal  Weekends, 
Couples  on  Mission  Retreat,  Correctional  Ministries  Conference 
and  Lay  Witness  Trainings. 

RA  Camps 

For  the  first  time  a  "Roving  Camp  Staff  was  provided.  Besides 
the  more  than  1,500  boys  at  Caraway,  the  Department  provided 
staff  on  a  part-time  basis  for  several  associational  and  regional 
camps.  We  always  sense  deep  gratitude  for  the  spiritual  growth 
which  the  boys  express  on  their  last  night  of  camp.  Many  of 
them  return  to  their  churches  to  make  public  commitments  to  the 
Lord  and  His  Church.  Perhaps  one  of  the  best  "by-products"  of 
the  RA  Camp  Program  is  the  spiritual  growth  of  the  counselors. 
As  they  stay  with  the  boys  day  after  day,  their  commitment 
becomes  very  profound.  It  is  here  that  a  pastoral  or  missionary 
call  often  begins  to  develop. 

North  Carolina  Baptist  Men 

The  NCBM  will  receive  3%  of  the  North  Carolina  Missions 
Offering  this  year.  It  will  provide  them  with  their  largest  budget 
ever.  Already  their  involvement  reaches  out  into  thirteen 
different  areas  of  witness.  A  large  majority  of  the  funds  for  the 
men's  activities  come  from  the  men  themselves  as  most  of  their 
involvement  is  strictly  volunteer  from  beginning  to  end.  Outside 
the  state  activities  are  Lay  Witness  and  Mission  Construction 
projects.  Inside  North  Carolina  they  are  involved  in  dozens  of  lay 
witness  and  lay  renewal  weekends. 
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Overseas  witness  and  construction  groups  still  challenge  many. 
Here  in  the  homeland,  West  Virginia  has  offered  a  fabulous 
challenge.  The  love  of  Baptist  men  for  involvement  has  led 
dozens  of  groups  to  work  in  20  construction  projects  this  year  in 
West  Virginia.  Many  are  already  gearing  up  for  next  Spring. 
Several  group  leaders  are  organizing  now  for  winter  work  in 
Venezuela,  Martinique,  and  Chile. 

Staff  Change 

Staff  has  remained  stable  during  the  year  with  one  exceptional 
loss.  The  Brotherhood  Department  lost  its  director,  Mr.  J.  Edwin 
Bullock.  Mr.  Bullock's  continued  interest  and  successful 
involvement  in  the  total  mission  program  of  our  denomination 
led  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  to  invite  him  as  an  associate  in  the  Volunteer 
Division.  Even  though  this  is  a  profound  loss  for  our  department, 
we  praise  the  Lord  for  the  expanded  area  of  ministry  which  Mr. 
Bullock  now  has.  We  pray  the  Lord's  continued  blessing  upon 
him  in  his  new  capacity. 

1981  was  a  significant  year  for  our  Department  -  a  year  of 
change  and  progress.  We  accept  the  challenge  of  the  future  with 
the  assurance  of  the  Lord's  continued  strength  and  guidance  as 
we  seek  to  involve  men  and  boys  in  missions.

Chaplaincy  and  Language 
Ministries 

Chaplaincy 

North  Carolina  will  have  82  prison  units  by  1982.  These  will 
house  more  than  16,000  inmates.  Many  of  these  units  have  less 
than  150  inmates  and  will  never  have  a  full-time  chaplain.  It  is 
imperative  that  associations  begin  a  ministry  to  inmates  and  assist 
in  at  least  a  part-time  chaplaincy  to  the  units  within  their 
association.  During  1981  two  associations  have  undertaken  such  a 
challenge.  God's  love  must  be  shown  in  these  hurting  places. 

Three  new  full-time  hospital  chaplaincy  programs  were  begun 
in  1981.  One  industrial  position  was  opened.  These  positions 
were  staffed  with  Baptist  Chaplains.  Several  hospitals  in  North 
Carolina  are  considering  chaplain  positions. 

Military  chaplains  continue  to  express  appreciation  to  North 
Carolina  Baptists  for  the  support  given  to  them  through  the 
Department  of  Chaplaincy.  North  Carolina  is  one  of  three  State 
Conventions  that  provides  this  support  for  our  ministers  in 
military. 
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Language 


The  1980  Survey  Census  taken  by  our  government  shows  many 
pockets  of  Hispanic  and  Oriental  persons  of  whose  presence  and 
location  we  were  unaware.  This  will  be  an  important  instrument 
as  we  continue  to  challenge  associations  to  recognize  the 
language  potential  in  their  midst.  We  have  far  more  potential 
than  we  have  touched.  By  1985,  North  Carolina  Baptists  should 
have  25  Hispanic  Missions  throughout  our  state.  Our  associations 
must  accept  this  challenge. 

Refugee  resettlement  has  given  us  the  basis  for  two  new 
Vietnamese  units  in  1981.  One  is  in  Charlotte,  the  other  in 
Salisbury.  We  hope  a  third  -  Winston-Salem,  will  be  added  soon. 
God  has  blessed  our  compassionate  efforts  to  resettle  these 
homeless  people.  Yet  hundreds  of  thousands  still  remain  in  the 
camps. 

As  the  language  potential  grows,  so  must  our  efforts  to  reach 
these  new  citizens  of  North  Carolina  for  Christ.  There  is  a  need 
in  nearly  every  association.  It  will  require  a  desire  and  a 
commitment  to  harvest  this  potential. 

Your  language  department  continues  to  minister  to  seven 
ethnic  groups:  Indian,  Arab,  Spanish,  Vietnamese,  Chinese, 
Japanese  and  Korean.

Church  Extension 

The  purpose  of  the  Church  Extension  Department  is  to 
promote  Church  missions  in  keeping  with  the  Great  Commission 
of  our  Lord.  (Matthew  28:19-20).  Reaching,  winning  and 
developing  people  hinges  on  two  Bold  Mission  themes  - 
evangelizing  and  congregationalizing.  Our  first  object  is  reaching 
people  for  Christ.  The  one  organization  that  reaches  more 
people  faster  and  better  is  a  new  congregation.  Therefore,  our 
main  emphasis  for  1980-81  has  been  a  "A  New  Program  of 
Organizing  Missions  and  Churches  1981-85  "  Our  goal,  in 
keeping  with  our  150th  anniversary,  has  been  150  new 
churches/missions  by  1985. 

In  the  years  of  1970-80,  we  had  a  net  gain  of  only  21  churches. 
During  the  years  of  1980-81,  we  have  almost  topped  the  10-year 
record  by  estimated  16  new  churches  with  perhaps  4  missions  to 
become  churches  before  the  end  of  1981.  Some  of  these  new 
starts  are  thrilling  adventures  in  the  Lord's  work. 

In  addition  to  the  organizing  of  the  new  churches  and 
missions,  the  Department  has  assisted  on  pastors'  salaries  for  92 
churches.  Also,  we  have  assisted  17  churches  in  purchasing  new 
church  sites  for  building  purposes.  A  total  of  seven  loans  have 
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been  repaid  during  the  year.  The  Department  has  helped  two 
new  churches  with  rental  assistance  while  they  searched  for 
property  on  which  to  build  a  new  building. 

Records  of  churches  assisted  are  very  impressive,  with  22,960 
visits  made,  552  professions  of  faith,  502  baptisms,  452  by  letter 
and  approximately  7,908  sermons  delivered.  To  God  be  the  glory 
for  the  great  things  done. 

The  Buncombe  and  Carolina  Associations  served  as  "Pilot 
Projects"  in  the  State  and  Home  Mission  Board  special  study  for 
new  work.  The  Rev.  J.V.  Thomas  and  Ms.  Sara  Ann  Hobbs 
assisted  the  Department  Director,  Ernest  C.  Upchurch,  in  the 
study.  Amazing  results  were  made  in  projecting  possible  new 
work  in  these  areas. 

1981-82  continues  to  look  toward  organizing  new  missions  and 
churches.  Piedmont  and  Eastern  North  Carolina  will  be  our 
target  for  new  work.  Work  will  be  conducted  with  and  through 
the  local  associations  and  churches.  A  new  study  guide,  entitled 
Research  Study  Guide,  will  pinpoint  areas  of  need  and  also  point 
up  needs  in  present  organizations  for  growth  and  development. 
Each  association  is  being  urged  to  make  the  study  and  to 
pinpoint  its  growth  needs. 

New  churches/missions  are  a  means  to  an  end  of  reaching 
people  for  Christ.  Reaching  people  for  Christ  is  our  mandate  for 
mission  by  our  Lord.  How  can  we  do  less  when  He  has  trusted  so 
much  to  us?  Church  Extension  is  the  Lord's  work.  It  must  be  ours 
too  as  North  Carolina  Baptists! 

Interfaith  Witness  is  another  responsibility  of  the  Department. 
We  have  conducted  3  dialogues  and  13  awareness  conferences  as 
well  as  speaking  and  teaching  in  many  individual  churches 
during  the  year.  The  continued  need  for  becoming  aware  of 
other  faiths  is  ever  present.  Also,  it  is  vitally  important  to  know 
and  pratice  our  own  faith.

Cooperative  Ministries  with 
General  Baptists  and 
Seminary  Extension 

The  past  year  has  been  unusually  busy  and  exciting  with 
a  record  number  of  joint  committees  engaged  in  a  variety  of 
activities  with  the  two  state  conventions.  The  program  com- 
mittees for  the  joint  sessions  to  be  held  in  Greensboro  con- 
cluded their  work  under  the  leadership  of  Coleman  Kerry  and 
Del  Parkerson.  The  resolutions  committee  was  led  by  Charles 
Hinson  and  Clifford  Jones. 
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The  year  has  been  filled  with  interracial  teams  conducting 
about  65  interpretation  meetings  to  explain  plans  for  the  1982 
joint  evangelistic  crusade.  Numerous  subcommittees  are  to 
be  commended  for  planning  some  excellent  literature  related 
to  this  project.  The  theme  of  the  crusade  is  "Here's  Hope/' 
Mark  Corts  and  Charles  Ward  serve  as  co-chairmen. 

We  are  happy  to  welcome  the  Reverend  A.D.  Logan,  Jr.,  as 
assistant  to  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  General  Baptist 
State  Convention.  He  began  his  duties  in  November,  1980.  Our 
department  provides  part  of  his  support. 

Summer  Youth  Program 

Appointed  43  summer  missionaries  who  served  in  19  locations 
throughout  the  state.  Some  new  areas  of  work  included  the 
Sara  Barker  Center,  Durham;  Saint  Stephens  Baptist  Church, 
Spring  Hope;  Mount  Sinai  Baptist  Church,  Fayetteville;  Mt. 
Carmel  Baptist  Church,  Winston-Salem;  and  a  Day  Care  ministry 
in  Harnett  County.  An  Orientation  Week  was  conducted  at 
Wake  Forest  University.  Also,  conducted  an  evangelistic  work- 
shop and  a  human  awareness  conference.  Recruited  20  children 
for  a  Wake  County  day  camp. 

Campus  Ministry 

Programs  among  black  college  students: 

T.  Assisted  127  students  from  campuses  in  attending  the 
National  Baptist  Student  Retreat  at  Atlanta,  and  participated 
in  a  family  workshop. 

2.  Served  as  a  director  of  the  Joint  Black  Christian  Fellow- 
ship Conference  in  North  Carolina. 

3.  Served  on  the  Campus  Ministry  board  at  NCCU, 
Durham. 

4.  Conducted  youth  workshop  at  Southeastern  Seminary. 

5.  Conducted  three  race  relations  conferences  on  college 
campuses. 

Student  Aid  Fund 

A  total  of  $9,720  was  provided  for  scholarship  assistance 
(including  $4,400  in  matching  funds)  to  22  black  Baptist  students 
preparing  for  church  related  vocations  in  the  following  nine 
schools:  Shaw  Divinity  School,  Shaw  University,  Southeastern 
Seminary,  Fruitland  Bible  Institute,  Hood  Theological  Seminary, 
Western  Carolina  University,  Virginia  Union  (Richmond),  St. 
Mary's  Seminary  (Richmond),  and  Morehouse  School  of  Religion 
(Atlanta). 
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Seminary  Extension 


In  Seminary  Extension  we  enrolled  2,300  people  in  75  centers 
and  independent  study.  The  department  provided  1,254  partial 
scholarships  and  assisted  with  139  honorariums  for  teachers.  We 
provided  60  full  scholarships  for  prison  inmates.  After  two  years 
inmates  have  enrolled  from  12  prisons  with  classes  held  this  year 
at  Woman's  Prison,  Raleigh,  Columbus  County,  Buncombe 
County,  and  Orange  County. 

Through  Shaw  Divinity  School  40  classes  were  held  for  General 
Baptists  in  17  centers.  North  Carolina  conducted  the  largest 
Seminary  Extension  program  in  the  United  States  for  the  seventh 
consecutive  year. 

Retirement  Program 

Nineteen  new  members  were  added  to  the  retirement 
program  for  General  Baptists  bringing  the  total  to  52.  The  two 
conventions  added  $15,600.88  to  membership  dues  as  matching 
funds. 

Outreach 

Many  predominantly  white  Southern  Baptist  congregations  in 
North  Carolina  enjoy  hundreds  of  members  who  represent  the 
black  race  and  all  other  ethnic  groups.  It  is  most  commendable 
when  congregations  are  successfully  inclusive  in  seeking  to  reach 
the  whole  community.  The  following  eight  predominantly  black 
churches  have  aligned  with  both  conventions:  First  Baptist, 
Burlington;  First  Baptist,  Lexington;  West  Durham,  Durham; 
Mayfield  Memorial,  Charlotte;  Liberty,  Sylva;  Greater  St. 
Matthews,  Winston-Salem;  Christ  Community,  Gastonia;  and 
New  Hope,  Havelock.  A  Baptism  record  of  54  during  1980  placed 
Mayfield  Memorial  eighteenth  in  the  Baptist  State  Convention.

Deaf  Ministry 

The  main  emphasis  of  the  Department  of  Deaf  Ministry  has 
always  been  to  win  deaf  people  to  Christ  and  to  nurture  them 
in  their  spiritual  growth  and  witness.  The  thrill  of  winning 
a  deaf  person  to  Christ  is  matched  only  by  seeing  that  deaf 
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person  witness  to  and  win  another  deaf  person  to  the  Savior. 
This  past  year  has  been  the  most  exciting  year  of  our  ministry  in 
this  respect  as  we  have  seen  deaf  people  come  in  revivals, 
prayer  meetings,  Bible  studies,  and  other  activities  saying  they 
want  to  receive  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour.  We  will  continue  to 
encourage  the  deaf  witness  to  the  deaf  world  in  the  coming 
year.  We  have  also  seen  many  hearing  people  touched  by 
the  witness  of  deaf  people. 

Our  Teacher  and  Interpreter  Conference  was  the  best 
attended  conference  in  many  years.  Deaf  people  of  several 
other  denominations  attended  and  it  was  very  gratifying  to  see 
the  sweet  spirit  of  harmony  as  deaf  people  and  hearing  people, 
Baptists,  Lutherans,  Methodists,  black  and  white  all  seeking 
the  common  goal  of  winning  lost  people  to  Christ.  During  a 
ceremony  at  the  conference  Neal  and  joAnn  Peyton 
were  presented  with  a  book  of  letters  and  gifts  in  appreciation 
for  their  twenty  years  of  dedicated  service  among  the  deaf 
in  North  Carolina. 

We  began  a  program  of  more  intensified  visitation  in  the 
schools  for  the  deaf.  In  addition  to  the  monthly  chapel  service 
we  visit  the  Morganton  school  twice  a  month  to  make  ourselves 
available  for  counseling  or  just  to  "listen"  to  the  students. 

The  program  at  Gardner-Webb  College  continues  to  grow. 
The  first  deaf  student  to  graduate  will  receive  his  degree  in 
December,  1981 .  He  is  planning  to  attend  Southwestern 
Seminary  as  he  continues  to  prepare  his  life  for  Christian 
service.  Two  additional  students  will  graduate  the  following 
May.  This  program  is  touching  the  lives  of  deaf  people  because 
North  Carolina  Baptists  were  willing  to  invest  both  money 
and  manpower. 

We  continue  to  add  to  our  library  of  videocassettes.  Some  of 
the  tapes  will  be  produced  with  deaf  people  in  mind;  Bible 
studies  and  sermons.  Some  will  be  produced  with  hearing 
people  in  mind  as  we  strive  to  help  them  in  learning  and 
improving  their  sign  language.  We  are  investigating  purchasing 
some  tapes  made  in  other  states  so  the  deaf  people  will  have 
opportunity  to  benefit  from  the  ministry  of  other  pastors  and 
missionaries  to  the  deaf. 

Isaiah  29:18  is  being  fulfilled  as  we  use  every  available  means 
to  reach  deaf  people  and  encourage  them  in  their  Christian 
walk.

Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute 

Much  of  the  long-range  planning  has  been  implemented 
ahead  of  schedule.  The  Esther  Satterfield  Cafeteria  is  complete 
and  in  use.  The  new  dormitory  is  under  construction  at  this 
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time.  The  faculty  has  been  expanded  from  12  to  24.  The 
curriculum  now  includes  two  new  courses;  Bible  Background 
201  and  Bible  Literature  202.  The  library  is  growing  at  the 
rate  of  one  thousand  volumes  per  year. 

Director  of  Development,  Ted  Rhodes,  Jr.,  is  working  with 
George  McCotter  in  an  effort  to  raise  endowment  funds 
to  help  keep  student  costs  at  a  minimum.  No  fund  raising  effort 
will  be  directed  at  churches  or  normal  missions  support  bases. 

The  new  schedule  of  two  hour  class  periods  is  working  to 
everyone's  advantage.  It  is  now  possible  for  students  to  attend 
one,  two,  three  or  four  days  per  week.  All  faculty  members 
have  one-day-per-week  schedules. 

Reports  reveal  that  the  cooperative  attitude  of  graduates 
is  getting  better  year  by  year.  The  faculty  and  staff  believe  that 
denominational  integrity  is  vital  to  the  Bold  Missions  Thrust.  A 
primary  consideration  in  the  employment  of  staff  is  denom- 
inational integrity. 

With  determination  to  fill  its  purpose  to  provide  training 
for  adults  called  to  church  related  vocations,  denominational 
leaders  plan  and  work  to  make  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute 
a  worthy  mission  enterprise.

Special  Ministries 

Mentally  Retarded  Ministries 

Good  things  are  happening  in  the  area  of  ministry  for  mental- 
ly retarded  persons  in  North  Carolina.  New  classes  are  being 
formed  and  mentally  retarded  persons  and  members  of  their 
families  are  being  saved. 

The  Task  Force  Committee  members  are  actively  involved  in 
leading  training  sessions,  developing  video-cassette  materials, 
developing  an  awareness  brochure  and  helping  to  develop  the 
direction  of  ministry  in  N.C. 

Four  teachers  of  the  mentally  retarded  received  training 
in  Savannah,  Georgia,  at  a  Special  Worker's  Institute.  They  are 
ready  to  lead  training  sessions  on  the  local  church  level. 

The  Baptist  Children's  Homes  returned  some  money  left 
from  a  study  they  did  about  group  homes  for  the  mentally 
retarded,  and  the  executive  committee  designated  a  large 
part  of  it  to  the  Special  Ministries  Department.  As  a  result,  Mrs. 
Susan  Reed  has  been  employed  as  a  part-time  field  consultant 
for  ministry  to  the  mentally  retarded.  Susan  will  be  leading 
training  sessions,  developing  church  awareness  of  the  needs  of 
ministry  to  the  mentally  retarded,  editing  a  newsletter  for 
churches  with  ministries  to  the  mentally  retarded,  and  adding  a 
personal  contact  for  the  department  throughout  the  state. 
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The  annual  Happiness  Retreat  for  mentally  retarded  persons 
was  held  at  Camp  Caraway  again  with  great  success.  Seventy-ei 
mentally  retarded  persons  were  present. 


Blind  Ministries 

Interest  continues  high  in  all  the  cassette  tape  materials  we 
produce.  Two  hundred  fifteen  tapes  of  each  issue  of  the  Biblical 
Recorder  are  mailed  to  blind/visually  impaired  persons. 
Twenty-five  to  thirty-five  people  also  "read"  the  cassette  tapes 
of  the  January  Bible  Study,  the  Home  Mission  Study,  and 
the  Foreign  Mission  Study.  For  most  of  the  year  the  tapes  were 
recorded  by  volunteer  readers  from  the  Baptist  Building 
personnel. 

A  new  cassette  tape  ministry  began  this  year  through  the 
WMU  department.  They  are  producing  cassettes  of  the  Royal 
Service  magazine  monthly,  and  this  service  has  been  well 
received. 

The  national  Sunday  School,  Royal  Ambassador,  and  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  organizations  have  pledged  the  development 
of  materials  for  blind  and  visually  impaired  persons. 

Much  planning  has  gone  into  a  new  phase  of  the  develop- 
ment of  the  awareness  of  the  needs  of  blind  ministries  within 
local  churches.  This  planning  will  come  to  fruition  in  1982 
with  the  employment  of  a  blind  man,  J.H.  Waugh,  to  serve  as  a 
part-time  field  consultant.  Jay  will  make  personal  contacts 
with  the  churches  to  interpret  the  needs  and  potentials  of  a 
blind  ministry  program.

Stewardship 

The  Division  of  Stewardship  seeks  to  plan,  develop,  and 
promote  a  plan  of  biblical  stewardship  to  aid  the  churches  in 
enlisting  members  in  the  practice  of  and  growth  in  Christian 
stewardship. 

A  plan  of  biblical  stewardship  includes  the  individual 
Christian's  response  in  terms  of  giving,  life  style,  and  money 
management.  It  also  includes  the  local  church  and  its 
stewardship  responsibilities. 

Biblical  stewardship  also  includes  the  support  of  missions 
through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

The  Division's  goal  for  1981  is  to  fulfill  this  purpose  and  help 
churches  and  individuals  to  reach  Bold  Missions  giving  goals. 

Three  staff  changes  were  made.  Harold  White  retired  June  1st, 
Cleve  Wilkie  was  transferred  to  the  Missions  Division  January  1st 
to  be  Field  Coordinator  for  the  West  Virginina  project,  and  Mrs. 
Yvonne  Duke  became  assistant  office  secretary  in  June. 
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Harold  White  served  North  Carolina  Baptists  for  18  years  and 
sixty-one  days  as  associate  in  stewardship  promotion.  His 
persistant  concern  for  growth  in  Christian  stewardship  has  been 
shown  by  the  effectiveness  of  his  work  among  small  churches. 
Harold  is  at  his  best  in  leading  conferences  and  will  continue  to 
aid  in  this  area  after  retirement.  The  Stewardship  Committee  of 
the  General  Board  honored  Harold  with  a  reception  in  May  and 
the  presentation  of  a  resolution  and  plaque  at  the  May  meeting 
of  the  General  Board. 

Cleve  Wilkie  has  been  a  missionary  all  of  his  life  and  is  now 
giving  leadership  in  a  most  effective  way  to  the  special  project  of 
North  Carolina  Baptists  with  Baptists  of  West  Virginia.  He 
continues  to  be  involved  in  Stewardship  promotion  as  he  helps 
plant  churches  in  West  Virginia. 

The  Division  staff  seeks  to  achieve  its  goals  through  the 
following  programs: 

Missionary-in-Residence 

The  missionary-in-residence  program  continues  to  utilize  a 
furloughing  missionary  couple  to  interpret  mission  support 
needs  to  the  churches.  In  1981  Cloyes  and  Mary  Jo  Starnes  served 
exceptionally  well  and  have  now  returned  to  Korea. 

Bold  Missions  Stewardship  Conferences 

The  primary  thrust  of  reaching  Bold  Missions  giving  goals  has 
been  in  meetings  with  pastors  in  each  association.  The  purpose 
of  the  meetings  was  a  presentation  and  discussion  of  the 
stewardship  program  materials  in  the  "Witness  To  The  World" 
packet  developed  by  the  Division.  Conferences  were  held  in  66 
associations  with  more  than  1675  pastors  and  representatives 
from  approximately  925  churches. 

Key  Associational  Leadership  Conference 

The  Division  participated  in  the  training  of  key  associational 
leadership  by  preparing  materials  for  and  training  the  43 
associational  stewardship  chairpersons  who  attended  the 
conference  at  Ridgecrest. 

Cooperative  Program  Promotion 

Materials  have  been  prepared  and  distributed  to  aid  the 
churches  in  emphasizing  missions  support  through  the 
Cooperative  Program.  Special  emphasis  was  given  to  Cooperative 
Program  Day  in  April  and  Cooperative  Program  Month  in 
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October.  Reports  were  made  to  the  churches  on  missions 
support  through  the  Cooperative  Program  four  times  during  the 
year. 

The  Great  Challenge 

The  Division  sponsored  and  provided  a  consultant  to  lead  The 
Great  Challenge  Stewardship  Program  in  46  churches.  The  Great 
Challenge  is  a  stewardship  program  designed  especially  for 
smaller  churches.  Major  emphasis  will  be  given  to  this  program 
in  1982. 

Special  Seminars 

Forty-five  participants,  including  seven  from  West  Virginia, 
attended  a  three  day  Stewardship  Seminar  in  August.  The 
program  included  a  Biblical-Theological  study  of  stewardship 
and  an  overview  of  stewardship  programs.  Dr.  John  Bunn 
presented  a  paper  on  "Giving  in  Worship".  Participants  are  asked 
to  be  available  to  assist  churches  with  stewardship  programs. 

A  Family  Financial  Planning  Workshop  involved  12  couples  in  a 
process  of  clarifying  Christian  commitments,  financial  goal 
setting,  assessment  of  resources  and  the  development  of  a  family 
spending/saving/giving  plan.  Each  couple  was  asked  to  plan  and 
lead  a  church  or  associational  Family  Financial  Planning 
Workshop  within  the  next  year. 

Through  a  Stewardship  update  page  in  the  Church  Leader  and 
reports  carried  by  the  Biblical  Recorder  the  Division  has  sought 
to  communicate  to  church  leadership  information  that  will  help 
Bold  Giving.

Youth  and  Campus  Ministries 

The  Convention  has  instructed  us  to  challenge  college 
students  with  the  Gospel  and  nurture  them  in  Christian  growth. 
We  are  responsible,  as  well,  for  the  coordination  of  the 
Convention's  ministry  with  junior  and  senior  highs.  Some 
specifics  of  the  state-level  programs  appear  in  the  sections  that 
follow. 

A  major  component  of  our  work  is  the  projection  of  programs 
and  personal  ministry  on  college  campuses  through  General 
Board  employment  of  ten  ministers,  cooperative  support  of  eight 
persons  in  our  Baptist  educational  institutions,  work  with  about 
two  dozen  volunteers  and  joint  efforts  with  other  denominations 
in  two  locations.  A  typical  program  includes  Bible  study, 
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fellowship,  work  with  internationals,  worship,  personal  witness 
training,  mission  efforts  and  discussions  of  contemporary  issues 
in  light  of  teams  going  into  churches  to  share  with  youth  and 
adults  there. 

Campus  ministers  and  BSUers  across  the  state  were  trained  by 
WMU  and  Brotherhood  leaders  to  teach  the  fall  Foreign  Missions 
study  on  West  Africa.  Our  work  in  Togo,  one  of  those  countries, 
was  a  major  emphasis  of  that  study.  Rachel  Ward  joined  the  staff 
as  Division  Secretary,  replacing  Betty  Pruitt  who  passed  away  in 
December  of  1980.  Mrs.  Pruitt  had  served  enthusiastically  and 
efficiently  for  almost  a  decade.  Don  Norrington,  whose 
experience  in  student  work  spans  a  dozen  years  and  three  states 
has  become  campus  minister  at  Appalachian  State.  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Men,  under  the  leadership  of  Archie  Jones,  have 
done  the  primary  construction  work  on  a  new  Baptist  Student 
Center  at  Pembroke  State.  Work  continues,  with  the  guidance  of 
Hank  Greer,  on  planned  giving  and  endowment  for  local  campus 
ministry  programming.  BSU  alumni  and  friends  are  the  focus  of 
this  interpretive  effort. 

Youth  ministry,  with  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Davis  Bowen,  was 
carried  in  large  part  by  Beverly  Tresch  until  her  resignation  in 
June.  David  Moore  in  addition  to  his  already  heavy  load,  served 
most  capably  to  coordinate  the  youth  ministries  and  study 
possible  alternatives  for  future  Convention  responsibility  in  this 
area.  Rich  Traylor  and  Kay  Huggins  have  carried  a  part  of  this 
work,  somehow  finding  time  to  fit  it  in  alongside  their  regular 
responsibilities.  Carol  Boone  has  served  with  rare  patience  and 
capability  as  the  one  secretary  who  has  "seen  us  through"  these 
unusual  months.

Commuter  Student  Ministries 
And  Career  Development 

Commuter  Student  Ministries 

New  ministries  continue  to  develop  and  established  work 
continues  to  grow  among  North  Carolina  Community  Colleges 
and  Technical  Schools.  Presently,  student  ministries  exist  at 
Sandhills,  Surry,  Central  Piedmont,  Wilkes,  Caldwell  and 
Davidson  County  Community  colleges  and  at  Durham,  Mayland 
and  Piedmont  Technical  Schools.  A  major  emphasis  for  a  second 
year  has  been  a  seminary  intern,  Joel  Elder,  employed  to  explore 
and  help  establish  volunteer  campus  ministers  in  the  western 
part  of  the  state. 
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Volunteer  Directors 


Because  of  the  large  number  of  schools  and  colleges  in  North 
Carolina  (about  120),  it  is  of  vital  importance  that  we  work  closely 
with  a  growing  number  of  volunteer  directors  of  student  work. 
Support,  resources  and  conferences  remain  an  essential  part  of 
the  total  scope  of  campus  ministry.  Atlantic  Christian,  Brevard, 
Lenoir-Rhyne,  Louisburg,  Elon,  High  Point,  Mt.  Olive,  Pfeiffer, 
Davidson  and  UNC-Asheville  have  active  volunteer-led  student 
groups. 

Student  Evangelism 

Local  campus  activities  and  plans  have  been  underway  for 
participation  in  the  1982  Crusade  in  North  Carolina.  To  assist  in 
this  venture,  an  Evangelism  Strategy  Workshop  was  held  at 
Caraway,  May  19-20,  with  25  students  and  14  campus  ministers  in 
attendance.  SHARE  Seminars,  discussion  groups,  outreach  teams 
and  witness  training  constitute  some  of  the  efforts  to  share  their 
faith  and  lead  other  students,  both  into  a  deeper  awareness  of 
their  own  faith,  and  how  to  speak  about  that  faith  to  fellow 
students. 

Career  and  Life  Directions 

Workshops,  retreats  and  courses  were  conducted  for  more 
than  two  hundred  students,  focusing  on  career  choices  and 
decision-making  in  light  of  our  Christian  calling.  Locations 
included  the  BSU  Spring  Conference,  Meredith  College,  UNC- 
C,  and  several  church,  high  school  and  college  groups.

Specialized  Student/ 
Church  Ministries 

Baptist  Youth  Corps/Local  Church  Ministry 

During  the  summer  of  1981  there  were  66  students  from  seven 
Baptist  colleges  participating  in  the  Baptist  Youth  Corps  and  14 
students  from  other  colleges  and  universities  in  the  state 
participating  in  Local  Church  Ministry.  These  80  students  served 
churches  and  associations  across  North  Carolina  for  ten  weeks, 
assisting  in  youth,  children's  and  music  ministry.  Purpose  of  the 
program  is:  the  development  of  young  people  for  a  church 
related  vocation  or  lay  leadership  role  in  our  churches,  the 
assisting  of  the  local  church  in  strengthening  its  ministries,  and 
the  promotion  of  the  seven  Baptist  Colleges  and  the  Baptist 
Student  Unions  on  non-Baptist  campuses.  The  students  were 
supervised  by  the  campus  ministers  of  the  seven  Baptist  colleges. 
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Married  Student  Ministries 


An  engaged  couples  retreat  was  held  in  March  for  couples. 
Several  campuses  have  now  begun  a  specialized  ministry  with 
married  students.  We  continue  the  effort  to  raise  the  level  of 
awareness  about  the  needs  of  married  students  on  our  campuses.

Student  Ministries 

There  are  Baptist  Student  Unions  on  more  than  25  campuses 
across  the  state.  Student  Ministries  seek  to  support  and 
complement  the  work  being  done  on  local  campuses. 

Spring  Conference 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  students  were  part  of  the  BSU  Spring 
Conference  held  at  Caraway,  April  3-5.  The  theme,  "Sharing 
Survival  Skills"  was  developed  with  three  major  emphases: 
leadership  training  with  Bob  Dale;  special  guidance  for 
graduating  seniors;  and  an  emphasis  on  Christian  dating  and 
marriage  with  Bill  and  Judy  Eastman. 

Summer  Missions 

Students  contributed  more  than  $20,000  for  missions.  This 
enabled  17  students  to  serve  in  a  variety  of  ministries.  The 
Apostoloi  Team  worked  with  10  different  churches  in  the 
Randolph  Association;  four  students  worked  in  general  missions 
with  the  Home  Mission  Board  in  New  York  and  West  Virginia;  six 
students  were  involved  in  ministry  in  North  Carolina  working 
with  elderly,  juvenile  delinquents,  the  mentally  retarded  and  in  a 
Children's  Home. 

State  Officers'  Workshop 

Fifty  students  from  18  different  campuses  met  at  Caraway, 
August  29-30,  to  plan  State  BSU  activities  for  the  year.  Under  the 
leadership  of  the  executive  committee,  seven  committees 
presented  areas  of  work  for  1981-82.  Chris  Wylie,  an  ASU 
student,  is  State  BSU  President. 

Baptist  Student  Convention 

More  than  600  students  representing  BSUs  and  church  college 
groups  met  at  Ridgecrest  for  the  Baptist  Student  Convention, 
September  25-27.  Program  personnel  included:  Mel  Williams, 
Atlanta;  Sam  Proctor,  New  Jersey;  Norman  Gaddis,  Winston- 
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Salem;  and  Malcomb  Tolbert,  Wake  Forest.  The  theme  for  the 
convention  was,  "The  Disciplines  of  Hope."

Youth  Ministry 

Youth  Ministry  is  the  term  used  to  identify  all  youth  related 
organizations,  programs,  activities,  and  special  events.  Spiritual 
growth,  personal  growth,  skill  development,  leadership  training, 
discipleship,  and  statewide  programming  are  all  a  part  of  Youth 
Ministry.  Youth  Ministry  is  a  part  of  the  church's  total  ministry 
and  should  be  actively  involved  in  the  overall  church 
programming. 

Youth  Ministry  Workshop/Fellowship 

This  conference  combined  two  events  into  one,  and  met  at  the 
Caraway  Conference  Center  March  19-21.  With  fifty  persons, 
professional  and  lay  youth  ministers  alike  in  attendance,  the 
meeting  focused  on  reasons  for  ministry  "burnout",  and 
consequent  assistance  in  maintaining  healthy  support  in 
preventing  such.  These  sessions  were  led  by  Dr.  Ed  Bratcher, 
pastor,  Manassas  Baptist  Church,  Manassas,  Virginia. 

High  School  Seniors'  Retreat 

One  hundred  fifteen  high  school  seniors  attended  this  retreat 
at  Camp  Caraway,  February  27-March  1.  Areas  of  discussion 
related  to  the  changes  which  take  place  after  high  school 
graduation.  Sessions  were  led  by  Dr.  Tom  Corts,  President, 
Wingate  College,  Bill  Edwards,  Associate  pastor,  First  Baptist 
Church,  Wilson,  other  college  chaplains  and  students  around  the 
theme"ls  There  Life  After  High  School?" 

Youth  Conferences  I,  II,  III,  IV 

For  each  of  four  weks  at  the  N.C.  Baptist  Assembly, 
approximately  1,000  youth  explored  their  lives  as  Christian 
disciples  around  a  theme  "Caution:  Rainbow  Under 
Construction."  Small  group  sessions,  Bible  study,  worship  and 
church  group  devotions  helped  each  day  to  focus  on  areas  of  the 
nature  of  God  in  convenant-making,  the  worth  and  self-image  of 
young  people,  decision-making,  and  Christian  responsibility  in 
relationship  to  others. 

Christian  Drama  Conference 

Around  150  persons  attended  this  event  at  First  Baptist  Church, 
Asheville,  October  16-18.  "Curtain  Call"  emphasized  the  "how- 
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to's"  of  Christian  drama  in  the  local  church,  led  by  John  Hack, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Everett  Robertson  of  the  Sunday  School  Board,  and 
Richard  Ryan  and  Louise  Noffsinger,  drama  specialists  in  North 
Carolina  churches.

Christian  Higher  Education 

Council  Membership 

Spanning  a  period  of  37  years,  the  Council  on  Christian  Higher 
Education  has  served  the  Convention  and  Baptist  colleges. 
Among  the  responsibilities  of  the  Council,  stated  in  the 
Convention  Bylaws,  is  that  of  formulating  and  promoting  "plans 
for  increasing  interest  in  and  the  support  of  these  institutions." 
Interpretation  of  Christian  higher  education  to  the  churches, 
study  of  the  institutions'  needs  and  the  preparation  of  the 
Christian  higher  education  annual  budget  are  also  performed  by 
the  Council.  Since  1944,  four  persons  have  served  as  executive 
secretary  to  the  Council:  Claude  F.  Gaddy,  Harold  Cole,  Ben  C. 
Fisher  and  T.  Robert  Mullinax.  Grace  Yow  serves  as 
administrative  assistant  to  the  executive  secretary. 

The  Council  membership  is  made  up  of  the 
following:  presidents,  academic  deans  and  chairmen  of  boards  of 
trustees  of  the  colleges/universities;  and  the  General  Board's 
Committee  on  Christian  Higher  Education.  Ex  officio  members  of 
the  Council  are  Cecil  A.  Ray,  general  secretary-treasurer,  Baptist 
State  Convention;  Cecil  E.  Sherman,  president,  Baptist  State 
Convention;  J.  Dewey  Hobbs,  president,  General  Board,  Baptist 
State  Convention;  Mrs.  Horace  McRae,  president,  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Woman's  Missionary  Union;  and  T.  Robert 
Mullinax,  executive  secretary,  Council  on  Christian  Higher 
Education. 

New  members  elected  last  year  to  Council  membership  from 
the  General  Board  are  Millard  Brown,  C.R.  Dale,  Lloyd  V.  Fish, 
Jr.,  and  Larry  S.  Plemmons. 

Enrollment 

While  the  total  number  of  students  attending  classes  at  the 
seven  schools  is  15,798,  the  more  accurate  way  of  stating 
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enrollment  is  listing  the  full-time  equivalent  number,  based 
upon  a  12-semester  hou',  class  load.  The  North  Carolina  Baptist 
college/university  registrars  reported  the  following  full-time 
student  enrollments  as  of  September  10, 1981:

Financial  Challenges 

The  pressures  of  inflation  on  campus  and  in  the  lives  of 
students  and  their  families  have  been  felt  keenly  by  each  of  the 
seven  schools.  The  challenges  of  meeting  enrollment  needs  and 
projecting  food,  utility  and  tuition  costs  into  the  following  year 
are  problems  for  the  colleges.  As  always,  but  especially  now,  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  and  universities  are  grateful  for 
the  generous  financial  support  of  Christian  higher  education 
through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

Scholarship  and  loan  funds  for  student  financial  aid  have  been 
affected  by  changes  in  the  Federal  budget.  Although  fewer 
dollars  from  outside  sources  are  available  to  college  students, 
Baptist  colleges  continue  to  make  the  same  commitment:  No 
qualified  Baptist  young  person  will  be  deprived  of  a  college 
education  for  financial  reasons.  There  will  be  sufficient  aid  funds 
for  those  who  are  accepted  and  who  demonstrate  financial  need. 
Cooperative  Program  funds  undergird  all  of  the  colleges' 
programs,  including  student  aid.  The  colleges'  share  of  the  North 
Carolina  Missions  Offering  becomes  part  of  the  Baptist  college 
financial  aid  program. 

Study  Book  for  Churches 

The  Council  on  Christian  Higher  Education  produced  and 
printed  in  1981  a  book  entitled  On  Mission:  The 
Church/College  Alliance.  Complimentary  copies  were  sent  to 
pastors  in  September,  with  suggestions  for  use  by  groups  within 
churches.  Written  with  such  groups  in  mind,  the  book's  chapter 
headings  are: 

Chapter  I  -  What  are  the  Purposes  of  a  Christian 
College  or  University? 

Chapter  II  -  Who  are  the  People  Who  Make  Up  the 
College  Community? 

Chapter  III  -  How  Does  the  College  Community  De- 
cide on  Policies  and  Programs  That  will  Genuinely 
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Reflect  the  Purposes  of  a  Christian  Institution? 
Chapter  IV  -  What  are  Some  of  the  Distinctive  Prob- 
lems that  Baptist  Colleges  Encounter  as  They  At- 
tempt to  Fulfill  Their  Educational  Mission  in  a  Christ- 
ian Context?

Claude  F.  Gaddy 

On  April  24,  1981,  the  death  of  Claude  F.  Gaddy  took  from  the 
ranks  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  a  true  servant,  an  insightful 
pioneer  in  Christian  higher  education,  a  wise  leader  with  a  broad 
understanding  and  love  for  the  total  work  of  the  Baptist 
denomination.  Spending  much  of  his  life  in  public  education  as 
teacher,  principal  and  superintendent,  he  served  from  1946-1961 
as  the  first  executive  secretary  of  the  Council  on  Christian  Higher 
Education.  In  1963,  he  was  named  acting  general  secretary- 
treasurer  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  following  the  death  of 
Douglas  M.  Branch.  Baptist  colleges  and  the  Council  on  Christian 
Higher  Education  were,  under  his  superior  leadership,  focused 
upon  service  to  young  people  through  Christian  Higher 
education.  Those  who  have  followed  him  have  had  a  worthy 
foundation  upon  which  to  build. 

Wake  Forest  University 

The  new  Covenant  Relationship  between  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  and  Wake  Forest  University  became  operative  in 
January,  1981.  At  that  time,  Cooperative  Program  funds 
continued  to  go  to  Wake  Forest  at  the  option  of  the  individual 
church  through  a  plan  approved  by  the  Convention. 

While  it  is  true  that  Wake  Forest  University  is  not  listed  in  the 
Convention's  budget,  the  Covenant  provides  for  the 
continuation  of  a  relationship  to  be  fostered  and  nurtured  by 
both  the  Convention  and  the  University.  All  Wake  Forest  trustees 
are  elected  by  the  Convention.  The  university  president, 
academic  dean  and  trustee  chairman  continue  as  members  of  the 
Council  on  Christian  Higher  Education,  as  before.  Wake  Forest 
personnel  are  eligible  to  serve,  also,  as  members  of  the  Council 
on  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs  (Convention  Constitution, 
Article  XIV,G.  Unfortunately,  in  the  1979  Annual,  an  error  was

made  in  Article  IX,  D.  I.a,  referring  to  "six  Baptist  colleges" 
rather  than  seven.  The  error  was  corrected  in  the  1980  Annual.) 

Conclusion 

The  Council  report  concludes  with  a  quotation  from  the 
Minutes  of  the  Atlantic  Baptist  Association,  October  31, 1889, 
whose  truth  ages  not  with  age: 

Education  is  power.  Proper  education  is  power  for  good, 
a  power  which  cannot  be  overestimated  .  .  .  This  will  apply 
to  denominations  as  well  as  individuals.  We,  as  Baptists, 
must  not  ignore  the  education  of  our  people  if  we  would 
expect  the  greatest  power  in  uplifting  the  masses  and 
aggressively  prosecute  the  work  assigned  to  us.

Campbell  University 

A  place  of  education  —  of  mind  and  body,  but  more 
importantly,  of  Christian  values,  Campbell  University  stands 
ready  to  enter  its  second  century  firmly  committed  to  the  value 
of  Christian  higher  education.  On  August  17, 1981,  registration 
began  for  the  96th  year  of  classes  at  Campbell.  The  1981-82 
school  year  will  be  one  of  great  challenges  for  the  school.  But 
challenges  met  and  challenges  overcome  have  always  been  a 
Campbell  hallmark. 

The  school  year  began  for  the  faculty  with  Orientation  on 
August  13-14.  The  theme  of  this  year's  faculty  orientation  was 
"Christian  Values  in  Higher  Education." 

Participating  in  the  Orientation,  along  with  over  150  Campbell 
faculty  and  staff  members,  were  Dr.  Harvey  Duke,  pastor,  First 
Baptist  Church  of  Cary,  North  Carolina;  Dr.  Herbert  Gabhart, 
president  of  Belmont  College,  Nashville,  Tennessee;  and  Dr. 
Arthur  Walker,  Jr.,  executive  secretary  of  the  Education 
Commission  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

Opening  Convocation  was  held  on  August  25, 1981.  Principal 
speaker  at  the  Convocation  was  Dr.  Ben  C.  Fisher,  retired 
executive  director  of  the  Education  Commission  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  assistant  to  the  president  of  Campbell  and 
recently  appointed  executive  director  of  the  American 
Association  of  Presidents  of  Independent  Colleges  and 
Universities. 

The  year  1980-81  will  long  be  remembered  at  Campbell  as  one 
of  its  most  challenging  and  successful.  On  May  13, 1981, 
Campbell  University  announced  the  establishment  of  an  MBA 
program  at  North  Carolina  Wesleyan  College  in  Rocky  Mount, 
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North  Carolina.  In  June,  Campbell  also  introduced  the  M.E. 
program  at  the  Wesleyan  campus.  Both  programs  will  begin  in 
the  fall  semester. 

A  major  milestone  for  Campbell  University  School  of  Law  was 
reached  on  August  12, 1981,  when  word  was  given  that  the 
House  of  Delegates  of  the  American  Bar  Association 
unanimously  approved  the  school's  full  and  final  accreditation. 
This  final  accreditation  was  accomplished  after  two  years  of 
provisional  approval,  the  minimum  time  possible  under  the 
regulations  of  the  ABA.  Campbell's  law  school  received  further 
national  recognitition  when  Charles  Rawls,  a  third-year  law 
student,  presently  serving  as  ABA  Law  Student  Division  Governor 
for  the  Carolinas  and  Virginia,  was  elected  chairman  of  the  ABA 
Law  Student  Division  for  the  entire  United  States.  In  this  position, 
Mr.  Rawls  heads  a  nation-wide  law  student  organization  and 
represents  over  44,000  members. 

Campbell  University  is  pleased  with  the  success  to  date  of  the 
University  School  of  Law.  It  has  meshed  well  with  the  overall 
University  structure  and  purpose.  The  law  faculty  and  staff 
adhere  to  and  encourage  their  students  with  the  ideals  and 
concepts  of  Campbell's  Christian  mission,  which  is  to  prepare 
them  to  function  as  competent  and  ethical  lawyers  in  any  state  in 
the  Union.  However,  special  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  problems 
and  opportunities  for  the  practice  of  law  in  North  Carolina  and 
the  Southeast. 

Campbell  has  three  graduations  each  year.  Mid-year 
commencement  was  held  on  December  17, 1980.  Dr.  Dale  O. 
Steele,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Burlington,  addressed 
the  131  graduates.  Dr.  Luther  R.  Doffermyre,  former  chief  of  staff 
at  Betsy  Johnson  Memorial  Hospital  in  Dunn  and  long-time 
friend  of  Campbell  University,  Mr.  J.D.  Currin,  co-chairman  of 
the  Campbell  Century  Club,  and  Dr.  Dale  O.  Steele  were 
presented  the  Algernon  Sydney  Sullivan  Medallion. 

Spring  commencement  was  held  on  May  10-11, 1981.  More 
than  300  graduating  students  heard  Dr.  Derek  S.  Birley,  rector  of 
Ulster  Polytechnic  in  Belfast,  Ireland,  deliver  the  commencement 
address  and  Dr.  Denton  Lotz,  associate  secretary  and  director  of 
the  Baptist  World  Alliance  Division  of  Evangelism  and  Education 
in  Washington,  D.C.,  give  the  commencement  sermon.  Campbell 
University  awarded  four  honorary  degrees  during  the  ceremony 
to:  Dr.  Derek  S.  Birley,  (L.H.D.);  North  Carolina  Chief  Justice 
Joseph  Branch,  (LL.D.);  Dr.  Denton  Lotz,  (D.D);  and  Mr.  W. 
Roger  Soles,  president  of  Jefferson-Pilot  Corporation  and 
Jefferson  Standard  Life  Insurance  Company  (LL.D).  Mr.  Marion 
Eakes,  former  chairman  and  current  member  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  and  Mr.  Bobby  L.  Murray,  former  trustee  and  chairman 
of  the  Advancement  Council,  received  the  Algernon  Sydney 
Sullivan  Award. 

The  summer  commencement  exercises  were  held  on  August  1, 
1981,  with  118  students  receiving  degrees.  The  principal  speaker 
during  this  occasion  was  Dr.  Roy  J.  Smith,  associate  general 
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secretary  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina.  In 
recognition  of  his  outstanding  career  and  his  work  for  the 
Convention,  Campbell  awarded  him  the  honorary  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Divinity.  Mrs.  Annabelle  Lundy  Fetterman,  a  member 
of  the  presidential  board  of  advisors,  and  Mrs.  Iris  Jarvis  Fulcher, 
a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees,  received  the  Algernon 
Sydney  Sullivan  Award. 

Campbell  University  is  pleased  to  announce  that,  once  again, 
for  the  year  ending  May  31, 1981,  it  operated  slightly  in  the  black, 
a  major  accomplishment  with  the  present  inflationary  trend  of 
our  economy.  Total  operational  receipts  from  all  sources  were 
$15,627,139.00.  The  positive  support  from  North  Carolina  Baptists 
of  Campbell  University  and  the  financial  support  received  from 
the  Cooperative  Program  are  vital  to  our  success  and  survival. 

The  year  1980-81  saw  proof  that  Campbell  University's 
influence  has  extended  to  places  far  beyond  the  confines  of 
North  Carolina.  In  recent  years,  Campbell  has  cooperated  with 
Ulster  College  in  Belfast,  Ireland,  and  Tunku  Abdul  Rahman 
College  in  Kuala  Lumpur,  Malaysia,  in  sponsoring  a  Bachelor  of 
Science  degree  in  Applied  Sciences  awarded  by  Campbell  at  the 
Malaysian  school.  The  first  commencement  was  held  on  July  16 
with  a  graduating  class  of  15  students.  Representing  Campbell 
University  were  Dr.  Norman  A.  Wiggins,  president,  and  Dr. 
Lamar  Norwood,  chairman  of  the  committee  of  external 
examiners.  Graduates  of  the  Malaysian  school  are  Campbell 
University  graduates  and  will  be  so  honored  in  the  academic 
records. 

The  total  sum  of  Campbell's  student  grants  and  other  financial 
scholarship  aid  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  May  31, 1981,  came  to 
$2,779,693.15,  exclusive  of  loans  administered  by  Campbell 
University.  As  costs  continue  to  rise,  student  aid  becomes  more 
vital  in  successful  student  recruitment  and  Campbell  must  find 
the  means  to  expand  this  program. 

Advancement  efforts  for  the  University  are  currently  centered 
on  the  Campbell  Centennial  Fund  Drive.  In  its  third  year,  the 
Campaign  will  raise  $25,000,000  by  January  5, 1987,  the  school's 
centennial  anniversary.  The  first  goal  of  the  Centennial  Fund  was 
to  raise  $2,500,000  for  the  construction  of  a  new  Fine  Arts 
Building.  Campbell  University  is  pleased  to  report  that  the  initial 
campaign  has  reached  a  successful  conclusion.  During  the  year, 
Campbell  received,  in  total  gifts  and  grants  from  all  sources,  the 
sum  of  $4,472,198.16. 

On  November  20, 1980,  the  entire  Campbell  University  family 
was  deeply  saddened  by  the  sudden  and  unexpected  death  of 
Dr.  L.  Bryant  Ledgerwood,  distinguished  educator  and  academic 
dean  of  the  University.  Dr.  A.R.  Burkot,  Vice  President  and 
Provost  Emeritus,  immediately  assumed  the  duties  of  academic 
dean  until  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Jerry  M.  Wallace  as  Dean  and 
Director  of  Graduate  Studies  on  June  5, 1981.  Prior  to  his 
appointment,  Dr.  Wallace  served  as  chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Religion  and  Philosophy  at  Campbell  and,  since  1975,  has 
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been  the  holder  of  the  Tyner  Chair  of  Religion. 

Campbell  University  was  also  deeply  saddened  by  the  deaths 
of  several  trustees,  advisors  and  friends:  Mr.  Albert  C.  Greene, 
trustee;  Judge  Lacy  Collier,  trustee;  Dr.  Claude  F.  Gaddy, 
educator  and  administrator,  retired  executive  secretary  of  the 
Council  on  Christian  Higher  Education  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention;  Mr.  Harry  T.  Carter,  son  of  Harry  Carter  —  former 
trustee  and  member  of  the  presidential  board  of  advisors;  Dr. 
Richard  B.  Johnson,  honorary  Doctor  of  Humanities  degree 
recipient  from  Campbell  University  in  1975;  Dr.  Hugh  Archie 
Matthews,  former  trustee  and  distinguished  alumnus;  Mr.  Truby 
Proctor,  Sr.,  beloved  friend  and  major  benefactor  of  Campbell 
University;  Dr.  Cleon  W.  Sanders,  Buies  Creek  Academy 
graduate  of  1922  and  loyal  friend  of  Campbell  University;  Judge 
Robert  Lee  Gavin,  member  of  the  presidential  board  of  advisors; 
and  Mr.  Hal  Bradley,  coach  of  Lillington  High  School  and 
devoted  friend  of  Campbell  University. 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  May  31, 1981,  the  vice 
president  for  Business  reported  Campbell's  Capital  Plant 
liabilities  were  as  follows: 

Campbell  University  has  a  net  indebtedness  of  $4,111,012.78; 
the  major  portion  of  this  indebtedness  is  in  the  form  of  residence 
hall  bonds  or  notes  and  carries  an  interest  rate  of  23A  percent  to  5 
percent.  The  minor  portion  of  the  indebtedness  which  is  non- 
liquidating  carries  an  interest  rate  of  12  percent.  The  present 
indebtedness,  both  self-liquidating  and  otherwise,  constitutes  no 
threat  to  the  sound  fiscal  operation  of  the  University.

Chowan  College 

The  annual  Faculty/Staff  Worshop,  August  20-22, 1981, 
inaugurated  the  134th  year  in  the  history  of  Chowan  College  as 
an  institution  committed  to  the  provision  of  higher  educational 
opportunity  within  the  context  of  Christian  faith  and 
commitment.  Registration  of  students  for  fall  semester  classes 
was  scheduled  for  August  25,  with  September  3  being  the  last 
possible  date  for  matriculation  for  the  fall  term.  It  is  anticipated 
that  final  total  enrollment  will  approximate  1,125-1,150  students. 

The  Department  of  Language  and  Literature  and  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Physical  Education  —  in  particular  — 
strengthened  their  curricular  programs  through  the  offering  of 
new  courses  and  new  curricula  during  the  past  academic  year.  In 
the  case  of  the  former,  a  course  in  Writing  Fundamentals  was 
developed  for  and  required  of  incoming  freshmen  whose 
diagnostic  test  scores  indicated  they  would  experience  difficulty 
in  mastering  the  standard  freshman  English  course,  due  to 
inadequate  writing  skills.  In  the  case  of  the  latter,  new  curricula 
were  designed  in  Pre-Health  and  Physical  Education  and  in  Pre- 
Sports  Medicine,  necessitating  the  addition  of  new  course 
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offerings  in  First  Aid  and  Safety  and  in  Sports  Officiating. 
Likewise,  the  Special  Services  Program  (tutoring  assistance) 
reported  a  good  academic  improvement  record  among  those 
students  who  availed  themselves  of  the  services  provided 
through  this  segment  of  the  student  development  program. 

With  the  completion  of  the  Jesse  Helms  Physical  Education 
Center  —  the  last  major  teaching/learning  facility  envisioned  by 
the  current  Long  Range  Master  Plan  —  attention  has  been 
directed  to  the  renovation/remodeling  of  certain  existing 
structures  on  campus,  in  keeping  with  the  philosophy  of 
providing  the  best  possible  physical  accommodations  for  the 
college's  curricular  and  co-curricular  programming.  In  this 
regard,  the  former  gymnasium  —  constructed  in  1954  ~  has  been 
completely  renovated  to  house  an  enlarged  student  center, 
including  the  student  post  office,  spacious  lounging/study  areas, 
game  rooms,  laundry  facilities,  a  roller  skating  rink,  Student 
Government  Association  offices,  and  a  multi-purpose  conference 
room.  The  F.O.  Mixon  Residence  Hall  for  Men  —  constructed  in 
1956  —  has  been  refurbished  throughout,  to  include  individual 
heating/air  conditioning  units,  carpeting,  and  wall  panelling. 
Bathroom  and  laundry  facilities  have  been  upgraded 
considerably,  adding  to  the  value  and  attractiveness  of  this 
particular  housing  unit. 

Chowan  College  continued  her  impressive  record  of  fiscal 
operation  in  the  black  to  twenty-three  consecutive  years  during 
fiscal  1980-81,  while  working  within  an  operating  budget  of 
$6,800,000.  The  status  of  the  college's  indebtedness  for  capital 
needs  purposes  as  of  May  31, 1981,  stood  as  follows:

Items  1,  2  and  5  represent  loans  made  from  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development,  40-year  loans  at  interest  rates 
indicated,  and  the  loan  on  each  facility  is  self-liquidating  from 
rents  and  boarding  fees  charged.  Item  3  represents  a  loan  from 
the  U.S.  Office  of  Education.  The  loan  for  additional  land,  item  4, 
is  by  arrangement  with  the  original  owner  who,  for  tax  purposes, 
would  not  agree  to  be  paid  other  than  over  a  period  of  twelve 
years.  Approximately  115  acres  immediately  adjacent  to  the 
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campus  are  involved.  Item  6  represents  a  loan,  approved  by  the 
Convention,  to  construct  and  equip  a  science-engineering 
facility  which  cost  $1,300,000.  The  loan  was  made  by  The  Planters 
National  Bank  and  Trust  Company  of  Ahoskie.  Item  7  was  a  loan 
approved  by  the  Convention  in  1978  for  a  sum  not  to  exceed 
$1,750,000.  The  loan  was  made  to  the  College  by  four  local  banks. 

Cooperative  Ministries/Programs  were  conducted  with  various 
divisions  and  departments  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina  throughout  the  academic  year  1980-81.  Among 
these  divisions/departments  were  the  Council  on  Christian 
Higher  Education,  Youth  and  Campus  Ministries  (BSU  and 
related  work),  Church  Programs  (January  Bible  Study  Emphasis), 
Brotherhood  (Royal  Ambassador  Day  on  campus),  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  (Regional  Baptist  Women's  workshop),  and 
Communications.  The  college's  Baptist  Resource  Center,  which 
has  received  some  initial  funding  through  the  Division  of 
Missions,  is  operating  on  a  limited  basis,  due  to  staff  and  space 
limitations.  The  institution  continues  to  value  every  occasion  for 
cooperative  and/or  mutual  services  with  those  other  divisions, 
departments,  institutions,  and  agencies  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  with  whom  she  shares  the  overall  task  of  Christian 
mission.  Moreover,  that  measure  of  financial  and  spiritual 
support  received  from  the  Convention  and  her  cooperating 
churches  continues  to  elicit  profound  gratitude  on  the  part  of 
the  institution,  together  with  the  pledge  to  maintain  an 
educational  program  which  is  consistent  with  Christian  concerns 
and  values.  Baptists  throughout  the  State  are  encouraged  to 
acquaint  themselves  with  that  ministry  of  education  which  is 
provided  by  this  second-oldest  educational  institution  related  to 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

During  the  preceding  year,  death  has  removed  from  our  midst 
the  following  persons  who  had  devoted  a  significant  portion  of 
their  lives  and  means  to  the  cause  of  Christian  higher  education 
through  Chowan  College:  Mrs.  Alma  Freeman  White,  Board  of 
Trustees,  1951-54,  who  died  on  September  12, 1980;  Marion 
Eugene  Williams,  Sr.,  Department  of  Language  and  Literature, 
1949-1974,  who  died  on  September  15, 1980;  James  Irving  Brooks, 
Sr.,  Dean  of  the  College,  1956-61,  who  died  on  September  20, 
1980;  William  Irvine  Marable,  Department  of  Language  and 
Literature,  1956-74,  who  died  on  March  27, 1981;  Mrs.  Dell 
Landreth  McKeithan,  Department  of  Language  and  Literature, 
1967-78,  who  died  on  June  3, 1981;  and  Mrs.  Ruby  Braswell 
Milgrom,  Board  of  Advisors,  1980-81,  who  died  on  July  20, 1981. 
Mention  should  also  be  made  in  this  regard  of  the  Honorable 
Colgate  Whitehead  Darden,  Jr.,  benefactor  and  good  friend,  who 
died  on  June  9, 1981.

The  year  1981  has  been  a  year  of  growth  at  Gardner-Webb 
College,  growth  in  enrollment,  campus  facilities,  gift  income  and 
academic  programs. 

A  series  of  events  will  highlight  the  1982  opening  of  the  $3.8 
million  Lutz-Yelton  Convocation  Center.  The  Center's  5,000-seat 
athletic  arena  will  give  the  basketball  team  an  opportunity  to 
exhibit  their  skills,  while  the  600-seat  theatre  will  provide  a 
showcase  for  the  talents  of  the  fine  arts  department.  The 
inductive  loop  system  installed  in  this  multi-purpose  building  will 
enable  the  hearing  impaired  to  participate  fully  in  the  varied 
activities  planned  for  this  facility. 

The  largest  growth  in  enrollment  and  program  expansion  has 
been  in  the  educational  program  for  adults.  At  the  beginning  of 
1980,  five  regional  centers  were  in  operation.  As  the  1981 
academic  year  began,  one  on-campus  and  ten  off-campus 
centers  were  operating,  including  the  Catawba  County  Center, 
Davidson  County  Center,  Iredell  County  Center,  Surry  County 
Center,  Eastridge  Mall  Center,  Gaston  Center,  Isothermal  Center, 
Lincoln  Center,  Morganton  Center  and  Spartanburg  Center. 

A  communications  major  is  in  the  development  stage  at 
Gardner-Webb  College.  A  community  newspaper,  The  Foothills 
View,  purchased  by  the  College,  is  operated  by  a  managing 
editor  and  student  staff.  This  unique  situation  provides  practical 
experiences  in  addition  to  the  classroom  instruction  in 
journalism.  The  College  also  operates  a  5,000-watt  FM,  stereo 
radio  station. 

The  Master's  Degree  Program,  begun  in  the  summer  of  1980, 
continues  to  expand  with  courses  leading  to  a  Master's  Degree  in 
Early  Childhood,  Middle  School,  Physical  Education,  Health 
Education  and  Reading.  During  the  summer  of  1981,  a 
developmental  reading  program,  designed  for  elementary  school 
students  and  administered  by  Gardner-Webb  graduate  students, 
was  such  an  enormous  success  and  service  to  the  community  that 
a  similar  program  is  planned  for  the  summer  of  1982. 

In  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  program,  majors  are  offered  in  Biblical 
literature  and  languages,  English,  French,  history,  music,  religion, 
social  science,  and  Spanish.  A  major  in  biology,  accounting, 
management  information  systems,  office  administration,  business 
administration,  computer  science,  chemistry,  early  childhood 
education,  health  education,  intermediate  education, 
mathematics,  physical  education,  or  psychology  leads  to  the 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree.  A  B.S.  degree  in  Medical 
Technology  is  awarded  in  conjunction  with  the  Bowman  Gray 
School  of  Medicine  or  the  Charlotte  Memorial  Hospital.  In 
cooperation  with  the  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine  a  B.S. 
program,  begun  this  year,  will  lead  to  certification  as  a 
Physician's  Assistant.  The  student  who  enters  the  program  will 
attend  Gardner-Webb  for  the  first  three  years,  and  then  apply  for 
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admission  into  the  Physician's  Assistant  Program  at  Bowman 
Gray. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Department  of  Deaf  Ministries  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolna,  GarHner-Webb 
provides  liberal  arts  educational  opportunities  to  hearing- 
impaired  students.  This  continues  to  be  the  only  liberal  arts 
program  for  the  hearing-impaired  among  the  nation's  Baptist 
colleges  and  universities. 

The  College  continues  an  experiment  in  academic  self- 
governance  with  an  Academic  Cabinet  providing  the  academic 
leadership  for  the  College.  The  Cabinet,  composed  of  the  vice- 
chairman  of  the  faculty  and  the  three  immediate  past  vice- 
chairmen  of  the  faculty,  assumed  the  role  of  academic  leadership 
in  the  fall  of  1980.  The  uniqueness  of  this  concept  and  the 
potential  for  its  success  led  the  Smith  Richardson  Foundation  of 
Greensboro  to  provide  seed  money  for  the  first  year  of  operation 
and  subsequent  funding  for  leadership  development  for  Cabinet 
members. 

Through  the  Broyhill  Academy,  Gardner-Webb  affirms  its 
belief  in  the  free  enterprise  system  by  sponsoring  regional 
workshops  for  farmers,  businessmen,  teachers  and  the  general 
public  on  methods  of  sound  economic  practice.  A  generous  gift 
from  the  Broyhill  Industry  created  the  Broyhill  Academy,  which 
also  sponsors  lectures  by  such  economic  experts  as  Congressman 
Jack  Kemp  and  the  President  of  Goodyear,  Patrick  Ross. 

In  anticipation  of  government  reductions  in  student  financial 
aid,  the  College  took  immediate  action  to  use  its  own  financial 
resources  to  offset  the  student's  loss  in  federal  financial  aid.  This 
made  it  possible  for  students  to  assess  accurately  their  financial 
situation  for  the  1981-82  academic  year.  For  the  fourth 
consecutive  year  enrollment  at  Gardner-Webb  College  has 
increased.  Opening  fall  enrollment  is  approximately  1750,  an 
increase  of  approximately  200  students  over  the  previous  year. 
Gardner-Webb  believes  that  the  economic  stability  of  this 
country  requires  a  balanced  federal  budget,  but  also  believes 
that  the  future  of  this  country  resides  in  young  people. 

At  a  time  when  colleges  are  affected  by  massive  cuts  in 
financial  aid,  Gardner-Webb  holds  firm  in  its  commitment 
neither  to  seek  nor  accept  direct  government  funding  for  any  of 
its  operational  expenses. 

During  the  fiscal  year,  July,  1980  to  June,  1981,  Gardner-Webb 
received  gifts  totalling  $2,085,053.43.  Included  in  this  amount  was 
$602,127.96  received  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina. 

Once  again  the  college  has  concluded  another  year  of 
financial  operations  comfortably  in  the  black.  There  are  no 
operating  deficits  at  Gardner-Webb  College.  The  current  capital 
indebtedness  on  the  Physical  Plant  is  $750,218.35,  which  is  being 
amortized  monthly.  The  budget  for  the  current  academic  year  is 
$7,332,226,  an  increase  of  13.4%  over  the  1980-81  budget. 

Gardner-Webb  College  is  proud  to  have  the  Baptist  State 
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Convention  of  North  Carolina  as  a  vital  part  of  its  heritage  and 
support.  The  College  is  dedicated  to  its  purpose  of  developing 
quality  Christian  students  who  think  for  themselves,  and  who  will 
dedicate  themselves  to  the  Christian  way  of  life  in  the  vocation 
of  their  choice.  Because  of  this  strong  belief,  and  because  of  the 
relationship  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina, 
graduates  of  Gardner-Webb  College  are  not  only  academically 
strong,  but  strong  in  their  understanding  for  Christian  beliefs  and 
principles  and  the  Christian  values  of  the  church.

Mars  Hill  College 

Baptists  can  take  pride  in  the  level  of  support  given  to  their 
Baptist  colleges.  The  gifts  Mars  Hill  received  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  represent  the  income  which  would  be 
realized  from  a  nine  to  ten  million  dollar  endowment.  This  is  a 
most  critical  factor  in  the  stability  of  Mars  Hill's  financial 
operation. 

Due  to  the  tightening  of  admission  requirements  in  the  1980- 
81  academic  year,  the  college  experienced  a  slight  (25  student) 
decline  in  enrollment.  The  administration  is  conscious  of  the 
limitations  on  its  ability  to  serve  high  risk  students.  A  contract 
program  has  been  developed,  whereby  the  college  can  admit  up 
to  50  students  for  the  fall  semester  who  have  experienced 
significant  skill  deficiencies  but  who  have  recommendations 
from  their  pastors,  school  counselors,  or  who  can  present 
circumstances  which  would  afford  them  this  opportunity. 

As  a  result  of  the  decline  in  enrollment,  the  college  had  a 
shortfall  in  anticipated  income,  coupled  with  the  continuing 
upward  spiraling  costs  related  to  utilities.  Several  cutbacks  in 
program  activities,  which  allowed  the  college  to  overcome  a 
potential  $150,000  deficit  and  turned  the  year-end  into  a  $2,000 
margin  of  excess  over  expenditures,  were  initiated. 

During  this  past  year,  the  college  solidified  its  program 
priorities  in  the  Rural  Life  Demonstration  Center.  Major 
emphasis  is  placed  on  the  values  embraced  by  rural  farm  families 
and  an  appreciation  for  alternative  energies  and  technologies, 
self  sufficiency  and  practices  which  lead  toward  good 
stewardship  of  the  land  entrusted  to  us.  The  community 
meetings  conducted  by  the  college,  centering  on  community 
worship,  were  highly  successful  and  well  attended.  It  is  through 
these  community  meetings  that  the  college  can  gather  as  a  total 
community  for  meaningful  worship  experiences. 

As  a  result  of  the  college's  self-study  conducted  to  meet  the 
requirements  for  reaffirmation  of  accreditation  for  the  Southern 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools,  the  college  has  enhanced  its 
work  in  the  Center  for  Christian  Education  Ministries.  We  now 
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have  brought  together  the  Campus  Minister  and  his  work,  the 
director  of  the  Center  and  her  work  with  churches  throughout 
our  associations,  as  well  as  the  Department  of  Religion.  The 
pooling  of  these  resources  has  given  additional  guidance  to 
students  and  church  workers  and  has  also  created  an  effective 
laboratory  for  those  interested  in  church-related  vocational 
service. 

In  an  effort  to  assist  students  in  meeting  their  financial 
obligations  for  a  college  education,  Mars  Hill  College  was  able  to 
respond  to  sixty-eight  percent  of  the  student  body.  The  average 
financial  award  letter  for  the  academic  year  was  $2,727, 
representing  a  total  allocation  of  financial  aid  of  $3.7  million. 

The  entire  college  family  was  saddened  by  the  death  of  Mr. 
C.C.  Harrell  of  Morganton  in  August  of  1980.  Mr.  Harrell  had 
served  as  a  trustee  of  Mars  Hill  College  for  twenty-four  years.  In 
recognition  of  his  outstanding  benefaction  and  service  to  the 
college,  the  trustees,  in  1967,  named  the  indoor  Olympic  pool  in 
his  honor.  Mr.  Harrell  was  a  devout  churchman.  A  member  of 
the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Morganton,  he  served  as  deacon, 
Sunday  School  teacher,  chairman  of  the  Buildings  and  Grounds 
Committee,  and  many  other  areas. 

The  college  budget  for  the  year  1980-81  was  $10,733,722.  The 
expenditures  totaled  $10,731,724,  leaving  an  excess  of  income  of 
$1,977.  Mars  Hill  College's  total  indebtedness,  which  is  mostly  in 
long-term  (thirty  years  or  more)  three-percent  interest  notes  is 
$2,183,810. 

Again,  we  extend  our  appreciation  to  the  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina  for  their  continued  generous  support  of  Mars  Hill 
College.

Meredith  College 

Meredith  is  only  a  decade  away  from  its  centennial  anniver- 
sary. Now,  as  much  as  or  more  than  at  any  time  in  its  ninety  years, 
the  College  can  look  to  the  future  with  optimism  and  confidence. 
It  has  resisted  the  trend  toward  coeducation;  it  has  enjoyed 
a  stable  enrollment;  it  has  been  able  to  continue  integrating  its 
Christian  principles  with  its  academic  program;  it  has  maintained 
its  academic  standing;  and,  under  its  current  administration, 
it  has  increased  its  endowment  and  reserves  almost  ten-fold  in 
ten  years.  President  John  E.  Weems  refers  to  this  time  as  a 
period  of  sheer  excitement. 

Last  May  17,  1981,  319  young  women  were  awarded  323  degrees: 
179  Bachelors  of  Arts;  120  Bachelors  of  Science;  and  24 
Bachelors  of  Music.  In  1981,  741  students  attended  three 
summer  sessions  on  campus,  and  43  were  part  of  the  Meredith 
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Study  Abroad  Program  which  took  them  to  London  for  six 
weeks  of  study.  The  second  annual  legal  assistants  program  had 
an  enrollment  of  36,  and  efforts  are  in  process  to  seek  ac- 
creditation of  the  program  by  the  American  Bar  Association. 

Enrollment  for  the  fall  1981  semester  was  approximately 
1600.  Freshman  applications  numbered  1,000  for  the  315  spaces 
available.  Renovations  during  the  summer  made  it  possible 
to  house  an  additional  seventy  students  in  an  upperclass 
residence  hall,  a  need  created  by  the  dramatic  increase  in 
retention  of  already-enrolled  students. 

The  pre-college  music  and  equitation  programs,  as  well  as 
the  non-credit  enrichment  courses  continued  to  attract  many 
young  people  and  adults  in  the  Wake  County  area. 

"Educating  Today's  Woman  for  Tomorrow's  W  orld"  is 
a  phrase  used  to  identify  the  Meredith  philosophy.  While  the 
liberal  arts  concept  remains  the  foundation  for  all  our  learning, 
it  is  important  that  we  recognize  the  changes  and  challenges 
facing  our  students  in  the  working  world  and  provide  for  them 
an  education  which  will  assist  them  in  their  chosen  careers. 
New  possibilities  include  recent  approval  of  an  exchange 
program  with  Marymount  College  in  Manhattan  and  a  certifi- 
cation program  in  church  music.  The  cooperative  education 
program,  now  several  years  old,  permits  students  to  experience 
the  working  world  while  they  are  still  students;  the  program 
serves  as  one  of  Meredith's  efforts  to  assist  students  in  sensible 
planning  for  their  careers. 

In  addition  to  regular  students,  more  than  65,000  people 
participated  in  conferences,  clinics,  workshops,  and  other 
functions  at  Meredith  during  the  year.  These  activities  included 
the  Journeyman  Training  Program  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board;  educator  and  counselor  workshops;  music,  cheerleader, 
and  majorette  camps;  a  Boy  Scout  day  camp;  and  leadership 
conferences. 

The  college  community  was  saddened  by  the  deaths  of 
J.L  "Hap''  Collier  of  Whiteville,  a  trustee  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  and  of  Dr.  W.W.  Leathers  of  Raleigh,  a  trustee  from  1957 
through  1960. 

Now  in  its  second  year,  the  Visions  Program  for  faculty 
enrichment,  capital  outlay,  and  general  endowment  has  realized 
more  than  one-fourth  of  its  $20  million  goal.  By  financing 
capital  outlay  through  funds  received  from  benefactors,  the 
College  eliminates  the  need  for  debt  service  as  a  function 
of  current  operations  and  allows  current  monies  to  be  spent  on 
academic  programs. 

Results  of  the  financial  program  are  already  being  seen.  Spear- 
headed by  the  Class  of  1928  and  supported  by  many  alumnae 
and  friends  of  Meredith,  The  Christina  Brown  and  Seby  Brown 
Jones  Chapel  is  under  construction.  Ground  breaking  for 
the  Shearon  Harris  Business  Building  was  held  September  25. 
Funds  for  both  of  these  major  construction  projects  will  be 
available  prior  to  completion. 
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The  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1981  reported  assets  of  $25,137,903 
and  indebtedness  of  $1,627,000.  Gifts,  grants,  and  pledges 
for  the  year  totaled  $2,686,609.30,  which  figure  included  $621,465 
from  the  Cooperative  Program.  This  support  from  North 
Carolina  Baptists  makes  it  possible  for  Meredith  to  minister  to 
the  educational  needs  of  the  young  women  of  North  Carolina 
and  beyond  at  a  reasonable  financial  level.

Wake  Forest  University 

Wake  Forest  University's  147th  year  marked  the  institution's  25th 
anniversary  in  Winston-Salem,  the  40th  birthday  of  its  medical 
school's  affiliation  with  Baptist  Hospital,  the  launching  of  a  $17.5 
million  capital  campaign,  and  the  beginning  of  a  new  covenant 
relationship  with  the  Convention. 

The  new  arrangement  with  North  Carolina  Baptists  officially 
began  January  1.  The  basis  for  the  continuing  relationship  between 
the  University  and  the  Convention  is  a  mutually  agreed-upon 
covenant  growing  out  of  a  commitment  to  God  and  to  each  other. 

Wake  Forest  cherishes  its  religious  heritage  and  assumes  the 
responsibility  of  insuring  that  the  Christian  faith  will  be  an  integral 
part  of  the  University's  common  life.  The  Campus  Ministry 
provides  regular  worship  services  and  Bible  study  as  well  as  a 
variety  of  mission  projects  and  other  religious  activities.  There  are 
six  full  or  part-time  campus  ministers  representing  five  religious 
denominations.  There  are  six  student  religious  organizations 
and  a  growing  number  of  informal  groups  which  meet  regularly 
for  prayer,  Bible  study,  and  discussions.  In  August  330  students 
attended  the  Campus  Ministry's  annual  pre-school  conference  for 
newcomers  at  Camp  Hanes  near  Winston-Salem.  Several  other 
retreats  were  held  during  the  year. 

Wake  Forest  students  participated  in  many  Christian  service 
projects  during  1980-81.  Weekend  Life  Teams  led  high  school 
youth  retreats  and  visited  area  missions,  retirement  homes, 
and  prisons.  Student  volunteers  worked  at  local  hospitals  and 
Crisis  Control,  an  organization  in  Winston-Salem  which  ministers 
to  people  in  crisis.  The  University  paid  half  the  salaries  of  several 
students  who  worked  as  part-time  staff  members  in  local  churches 
under  the  Campus  Ministry's  Work/Grant  Program.  Students 
also  raised  $3,300  for  North  Carolina  Baptist  summer  missions,  plus, 
$500  for  a  Southern  Baptist  mission  project  in  Togo,  West  Africa. 

During  1980-81,  Henry  B.  Stokes,  Wake  Forest's  director  of 
denominational  relations,  wrote  hundreds  of  letters  to  Baptist 
leaders  and  spoke  at  numerous  churches  and  associations 
to  reaffirm  the  University's  commitment  to  the  Covenant  relation- 
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ship.  A  newsletter,  "From  WFU  to  You/'  is  published  four  times 
a  year  by  the  University  in  cooperation  with  the  Office  of  Denomin- 
ational Relations  and  the  Department  of  Religion  to  let  Baptist 
pastors  and  denominational  leaders  know  what  is  happening  at 
Wake  Forest  that  might  be  of  special  interest. 

Wake  Forest  is  grateful  for  the  financial  support  of  North 
Carolina  Baptists  and  for  their  contributions  to  the  character 
and  spirit  of  the  University.  Under  the  Covenant,  individual 
churches  decide  whether  to  contribute  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  to  Wake  Forest's  operating  expenses. 

In  November  1980,  the  University  began  the  largest  fund-raising 
drive  in  its  history.  The  $17.5  million  Sesquicentennial  Campaign 
is  the  third  and  final  phase  of  a  12-year  comprehensive  capital 
improvements  program  scheduled  to  end  in  1984,  Wake  Forest's 
150th  birthday.  Almost  $12  million  in  gifts  and  pledges  has  been 
received  in  the  third  phase. 

The  money  will  be  used  for  endowmentatthe  Reynolda  campus 
and  for  completion  of  the  james  Ralph  Scales  Fine  Arts  Center. 
Construction  on  the  center's  51,000  square-foot  music  wing  was 
begun  in  the  summer  of  1980  and  is  expected  to  be  completed 
by  September  1982  at  a  cost  of  nearly  $5  million. 

Of  the  $13  million  earmarked  for  endowment,  $2  million  will  go 
to  the  Z.  Smith  Reynolds  Library,  which  houses  the  University's 
main  collection  of  books  and  documents  and  the  N.C.  Baptist 
Historical  Collection,  the  Convention's  official  archives.  The  library 
contains  more  than  781,000  \olumes  and  ranks  first  among  the 
26  Southeastern  research  libraries  in  expenditures  for  books  and 
periodicals  per  student.  By  the  University's  sesquicentennial 
year,  the  library  hopes  to  have  one  million  volumes.  During  1980- 
81,  approximately  35,000  books  were  added  to  the  University's 
four  libraries. 

The  Medical  Center's  170,000  square-foot  Focus  Building  was 
completed  during  the  year,  ending  a  15-year  expansion  program  at 
the  center.  The  Focus  Building  and  the  nearby  Family  Practice 
Building,  which  opened  in  1979,  were  dedicated  in  September  as 
part  of  the  Medical  Center's  40th  birthday  observance.  Speakers 
were  Vice  President  George  Bush;  Gordon  Gray,  a  former 
Secretary  of  the  Army  and  the  son  of  the  man  for  whom  Bowman 
Gray  School  of  Medicine  is  named;  and  Ambassador  Esmat  Abdel- 
Meguid,  Egypt's  permanent  representative  to  the  United  Nations. 

The  undergraduate  School  of  Business  and  Accountancy,  which 
was  formally  established  in  1980,  began  full  operation  this  fall. 
The  renovation  of  the  manor  house  at  the  University's  Graylyn 
Estate,  which  was  gutted  by  fire  in  the  summer  of  1980,  is  scheduled 
to  be  completed  next  summer.  Located  near  the  Reynolda 
campus,  the  house  will  be  used  as  a  conference  center. 

In  1981,  the  Reynolds  Scholarships  were  established  with 
a  $1.5  million  grantfrom  the  Z.  Smith  Reynolds  Foundation.  Begin- 
ning in  the  1982-83  school  year,  at  least  four  of  the  scholarships 
will  be  awarded  each  year  to  extraordinary  capable  men  and 
women  entering  the  undergraduate  school. 
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A  highlight  of  the  1981  Easter  season  was  the  staging  of  a  new 
original  Passion  play  which  involved  a  record  number  of  students, 
faculty,  and  staff  members.  In  August,  Wake  Forest  was  the 
site  of  the  15th  annual  Amateur  Athletic  Union's  Junior  Olympics 
in  which  about  2,500  young  athletes  from  throughout  the  nation 
took  part.  Also  in  1981,  the  Religion  Department  began  the  first 
part  of  a  three-year  program  called  "Religion  and  the  Social  Crisis," 
which  included  public  lectures  by  noted  authorities. 

In  May,  the  University  conferred  degrees  upon  942  students. 
Enrollment  for  the  year  was  nearly  4,800. 

The  University's  budget,  which  is  balanced  again  this  year, 
is  a  record  $89  million  plus  and  includes  $58  million  for  Bowman 
Gray  and  $31  million  for  the  Reynolda  campus.

Wingate  College 

"Wingate  College  exists  to  afford  students  educational 
opportunity  in  a  setting  characterized  by  Christian  sensitivity  and 
moral  responsibility."  So  reads  the  official  Statement  of  Purpose 
of  the  college,  and  1980-81  represents  another  installment  in  the 
long  history  of  fulfillment  of  that  purpose. 

Two  hundred  and  seventy-eight  degrees  were  awarded  at  the 
May  commencement,  with  154  bachelor's  degrees  and  124 
associate  degrees.  It  was  the  largest  number  of  baccalaureate 
degrees  awarded  thus  far  in  the  history  of  the  college.  The  1980- 
81  enrollment  was  1,534.  An  additional  351  were  enrolled  during 
regular  summer  sessions,  and  1,300  persons  were  served  through 
special  summer  programs.  Enrollment  continues  to  draw  heavily 
from  this  region,  with  more  than  85  percent  of  all  students  from 
North  Carolina.  The  student  population  reflects  approximately  50 
percent  male  and  female,  and  84  percent  reside  on  campus. 

New  degree  programs  in  reading  education,  biology,  and 
bachelor  of  general  studies  increased  the  level  of  service 
Wingate  offers.  The  college  also  was  awarded  area  rights  to  offer 
courses  of  the  prestigious  American  Management  Association 
Extension  Institute.  In  the  fall,  the  Wingate  College  medical 
assisting  program  was  fully  accredited  by  the  Committee  on 
Allied  Health  Education  and  Accreditation  of  the  American 
Medical  Association.  A  campus  chapter  of  Alpha  Chi,  national 
honorary  scholarship,  was  chartered. 

Wingate  students  continued  Christian  service  endeavors, 
serving  churches  with  youth  revival  teams,  teaching  Sunday 
School  in  area  rest  homes,  working  in  the  summer  Youth  Corps 
program,  and  taking  part  in  mission  emphases.  During  spring 
break,  nine  students  accompanied  the  campus  minister  to 
Comer,  Georgia,  where  the  Jubliee  Partners  operate  an 
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orientation  point  for  refugees.  Ten  students  and  a  professor 
spent  spring  break  at  the  World  Hunger  Relief  Research  and 
Training  Farm.  The  team  experienced  a  taste  of  agricultural 
missions  as  members  did  manual  farm  labor  for  seven  days. 

The  international  emphasis  of  Wingate  College  continued  at  a 
high  level.  More  than  200  students  participated  in  the  third 
annual  Winternational  experience  in  England  and  Holland.  One 
student  spent  the  spring  semester  on  an  academic  internship  at 
Barbados  Baptist  College  in  the  Windward  Islands.  Plans  were 
also  completed  for  the  college's  first  semester-abroad  program 
for  which  18  students  are  registered.  The  Student  Government 
Association  led  a  voluntary  work  effort  with  proceeds  going  to 
feed  the  hungry  of  the  nation  of  Haiti. 

Wingate  student  organizations  had  a  successful  year.  The 
debate  team  was  ranked  ninth  in  the  nation  among  colleges  and 
universities  of  all  sizes.  The  baseball  team  won  the  championship 
of  the  Carolinas  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Conference  and  the 
NAIA  District  Championship. 

The  new  custom-built  Holtkamp  Organ  was  dedicated  in  the 
fall.  Nine  new  computer  stations  were  installed,  making  a  total  of 
twelve  terminals  available  to  students.  The  Ethel  K.  Smith  Library 
tied  into  SOLINET,  a  national  network  allowing  computerized 
communication  with  some  of  the  finest  research  libraries  in  the 
United  States. 

Again  in  1980-81,  Wingate  College  operated  on  a  balanced 
budget,  a  fact  which  would  not  be  possible  without  the  generous 
investment  of  North  Carolina  Baptists,  and  more  than  1,500 
individual  friends,  businesses,  industries  and  foundations.  A  major 
gift  of  $250,000  from  the  Charles  A.  Cannon  Charitable  Trust  No. 
One  brought  to  a  total  of  almost  $4.5  million  the  Wingate  gifts  of 
the  late  Mr.  Cannon  and  his  charitable  interests.  The  college 
continues  to  operate  with  no  indebtedness  and  with  a  policy  of 
not  borrowing,  even  for  operating  cash  flow. 

A  number  of  other  special  gifts  came  to  the  institution  during 
the  year.  Z.G.  Ray  contributed  his  house  and  property  adjacent 
to  the  campus  in  memory  of  his  wife,  the  late  Wilma  Morgan 
Ray.  The  estate  of  Mrs.  B.Y.  Tyner,  wife  of  the  second  principal  of 
The  Wingate  School,  provided  funds  for  the  John  W.  and  Anna 
Williams  Bivens  Teacher  Materials  Center. 

Sadly,  the  college  records  the  deaths  of  two  students,  Timothy 
E.  Hamby  and  Kevin  Huffstetler.  Wingate  College  also  lost  a 
friend  and  former  academic  dean  and  professor,  Dr.  Roberta 
Lovelace.  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Natural  Sciences,  1931- 
44,  Dr.  Lovelace  maintained  a  strong  interest  in  Wingate.

The  Council  on  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs  is  charged  with 
the  responsibility  of  confronting  Baptists  with  those  social  and 
moral  issues  which,  though  they  chafe  and  abrade  our 
consciences,  must  be  faced  and  grappled  with.  Some  of  these 
concerns,  such  as  world  hunger,  stand  out  in  bold  relief  against  a 
background  of  other  worthwhile  issues.  Such  concerns  are  seen 
clearly,  are  easily  identifiable  and  summon  us  to  take  immediate 
action. 

In  contrast,  there  are  other  concerns  that  are  not  as  visible  but 
which  are  equally  troubling  in  their  own  way.  Some  of  these  are: 
The  rising  mood  of  intolerance  across  our  land,  as  seen  in  the 
growing  influence  of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  and  Neo-Nazi 
organizations;  the  mounting  influence  of  groups  who  wish  to 
censor  educational  materials  along  narrow,  sectarian  guidelines; 
and  the  reordering  of  national  budget  projections  that  give 
priority  to  a  burgeoning  defense  budget  at  the  expense  of  the 
poor  and  elderly. 

The  Rise  of  Intolerance 

Recent  months  have  witnessed  an  appalling  increase  across  the 
United  States  in  the  number  of  racially  motivated  acts  of 
violence  against  both  persons  and  property,  and  organizations 
such  as  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  and  Neo-Nazi  groups  have  experi- 
enced a  resurgence  of  growth  and  a  greater  level  of  tolerance 
throughout  the  nation  in  general  and  in  our  own  region  and 
state  in  particular.  x 

Because  the  growth  of  such  groups,  together  with  the  acts  of 
violence  they  spawn,  are  indicative  of  a  rising  tide  of  racial 
intolerance,  we  call  on  Christians  everywhere  to  repudiate  all 
forms  and  expressions  of  racial  intolerance,  remembering  that 
Christ  calls  us  to  live  as  peacemakers,  loving  one  another  and 
recognizing  our  equality  as  brothers  and  sisters  in  his  family. 

We  encourage  churches  to  take  strong  steps  to  combat  the 
spread  of  racism  in  their  communities  by  giving  voice  to  the 
reconciling  words  of  the  Gospel  from  both  pulpit  and  pew,  and 
by  taking  appropriate  public  action  against  all  racially  motivated 
expressions  of  violence  and  intolerance. 

We  would  also  remind  ourselves  that  our  joint  effort  with  the 
General  Baptist  Convention  to  make  a  united  evangelistic  appeal 
to  the  people  of  our  state  will  be  irreparably  damaged  if  we 
remain  silent  and  tolerant  toward  racial  injustice.  We  must 
commit  ourselves  afresh  to  the  reconciling  work  of  Christ,  whose 
Gospel  reminds  us  that,  in  this  overcrowded  world,  "there  is 
enough  room  for  the  people  but  not  for  the  walls  that  divide 
them." 
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Educational  Materials 


Over  the  past  few  months,  there  has  been  an  increase  of 
challenges  to  the  evaluation  of  curriculum  materials  utilized  by 
various  public  school  systems  in  the  United  States,  and  some  of 
these  challenges  appear  motivated  by  a  sectarian  attitude  not 
compatible  with  our  historic  Baptist  concern  for  maintaining  the 
separation  of  church  and  state. 

Recognizing  that  our  Baptist  commitment  to  soul  freedom  and 
other  attendant  freedoms  derived  from  it  provide  rich  soil  and 
essential  rootage  for  a  free  search  for  truth,  we  believe  that  our 
society  is  enriched  by  the  cultural,  ethnic,  educational,  regional 
and  religious  diversity  of  its  people,  and  that  we  should 
acknowledge  and  accept  the  tension  between  individual  rights 
and  group  rights  in  a  pluralistic  society. 

We  affirm  the  value  of  the  American  system  of  public 
education,  while  acknowledging  the  tension  between  pluralistic 
education  and  family  beliefs,  and  we  call  on  Baptists  to  resist 
efforts  by  any  group  to  limit  educational  materials  and  processes 
to  those  which  promote  one  particular  world  view  to  the 
exclusion  of  other  world  views. 

Even  though  we  continue  to  oppose  racial  bigotry,  selfish 
nationalism,  obscene  speech,  sexist  bias,  sexual  immorality, 
substance  abuse  and  all  other  manifestations  of  sin  in  our  world, 
we  cannot  expect  our  educational  materials  not  to  portray  the 
world  as  it  is. 

Accordingly,  we  strongly  encourage  parents  to  be  more 
actively  involved  in  their  children's  education  by  becoming 
informed  about  schools,  teachers,  and  educational  materials;  by 
supporting  and  aiding  their  children  in  their  academic  pursuits; 
by  encouraging  teachers  in  their  challenging  and  vital  jobs;  and 
by  helping  children  interpret  and  critique  textbooks  and  other 
educational  materials  in  the  light  of  Christian  truths.  We  further 
encourage  parents  and  other  interested  persons  to  participate  in 
organizations,  such  as  the  Parent  Teacher's  Association,  which 
seek  to  maintain  and  improve  the  quality  of  public  education. 

Budget  Priorities 

It  has  become  clear  that  changes  in  the  national  budget  are 
not  designed  to  produce  a  reduced  total  budget,  but  rather 
reflect  an  alarming  change  in  national  priorities.  Various 
programs  of  economic  support  for  the  poor  and  elderly  are 
being  reduced,  while  defense  spending  escalates  at  a  rate 
unprecedented  in  times  of  peace. 

We  strongly  regret  this  reordering  of  funds,  which  takes 
advantage  of  those  who  are  least  able  either  to  provide  for 
themselves  or  to  defend  their  interests  in  the  halls  of 
government,  and  which  does  so  in  order  to  augment  the  war- 
making  power  of  our  country. 
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For  too  long,  we  have  willingly  relegated  to  local,  state,  and 
federal  agencies  most  responsibility  for  social  welfare  efforts.  We 
now  call  on  churches:  1)  to  seek  out  persons  whose  resources 
are  less  than  adequate  for  their  needs  and  who  will  desperately 
need  food,  clothing  and  shelter  in  coming  months;  2)  to  re-focus 
our  resources  and  energies  so  that  we  may  become  as  concerned 
and  as  active  with  the  poor  in  the  next  block  as  we  are  the 
hungry  in  Africa;  and  3)  to  speak  out  as  advocates  for  the  poor, 
the  hurting,  the  elderly,  so  that  our  government  might  once 
again  deal  responsibly  with  the  neediest  in  our  society. 

We  would  further  note  that  caring  for  persons  is  the  first 
priority  in  the  life  of  a  disciple.  The  modern  day  road  to  Samaria 
may  be  littered  with  the  lives  of  those  whose  only  crime  is  that 
they  are  elderly  or  poor,  unemployed  or  uneducated,  hungry  or 
handicapped. 

Conclusion 

It  is  always  easy  to  put  hopes,  dreams,  and  challenges  into 
words  and  confine  them  to  the  muteness  of  paper.  It  is  far  more 
difficult  to  give  them  life  through  personal  action  and 
involvement.  Yet,  that  is  our  challenge  to  this  body  -  that  we 
might  engage  ourselves  in  social  action  and  be  as  salt,  light,  and 
leaven  in  order  that  our  brothers  and  sisters  who  are  less 
fortunate  than  we  might  experience  mercy  and  justice.

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North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes 
for  the  Aging 

As  we  look  back  over  the  past  thirty  years  of  ministry  in  our 
Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging,  it  is  a  real  inspiration  to  see  where 
we  have  been  and  to  meditate  on  the  many  blessings  that  God 
has  so  richly  bestowed  upon  us.  He  has  brought  us  from  one 
Home,  in  1951,  to  a  total  of  six  Homes,  an  apartment  complex, 
and  a  skilled  Nursing  Unit,  from  one  resident  to  a  total  capacity 
for  300  persons,  in  1981.  These  have  been  good  years,  and  God 
has  used  our  Baptist  people  to  bring  this  special  ministry  to  older 
people  a  long  way.  Where  we  go  from  here  is  certainly,  as 
always,  in  the  hands  of  the  Lord,  but  depends  pretty  largely  on 
where  North  Carolina  Baptists  want  to  go. 

Quite  frankly,  we  are  at  a  standstill.  Crippling  inflation  has 
caught  up  with  us  and  is  eating  into  the  very  vitals  of  our 
existence.  We  are  still  giving  the  same  high  quality  of  Christian 
care  to  all  of  our  residents  and  patients  in  all  of  our  six  Homes, 
the  Nursing  Unit,  and  the  Apartment  complex,  but  it  is  a  struggle 
and  a  juggle  between  income  and  expenditures. 

Building  plans  for  a  desperately  needed  70-bed  addition  to  our 
current  Nursing  Unit  and  the  Hayes  Home,  have  been  held  up  by 
regulatory  red  tape  for  years.  Now  that  the  state  health  laws  have 
been  altered  to  permit  the  building  of  these  beds,  it  doesn't 
appear  that  we  could  borrow  the  money  to  do  so  at  the  current 
interest  rates,  and  saddle  ourselves  with  a  debt  that  would  be 
impossible  to  pay. 

Though  gifts  through  our  Cooperative  Program  and  the  North 
Carolina  Missions  Offering  are  a  little  more  than  $500,000.00. 
these  gifts  are  not  commensurate  with  our  current  population 
growth  and  our  needs. 

If,  for  example,  some  area  in  our  beloved  State  wanted  a 
Home  for  the  Aging,  were  to  buy  the  land,  build  the  Home,  and 
give  it  to  us,  we  could  not  possibly  operate  it  unless  there  were 
sizable  increases  in  our  gifts  from  our  Baptist  churches  to  enable 
us  to  continue  to  operate  the  Homes  we  now  have  to  support 
another  Baptist  Homes'  family. 

Two  things  are  apparent.  One,  our  Baptist  people  must  be 
informed  of  our  needs  and  increase  their  gifts  accordingly 
through  the  regular  channels  —  the  Cooperative  Program  and 
the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering.  Two,  our  Baptist  people 
must  help  us  find  ways  of  raising  money  for  development  and 
expansion  for  ministering  to  more  people. 

The  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  has  joined 
us  in  our  concerns  and  has  appointed  a  Special  Study  Committee 
to  take  a  serious  and  close  look  at  the  financial  needs  of  our 
Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging.  Let  us  pray  for  this  committee  and 
trust  for  a  solution  to  some  very  serious  problems. 

We  will  continue  to  trust  our  Heavenly  Father  for  His  blessings 
upon  this  vital  ministry  to  older  people.  We  will  keep  faith  with 
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Him  and  with  our  Baptist  people  and  strive  to  give  the  best  of 
care  to  these  dear  persons  who  are  in  our  sacred  keeping.  We 
will  believe  that  our  future  is  as  bright  as  the  promises  of  God 
Himself  and  as  sure  as  the  love  and  devotion  of  North  Carolina 
Baptists.

"The  care  of  children  has  been  a  vital  force  in  the  history 
of  Baptists  in  North  Carolina  since  1885  and  is  an  essential 
element  of  the  mission  and  ministry  to  which  we  are  com- 
mitted today.  The  task  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of 
North  Carolina  is  a  statewide  Christian  ministry  of  child  care 
and  family  services. 

Underlying  all  that  we  do  in  this  ministry  is  the  strong 
conviction  that  we  are  to  reproduce  for  homeless  and 
neglected  children,  as  far  as  we  can,  the  conditions  of 
affection,  security,  and  helpful  relationships  found  in  a 
friendly  family,  that  each  child  is  to  be  loved  and  cared  for 
as  an  individual  by  someone  to  whom  he  can  turn  for 
understanding  and  kindness,  and  that  each  child  will  have 
what  is  essential  to  his  personal  growth,  including  not  only 
medical  care  and  educational  opportunity,  but  also  spiritual 
guidance. 

The  advancement  of  this  ministry  requires  wise  and 
resourceful  administrative  leadership,  a  well-trained  and 
highly  skilled  staff  who  really  care  for  children  and 
understand  the  realities  with  which  they  have  to  reckon,  a 
carefully  planned  program  of  child  care  and  family  services, 
appropriate  physical  facilities  in  harmony  with  a  master 
plan,  adequate  funds  and  sound  fiscal  policy,  and  the 
confidence  and  support  of  an  informed  and  devoted 
constituency. 

At  this  time  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North 
Carolina  are  in  a  position  of  strength.  This  strength  comes 
ultimately  from  God  upon  whose  grace  and  truth  we 
depend,  and  is  discoverable  in  the  commitment,  the 
competence,  and  the  faithful  work  of  the  people  directly 
engaged  in  the  care  of  children."  (Olin  T.  Binkley,  Baptist 
Children's  Homes  Trustee,  September  23, 1980). 

Innovative  programs  are  being  provided  by  our  Baptist 
Children's  Homes  family  across  the  State.  Six  Family  Services 
Centers  have  been  opened  with  three  others  in  the  planning 
stages.  Children  are  being  provided  temporary  care  in  seven 
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Emergency  Care  Homes.  Therapeutic  camping  for  boys  is  being 
expanded  at  Cameron  Home  near  Vass.  The  Child  Development 
Center  in  Thomasville  continues  to  offer  progressive 
demonstration  preschool  care  as  a  model  for  North  Carolina 
Baptist  churches.  The  Family  Resource  Center  located  in 
Thomasville  is  piloting  a  program  of  continuing  education  for 
people  across  the  State  who  are  in  the  best  position  to  assist 
families  through  a  concept  of  preventive  care. 

Numerous  people  are  actively  involved  in  making  possible  the 
services  of  the  Children's  Homes.  We  are  indebted  to  our 
excellent  Board  of  Trustees  who  give  generously  of  time  and 
leadership.  Members  of  a  dedicated  staff  go  beyond  the  call  of 
duty.  North  Carolina  Baptists  and  other  friends  provide  resources 
with  which  to  work.  Income  through  Cooperative  Program 
giving,  the  North  Carolina  Missions  offering  and  special  gifts  are 
vital  to  this  ministry. 

We  entered  the  1980'a  with  a  courageous  faith  in  the  future  of 
the  Children's  Homes  and  those  whom  we  serve.  There  is  no 
lessening  of  need  for  services  to  children  and  families  in  a  rapidly 
changing  and  uncertain  socio-economic  order.  Plans  are  being 
formulated  for  a  celebration  of  the  Homes'  Centennial 
Anniversary  in  1985,  during  which  time  strengths  will  be  added 
to  the  total  Institution  that  will  carry  toward  the  end  of  this 
Century.

North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital 

During  the  past  decade,  life  expectancy  in  this  country  has 
increased  by  three  years,  to  73.2  years.  Important  factors  in 
this  increase  have  been  the  development  of  new  medical 
technology  and  the  application  of  new  medical  knowledge 
gained  through  research. 

Baptist  Hospital  has  had  a  significant  part  in  this  developing 
knowledge  and  technology.  During  the  past  year,  the  hospital 
has  expended  more  than  $3  million  on  technological  equip- 
ment, including  the  installation  of  an  18-MEV  linear  accelerator 
for  the  improved  treatment  of  patients  with  certain  types 
of  cancer.  A  new  cardiac-catherterization  laboratory  increases 
the  capability  of  identifying  and  locating  heart  problems.  A 
cell  saver,  the  first  in  North  Carolina,  contributes  to  the  re- 
covery of  many  surgical  patients.  This  technology  salvages  the 
patient's  own  blood,  cleans  it  and  readies  it  for  transfusion 
back  into  the  patient  in  a  matter  of  minutes— making  trans- 
fusion faster  and  less  expensive.  The  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
epilepsy  has  been  greatly  enhanced  by  the  development  of 
a  video  telemetry  system  which  uses  cameras  to  record  a 
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patient's  physical  symptoms  during  a  seizure.  This  makes  it 
possible  to  identify  and  classify  a  seizure,  thus  enabling  the 
physician  to  determine  the  precise  drug  dosage  needed. 

The  hospital's  ministry  has  been  aided  by  completion  and 
occupation  of  the  Focus  Building.  Other  hospital  space  is 
undergoing  renovation  for  more  effective  use. 

Several  staff  members  from  the  Medical  Center  have  partici- 
pated in  short-term  mission  assignments  during  the  past  year- 
many  of  these  in  overseas  areas. 

The  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  continues  to  provide  a 
a  pastoral  ministry  to  hospital  patients  and  their  families,  indivi- 
dual and  group  counseling  in  crisis  situations,  clinical  pastoral 
education  in  both  crisis  ministry  and  pastoral  counseling,  at 
several  levels,  and  numerous  events  in  Christian  enrichment 
and  development.  The  Minister's  Care  Plan  continues  in 
which  the  Baptist  State  Convention  provides  financial  assistance 
for  ministers  and/or  their  families  who  seek  pastoral  counsel- 
ing through  one  of  the  department's  regional  centers. 

Again  this  year,  our  hospital  has  won  awards  in  cost  effective- 
ness programs,  indicating  our  continuing  efforts  to  keep  our 
operating  costs  and  patient  charges  as  low  as  possible. 

During  the  year,  the  hospital's  charter  revision  has  been 
brought  to  successful  and  satisfactory  conclusion. 

In  1980,  our  churches  contributed  $457,459.56  to  the  hospital 
through  the  Cooperative  Program,  and  $353,397.73  through 
the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering  and  designated  gifts.  For 
these  gifts  we  are  most  grateful.

Biblical  Recorder 


Several  important  developments  took  place  at  the  Biblical 
Recorder  in  1981. 

It  was  announced  on  Oct.  1  that  J.  Marse  Grant,  editor  of  the 
Biblical  Recorder  for  the  past  22  years,  will  retire  Sept.  1, 1982,  on 
his  62nd  birthday.  Directors  accepted  the  announced  retirement 
"with  regret"  and  named  a  seven-member  Search  Committee 
which  began  work  immediately.  He  has  served  longer  than  any 
editor  in  history. 

In  an  economy  move,  the  Recorder  staff  began  setting  all  the 
type  for  the  paper  and  camera-ready  pages  are  prepared  for  the 
printer.  This  will  save  about  $400  a  week.  Typesetting  equipment 
was  purchased  so  this  could  be  done.  The  move  was  accomp- 
lished with  no  additional  personnel  and  is  working  out  well. 
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Increasing  costs  of  postage,  paper  and  printing  caused  a  $28, 
573  deficit  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30, 1981.  Because 
of  these  increases,  the  cost  of  all  subscription  plans  will  increase 
50$  on  January  1,  1982.  Directors  and  staff  are  doing  everything 
possible  to  keep  the  Recorder  as  reasonably  priced  as  possible  in 
these  inflationary  times,  but  it  is  not  easy.

Throughout  the  sixty-two  year  history  of  the  Baptist 
Foundation,  many  of  the  best  loved  North  Carolina  Baptists  have 
given  their  support  to  the  trust  idea  of  supporting  Baptist 
institutions  and  mission  causes.  They  have  served  on  its  Board  of 
Directors,  they  have  established  trusts,  they  have  preached  estate 
stewardship  from  the  pulpit.  Fruits  of  their  labors  are  being 
realized  regularly  as  wills  are  probated  all  over  the  state  naming 
the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  as  Trustee  of  a  portion  of 
an  estate. 

In  some  instances  the  gift  consists  of  personal  property  that  is 
converted  to  cash  for  investment  purposes,  such  as  the  jewelry  of 
one  who  wants  the  Lottie  Moon  Offering  to  receive  the  income. 
In  another,  a  piece  of  beach  property  provides  a  trust  supporting 

the  building  program  of  a  local  church.  In  still  another  instance, 
ten  percent  of  the  estate  goes  to  missions. 

During  1980,  contributions  to  new  trust  funds  and  income  was 
$816,576.  Income  paid  to  Baptist  causes  and  annuitants  of 
charitable  remainder  trusts  was  $277,640.  The  long  range  plan  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  as  advised  by  its  Investment  Committee, 
is  to  steadily  increase  the  income  percentages  and  total  dollars 
paid  to  Baptist  causes  as  the  principal  is  soundly  invested. 

A  greater  endowment  is  needed  for  all  of  our  educational  and 
social  services  institutions.  The  cost  of  operating  these 
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institutions  is  increasing  at  rates  unparalleled  in  recent  times. 
Adequate  trust  income  could  provide  support,  giving  assurance 
that  services  will  not  have  to  be  curtailed.  Another  Foundation 
goal  is  to  assist  individual  Baptists  to  realize  the  joy  of  knowing 
that  they  can  be  a  part  of  the  many  ministries  fostered  by  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  beyond  their  lifetime. 

During  1981,  the  Foundation  began  a  series  of  estate  planning 
seminars  involving  select  local  legal,  accounting  and  business 
talent.  Due  to  the  interest  generated,  results  observed  and  the 
changing  regulations  established  by  both  state  and  federal 
governments  relating  to  tax  laws,  emphasis  will  continue  in  this 
area.  As  Baptist  people  become  more  aware  of  the  future  needs 
of  Baptist  institutions  and  mission  causes  they  will  be  turning  to 
the  Foundation  in  greater  numbers  for  assistance  in  estate  plans 
in  which  they  wish  to  include  areas  of  the  Lord's  work.

Historical  Committee 

One  of  the  distinguishing,  validating  marks  of  Christianity  as 
a  religion  is  its  foundation  in  history.  The  great  salvation  event 
of  the  Old  Testament  —  the  Exodus  —  is  a  real,  historical 
event,  and  certainly  the  salvation  event  of  the  New  Testament  is 
bound  up  in  the  historical  personage  of  Jesus  of  Nazareth. 
Our  faith  is  not  based  on  myth  or  legend  but  on  what  God  has 
done  and  continues  to  do  in  actual  history.  A  religion  which 
neglects  history  is  in  danger  of  straying  from  the  truth  of  its 
foundations  and  indeed  of  becoming  more  related  to  fantasy 
than  to  the  real  world.  "Therefore  we  must  pay  the  closer 
attention  to  what  we  have  heard,  lest  we  drift  away  from  it" 
(Hebrews  2:1).  The  role  of  the  Historical  Committee  is  in  part  to 
assure  that  our  history  is  not  neglected. 

This  year,  the  Committee  has  been  considering  two  matters  in 
particular.  First  of  all,  the  possibility  of  establishing  a  historical 
society  in  North  Carolina  has  been  under  consideration.  John 
Woodard  has  distributed  questionnaires  through  means  of 
the  Baptist  Collection's  newsletter  to  try  to  determine  the 
amount  of  interest  in  establishing  such  a  society.  While  recog- 
nizing the  potentially  great  benefit  of  a  historical  society,  the 
Committee  does  not  want  to  foster  such  an  organization  unless 
there  is  sufficient  interest  not  only  to  begin  the  society  but 
also  to  continue  meaningfully  through  subsequent  years.  A 
second  matter  under  consideration  has  been  the  sponsoring  of 
an  oral  history  project.  The  Committee  recognizes  that,  should 
such  a  project  be  undertaken,  those  collecting  the  oral 
history  interviews  would  need  to  be  properly  trained,  and 
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appropriate  procedures  would  need  to  be  established  and 
followed. 

One  matter  was  referred  to  the  Historical  Committee  by  the 
Executive  Committee.  They  sought  advice  on  what  to  do 
with  approximately  1,000  unbound  copies  of  Paschal's  HISTORY 
OF  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTISTS,  Volume  I,  which  have 
been  recently  given  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  The 
Committee  recommended  to  the  Executive  that  these  books  be 
bound  and  made  available  for  sale  at  a  fair  market  price. 

The  work  of  our  Baptist  Collection  is  progressing  well  under 
the  able  leadership  of  John  Woodard  and  his  assistant,  Myrtle 
Lytle.  Further  contribution  has  been  made  to  the  Baptist 
Information  Retrieval  System  by  submitting  additional  index 
entries  of  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER,  adding  two  volumes 
during  1979  and  1980.  The  Collection  now  has  original  records 
from  97  churches  and  microfilmed  records  of  628  churches. 
Significant  growth  has  occurred  in  the  accession  of  private 
collections,  adding  24  private  collections  this  year  and  making 
additions  to  ten  others. 

We  acknowledge  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  Wake  Forest 
University  and  the  Z.  Smith  Reynolds  Library.  Not  only  does  the 
library  provide  space  for  the  Collection,  but  it  also  pays  for 
some  40  hours  of  student  help  per  week  and  furnishes  a 
significant  amount  of  supplies  for  the  Collection,  including, 
last  year,  104  reels  of  microfilm  at  a  cost  of  $15.50  per  reel,  3400 
fife  folders,  and  224  record  center  boxes.  In  addition,  the 
library  allots  to  the  Collection  a  portion  of  its  book  budget 
to  buy  books  for  the  Collection.  Such  a  significant  contribution 
to  our  Baptist  Collection  should  not  be  overlooked  by  the 
Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 

Two  particular  admonitions  we  would  make  to  the  churches. 
One,  be  careful  to  preserve  the  historical  records  you  already 
possess.  Avail  yourselves  of  the  microfilming  service  provided 
free  by  the  Baptist  Collection.  And,  secondly,  be  careful  to 
preserve  the  records  of  present  happenings,  for  it  is  the 
documents  and  records  of  today  which  must  tell  today's  story 
for  tomorrow's  historians.

Articles  of  Amendment  to  the 
Charter  of  Campbell  University, 
Incorporated 

The  undersigned  non-profit  corporation,  for  the  purpose  of 
amending  its  articles  of  incorporation,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  55A-36  of  the  North  Carolina  Non- 
profit Corporation  Act,  hereby  set  forth: 

i 

The  name  of  the  corporation  is  Campbell  University, 
Incorporated. 

ii 

At  a  regularly  convened  meeting  of  the  trustees  of  the 
Corporation  held  on  the  25th  day  of  September,  A.D.  1980,  the 
following  amendment  to  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  was 
adopted: 

WHEREAS,  from  its  founding  to  the  present  time,  Campbell 
University  has  rendered  outstanding  service  to  the  State  and 
Nation;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  1979,  Campbell  College,  Incorporated  changed 
its  name  to  Campbell  University,  Incorporated;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  1980,  the  student  enrollment  at  Campbell 
University  was  in  excess  of  3,000;  and 

WHEREAS,  as  a  result  of  the  outstanding  achievements  of 
Campbell  University  and  the  rapid  growth  of  its  student  body,  it 
seems  fitting  that  the  size  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  be  increased: 
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NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT: 

1.  Paragraph  8(a)  of  the  restated  charter  dated  September  15, 
1960  is  amended  by  striking  from  said  paragraph  8(a)  the  last 
sentence  thereof  and  inserting  in  lieu  of  said  stricken  sentence 
the  following: 

"The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  no  power  to  alter  or  amend 
the  Charter  in  any  manner  that  would  affect  its  relationship 
with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  without  complying  with  the 
laws  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Baptist  State  Convention  shall 
be  given  prior  notice  of  any  such  proposed  amendment  to  the 
Charter.  Further,  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  no  power  to 
obligate  the  Convention  for  any  debt  without  its  prior 
approval." 

2.  Paragraph  8(b)  of  the  restated  charter  dated  September  15, 
1960,  as  amended  by  the  Articles  of  Amendment  dated 
December  8, 1967,  is  stricken  and  a  new  paragraph  8(b)  reading 
as  follows  is  inserted  in  lieu  thereof: 

"8.  (b)  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be 
residents  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  members  in  good 
and  regular  standing  of  churches  cooperating  with  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  North  Carolina.  The  membership  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  and  is  hereby  increased  from  thirty- 
six  (36)  to  forty-eight  (48)  in  number,  and,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  herein,  shall  serve  terms  of  four  (4)  years  beginning 
on  January  1,  following  their  election  by  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  and  shall  serve  until  their  successors  have  been 
duly  elected  and  qualified. 

"Three  of  the  additional  twelve  members  shall  be  added  to 
the  membership  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  shall  serve  terms 
of  four  years  beginning  on  January  1, 1982.  The  nine  additional 
members  shall  be  added  to  the  membership  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  on  January  1, 1983,  and  serve  the  following  terms: 
Three  of  the  members  shall  serve  terms  of  one  year;  three  of 
the  members  shall  serve  terms  of  two  years;  and,  the 
remaining  three  members  shall  serve  terms  of  three  years. 
Their  successors  shall  serve  terms  of  four  (4)  years  beginning 
on  January  1,  following  their  election  by  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  or  until  their  successors  have  been  duly  elected 
and  qualified." 

3.  Paragraph  8(f)  of  the  restated  charter  dated  September  15, 
1960  is  stricken  and  a  new  paragraph  8(f)  reading  as  follows  is 
inserted  in  lieu  thereof: 

"8.  (f)  If  for  any  reason,  other  than  the  expiration  of  term,  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  cease  to  be  a  member, 
it  shall  be  filled  in  accordance  with  the  presently  existing 
policies  set  forth  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  for  the  filling 
of  such  vacancies." 

4.  There  are  no  members  of  the  corporation  having  voting 
rights. 

5.  As  stated  in  Article  8  of  the  Charter  of  the  corporation,  the 
affairs  of  said  corporation  are  administered  by  a  Board  of 
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Trustees.  The  above  amendment  received  the  unanimous  vote  of 
the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  office. 

IN  TESTIMONY  WHEREOF,  the  Corporation  has  caused  this 
document  to  be  executed  in  its  name  by  its  President  and  its 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  this  29th  day  of  April,  A.D.  1981.

The  purposed  amendment  to  the  Campbell  University  Charter 
that  follows  had  not  been  finally  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  when  the  materials  were  compiled.  The  trustees  met  on 
September  24-25. 

Full  Restatement  of  Section  8(a)  As  Amended 

8.  (a)  The  affairs  of  the  corporation  shall  be  administered  by  a 
Board  of  Trustees  elected  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina  or  its  successor  organization.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  operate  Campbell  University  as  an  agency  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  in  accordance 
with  policies  adopted  by  the  Convention,  and  it  shall  report  to 
the  Convention  as  often  as  may  be  required  on  all  work  done 
and  undertaken.  Any  change  in  the  Charter  of  the  corporation 
which  would  affect,  alter  or  change  the  purposes  for  which 
Campbell  University,  Incorporated,  was  organized  or  the 
relationship  of  the  University  or  its  Trustees  to  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina  will  be  submitted  to  the 
Convention  for  approval.  Further,  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
have  no  power  to  obligate  the  Convention  for  any  debt  without 
its  prior  approval. 

Charter  of  Chowan  College 

as  amended 

September  1960 
February  1971 
February  1981 

Section  1.  Description  of  Corporation. 

(a)  The  name  of  this  corporation  shall  be  Chowan  College  and 
it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  non-profit,  non-stock  body  politic 
and  incorporate  for  the  purpose  of  providing  Christian  higher 
education.  The  principal  office  of  this  corporation  is  located  at 
Murfreesboro,  North  Carolina. 

(b)  The  name  of  the  agent  therein  and  in  charge  thereof 
upon  whom  process  against  said  corporation  may  be  served  is 
Bruce  E.  Whitaker,  President. 
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(c)  The  corporation  shall  have  perpetual  existence  and  a 
corporate  seal  shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be 
sued  and  to  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  courts.  It  shall  take, 
receive,  and  possess  all  real  and  personal  property  which  may 
be  given  to  it  and  shall  apply  the  same  according  to  the 
direction  of  the  donors  for  the  purpose  for  which  this 
corporation  was  created.  The  corporation  shall  have  power,  by 
purchase  or  otherwise,  to  take,  hold,  and  possess  real  and 
personal  property  in  special  trust  and  administer  the  same  for 
the  designated  purpose.  The  corporation  shall  have  the  right, 
power,  and  authority  to  purchase,  take,  receive,  or  otherwise 
acquire,  hold  and  possess  such  real  and  personal  property  as  it 
may  deem  necessary  or  desirable  in  carrying  out  the  purpose 
for  which  it  was  created,  and  the  right,  power,  and  authority  to 
sell,  convey,  transfer,  assign,  mortgage,  hypothecate,  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  such  real  and  personal  property:  Provided, 
however,  that  it  shall  exercise  its  right  to  mortgage  or 
hypothecate  such  property  only  with  the  approval  in  writing  of 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  as  expressed  by 
its  appropriate  representatives;  and  the  title  to  all  property,  real 
or  personal,  whether  heretofore  stated  by  its  charter  as  being 
vested  in  Chowan  College  or  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Chowan  College,  shall  now  be  vested  in  Chowan  College. 

(d)  In  order  to  carry  out  the  objects  and  purposes  for  which 
this  corporation  was  created,  it  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  generally  to  do  and  perform  all  acts  which  by  its 
Board  of  Trustees  or  designated  representative  of  the  Board, 
may  be  deemed  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  proper  and 
successful  carrying  out  of  such  objects  and  purposes. 

Section  2.  Administration  of  Corporation. 

(a)  The  affairs  of  the  corporation  shall  be  administered  by  a 
Board  of  Trustees  elected  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina  or  its  successor  organization.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  operate  Chowan  College  as  an  agency  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  in  accordance 
with  policies  adopted  by  the  Convention,  and  it  shall  report  to 
the  Convention  as  often  as  may  be  required  on  all  work  done 
and  undertaken.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  no  power  to 
obligate  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  directly 
or  indirectly,  for  any  debt  without  the  prior  written  approval  of 
the  Convention  expressed  by  its  appropriate  representative.  Nor 
shall  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  the  power  to  alter  the  Charter 
of  this  Corporation  in  any  way  which  would  affect  either  the 
basic  purpose  of  the  College,  as  stated  in  Section  1  (a),  or  its 
relationship  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina, 
without  the  prior  approval  of  the  Convention. 

(b)  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  residents 
of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  members  of  churches  co- 
operating with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 
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The  membership  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  thirty-six  (36) 
in  number,  serving  terms  of  four  (4)  years  beginning  on  January 
1  following  their  election  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and 
shall  serve  until  their  successors  have  been  duly  elected  and 
qualified.  The  terms  of  one-fourth  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  expire  on  December  31  of  each  year.  Those 
trustees  in  office  on  January  1, 1971  shall  serve  the  terms  for 
which  they  were  elected. 

(c)  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  hold  meetings  from  time  to 
time  and  at  least  once  during  each  calendar  year. 

(d)  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  make 
bylaws  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this 
State  or  of  this  Charter  for  the  discharge  of  its  functions  and  for 
the  government  of  said  corporation. 

(e)  The  Board  of  Trustees,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  or  any  other 
meeting  of  said  Convention  designated  for  the  election  of 
trustees,  shall  nominate  persons  to  fill  vacancies  on  the  Board 
which  have  occurred  or  will  occur  before  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Convention,  and  such  nominations  shall  be  submitted  in 
accordance  with  those  policies  and  procedures  set  forth  by  the 
Convention  for  the  nomination  of  trustees. 

(f)  If  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  cease  to  be 
a  member  of  a  church  co-operating  with  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina  or  shall  remove  his  residence 
from  this  State,  his  membership  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
thereby  be  terminated  forthwith. 

(g)  The  Board  of  Trustees,  by  affirmative  vote  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  entire  membership  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
given  in  a  regular  meeting  or  in  a  special  meeting  called  for 
that  purpose,  shall  have  the  power  to  remove  from  office  any 
trustee  for  cause  considered  sufficient  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
but  only  after  reasonable  notice  to  such  trustee  and  opportunity 
for  him  to  be  heard  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina  shall  have  the  power  to  remove 
from  office  any  trustee  for  cause  considered  sufficient  by  the 
Convention,  but  only  after  reasonable  notice  to  such  trustee 
and  opportunity  for  him  to  be  heard  by  the  Convention. 

(h)  The  office  of  any  trustee  which  may  become  vacant  for 
any  reason  other  than  the  expiration  of  his  term  shall  be  filled 
in  accordance  with  those  policies  and  procedures  set  forth  by 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  for  the  filling  of  such  vacancies. 

Section  3.  Officers  and  Employees. 

(a)  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  annually  the  following 
officers  of  the  Board:  a  Chairman  and  a  Vice  Chairman,  each  of 
whom  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  a  Secretary 
to  the  Board,  and  such  other  officers  as  it  may  deem  necessary. 

(b)  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  a  President  to  the 
College,  to  serve  at  its  pleasure,  who  shall  be  the  chief  officer 
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of  the  college  in  administering  the  affairs  of  the  college  under 
the  authority  and  control  of  the  Board  of  Trustees;  and  a 
General  Counsel  of  the  College. 

(c)    The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  elect  such 
professors,  instructors,  and  other  officers  in  and  over  said 
college  as  it  shall  deem  qualified  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their 
several  offices,  and  may  remove  the  same  for  misbehavior, 
inability,  or  neglect  of  duty,  as  so  adjudged  by  the  said  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  upon  recommendation  of  the  President  of  the 
College. 

Section  4.  Authority  of  the  Faculty. 

The  faculty  of  the  college,  which  shall  consist  of  such  persons 
as  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  designate,  shall  have  the  power, 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  said  faculty  may  prescribe, 
to  confer,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  all 
degrees  and  marks  of  literacy  distinction  as  are  usually 
conferred  by  colleges  and  universities,  and  to  make  regulations 
regarding  courses  of  instruction,  student  discipline,  and  such 
other  matters  as  may  be  assigned  to  it  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Articles  of  Amendment  to  the 
Charter  of  Chowan  College 

The  undersigned  non-profit  corporation  for  the  purpose  of 
amending  its  Articles  of  Incorporation  and  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  55A-36  of  the  North  Carolina  Non-Profit 
Corporation  Act,  hereby  sets  forth: 

I.  The  name  of  the  corporation  is  Chowan  College. 

II.  At  a  regularly  convened  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Chowan  College  held  on  the  9th  day  of  February,  1981,  the 
following  amendments  to  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  were 
adopted: 

(a)  That  Section  2,  paragraph  a,  of  the  Charter  be  amended 
by  the  addition  of  the  following  sentence  at  the  end  of  that 
paragraph:  "Nor  shall  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  the  power  to 
alter  the  Charter  of  this  corporation  in  any  way  which  would 
affect  either  the  basic  purpose  of  the  college,  as  stated  in  Section 
1,  (a),  or  its  relationship  to  the  Baptists  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina,  without  the  prior  approval  of  the  Convention." 

(b)  That  Section  2,  paragraph  e,  of  the  Charter  be  amended 
to  read  as  follows:  "The  Board  of  Trustees,  prior  to  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  or  any 
other  meeting  of  said  Convention  designated  for  the  election  of 
trustees,  shall  nominate  persons  to  fill  vacancies  on  the  Board 
which  have  occurred  and  will  occur  before  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Convention,  and  such  nominations  shall  be  submitted  in 
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accordance  with  those  policies  and  procedures  set  forth  by  the 
Convention  for  the  nomination  of  trustees." 

(c)    That  Section  2,  paragraph  h,  of  the  Charter  be  amended 
to  read  as  follows:  "The  office  of  any  trustee  which  may  become 
vacant  for  any  reason  other  than  the  expiration  of  his  term  shall 
be  filed  in  accordance  with  those  policies  and  procedure  set 
forth  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  for  the 
filling  of  such  vacancies." 

III.    The  corporation  has  no  members  with  voting  rights.  A 
quorum  was  present  at  the  meeting  held  on  the  above  date;  and 
the  said  amendments  were  adopted  at  the  above  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  upon  receiving  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the 
Trustees  in  office.

Articles  of  Amendment  to  the

The  undersigned  non-profit  corporation,  for  the  purpose  of 
amending  its  Articles  of  Incorporation,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  provision  of  Section  55A-36  of  the  North,  Carolina  Non- 
profit Corporation  Act,  hereby  sets  forth: 

i. 

The  name  of  the  Corporation  is  Gardner-Webb  Junior  College, 
Incorporated. 

ii. 

At  a  regularly  convened  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Gardner-Webb  Junior  College,  Incorporated,  held  on  the  29th 
Day  of  September,  A.D.,  1969,  the  following  Amendment  to  the 
Articles  of  Incorporation  was  adopted: 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Gardner-Webb 
Junior  College,  Incorporated,  that  the  Articles  of  Incorporation 
of  Gardner-Webb  Junior  College,  Incorporated,  be  amended 
and  re-written  to  read  as  follows: 
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Articles  of  Incorporation  of 
Gardner-Webb  College, 
Incorporated 

Article  I 

The  name  of  this  Corporation  is  the  Gardner-Webb  College, 
Incorporated. 

Article  II 

The  office  and  principal  place  of  business  of  this  Corporation  is 
located  at  the  Webb  Administration  Building,  in  the  town  of 
Boiling  Springs,  County  of  Cleveland. 

Article  III 

The  objects  for  which  this  Corporation  is  formed  are: 

Section  1.  To  establish  and  maintain  a  college  for  the 
education  of  qualified  students  of  both  sexes,  with  preference 
being  given  to  students  affiliated  with  churches  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  this  school  to  be  located  at 
Boiling  Springs,  No.  2  Township,  Cleveland  County,  North 
Carolina;  to  provide  a  suitable  building  or  buildings  with  all 
necessary  furniture  and  appliances  for  the  satisfactory  conduct  of 
said  college;  to  employ  teachers  and  fix  their  compensation,  and 
to  do  all  other  things  necessary  and  requisite  for  the 
maintenance  of  said  college  which  shall  afford  scientific,  literary, 
commercial,  and  other  educational  training  for  those  who  shall 
avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  of  said  college. 

Section  2.  To  borrow  money  and  secure  the  same,  to  solicit, 
receive  and  acquire,  by  grant,  gift,  purchase,  devise,  bequest,  or 
otherwise,  money  and  property  of  every  type,  kind,  nature  and 
description,  and  to  administer,  sell,  exchange,  mortgage,  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  and  use  the  money  and  property  of  this 
Corporation  and  any  and  all  income  derived  therefrom  for  any 
one  or  more  of  the  purposes  specified  in  this  Article  III;  and 

Section  3.  To  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  suitable, 
convenient  or  proper  in  connection  with,  or  incidental  to,  the 
accomplishment  of  any  of  the  purposes  specified  in  this  Article 
III:  and,  in  general,  to  do  any  and  all  things,  and  to  exercise  any 
and  all  powers,  in  furtherance  of  any  one  or  more  of  the 
purposes  specified  in  this  Article  III  which  it  may  now  or 
hereafter  be  lawful  for  this  Corporation  to  do  or  exercise  under 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  that  may  now  or 
hereafter  be  applicable  to  this  Corporation. 
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Article  IV 


This  Corporation  is  not  organized  for  pecuniary  profit,  and 
shall  have  no  power  to  issue  certificates  of  stock  or  to  make  or 
declare  dividends.  No  part  of  the  net  earnings  of  this 
Corporation  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  any  member  of  this 
Corporation  of  any  other  individual. 

Article  V 

This  Corporation  shall  have  no  capital  stock.  The  college, 
which  it  is  the  purpose  of  this  Corporation  to  establish  and 
maintain,  shall  be  supported  by  voluntary  contributions  from 
such  persons,  corporations,  and  associations  as  may  care  to 
contribute  and  by  use  of  the  income  from  said  college. 

Article  VI 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Gardner-Webb  College, 
Incorporated,  shall  be  composed  of  not  less  than  20  nor  more 
than  40  members  who  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating 
Committee  of  and  elected  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina  and  their  regular  term  of  office  shall  be  for  four 
years. 

a.  At  the  first  election  by  the  Convention  one-fourth  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  one- 
fourth  for  two  years,  one-fourth  for  three  years,  and  the 
remaining  one-fourth  for  four  years.  At  each  subsequent  regular 
annual  session  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina 
one-fourth  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said 
Corporation  shall  be  elected  by  the  Convention  to  succeed  the 
members  of  said  Board  retiring,  the  retiring  members  being 
ineligible  for  re-election  until  one  year  has  elapsed. 

b.  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  Corporation 
shall  be  residents  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  members  in 
good  and  regular  standing  of  a  Missionary  Baptist  Church  co- 
operating with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

c.  Removal  from  the  State  or  ceasing  for  any  reason  to  be  a 
member  in  good  and  regular  standing  of  a  Missionary  Baptist 
Church  co-operating  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  resignation  from  said  Board  of 
Trustees. 

d.  The  term  of  office  of  a  trustee  who  has  not  resigned,  died, 
become  disqualified,  or  been  removed  shall  not  expire  until  his 
successor  shall  have  been  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

e.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  Corporation  by  the  affirmative 
vote  of  three-fourths  of  its  entire  membership  given  in  reguar 
annual  meeting  or  in  a  special  meeting  duly  called  for  the 
purpose,  shall  have  power  to  remove  from  office  any  trustee  of 
such  Corporation  for  cause  considered  sufficient  by  such  Board, 
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but  only  after  reasonable  notice  to  such  trustee  and  opportunity 
to  him  to  be  heard  by  the  Board. 

f.    The  Baptist  State  Convention  shall  have  the  right  at 
any  time  to  remove  from  office  any  trustee  for  cause  considered 
sufficient  by  the  Convention,  but  only  after  reasonable  notice  to 
such  trustee  and  opportunity  for  him  to  be  heard  by  the 
Convention.  Notice  of  such  contemplated  action  and  hearing  by 
the  Convention  may  be  given  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Convention. 

g.    That  no  individual  shall  serve  on  any  Board  or  Institution, 
who  is  at  the  time  holding  membership  on  any  other  Board  or 
Institution. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  from  among  its 
membership  a  Chairman  who  shall  hold  office  until  his  successor 
is  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

Section  3.    The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint,  or  may 
give  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  power  to  appoint 
from  among  the  membership  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  an 
Executive  Committee  consisting  of  the  number  of  members  as 
set  forth  in  the  Bylaws  from  time  to  time  which  committee  shall 
be  clothed  with  such  powers  as  the  Trustees  shall  confer. 

Article  VII 

The  period  of  existence  of  this  Corporation  is  unlimited. 

Article  VIII 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Trustees  to  adopt  Bylaws  for  the 
proper  execution  of  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  organized. 

Article  IX 

The  officers  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  a  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  a  President,  a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer,  who 
shall  be  elected  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be 
provided  for  in  the  Bylaws  of  this  Corporation. 

The  Corporation  has  no  voting  rights. 

Articles  of  Amendment  to  the 
Charter  of  Gardner-Webb 
College,  Incorporated 

The  undersigned  non-profit  corporation  hereby  executes 
these  Articles  of  Amendment  for  the  purpose  of  amending  its 
Charter: 
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1.  The  name  of  the  corporation  is  Gardner-Webb  College, 
Incorporated. 

2.  The  following  amendments  to  the  Charter  of  the 
corporation  were  adopted  by  a  majority  vote  of  its  Board  of 
Trustees  on  the  25th  day  of  July,  1980,  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  law: 

a.  Article  VI,  Section  1  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  the 
words  "nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  of  and" 
between  the  words  "be"  and  "elected"  in  the  third  line  thereof. 

b.  Article  VI,  Section  1C  is  hereby  amended  by  deleting  the 
second  sentence  thereof  and  substituting  the  following:  All 
vacancies  on  said  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  promptly  reported  to 
the  Nominating  Committee  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  and 
shall  be  filled  by  recommendation  of  said  Committee  to  the 
General  Board  of  the  Convention  until  the  next  regular  annual 
session  of  the  Convention  and  the  Convention  shall  at  its  next 
regular  session  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term. 

c.  Article  VI,  Section  1  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the 
following  as  sub-sections  "h"  and  "i": 

h.  That  no  more  than  three  (3)  Trustees  shall  be  members  of 
the  same  Missionary  Baptist  Church  co-operating  with  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

i.  The  Trustees  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina  for  the  operating  of  the 
corporation  in  accordance  with  Baptist  principles;  report  of  work 
done  and  undertaken  shall  be  made  annually  to  the 
Convention;  any  change  in  the  Charter  of  the  corporation  which 
would  affect,  alter  or  change  the  purpose  of  the  corporation  or 
the  relationship  of  the  corporation  or  its  Board  of  Trustees  to  the 
Convention  shall  have  the  prior  approval  of  the  Convention;  and 
no  program  shall  be  inaugurated  which  might  involve  the 
Convention  directly  or  indirectly  in  a  debt,  without  securing  the 
prior  approval  of  the  Convention. 

3.  The  corporation  has  no  members.

Articles  of  Amendment  to  the 
Certificate  of  Incorporation  of 
Mars  Hill  College 

The  trustees  of  Mars  Hill  College  assembled  in  the  annual 
meeting  of  said  trustees,  said  meeting  held  in  accordance  with 
the  annual  call  thereof  on  the  5th  day  of  December,  1980,  on  a 
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motion  duly  made,  and  properly  seconded,  unanimously  voted 
to  amend  the  Certificate  of  Incorporation,  or  Charter,  of  said 
College,  by  amending  Chapter  326  of  the  Private  Laws  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  and  the  amendments 
thereto  are  as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  The  narrje  of  this  corporation  shall  continue  to  be 
as  heretofore,  to-wit:  MARS  HILL  COLLEGE. 

SECTION  2.  The  period  of  existence  of  this  corporation  is 
unlimited. 

SECTION  3.  The  purpose  of  this  corporation  shall  continue  to 
be  as  heretofore,  to-wit:  To  operate  Mars  Hill  College. 

SECTION  4.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina 
shall  elect  the  trustees  of  the  College  and  shall  designate  the 
term  and  number  of  said  trustees.  The  Convention  may  stagger 
the  term  of  said  trustees  in  such  way  or  manner  as  it  sees  fit  and 
at  subsequent  annual  sessions  of  the  Convention  shall  elect  a 
sufficient  number  of  trustees  to  succeed  those  retiring  from  said 
board. 

SECTION  5.  The  trustees  of  Mars  Hill  College  shall  be 
responsible  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  for  the  operation  of 
said  College  in  accordance  with  Baptist  principles  and  shall  make 
a  report  of  the  work  done  and  undertaken  annually  to  the 
Convention.  Any  change  in  the  Charter  of  Mars  Hill  College 
which  would  materially  affect  or  change  the  purposes  of  the 
College,  or  the  relationship  of  the  College,  or  its  Board  of 
Trustees  to  the  State  Convention,  shall  have  the  prior  approval  of 
the  Convention.  No  program  shall  be  inaugurated  which  might 
involve  the  Convention  directly  or  indirectly  in  a  debt,  without 
securing  the  prior  approval  of  the  Convention. 

SECTION  6.  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said 
College  shall  be  residents  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and 
members  of  churches  cooperating  with  the  Convention.  The 
members  of  the  boards  of  trustees  and  directors  of  the  institutions 
and  agencies  of  the  Convention  shall  be  distributed  as  widely  as 
practicable.  The  term  of  office  of  a  trustee  who  has  not  resigned, 
died,  become  disqualified,  or  been  removed  shall  not  expire 
until  his  successor  shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified. 

No  individual  shall  serve  on  the  board  of  an  institution  or 
agency  who  is  at  the  same  time  holding  membership  on  the 
board  of  any  other  institution,  agency,  or  on  the  General  Board. 
No  individual  who  is  employed  by  an  agency  or  institution  of  the 
Convention,  whether  the  salary  be  total  or  supplemented,  shall 
serve  on  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  agency,  institution,  or 
General  Board. 

SECTION  7.  If  for  any  reason  a  member  of  a  board  shall  cease 
to  be  a  member  of  a  church  cooperating  with  the  Convention  or 
shall  remove  his  residence  from  the  State,  his  membership  on 
any  board  shall  be  thereby  terminated.  Any  vacancy  on  a  board 
may  be  filled  by  recommendation  of  the  Nominating  Committee 
to  the  General  Board  until  the  next  regular  annual  session  of  the 
Convention,  and  the  Convention  shall  at  its  next  regular  annual 
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session  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term.  The  board  of 
trustees  or  directors  of  said  corporation  by  affirmative  vote  of 
three-fourths  of  the  entire  membership  given  in  regular  annual 
meeting  or  in  special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  shall  have 
the  power  to  remove  from  office  any  trustee  or  director  of  such 
corporation  for  cause  considered  sufficient  by  such  board,  but 
only  after  reasonable  notice  to  such  trustee  or  director  and 
opportunity  to  be  heard  by  the  board.  The  Convention  shall 
have  the  right  to  remove  any  trustee  or  director  for  cause 
considered  sufficient  by  the  Convention,  but  only  after 
reasonable  notice  to  such  trustee  or  director,  and  opportunity 
for  him  to  be  heard  by  the  Convention.  Notice  of  such 
contemplated  action  and  hearing  by  the  Convention  may  be 
given  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Board  of  the 
Convention. 

SECTION  8.  The  trustees  of  said  College  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  after  receiving  nomination  from  the 
Convention's  Nominating  Committee  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  the  number  of  vacancies  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to 
be  filled  by  said  Convention. 

SECTION  9.  That  the  value  of  the  real  and  personal  property 
owned  and  belonging  to  said  College  shall  be  unlimited. 

SECTION  10.  The  officers  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  the 
Chairman,  Vice-Chairman,  Secretary,  Attorney  and  Treasurer.  At 
the  December  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  a  Trustee  shall 
be  elected  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  another 
Trustee  shall  be  elected  as  Vice-Chairman  thereof.  The  Chairman 
and  Vice-Chairman  shall  serve  terms  of  one  year  each 
commencing  with  the  first  day  of  the  next  calendar  year  and  shall 
serve  until  December  31  of  the  calendar  year  for  which  they  are 
elected  or  until  their  respective  successors  are  duly  elected  and 
qualified.  At  the  December  meeting,  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
also  elect  a  Secretary,  an  Attorney,  and  a  Treasurer  who  shall 
serve  terms  of  one  year  each  commencing  with  the  first  day  of 
the  next  calendar  year  and  shall  serve  until  December  31  of  the 
calendar  year  for  which  they  are  elected  or  until  their  respective 
successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

SECTION  11.  That  seventeen  (17)  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business  at  regular  or  called 
meetings  of  the  Board  except  in  the  election  of  officers  and  the 
amendment  of  bylaws  when  a  quorum  shall  consist  of  a  majority 
of  the  Board,  or  except  in  placing  a  mortgage  or  lien  upon  any 
part  of  the  property  or  in  selling  any  part  of  the  property  owned 
by  the  school,  in  which  case  a  quorum  shall  consist  of  two-thirds 
(2/3)  of  the  members  of  the  Board.  Provided,  that  at  each 
meeting  of  the  Board  it  may  consider  any  business  or  work 
properly  before  it  and  appoint  the  necessary  committees  to  carry 
on  any  ordinary  business  of  said  Board  pursuant  to  the  bylaws  of 
the  corporation  and  further  provided  that  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board  shall  be  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  an  ex 
officio  member  of  all  other  committees  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
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without  power  to  vote;  provided  further,  that  special  meetings  of 
the  Board  may  be  called  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  seven  or  more  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  by 
the  President  of  the  College  at  any  time  and  for  any  purpose  by 
giving  notice  to  the  members,  by  mailing  or  otherwise,  stating 
the  purpose  of  said  meeting. 

SECTION  12.  The  President  of  the  College  shall  be  elected  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  shall  hold  office  at  its  pleasure  and 
shall  have  such  duties  and  responsibilities  as  given  him  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  the  bylaws  and  the  Board  and  the 
President  of  this  College  shall  from  time  to  time  provide  for  as 
many  professors,  teachers  and  employees  as  the  best  interest  of 
said  college  may  demand. 

SECTION  13.  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  full  right 
and  power  to  enact  such  bylaws,  rules  and  regulations  as  to  them 
seem  best  for  the  government  of  the  students,  faculty  and 
employees  of  said  College  and  the  President  of  the  College  shall 
be  the  executive  officer  to  enforce  the  same. 

SECTION  14.  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  the  power  and 
authority  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  to  operate  Mars  Hill 
College. 

SECTION  15.  That  hazing  in  any  form  of  students  at  Mars  Hill 
College  is  hereby  declared  to  be  unlawful  pursuant  to  N.C.G.S. 
14-35,36,37,38. 

SECTION  16.  That  is  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  erect, 
keep  or  maintain  at  Mars  Hill  College  or  within  four  miles  of  said 
College  in  the  County  of  Madison  any  establishment  or  place 
whatsoever  for  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  or 
wines  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  sell  any 
intoxicating  wines  or  liquors  within  three  miles  of  said  College. 

SECTION  17.  Any  violation  of  Sections  15  and  16  shall 
constitute  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  fine  not  to  exceed 
$500.00,  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  six  months,  or  both. 

SECTION  18.  That  the  faculty  of  said  College,  consisting  of  the 
President,  professors,  and  teachers,  by  and  with  the  consent  and 
approval  of  the  trustees,  shall  have  the  power,  privilege  and 
authority  of  conferring  degrees  or  marks  of  literary  distinction 
upon  such  persons  as  they  deem  entitled  thereto  in  accordance 
with  the  normal  practice  and  usage  of  colleges  and  seminaries  of 
learning  and  distinction  in  other  parts  of  the  country. 

SECTION  19.  All  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed. 

SECTION  20.  This  act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  take  effect  from 
and  after  its  ratification.

1.  The  name  of  this  corporation  is  Meredith  College. 

2.  The  period  of  duration  of  this  corporation  shall  be 
perpetual. 

3.  The  purpose  of  this  corporation  is  to  provide  for  the 
higher  education  of  women  under  Christian  auspices  and  within 
a  Christian  context,  fostering  in  all  its  activities  and  relationships 
the  ideals  of  personal  integrity,  intellectual  freedom,  and 
academic  excellence;  and  to  that  end,  to  provide  adequately 
and  fully  for  the  maintenance,  management,  operation,  and 
development  of  a  college  at  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  under  the 
name  of  Meredith  College.  This  institution,  a  liberal  arts 
college,  shall  emphasize  and  develop  its  academic  program  in 
terms  of  scholastic  standards  and  service,  and  shall  maintain 
procedures  implicit  in  an  educational  institution  of  high  quality; 
and,  as  a  Christian  college,  shall  be  primarily  concerned  to 
inculcate  attitudes,  provide  activities,  and  promote  learning 
calculated  to  deepen  and  broaden  the  Christian  experience  of 
its  students  and  to  prepare  them  for  maximum  service  in  the 
Christian  enterprise. 

4.  This  corporation  shall  have  no  members. 

5.  This  corporation  shall  be  managed  and  controlled  in 
accordance  with  law  by  a  Board  of  Directors  (hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  Board  of  Trustees),  the  member  of  which  shall 
be  designated  trustees  and  shall  be  elected  by  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Caroina  (hereinafter  sometimes  referred 
to  as  the  Convention).  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of 
thirty-six  members  who  shall  be  divided  into  four  classes 
consisting  of  nine  trustees  in  each  class.  At  each  annual  session 
of  the  Convention,  nine  trustees  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Convention  for  terms  of  four  years  each  (commencing  January 
first,  next  thereafter)  and  until  their  respective  successors  shall 
have  been  elected  and  qualified. 

6.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  corporation  shall  be 
responsible  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina 
for  the  operation  of  Meredith  College  in  accordance  with 
Baptist  principles;  a  report  of  work  done  and  undertaken  shall 
be  made  annually  to  the  Convention;  any  change  in  the  charter 
of  the  corporation  which  would  affect,  alter  or  change  the 
purpose  of  the  institution  or  the  relationship  of  the  institution 
or  its  Board  of  Trustees  to  the  Convention  shall  have  the  prior 
approval  of  the  Convention.  No  program  shall  be  inaugurated 
which  might  involve  the  Convention  directly  or  indirectly  in  a 
debt,  without  securing  the  prior  approval  of  the  Convention. 

7.  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  corporation 
shall  be  residents  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  members 
of  churches  co-operating  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina. 

8.  If  for  any  reason  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
cease  to  be  a  member  of  a  church  co-operating  with  the

conventin  or  shall  remove  his  residence  from  the  State  of  North 
Carolina,  his  membership  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  thereby 
be  terminated.  Any  vacancy  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  be 
filled  by  election  by  the  General  Board  of  a  nominee 
recommended  by  the  Convention's  Nominating  Committee, 
and  the  Convention  shall  at  its  next  regular  session  fill  the 
vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term.

10.  No  individual  shall  serve  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this 
corporation  who  is  at  the  time  holding  membership  on  the 
board  of  any  other  institution  or  agency  of  the  Convention  or 
on  the  General  Board.  No  individual  who  is  employed  by  an 
agency  or  institution  of  the  Convention,  whether  the  salary  be 
total  or  supplemented,  shall  serve  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
this  corporation.  Not  more  than  three  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  be  members  of  the  same  church. 

11.  The  term  of  office  of  a  trustee  who  has  not  resigned, 
died,  become  disqualified,  or  been  removed  shall  not  expire 
until  his  successor  shall  have  been  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

12.  This  corporation  shall  not  encumber  its  property  or 
change  its  status  with  respect  to  the  Convention  without 
authority  from  the  Convention.  The  corporation  shall  have 
authority  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  current  revenue 
provided  that  any  unpaid  balance  of  such  borrowing  at  the  end 
of  the  current  fiscal  year  shall  be  provided  for  in  and  made  a 
part  of  the  budget  for  the  subsequent  fiscal  year.  All  borrowings 
by  the  corporation,  the  payment  of  which  would  require  an 
extension  of  time  beyond  the  close  of  the  subsequent  fiscal 
year,  shall  be  submitted  for  approval  and  acted  upon  by  the 
Convention  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
applicable  to  such  borrowings  as  prescribed  by  the  Convention. 

13.  The  Board  of  Trustees,  by  resolution  adopted  by  the 
majority  of  the  trustees  in  office,  may  designate  one  or  more 
committees,  each  of  which  shall  consist  of  two  or  more  trustees, 
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which  committees,  to  the  extent  provided  in  such  resolution  or 
in  the  bylaws  of  the  corporation,  shall  have  and  exercise  the

Articles  of  Amendment  and 
Restatement  of  the  Charter  of 
Wingate  College,  Incorporated 

Under  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  55A  of  the 
General  Status  of  North  Carolina  entitled  "Non-profit 
Corporation  Act,"  the  Charter  of  Wingate  College,  a  non-profit 
corporation,  was  amended  at  a  regularly  convened  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  corporation  held  on  the  18th  day  of 
December,  A.D.,  1975.  The  amendment  proposes  to  amend  and 
restate  the  provisions  of  the  original  Articles  of  Incorporation  as 
promulgated  in  Chapter  31  of  the  Private  Laws  of  the  1897 
Session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  as 
amended:  (1)  By  Certificate  of  Amendment  to  Charter  adopted 
on  the  29th  day  of  January,  1923,  and  filed  with  the  Secretary  of 
State  on  the  5th  day  of  February,  1923;  (2)  By  Certificate  of 
Amendment  to  Charter  adopted  on  the  5th  day  of  November, 
1935,  and  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State  on  the  3rd  day  of 
December,  1935;  (3)  By  Certificate  of  Amendment  to  Charter 
adopted  on  the  2nd  day  of  November,  1949,  and  filed  with  the 
Secretary  of  State  on  the  12th  day  of  November,  1949;  (4)  By 
Articles  of  Amendment  to  the  Charter  adopted  on  the  27th  day 
of  September,  1963,  and  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State  on  the 
2nd  day  of  October,  1963.  The  provisions  hereinafter  set  forth 
shall  be  the  full  and  true  Charter  of  the  Corporation  as  in  effect 
on  the  date  certified. 

Article  I. 

The  name  of  the  Corporation  is  WINGATE  COLLEGE. 

Article  II. 

The  period  of  duration  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  perpetual. 
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Article  III. 


The  address  of  the  home  or  principal  office  of  the  Corporation 
is  Wingate,  Union  County,  North  Carolina. 

Article  IV. 

The  purposes  for  which  the  Corporation  is  organized  are: 

(1)  To  establish  and  maintain  an  institution  or  college  for 
instruction  in  and  promotion  of  Christian  principles; 

(2)  To  educate  men  and  women  in  all  branches  of  useful 
knowledge; 

(3)  To  improve  mankind  intellectually,  morally,  spiritually  and 
physically; 

(4)  To  promote  the  harmony,  health  and  happiness  of 
mankind; 

(5)  To  promote  the  appreciation  of  beauty  and  truth; 

(6)  To  foster  respect  for  humankind  as  the  creation  of  God; 

(7)  To  encourage  commitment  to  self-discipline  and  integrity; 

(8)  To  encourage  sensitivity  to  high  moral  standards; 

(9)  To  encourage  esteem  for  the  American  free  enterprise 
system; 

(10)  To  encourage  belief  in  God  through  faith  in  Jesus  Christ; 

(11)  To  encourage  devotion  to  God  through  service  to  God 
and  man. 

Article  V. 

The  registered  office  of  the  Corporation  is  the  Roy  L.  Holbrook 
Administration  Building,  Wingate  College,  Wingate,  Union 
County,  North  Carolina. 

Article  VI. 

The  registered  agent  of  the  Corporation  at  the  registered 
office  is  Thomas  E.  Corts. 

Article  VII. 

The  affairs  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a  Board  of 
Trustees  (Directors).  The  number  now  constituting  the  Board  of 
Trustees  is  twenty-eight  (28),  provided  this  number  may  be 
increased  or  decreased  and  the  terms  and  manner  of  election 
shall  be  as  set  forth  in  the  By-laws.

Article  IX. 

No  part  of  the  activities  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  the 
carrying  on  of  propaganda  or  otherwise  attempting  to  influence 
legislation.  The  Corporation  shall  not  participate  in  or  intervene 
in  (including  the  publishing  or  distribution  of  statements)  any 
political  campaign  on  behalf  of  any  candidate  for  public  office. 
The  Corporation  shall  not  carry  on  any  activities  not  permitted  to 
be  carried  on  (a)  by  a  corporation  exempt  from  Federal  income 
tax  under  Section  501  (c)  (3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of 
1954  (or  the  corresponding  provisions  of  any  future  United  States 
Internal  Revenue  law)  or  (b)  of  a  corporation,  contributions  to 
which  are  deductible  under  Section  170  (c)  (2)  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1954  (or  the  corresponding  provisions  of  any 
future  United  States  Internal  Revenue  law). 

Article  X. 


In  the  event  of  dissolution  of  this  Corporation,  all  profits  and 
assets  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  paid  and  delivered  to  such 
charitable,  educational  or  benevolent  organizations  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  Trustees,  provided  each  such  organization  to 
which  any  assets  are  paid  and  delivered  shall  be  exempt  from 
Federal  income  tax  under  Section  501  (c)  (3)  of  the  Internal

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The  By-laws  of  the  1st  day  of  June,  1980,  as  amended  are  as 
follows: 


By-laws  of  Wingate  College 

Article  I. 

Offices 

Section  1.  Principal  Office.  The  principal  office  of  the 
Corporation  shall  be  located  in  the  Roy  L.  Holbrook 
Administration  Building,  Wingate,  Union  County,  North 
Carolina. 

Section  2.  Registered  Office.  The  registered  office  of  the 

Corporation  required  by  law  to  be  maintained  in  the  State  of 
North  Carolina  may  be,  but  need  not  be,  identical  with  the 
principal  office. 

Article  II. 

Board  of  Trustees 

Section  1.  General  Powers.  The  business  and  affairs  of  the 
Corporation  shall  be  managed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  or 
such  Executive  Committee  as  the  Board  may  establish  pursuant 
to  these  By-laws. 

Section  2.  Number  and  Qualification. 

(a)  The  number  of  Trustees  of  the  Corporation  shall  be 
twenty-eight  (28).  Each  Trustee  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  State 
of  North  Carolina  and  a  member  of  a  church  cooperating  with 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  provided  that 
not  more  than  three  (3)  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  be  members  of  the  same  church. 

(b)  No  individual  shall  serve  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Corporation  while  holding  a  similar  position  in  any  other 
institution  or  agency  of  the  Convention  or  the  General  Board 
of  the  Convention, 

(c)  No  individual  who  is  employed  by  any  institution  or 
agency  of  the  Convention  or  the  General  Board  of  the 
Convention,  whether  salaried,  partically  salaried,  or 
unsalaried,  shall  serve  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Corporation. 

(d)  No  individual  while  matriculating  at  Wingate  College 
shall  serve  upon  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Corporation. 

Section  3.  Terms.  The  term  of  office  for  each  Trustee  shall  be 
four  (4)  years,  commencing  on  Janaury  1  following  the  regular 
annual  session  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  at  which  the 
Trustee  was  elected  and  ending  on  December  31  following  the 
Convention  at  which  his  successor  is  elected,  unless  sooner 
terminated.  One-fourth  (1/4)  of  the  total  Trustee  membership 
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shall  retire  and  one-fourth  (1/4)  of  the  total  Trustee 
membership  shall  be  elected  each  year.  The  term  of  office  of  a 
Trustee  who  has  not  resigned,  died,  become  disqualified  or 
been  removed  shall  not  expire  until  his  successor  shall  have 
been  duly  elected  and  qualified.  In  no  case  shall  a  Trustee 
serve  a  continuous  term  of  more  than  four  (4)  years,  provided, 
however,  any  Trustee  who  shall  have  been  elected  to  fill  a 
vacancy  of  less  than  two  (2)  years  shall  be  eligible  for  re- 
election to  a  full  four  (4)  year  term  of  his  own.  Having 
completed  a  full  four  (4)  year  term  of  his  own  or  more  than 
two  (2)  years  of  an  unexpired  term,  a  Trustee  shall  not  be 
eligible  for  re-election  until  one  (1)  year's  time  shall  have 
elapsed. 

Section  4.  Election  of  Trustees.  The  Trustees  shall  not  be  elected 
at  the  regular  annual  session  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina. 

Section  5.  Removal.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wingate  College, 
by  affirmative  vote  of  three-fourths  (3/4)  of  the  entire 
membership  given  at  a  regular  or  called  meeting,  shall  have 
the  power  to  remove  from  office  any  Trustee  of  Wingate 
College  for  cause  considered  sufficient  by  the  Board,  but  only 
after  reasonable  notice  to  such  Trustee,  and  after  opportunity 
to  hear  such  Trustee  has  been  extended  by  the  Board.  The 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  shall  have  the  right 
to  remove  any  Trustee  for  cause  considered  sufficient  by  the 
Convention,  but  only  after  reasonable  notice  to  such  Trustee, 
and  opportunity  for  him  to  be  heard  by  the  Convention  or  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Convention's  General  Board. 

Section  6.  Resignation  or  Termination  of  Membership.  A  Trustee 
wishing  to  resign  from  the  Board  shall  submit  his  resignation 
in  writing  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  If  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  for  any  reason,  resigns,  or 
ceases  to  be  a  member  of  a  church  cooperating  with  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  or  removes  his 
residence  from  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  his  membership 
on  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  thereby  terminated. 

Section  7.  Vacancy.  Any  vacancy  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Corporation  shall  be  filled  by  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  upon  recommendation  of  the  Nominating 
Committee  of  the  Convention.  At  the  next  regular  annual 
session,  the  Convention  shall  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  unexpired 
term. 

Section  8.  Election  of  Officers.  The  officers  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  be  elected  from  the  membership  by  two-thirds 
(2/3)  vote  of  those  members  present  and  voting  at  the 
December  meeting  of  the  Board  and  shall  serve  during  the 
following  calendar  year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified. 

Section  9.  Chairman.  There  shall  be  a  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  elected  as  herein  provided.  He  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  perform  such  other 
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duties  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  shall 
sign  all  degrees  awarded  by  the  Institution.  The  Chairman  may 
appoint  such  special  committees  from  time  to  time  as  he  may 
deem  necessary  and  appropriate  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
Corporation,  and  shall  serve  as  ex  officio  member  of  all 
standing  and  special  committees.  The  Chairman  shall  counsel 
with  and  advise  the  President  of  the  Corporation  as  the  need 
may  arise. 

Section  10.  Vice  Chairman.  There  shall  be  a  Vice  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  elected  as  hereinafter  provided.  He  shall 
serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  in  the 
absence  of  the  Chairman,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Section  11.  Secretary.  The  Secretary  of  the  Corporation  shall  act 
as  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Executive 
Committee.  He  shall  record  the  minutes  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  12.  Executive  Committee.  There  shall  be  an  Executive 
Committee  consisting  of  eight  (8)  members  of  the  Board 
elected  at  its  December  meeting,  plus  the  Secretary,  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  The  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Board  shall  be  ex  officio 
Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  exercise  all  powers  and 
authority  of  the  Board  when  not  in  session,  shall  keep  a  full 
and  complete  record  of  all  its  acts  and  transactions,  and  shall 
report  its  actions  to  the  full  Board  at  each  regular  or  special 
meeting  thereof. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  upon  written  call  of  its 
Chairman  or  upon  call  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  or  upon  request  of  any  three  (3)  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Six  (6)  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 

Section  13.  Reports.  The  Trustees  of  the  Corporation  shall  make 
an  annual  report  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina. 

Article  III. 

Meetings  of  Board  of  Trustees 

Section  1.  Regular  Meetings.  A  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  be  held  during  the  months  of  May,  September 
and  December  of  each  year  on  a  date  and  at  the  time  and 
place  designated  in  the  call  by  the  Chairman. 

Section  2.  Special  Meetings.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by 
the  Chairman  or  any  five  (5)  members  of  the  Board. 

Section  3.  Notice  of  Meetings.  Notice  of  all  regular  meetings 
shall  be  mailed  to  each  member  of  the  Board  at  his  last  known 
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address  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  meeting. 
The  person  or  persons  calling  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  shall  at  least  five  (5)  days  before  the  meeting  give 
notice  thereof  by  any  usual  means  of  communication.  Such 
notice  need  not  specify  the  purpose  for  which  the  meeting  is 
called. 

Attendance  by  a  Trustee  at  a  meeting  shall  constitute  a 
waiver  of  notice  of  such  meeting  except  where  a  Trustee 
attends  a  meeting  for  the  express  purpose  of  objecting  to  the 
transaction  of  any  business  because  the  meeting  was  not 
lawfully  called. 

Section  4.  Quorum.  A  majority  of  the  membership  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Section  5.  Manner  of  Acting.  A  majority  vote  of  those  present 
and  voting,  a  quorum  having  been  established,  shall  carry  any 
matter.  Each  Trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  one  (1)  vote  on  each 
matter  before  the  Board.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to 
cast  his  vote  by  proxy. 

Section  6.  Parliamentary  Procedure.  Robert's  Rules  of  Order 
Newly  Revised  shall  govern  the  Board  in  all  cases  in  which 
they  are  applicable  and  in  which  they  are  not  inconsistent  with 
these  By-laws  and  any  special  rules  of  order  the  Board  may 
adopt. 

Section  7.  Informal  Action  by  Trustees.  Action  taken  by  a 

majority  of  the  Trustees  without  a  meeting  shall  nevertheless 
be  Board  action  if  written  consent  to  the  action  in  question  is 
signed  by  all  the  Trustees  and  filed  with  the  minutes  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Board,  whether  done  before  or  after  the 
action  so  taken. 


Article  IV. 

Officers 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  consist  of  a 
President,  Vice  Presidents,  Secretary,  Assistant  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  and  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as 
the  Board  of  Trustees  may  from  time  to  time  elect. 

Section  2.  Election  and  Term.  The  President  of  the  College  shall 
be  President  of  the  Corporation,  and  the  Director  of  Business 
Affairs  shall  be  the  Treasurer  throughout  their  tenures  of 
office.  Vice  Presidents  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board.  The 
Secretary  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  elected  from  the 
membership  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  a  one  (1)  year  term  at 
each  December  meeting,  said  term  of  office  to  run  from 
January  1  to  December  31  of  the  following  year.  An  Assistant 
Secretary,  and  an  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  annually 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  December  meeting.  Each  officer 
shall  hold  office  until  his  death,  resignation,  retirement, 
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removal  or  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

Section  3.  Removal.  Any  officer  elected  or  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  may  be  removed  by  the  Board  with  or 
without  cause,  but  such  removal  shall  be  without  prejudice  to 
the  contract  rights,  if  any,  of  the  person  so  removed. 

Section  4.  President.  The  President  shall  be  the  principal 

executive  officer  of  the  Corporation  and  shall  be  responsible 
for  implementation  of  the  policies  established  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  shall  supervise  and  control  the  management  of 
the  Corporation  in  accordance  with  these  By-laws.  He  shall 
sign  with  any  other  proper  officer  any  deeds,  mortgages, 
bonds,  contracts  or  other  instruments  which  may  be  lawfully 
executed  on  behalf  of  the  Corporation  except  where  required 
or  permitted  by  law  to  be  otherwise  signed  and  executed  and 
except  where  the  signing  and  execution  thereof  shall  be 
delegated  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  some  other  officer  or 
agent;  and  in  general  he  shall  perform  all  the  duties  incident 
to  the  office  of  President  and  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  from  time  to  time. 

Section  5.  Vice  Presidents.  One  or  more  individuals  may  be 
designated  Vice  President  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  The  Chairman  or  the  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Board 
shall  designate  the  individual  to  perform  the  duties  and 
exercise  the  powers  of  the  office  of  the  President  during  the 
President's  absence  or  disability.  The  Vice  Presidents  shall 
perform  such  duties  as  may  be  designated  by  the  President. 

Section  6.  Secretary.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  accurate  records  of 
the  acts  and  proceedings  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  have  general 
charge  of  the  corporate  books  and  records  and  of  the 
corporate  seal,  and  he  shall  affix  the  corporate  seal  to  any 
lawfully  executed  instrument  requiring  it.  He  shall  sign  such 
instruments  as  may  require  his  signature  and  in  general  shall 
perform  all  duties  incident  to  the  office  of  Secretary  and  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  him  from  time  to  time  by  the 
President. 

Section  7.  Treasurer.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  custody  of  all  funds 
and  securities  belonging  to  the  Corporation  and  shall  receive, 
deposit  or  disburse  the  same  under  the  direction  of  the 
President  pursuant  to  policies  established  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  He  shall  keep  full  and  accurate  accounts  of  the 
finances  of  the  Corporation  in  books  especially  provided  for 
that  purpose,  and  he  shall  cause  a  true  statement  of  its  assets 
and  liabilities  to  be  prepared  at  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year 
and  of  the  results  of  its  operations  and  of  the  changes  in 
accounts  for  such  fiscal  year,  all  in  reasonable  detail,  including 
particulars  as  to  convertible  securities  then  outstanding.  The 
Treasurer  shall  in  general  perform  all  duties  incident  to  his 
office  and  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  him  from 
time  to  time  by  the  President  or  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
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Section  8.  Assistant  Secretary.  The  Assistant  Secretary  shall  have 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  the  Secretary  in  the 
absence  or  disability  of  the  Secretary,  and  shall  aid  the 
Secretary  in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

Section  9.  Assistant  Treasurer.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  have 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  the  Treasurer  in  the 
absence  or  disability  of  the  Treasurer,  and  shall  aid  the 
Treasurer  in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

Section  10.  Bond.  The  Board  of  Trustees  may  by  resolution 
require  any  or  all  officers,  agents  and  employees  of  the 
Corporation  to  give  bond  to  the  Corporation  with  sufficient 
sureties  conditioned  on  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices  or  positions,  and  to  comply  with 
such  conditions  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

Article  V. 

Committees 

Section  1.  Regular  Committees.  There  shall  be  seven  (7)  standing 
committees  as  follows:  a  Committee  on  Committees,  an 
Executive  Committee,  an  Academic  Affairs  Committee,  a 
Business  Affairs  Committee,  a  Student  Affairs  Committee,  a 
Development  Committee  and  an  Investment  Committee. 

Section  2.  Committee  on  Committees. 

(a)  The  Committee  on  Committees  shall  consist  of  three  (3) 
members  of  the  Board,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board  at  the  September  meeting  in  each  year,  whose  term 
shall  expire  upon  the  election  of  the  officers  for  the 
succeeding  year. 

(b)  The  Committee  on  Committees  shall  be  responsible  for 
nominating  a  slate  of  officers  of  the  Board,  for  nominating 
committee  members  and  committee  Chairmen. 

Section  3.  Executive  Committee.  There  shall  be  an  Executive 
Committee  with  the  powers  and  duties  as  set  forth  in  Article 
II,  Section  12,  of  these  By-laws. 

Section  4.  Academic  Affairs  Committee. 

(a)  The  Academic  Affairs  Committee  shall  consist  of  seven 
(7)  members  elected  by  the  Board  at  its  December  meeting  to 
serve  during  the  succeeding  calendar  year. 

(b)  The  Academic  Affairs  Committee  shall  review  policies 
relating  to  curriculum,  faculty  personnel,  library,  admission 
standards,  accreditation  and  such  other  matters  which  may 
affect  the  students'  academic  program. 

(c)  The  Committee  shall  report  to  the  full  Board  and  the 
Executive  Committee  from  time  to  time  and  shall  recommend 
matters  of  policy  to  the  Board  and  Executive  Committee. 

(d)  The  Committee  shall  meet  upon  call  of  its  Chairman  or 
upon  call  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board. 
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Section  5.  Business  Affairs  Committee. 

(a)  The  Business  Affairs  Committee  shall  consist  of  seven 
(7)  members  elected  by  the  Board  at  its  December  meeting  to 
serve  during  the  succeeding  calendar  year. 

(b)  The  Business  Affairs  Committee  shall  review  policies 
relating  to  fees,  charges  and  refunds  assessed  students, 
maintenance  and  improvement  of  the  physical  plant,  the 
annual  external  audit,  the  annual  budget,  non-academic 
personnel  and  all  matters  pertinent  to  sound  fiscal  policy. 

(c)  The  Committee  shall  report  to  the  full  Board  and  the 
Executive  Committee  from  time  to  time  and  shall  recommend 
matters  of  policy  to  the  Board  and  Executive  Committee. 

(d)  The  Committee  shall  meet  upon  call  of  its  Chairman  or 
upon  call  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board. 

Section  6.  Student  Affairs  Committee. 

(a)  The  Student  Affairs  Committee  shall  consist  of  seven  (7) 
members  of  the  Board  elected  at  the  December  meeting  to 
serve  during  the  succeeding  calendar  year. 

(b)  The  Student  Affairs  Committee  shall  review  policies 
relating  to  student  residence  halls,  student  social  life,  student 
government,  student  religious  life  and  other  matters  related  to 
the  student's  extra-academic  life  on  campus. 

(c)  The  Committee  shall  report  to  the  full  Board  and  the 
Executive  Committee  from  time  to  time  and  shall  recommend 
matters  of  policy  to  the  Board  and  Executive  Committee. 

(d)  The  Committee  shall  meet  upon  call  of  its  Chairman  or 
upon  call  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board. 

Section  7.  Development  Committee. 

(a)  The  Development  Committee  shall  consist  of  seven  (7) 
members  of  the  Board  elected  at  the  December  meeting  to 
serve  during  the  succeeding  calendar  year. 

(b)  The  Development  Committee  shall  review  policies 
relating  to  alumni,  community,  and  denomination  relations, 
the  solicitation  of  gifts,  grants  and  bequests  and  the 
promotion  of  the  College  among  prospective  students  and 
prospective  donors. 

(c)  The  Committee  shall  assist  the  President  and  the  staff 
with  the  material  and  financial  resources  necessary  for  the 
operation  of  the  College. 

(d)  The  Committee  shall  report  to  the  full  Board  and  the 
Executive  Committee  from  time  to  time  and  shall  recommend 
matters  of  policy  to  the  Board  and  Executive  Committee. 

(e)  The  Committee  shall  meet  upon  call  of  its  Chairman  or 
upon  call  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board. 

Section  8.  Investment  Committee. 

(a)  The  Investment  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  (3) 
members  elected  at  the  December  meeting  of  the  Board  to 
serve  during  the  succeeding  calendar  year. 

(b)  The  Investment  Committee  shall  have  authority  subject 
to  directives  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  in  its  discretion,  to 
invest  the  assets  of  the  Corporation  and  to  work  with  the 
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President  and  Director  of  Business  Affairs  in  the  investment  of 
College  funds  to  achieve  optimum  yield  combined  with  safety. 

(c)  The  Investment  Committee  shall  report  to  the  full 
Board  and  the  Executive  Committee  from  time  to  time. 

(d)  The  Committee  shall  meet  upon  call  of  the  President 
or  any  member  of  the  Committee. 

Article  VI. 

Contracts,  Loans  and  Deposits 

Section  1 .  Contracts.  The  Board  of  Trustees  may  authorize  any 
officer  or  officers,  agent  or  agents  to  enter  into  any  contract  or 
execute  and  deliver  any  instrument  on  behalf  of  the 
Corporation  and  such  authority  may  be  general  or  confined  to 
specific  instances. 

Section  2.  Loans.  No  program  shall  be  inaugurated  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Corporation  which  shall  involve  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  a 
debt  without  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina's 
having  given  prior  approval  thereto.  No  loans  shall  be 
contracted  on  behalf  of  the  Corporation  and  no  evidence  of 
indebtedness  shall  be  issued  in  its  name  unless  authorized  by  a 
resolution  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Such  authority  may  be 
general  or  confined  to  specific  instances. 

Section  3.  Checks  and  Drafts.  All  checks,  drafts  or  other  orders 
for  the  payment  of  money  issued  in  the  name  of  the 
Corporation  shall  be  signed  by  such  officer  or  officers,  agent 
or  agents  of  the  Corporation  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  from 
time  to  time  be  determined  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

Section  4.  Deposits.  All  funds  of  the  Corporation  not  otherwise 
employed  shall  be  deposited  from  time  to  time  to  the  credit  of 
the  Corporation  in  such  depositories  as  the  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  direct. 

Article  VII. 

General  Provisions 

Section  1.  Seal.  The  seal  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  as  that 

impressed  upon  the  margin  hereof  which  is  hereby  adopted  as 
the  corporate  seal  of  the  Corporation. 

Section  2.  Fiscal  Year.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Corporation  shall  run 
from  the  1st  day  of  June  of  each  year  through  the  31st  day  of 
May  of  each  following  year. 

Section  3.  Amendments.  These  By-laws  may  be  amended  or 
repealed  and  new  By-laws  may  be  adopted  by  the  affirmative 
vote  of  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  any  regular 
or  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  provided  that  the 
proposed  change  in  the  By-laws  shall  have  been  submitted  to 
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each  member  of  the  Board  in  writing  at  least  thirty  (30)  days 
prior  to  the  date  of  the  duly  called  meeting  at  which  the 
proposed  change  is  to  be  considered. 

Charter  of  the  Baptist 
Children's  Homes  of  North 
Carolina,  Inc. 

1.  The  name  of  this  corporation  is  Baptist  Children's  Homes 
of  North  Carolina,  Inc. 

2.  The  purposes  of  this  Corporation  are  for  the  care  of 
neglected,  dependent  and  homeless  children;  emotionally 
disturbed  children;  unwed  mothers  and  their  children;  and  the 
rendering  of  related  services  to  their  relatives.  The  Corporation  is 
also  authorized  to  work  with  other  agencies,  institutions,  and 
programs,  in  an  effort  to  strengthen  wholesome,  Christian  family 
life  throughout  the  state  of  North  Carolina.  The  purposes  of  the 
Corporation  also  include  services  directed  towards  the 
preservation,  conservation,  and  rehabilitation  of  families,  in  an 
effort  to  avoid  the  necessity  for  the  placement  of  children  away 
from  their  own  homes.  Counselling  services  by  skilled  case-work 
personnel  may  also  be  a  vital  part  of  the  purposes  of  this 
Corporation  aimed  at  the  provisions  of  family  disintegration. 

The  Corporation  shall  have  the  authority  to  take  any  actions 
which  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  in  carrying  out  and  in 
making  effective  the  above  basic  purposes. 

3.  The  principal  office  and  principal  place  of  business  of  the 
Corporation  shall  be  in  or  near  Thomasville,  Davidson  County, 
North  Carolina. 

4.  The  Corporation  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to 
seek  and  to  secure  the  lawful  control  and  care  of  children  in 
need  of  care  and  service  of  this  Corporation,  by  the  written 
consent  of  those  nearest  of  kin,  or  of  those  having  the  control  of 
said  children,  or  those  who  may  have  the  lawful  authority  to 
grant  such  control  and  care,  or  by  petition  for  such  control  when 
necessary  to  the  Superior  Court  Clerk,  or  appropriate  court,  of 
the  county  in  which  such  children  may  be  domiciled,  or  which 
court  may  have  lawful  jurisdiction  thereof,  for  such  clerk  or  such 
court  to  grant  such  control  or  care,  to  this  Corporation;  and  it 
shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  interfere  in  any 
way  with  this  Corporation  in  the  care,  and  management  of  any 
such  children,  after  they  shall  have  been  received  and  entered 
by  this  Corporation. 

This  Corporation  shall  have  the  authority  and  power  to 
discharge  any  of  such  children  from  its  care  or  control  when,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  President  or  other  appropriate 
representatives  of  this  Corporation,  it  shall  be  determined  to  be 
tor  the  best  interests  of  such  child  or  for  the  best  interests  and 
the  advantage  of  this  Corporation. 
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5.  That  all  propertv  held  by  this  Corporation  is  now  vested  in 
the  Corporation,  and  all  property  hereafter  received  by  the 
Corporation  shall  be  vested  in  the  Corporation.  This 
Corporation.  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.,  is 
the  same  Corporation,  and  succeeds  to  and  possesses  all  of  the 
rights,  powers,  privileges,  propertv,  estate,  and  assets  heretofore 
belonging  to  or  hav  ing  been  vested  in:  "The  Trustees  of  The 
Thomasville  Baptist  Orphanage",  "The  Trustees  of  the  Mills 
Homes,  Inc.".  "The  Mills  Home".  "The  Kennedy  Memorial 
Home".  "Baptist  Orphanage  of  North  Carolina,  Inc." 

6.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  shall  elect 
the  Trustees  of  this  Corporation,  and  their  regular  term  of  office 
shall  be  for  four  (4)  vears.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of 
thirty-six  (36)  members,  all  of  vv  horn  shall  be  residents  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina  and  members  in  good  and  regular 
standing  of  a  Missionary  Baptist  Church  co-operating  with  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina.  Nine  (9)  members  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  thus  elected  by  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carlina  each  year  to  serve  a  term  of  four  (4) 
vears.  Removal  from  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  or  ceasing  for 
anv  reason  to  be  a  member  in  good  and  regular  standing  of  a 
Missionary  Baptist  Church  co-operating  with  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina,  shall  be  equivalent  to  a 
resignation  from  said  Board  of  Trustees.  Vacancies  in  the  Board 
of  Trustees  mav  be  filled  bv  action  of  the  General  Board  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carlina  until  the  next  regular 
annual  session  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention:  the  Convention 
shall  then  elect  a  Trustee  to  complete  anv  such  unexpired  term. 
The  Trustees  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina. 
Inc.  shall  promptlv  notify  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the 
General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  after  the 
occurrence  of  anv  such  v  acancv .  The  Trustees  of  the  Baptist 
Children's  Homes  shall  be  elected  by  the  Baptist  State 
Convention,  after  receiving  nominations  from  the  Convention's 
Nominating  Committee,  or  from  the  Convention  floor.  The 
Trustees  of  this  Corporation  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
said  Nominating  Committee  of  all  vacancies  to  be  filled. 

7.  The  term  of  office  of  a  Trustee  who  has  not  resigned,  died, 
become  disqualified  or  been  removed  shall  not  expire  until  his 
successor  shall  have  been  dulv  elected  and  qualified. 

8.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  Corporation,  bv  the 
affirmative  vote  of  three-fourths  of  its  entire  membership,  given 
in  regular  annual  meeting  or  in  a  special  meeting  duly  called  for 
the  purpose,  shall  have  the  power  to  remove  from  office  any 
trustee  for  cause  considered  sufficient  bv  such  Board  but  only 
after  reasonable  notice  to  such  Trustee  and  opportunity  to  him 
to  be  heard  bv  the  Board. 

9.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  shall  also  have  the  right  to 
remove  anv  Trustee  for  cause  considered  sufficient  bv  the 
Convention,  but  onlv  after  reasonable  notice  to  such  trustee,  and 
opportunitv  for  him  to  be  heard  bv  the  Convention.  Notice  of 
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any  such  contemplated  action  and  hearing  by  the  Convention 
shall  be  given  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Board 
of  the  Corporation. 

1.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  shall  elect 
the  Trustees  of  this  Corporation,  and  their  regular  term  of  office 
shall  be  for  four  (4)  years.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of 
thirty-six  (36)  members,  all  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina  and  members  in  good  and  regular 
standing  of  a  Missionary  Baptist  Church  cooperating  with  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina.  Nine  (9)  members  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  thus  elected  by  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina  each  year  to  serve  a  term  of  four 
(4)  years.  Removal  from  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  or  ceasing 
for  any  reason  to  be  a  member  in  good  and  regular  standing  of  a 
Missionary  Baptist  Church  cooperating  with  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina,  shall  be  equivalent  to  a 
resignation  from  said  Board  of  Trustees.  Vacancies  in  the  Board 
of  Trustees  may  be  filled  by  action  of  the  General  Board  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolna  until  the  next  regular 
annual  session  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention;  the  Convention 
shall  then  elect  a  Trustee  to  complete  any  such  unexpired  term. 
The  Trustees  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina, 
Incorporated  shall  promptly  notify  the  Nominating  Committee  of 
the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  after  the 
occurrence  of  any  such  vacancy.  The  Trustees  of  the  Baptist 
Children's  Homes  shall  be  elected  by  the  Baptist  State 
Convention,  after  receiving  nominations  from  the  Convention's 
Nominating  Committee,  or  from  the  Convention  floor.  The 
Trustees  of  this  Corporation  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
said  Nominating  Committee  of  all  vacancies  to  be  filled. 

The  term  of  office  of  a  Trustee  who  has  not  resigned,  died, 
become  disqualified  or  been  removed  shall  not  expire  until  his 
successor  shall  have  been  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  Corporation,  by  the  affirmative 
vote  of  three-fourths  of  its  entire  membership,  given  in  regular 
annual  meeting  or  in  a  special  meeting  duly  called  for  the 
purpose,  shall  have  the  power  to  remove  from  office  any  trustee 
for  cause  considered  sufficient  by  such  Board  but  only  after 
reasonable  notice  to  such  Trustee  and  opportunity  for  him  to  be 
heard  by  the  Board. 

The  Baptist  State  Convention  shall  also  have  the  right  to 
remove  any  Trustee  for  cause  considered  sufficient  by  the 
Convention,  but  only  after  reasonable  notice  to  such  trustee,  and 
opportunity  for  him  to  be  heard  by  the  Convention.  Notice  of 
any  such  contemplated  action  and  hearing  by  the  Convention 
shall  be  given  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Board 
of  the  Corporation. 

2.  The  Trustees  will  make  annually  a  report  to  the 
Convention  on  work  done  and  undertaken;  the  operation  of  the 
Institution  by  the  Trustee  will  be  in  accordance  with  Baptist 
principles;  any  change  in  the  Charter  which  would  affect,  alter 
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or  change  the  purpose  of  the  Institution  or  the  relationship  of 
the  Institution  or  its  Board  of  Trustees  to  the  Convention  shall 
have  the  prior  approval  of  the  Convention. 

No  program  shall  be  inaugurated  which  might  involve  the 
Convention  directly  or  indirectly  in  a  debt,  without  securing  the 
prior  approval  of  the  Convention.

Certificate  of  Incorporation  of 
The  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Hospitals,  Incorporated 

We,  the  undersigned,  do  now  associate  ourselves  and  do 
hereby  unite  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  corporation  under  the 
general  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  do  hereby  make 
and  execute  the  following  Articles  of  Incorporation  and  do 
hereby  certify  as  follows: 

First:  The  name  of  this  corporation  shall  be  THE  NORTH 
CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITALS,  Incorporated. 

Second:  The  location  of  the  principal  office  and  the  place 
where  the  principal  business  of  said  corporation  is  to  be 
transacted  is  in  the  city  of  Winston-Salem,  County  of  Forsyth, 
State  of  North  Carolina,  but  it  may  maintain  offices  and  places  of 
business  in  other  places  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 

Third:  The  objects  for  which  said  corporation  is  formed  are  as 
follows: 

(1)  To  construct,  own,  maintain  and  operate  hospitals, 
sanitariums,  infirmaries,  nurses  homes,  and  training  schools  for 
nurses,  and  any  and  all  other  kinds  of  agencies,  institutions, 
equipments  for  the  relief  of  pain  or  the  cure  of  diseases  through 
the  exercise  of  medical  and  surgical  skill; 

(2)  To  receive  and  treat  patients  either  free  of  charge  or  for 
compensation; 

(3)  To  issue  certificates  to  or  confer  degrees  upon  nurses 
graduating  in  its  nurses  training  schools; 

(4)  In  carrying  out  the  general  objects  for  which  this 
corporation  is  organized,  to  acquire  property  of  all  kinds,  real 
and  personal,  by  gift,  will  trust  or  purchase;  to  hold  same  in 
conformity  with  all  lawful  conditions  imposed  by  the  donors;  to 
use,  employ  and  expend  the  same  in  maintaining  or  acquiring  or 
holding  the  property  for  the  corporate  purposes  herein 
mentioned;  to  sell,  manage  or  otherwise  convey  real  and 
personel  property;  to  borrow  money  and  execute  notes  and 
bonds  as  evidence  of  indebtedness  and  to  secure  loans  by 
mortgage,  deed  of  trust  and  other  forms  of  lien;  and  in  general 
to  do  and  perform  all  things  either  necessary  or  proper  for 
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carrying  out  the  purpose  for  which  this  corporation  is  created; 

(5)  In  as  much  as  this  corporation  is  not  organized  for  the 
purpose  of  profit  and  has  no  capital  stock,  the  incorporators  shall 
constitute  the  board  of  trustees  and  shall  serve  until  a  board  of 
trustees  shall  be  elected  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina  in  the  following  manner: 

At  the  next  session  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina,  after  the  issue  of  this  Certificate  of  Incorporation,  the 
Convention  shall  elect  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  corporation, 
composed  of  twelve  members,  three  of  whom  shall  serve  one 
year,  three  two  years,  three,  three  years  and  three  four  years,  and 
each  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and  shall  take  office  and 
the  terms  of  office  thereafter  shall  be  four  years. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  corporation  shall 
be  residents  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  members  in  good 
and  regular  standing  of  a  Missionary  Baptist  Church  co-operating 
with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina.  At  each 
subsequent  regular  annual  session  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina,  three  members  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  said  corporation,  satisfying  the  above  qualifications 
shall  be  elected  by  the  Convention  to  succeed  the  members  of 
the  said  Board  retiring.  Removal  from  the  State  or  ceasing,  for 
any  reason,  to  be  a  member  in  good  and  regular  standing  of  a 
missionary  Baptist  Church,  co-operating  with  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina,  shall  be  equivalent  to  a 
resignation  from  said  Board  of  Trustees.  Any  vacancy  on  the 
Board  shall  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members  until  the  next 
regular  annual  session  of  the  Convention,  and  the  Convention, 
at  its  next  regular  annual  session  shall  fill  the  vacancy  for  the 
unexpired  term. 

(6)  This  corporation  has  no  capital  stock;  the  names  and  post 
office  addresses  of  the  incorporators  are  as  follows: 

Certificate  of  Amendment  to  the 
Charter  of  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Hospitals,  Incorporated 

The  location  of  the  principal  office  of  place  of  business  in  this 
State  of  said  corporation,  whose  charter  is  amended  herein  is  at 
Winston-Salem,  in  the  County  of  Forsyth.  The  name  of  the 
person  upon  whom  process  against  said  corporation  may  be 
served  is  E.L.  Davis  of  Winston-Salem,  North  Carolina,  who  is 
President  of  said  corporation. 

Resolution  of  Trustees 

RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Hospitals  Incorporated  is  meeting  assembled  on  this  the 
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1st  day  of  November,  1927  that  in  the  judgement  of  this  board  it 
is  advisable,  as  directed  in  the  constitution  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina,  that  the  charter  of  this 
corporation  be  amended  as  follows: 

That  Article  Three  Section  5  of  the  Certificate  of  Incorporation 
of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospitals,  Incorporated  be 
amended  by  striking  out  all  of  sub-section  5  of  said  Article  3  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

"(5)    The  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  shall 
elect  the  trustees  of  said  corporation  and  their  regular  term  of 
office  shall  be  for  four  years.  At  the  first  election  by  the 
Convention  one-fourth  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  be  elected 
to  serve  for  one  year,  one-fourth  for  two  years,  one-fourth  for 
three  years  and  the  remaining  one-fourth  for  four  years.  At  each 
subsequent  regular  annual  session  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina,  one-fourth  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  said  corporation  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Convention  to  succeed  the  members  of  said  Board  retiring. 

"Removed  from  the  State,  or  ceasing  for  any  reason  to  be  a 
member  in  good  and  regular  standing  of  a  Missionary  Baptist 
Church  co-operating  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  resignation  from  said  Board  of 
Trustees.  Any  vacancy  on  the  Board  shall  be  filled  by  the 
remaining  members  until  the  next  regular  annual  session  of  the 
convention  and  the  Convention  shall  at  its  next  regular  annual 
session  fill  the  vancancy  for  the  unexpired  term. 

"The  term  of  office  of  a  trustee  who  has  not  resigned,  died, 
become  disqualified  or  been  removed  shall  not  expire  until  his 
successor  shall  have  been  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

"The  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  corporation  by  the  affirmative 
vote  of  three-fourths  of  its  entire  membership,  given  in  regular 
annual  meeting  or  in  a  special  meeting  duly  called  for  the 
purpose,  shall  have  the  power  to  remove  from  office  any  trustee 
of  such  corporation  for  cause  considered  sufficient  by  such 
Board,  but  only  after  reasonable  notice  to  such  trustee  and 
opportunity  to  him  to  be  heard  by  the  Board. 

"The  Baptist  State  Convention  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time 
to  remove  from  office  any  trustee  for  cause  considered  sufficient 
by  the  Convention,  but  only  after  reasonable  notice  to  such 
trustee  and  opportunity  to  him  to  be  heard  by  the  Convention. 
Notice  of  such  contemplated  action  and  hearing  by  the 
Convention  may  be  given  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Convention. 

"Any  provision  in  the  charter  of  this  corporation  not  in 
conformity  with  the  foregoing,  shall  be  and  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  conform  herewith. 

"RESOLVED  FURTHER,  That  a  meeting  of  the  directors  of  this 
corporation  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  called  to  be  held  at  the 
principal  office  of  the  corporation  in  the  City  of  Winston-Salem, 
N.C.  on  the  9th  day  of  March,  1928  for  the  purpose  of  taking  all 
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necessary  action  upon  the  question  of  amending  the  Certificate 
of  Incorporation  aforesaid  and  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  any 
other  business  which  may  come  before  said  meeting." 

Bylaws 

North  Carolina  Baptist 
Hospitals,  Incorporated 

Article  I 

Section  1.  The  name  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Hospitals,  Incorporated.  The  principal  office  shall  be  at 
300  South  Hawthorne  Road,  Winston-Salem,  Forsyth  County, 
North  Carolina. 

Section  2.  This  Corporation  is  organized  exclusively  for 

charitable,  scientific,  and  educational  purposes  as  a  not-for- 
profit  corporation  to  furnish  medical  and  surgical  care  to 
patients  through  the  operation  of  a  hospital  and  other  health 
related  facilities. 

Section  3.  The  goals  and  objectives  of  this  Corporation  shall  be: 

(a)  To  maintain  an  institution  or  institutions,  within  the 
State  of  North  Carolina,  with  permanent  facilities  that  include 
inpatient  beds  and  medical  services  to  provide  diagnosis  and 
treatment  for  patients.  It  shall  also  provide  the  associated 
services  that  are  necessary  to  the  fulfillment  of  this  primary 
objective. 

(b)  To  carry  on  any  educational  activities  related  to 
rendering  care  to  the  sick  and  injured,  or  to  the  promotion  of 
health  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  may  be 
justified  by  the  facilities,  personnel,  funds,  and  other 
requirements  that  are,  or  can  be  made  available. 

(c)  To  promote  and  carry  on  scientific  research  related  to 
the  care  of  the  sick  and  injured  insofar  as,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  such  research  can  be  carried  on  in,  or  in 
connection  with  the  Hospital. 

(d)  To  participate,  so  far  as  circumstances  may  warrant,  in 
any  activity  designed  and  carried  on  to  promote  the  general 
health  of  the  communities  we  serve. 

Section  4.  The  Corporation  encourages  the  use  of  volunteers  to 
supplement  its  staff  in  furthering  its  stated  objectives.  The 
functions  to  be  performed  by  these  volunteers  are  limited, 
however,  to  nonprofessional  duties  that  do  not  involve  the 
direct  care  and  management  of  patients.  The  volunteers  are  to 
be  directed  by  Hospital  Management  and  may  not  form  any 
organization  independent  of  the  Hospital. 

Section  5.  These  Bylaws  should  be  reviewed  on  an  annual  basis 
by  the  Chief  Executive  Officer  and  no  less  than  two  members 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  Board  members  assigned  this 
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responsibility  shall  be  appointed  on  an  annual  basis  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
Section  6.  The  seal  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  circular  in  form 
and  shall  consist  of  the  following  words  and  figures:  "NORTH 
CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITALS,  INCORPORATED,  1922, 
SEAL." 

Article  2 

Section  1.  The  authority,  administration,  and  government  of  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospitals,  Incorporated  shall  be  vested 
in  the  Board  of  Trustees  which  shall  have  charge,  control,  and 
management  of  the  business  affairs,  properties  and  funds  of 
the  Corporation,  and  have  the  power  and  authority  to  do  and 
perform  all  actions  and  functions  not  inconsistent  with  these 
Bylaws,  the  Statutes  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  the  laws 
of  the  United  States. 

No  assignment,  referral,  or  delegation  of  authority  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  to  Hospital  Management,  the  Medical  Staff, 
or  anyone  else  shall  preclude  the  governing  body  from 
exercising  the  authority  required  to  meet  its  responsibility  for 
the  conduct  of  the  Hospital.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  retain 
the  right  to  rescind  any  such  delegation. 

Section  2.  The  duties  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  the  selection  of  a 
chief  executive  officer;  the  delegation  of  appropriate 
authority  to  the  chief  executive  officer  and  his  subordinates 
for  administrative  action;  the  fixing  of  policies;  promoting  the 
welfare  of  the  Corporation;  determining  the  policies  of  the 
Hospital  relating  to  community  health  needs;  maintaining 
proper  professional  standards  in  the  Hospital;  assuming 
general  responsibilities  for  adequate  patient  care  throughout 
the  Hospital;  providing  adequate  financing  for  patient  care; 
and  assuring  businesslike  control  of  expenditures. 

Section  3.  The  Trustees  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  by  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  at  its  annual 
meeting.  A  Trustee  so  nominated  must  be  a  member  in  good 
standing  of  a  Baptist  Church  cooperating  with  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina.  Each  Trustee  shall  serve  for  a 
term  of  four  years  or  until  his  successor  is  duly  elected  and 
qualified.  Trustees  having  served  a  term  of  four  years  shall  be 
eligible  for  re-election  after  a  period  of  one  year. 

Section  4.  Moving  from  the  State  or  ceasing,  for  any  reason,  to 
be  a  member  in  good  standing  of  a  Baptist  Church 
cooperating  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina  shall  constitute  a  resignation  from  said  Board  of 
Trustees.  Any  vacancy  on  the  Board  shall  be  filled  by  the 
remaining  members  until  the  next  regular  annual  session  of 
the  Convention.  The  Convention  shall  at  its  next  regular 
annual  session  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term.  Any 
Trustee  filling  out  a  term  of  less  than  two  years  is  eligible  for 
immediate  election  to  a  regular  term  of  four  years. 
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Section  5.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  Corporation  by  the 
affirmative  vote  of  three-fourths  of  its  entire  membership, 
given  in  regular  annual  meeting  or  in  a  special  meeting  duly 
called  for  the  purpose,  shall  have  the  power  to  remove  from 
any  office  any  Trustee  of  such  Corporation  for  cause 
considered  sufficient  by  such  Board,  but  only  after  reasonable 
notice  to  such  Trustee  and  opportunity  to  him  to  be  heard  by 
the  Board.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  shall  have  the  right  at 
any  time  to  remove  from  office  any  Trustee  for  cause 
considered  sufficient  by  the  Convention,  but  only  after 
reasonable  notice  to  such  Trustee  and  opportunity  to  him  to 
be  heard  by  the  Convention. 

Notice  of  such  contemplated  action  and  hearing  by  the 
convention  may  be  given  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Convention. 

Section  6.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Hospitals,  Incorporated,  shall  be  held  in  October  of 
each  year  at  the  office  of  the  Hospital,  in  the  City  of  Winston- 
Salem,  North  Carolina,  and  regular  meetings  of  the  Trustees 
shall  be  held  in  January,  April,  and  July  of  each  year.  The  time 
and  date  of  such  meetings  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  at  least  two  weeks'  written  notice  of 
all  such  meetings  shall  be  given  to  the  Trustees. 

Section  7.  Special  meetings  of  the  Trustees  may  be  called  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  to  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  may 
be  designated  by  him;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  Board  upon 
the  written  request  of  five  (5)  members  thereof. 

Section  8.  A  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  shall  consist 
of  at  least  one-half  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Section  9.  At  least  forty-eight  (48)  hours'  notice  shall  be  given  by 
mail  to  each  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  any 
special  meeting  which  may  be  called  under  the  authority  of 
this  Article. 

Article  3 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  a 

Chairman  and  a  Vice  Chairman  who  shall  be  selected  from  the 
Board.  The  Secretary  of  the  Corporation  shall  prepare  the 
minutes  and  maintain  records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  The  operating  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  be 
the  Chief  Executive  Officer,  Vice  Presidents,  and  Secretary. 
The  number  and  responsibilities  of  Vice  Presidents  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Section  2.  All  officers  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  elected 
annually  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the  annual  meeting  held 
at  the  time  provided  in  Article  2  hereof,  or  at  a  special 
meeting  subsequently  called  for  the  purpose.  The  term  of 
office  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  the  calendar  month  next 
succeeding  their  election,  and  shall  be  for  one  year  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 
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Section  3.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  require  and  obtain 
fidelity  bond  in  such  amounts  and  with  such  coverages  as 
deemed  appropriate. 

Section  4.  Any  vacancy  that  may  occur  among  the  officers  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  or  any  vacancy  of  the  office  of  the  Chief 
Executive  Officer  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  or  at  a  special 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  called  for  this  purpose. 

Article  4 

Section  1.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board  shall  preside  at  all 

meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  shall  see  that  all  orders 
and  resolutions  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  are  carried  out. 

Section  2.  The  Vice  Chairman  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the 
Chairman  in  case  of  his  death,  absence,  disability  or  refusal  to 
act,  and  in  such  case  shall  have  all  the  power  and  authority 
herein  vested  in  the  Chairman. 

Section  3.  No  checks  or  vouchers  drawn  on  behalf  of  the 
Corporation  shall  be  signed  by  persons  not  specifically 
authorized  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Section  4.  The  Trustees  shall  appoint  the  Chief  Executive  Officer. 
The  Chief  Executive  Officers  shall  appoint  with  the  approval  of 
the  Executive  Committee  the  Vice  Presidents  whose  positions 
have  been  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Section  5.  The  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  the  Corporation  shall 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Chairman  of 
the  Board  have  general  and  active  charge  and  management  of 
the  Hospital  and  all  personnel  thereof  and  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  proper  and  efficient  administration  and  management 
thereof.  He  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept  an  inventory  of  all 
accounts  which  at  all  times  show  the  true  financial  conditions 
of  the  institution  and  such  other  records  as  the  Board  of 
Trustees  may  direct.  The  general  expenses,  wages,  and  salaries 
of  all  employees  and  other  fiscal  matters  shall  be  budgeted  and 
administrated  by  the  Finance  committee  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  on  recommendation  of  the  Chief  Executive  Officer, 
but  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Quarterly 
financial  reports  shall  be  made  by  the  Finance  Committee  for 
the  approval  of  the  Board. 

The  Chief  Executive  Officer  shall  be  careful  at  all  times  to 
see  that  the  financial  records  of  the  Corporation  are 
maintained  in  a  manner  consistent  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  standards.  No  person  responsible  for  the 
maintenance  of  financial  records  shall  be  called  upon  to 
perform  an  act  inconsistent  with  said  professional  standards. 

In  order  to  assure  the  Board  that  the  financial  records  are 
maintained  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
standards  and  that  the  professional  integrity  of  those  operating 
officers  responsible  for  the  records  is  not  violated,  an 
independent  audit  shall  be  performed  annually.  The  results  of 
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said  audit  shall  be  reported  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  through 
the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  who  shall  cause  a 
copy  of  the  audit  to  be  mailed  to  each  Trustee  at  least  ten  days 
prior  to  his  report. 

The  Chief  Executive  Officer,  together  with  the  Secretary, 
shall  execute  all  conveyances,  contracts  and  agreements 
authorized  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  shall  sign  all 
documents  and  papers  authorized  by  the  Trustees  to  be 
executed  on  behalf  of  the  Corporation;  he  shall,  in  addition, 
exercise  and  perform  such  authority  as  is  usually  vested  in  the 
chief  executive  officer  of  corporations  under  the  laws  of  North 
Carolina  not  inconsistent  herewith. 

Article  5 

Section  1.  The  committees  of  the  Board  shall  be  standing  or 
special,  consisting  of  no  less  than  three  (3)  members,  the 
Chairman  of  which  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Board.  These 
committees  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Board  and  shall 
have  such  duties  as  may  be  assigned  them  by  these  Bylaws  or 
the  Board.  Standing  committees  shall  consist  of  an  Executive 
Committee,  a  Finance  Committee,  a  Church  and  Community 
Relations  and  Pastoral  Care  Committee,  an  Audit  Committee, 
a  Medical  Staff  Liaison  Committee,  a  Building  Committee,  and 
such  other  standing  committees  as  the  Board  may  authorize. 

Section  2.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board  shall  serve  as  Chairman 
of  the  Executive  Committee.  All  other  Committee  Chairmen 
are  appointed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  after 
consultation  with  the  Chief  Executive  Officer.  The  term  of 
appointment  for  each  Committee  Chairman  shall  be  annual. 
The  powers  and  responsibilities  of  each  standing  committee 

are  as  follows: 

1.  Executive  Committee 

-To  have  charge  of  policy  decisions  pertaining  to  all  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Hospital  in  the  interim  period  between  the 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

-Responsible  to  act  for  the  full  Board  of  Trustees  with 
respect  to  any  matters  requiring  Trustee  action  that  may 
arise  between  Board  meetings  and  which  call  for  immediate 
action. 

-Reivew  and/or  approve  items  of  business  before  submission 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

2.  Finance  Committee 

-The  Finance  Committee  acts  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  in  a  review  and  advisory  capacity  to  the  Board, 
assuring  that  the  charge,  control,  and  management  of  the 
business  affairs,  properties  and  funds  of  the  Corporation; 
the  provision  or  adequate  financing  for  patient  care  and  the 
business-like  control  of  expenditures  as  delegated  by  the 
Board  to  the  Hospital  Director  is  properly  carried  out. 

-The  Finance  Committee  shall  review  and  approve  the 
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annual  operating  budget  of  the  Hospital,  and  shall 
recommend  its  approval  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

-The  Finance  Committee  will  review  quarterly  financial 
statements  prepared  by  Hospital  Administration,  comparing 
financial  results  to  the  operational  budget.  The  Committee 
shall  advise  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  general  financial 
condition  of  the  Hospital  as  therein  reported,  and  shall 
recommend  either  to  the  Board  or  to  Hospital 
Administration  any  action  it  deems  appropriate  for  assuring 
sound  financial  operation  of  the  Hospital. 

-The  Finance  Committee  shall  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees  for  any  financial  matters  requiring 
specific  Board  approval.  It  shall  also  review  all  matters  of  a 
financial  nature  that  require  Board  approval  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  their 
review  and  approval  prior  to  submission  to  the  full  Board. 

3.  Audit  Committee 

-To  give  additional  attention  to  the  audit  function  and 
provide  Trustees  with  direct  and  more  personal  contact 
with  the  Internal  and  Independent  Auditors. 

-Review  with  the  Independent  Auditors  on  completion  of 
their  annual  audit,  their  experience,  any  restrictions  on 
their  work,  cooperation  received,  their  findings  and  their 
recommendations. 

-Discuss  the  scope  of  Internal  Audit  procedures  with  the 
Director  of  Internal  Auditing,  any  restrictions  on  his  work 
and  whether  or  not  his  recommendations  have  been  acted 
upon. 

-Review  with  the  Independent  and  Internal  Auditors  their 
evaluation  of  the  Hospital's  internal  control. 

4.  Medical  Staff  Liaison  Committee 

-Provide  the  Governing  Board  and  the  Medical  Staff  through 
its  appointed  officers  an  effective  means  of  assisting  the 
work  of  the  Medical  Staff. 

-Review  the  work  of  the  Medical  Audit  Committee. 
-Consider  and  review  appointments  to  the  Medical  Staff. 
-Review  credentialing  of  the  Medical  Staff. 

5.  Building  Committee 

-Examine  major  problems  encountered  in  providing  needed 
facilities  and,  when  necessary,  present  to  the  full  Board 
recommendations  for  dealing  with  such  problems. 

-Approve  in  advance  the  award  of  building  design  contracts 
for  fees  in  excess  of  $100,000  into  which  the  Hospital  must 
enter. 

-Approve  in  advance  the  award  of  construction  contracts 
exceeding  $250,000  into  which  the  Hospital  must  enter. 
-To  assist  in  related  funding  problems. 

6.  Church  and  Community  Relations  and  Pastoral  Care 
Committee 

-The  primary  purpose  of  this  Committee  is  to  serve  as  a 
liaison  between  the  Baptist  Hospital  Board  of  Trustees  and

the  Department  of  Church  and  Community  Relations  and 
the  Department  of  Pastoral  Care. 

-To  assist  both  Departments  in  interpreting  their  respective 
ministries  to  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  and  the  larger 
community  served  by  the  Hospital. 
7.    Joint  Committee:  (North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospitals,  Inc.  and 
Wake  Forest  University) 

-The  primary  purpose  of  the  Joint  Committee  is  to  facilitiate 
and  enhance  the  achievement  of  the  mutual  objectives  and 
goals  of  the  Hospital  and  Medical  School. 
It  is  required  that  each  Committee  Chairman  maintain  a 
comprehensive  description  of  the  specific  powers  and  duties  of 
his  Committee.  It  is  further  required  that  these  documents  be 
circulated  to  each  individual  Committee  member,  and  that  they 
be  reviewed  and  updated  on  no  less  than  an  annual  basis. 
Section  3.  The  Trustees  at  their  annual  meeting  each  year,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  they  may  conveniently  do  so,  shall  appoint 
an  Executive  Committee  to  be  composed  of  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board,  the  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Board,  the  Chairman  of 
the  Finance  Committee,  the  Chairman  of  the  Church  and 
Community  Relations  and  Pastoral  Care  Committee,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Building  Committee,  and  at  least  two  (2) 
other  Trustees  who  shall  serve  during  the  succeeding  year  and 
until  a  new  Executive  Committee  shall  be  appointed  and 
qualified.  The  duties  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  to 
have  charge  of  policy  decisions  of  all  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital 
in  the  interim  between  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees; 
and  with  respect  to  any  new  questions  that  may  arise  between 
the  meetings  of  the  Board  which  shall  appear  to  require 
immediate  attention,  the  said  Executive  Committee  shall  have 
the  same  power  to  act  as  is  vested  in  the  full  Board  of  Trustees 
by  its  Charter  or  by  these  Bylaws.  Any  action  taken  by  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  be  subject  to  review  by  the  full 
Board  of  Trustees  at  the  next  regular  or  special  meeting,  and 
the  said  Board  of  Trustees  may  at  such  meeting  either  alter, 
amend,  or  rescind  any  orders  previously  made  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Article  6 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  provide  for  the 

organization  of  a  Hospital  Medical  Staff  and  with  advice  of  the 
Chief  Executive  Officer  shall  promulgate  such  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  proper  governing  of  said  Staff  as  shall  meet 
the  requirements  from  time  to  time  of  the  Joint  Commission 
on  Accreditation  of  Hospitals  or  such  other  organizations  as 
may  succeed  to  the  functions  of  the  said  Joint  Commission  on 
Accreditation  of  Hospitals. 

The  governing  body  shall  delegate  to  the  Medical  Staff  the 
authority  to  evaluate  the  professional  competence  of  Staff 
members  and  applicants  for  Staff  privileges;  it  shall  hold  the 
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Medical  Staff  responsible  for  making  recommendations  to  the 
governing  body  concerning  initial  Staff  appointments,  re- 
appointments, and  the  assignment  or  curtailment  of  privileges 
as  stated  in  the  Medical  Staff  Bylaws  -  Articles  VII  and  VIII. 

The  Medical  Staff  Bylaws,  Rules  and  Regulations  shall  be 
subject  to  governing  body  approval,  which  shall  not  be 
unreasonably  withheld.  These  shall  include  an  effective  formal 
means  for  the  Medical  Staff  to  participate  in  the  development 
of  Hospital  policy  relative  to  both  Hospital  Management  and 
patient  care. 

The  governing  body  shall  require  that  the  Medical  Staff 
establish  controls  that  are  designed  to  ensure  the  achievement 
and  maintenance  of  high  standards  of  professional  ethical 
practices. 

Article  7 

Section  1.  No  one  over  which  the  Corporation  has  jurisdiction 
shall  discriminate  against  anyone  because  of  sex,  race,  creed, 
or  national  origin. 

Article  8 

Section  1.  These  Bylaws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  or  called 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of 
the  members  present.

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  north  Carolina  Baptist  Hospitals,  Inc.  on 
September  24, 1980,  T.  Clyde  Collins,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  appointed  a  committee  comprised  of  Mr.  Collins  of 
Greensboro,  Mr.  E.  J.  Prevatte  of  Southport,  Dr.  Tom  Long  of 
Roxboro,  Mr.  Roddey  Dowd  of  Charlotte,  Mr.  Grover  Howell  of 
Weldon  and  Mr.  Lawrence  Davis  of  Winston-Salm,  to  meet  and 
confer  with  representatives  of  the  Convention  in  order  to  seek  a 
solution  whereby  the  present  relationship  between  the  Hospital 
and  the  Convention,  as  specified  in  the  existing  charter,  may  be 
preserved  in  all  respects,  and  should  such  resolution  be 
impossible  to  achieve,  to  seek  such  agreement  as  can  be  reached 
as  to  changes  that  would  appear  to  be  mutually  acceptable  both 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  and  to  the  Convention; 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  following  charter  amendments  have  been 
recommended  by  such  Committee  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
are  to  be  recommended  to  the  General  Board  of  the  Convention 
by  its  Chairman,  Reverend  Dewey  Hobbs; 
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NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  for  purposes  of 
reconciling  differences  and  achieving  understanding  and 
agreement  as  to  its  Charter,  the  Trustees  of  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Hospitals,  Inc.,  do  hereby  adopt  the  following  such 
amendments  to  be  filed  and  to  become  effective  upon  a  vote  of 
the  Convention  that  the  Charter  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Hospitals,  Inc.,  as  so  amended,  is  sufficiently  in  compliance  with 
Article  IX  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Convention: 

1.  The  second  sentence  of  Article  3,  Section  (5)  is  amended 
by  deleting  the  second  sentence  of  said  paragraph  and  by 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

"The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  report  any  vacancy  on  the 
Board,  together  with  the  names  of  suggested  replacements,  to 
the  Nominating  Committee  of  the  Convention.  Such  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  recommendation  of  the  Nominating 
Committee  to  the  General  Board  of  the  Convention  until  the 
next  regular,  annual  session  of  the  Convention,  and  the 
Convention  shall  at  its  next  regular,  annual  session  fill  the 
vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term." 

2.  A  new  Section  (8)  is  added  as  follows: 

"(8)  The  corporation  shall  give  to  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  General  Board  of  the  Convention  prior  notice  and  for 
the  purpose  of  reaching  a  mutual  understanding  shall  give  an 
opportunity  to  be  heard  with  respect  to  any  change  in  the 
charter  of  the  corporation  which  would  affect,  alter  or  change 
the  purpose  of  the  corporation  or  the  relationship  of  the 
corporation  or  its  Board  of  Trustees  to  the  Convention.  The 
corporation  shall  obtain  the  prior  approval  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  General  Board  of  the  Convention  before 
inaugurating  any  program  which  will  result  in  a  debt  for  which 
the  Convention  is  responsible  or  for  which  the  Convention  is 
to  become  responsible."

This  is  to  certify  that  we,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  associate 
ourselves  into  a  corporation  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  North  Carolina  for  such  purpose  made  and  provided, 
and  do  severally  agree  to  become  members  thereof;  and  to  that 
end  do  hereby  execute  this  certificate  of  incorporation  in 
manner  and  form  as  follows: 
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I. 


The  name  of  this  corporation  shall  be  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Homes,  Incorporated. 

ii. 

The  location  of  the  principal  office  of  the  corporation  is  in  the 
City  of  Winston-Salem,  County  of  Forsyth,  State  of  North 
Carolina,  but  it  may  maintain  offices  and  places  of  business  in 
other  places  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 

in. 

The  objects  for  which  this  corporation  is  formed  are: 

(a)  To  construct,  own,  maintain  and  operate  homes  for  aged 
people  of  the  Baptist  faith  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 

(b)  To  provide  for  the  care  and  comfort  of  aged  people  of 
Baptist  faith  of  North  Carolina  in  whatever  manner  is  required  in 
order  to  secure  to  those  accepted  for  admission  a  spiritual 
environment  and  proper  living  conditions. 

(c)  To  receive  and  domicile  aged  people  mainly  of  Baptist 
faith  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  either  free  of  charge  or  for 
compensation. 

(d)  In  carrying  out  the  general  objects  for  which  this 
corporation  is  organized,  to  acquire  property  of  all  kind,  real  and 
personal,  by  gift,  will,  trust  or  purchase;  to  hold  same  in 
conformity  with  all  lawful  conditions  imposed  by  the  donors;  to 
use,  employ  and  expand  the  same  in  maintaining  or  acquiring  or 
holding  the  property  for  the  corporate  purposes  herein 
mentioned;  to  sell,  manage  or  otherwise  convey  real  and  personal 
property;  to  borrow  money  and  execute  notes  and  bonds  as 
evidence  of  indebtedness  and  to  secure  loans  by  mortgage,  deed 
of  trust  and  other  forms  of  lien;  and  in  general  to  do  and 
perform  all  things  either  necessary  or  proper  for  carrying  out  the 
purpose  for  which  this  corporation  is  created. 

(e)  In  as  much  as  this  corporation  is  not  organized  for  the 
purpose  of  profit  and  has  no  equal  stock,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  be  elected  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  has 
elected  sixteen  Trustees  to  serve  as  Trustees  for  this  corporation 
until  the  next  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 
Those  sixteen  individuals  duly  elected  to  the  position  of  Trustees 
of  this  corporation  shall  serve  as  the  Trustees  of  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Homes,  Incorporated  until  the  next  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

The  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  has  the 
authority  to  set  the  tenure  of  office  of  the  Trustees  of  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Homes,  Incorporated.  At  each  subsequent 
regular  annual  session  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
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Carolina  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Homes,  Incorporated  shall  be  elected  by  the  convention  to 
succeed  the  members  of  the  said  board  retiring.  Removal  from 
the  State  or  ceasing  for  any  reason  to  be  a  member  in  good  and 
regular  standing  of  a  Baptist  Church  cooperating  with  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  shall  be  the  equivalent  to  a 
resignation  from  the  said  Board  of  Trustees. 

Any  vacancy  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  filled  by  the 
regular  members  until  the  next  regular  annual  session  of  the 
convention;  and  the  convention  shall  at  its  next  regular  annual 
session  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term.  The  term  of  office 
of  the  Trustees  who  have  not  resigned,  died,  become 
disqualified  or  been  removed  shall  not  expire  until  their 
successors  have  been  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

The  Baptist  State  Convention  shall  have  this  right  at  any  time  to 
remove  from  office  any  Trustee  for  cause  considered  sufficient 
by  the  convention,  but  only  after  reasonable  notice  to  said 
Trustee  and  opportunity  for  him  to  be  heard  by  the  convention. 

The  number  of  Trustees  for  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes, 
Incorporated  shall  be  twenty  effective  with  the  next  annual 
meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention. 


IV. 

This  corporation  shall  have  no  capital  stock.  The  names  and 
post  office  address  of  the  members  who  are  the  incorporators 
hereof  are  as  follows: 


Articles  of  Amendment  to  the 
Charter  of  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Homes,  Incorporated 

The  undersigned  corporation  hereby  executes  these  Articles  of 
Amendment  for  the  purpose  of  amending  its  Charter: 

1.  The  name  of  the  corporation  is  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Homes,  Incorporated. 

2.  The  following  amendments  to  the  Charter  of  the 
corporation  were  adopted  by  its  Board  of  Trustees  on  the  22nd 
day  of  January,  1981,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law: 

Article  III,  Section  (e)  is  amended  in  the  third  paragraph  by 
rewriting  the  first  clause  thereof  to  read  as  follows: 

"Any  vacancy  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  reported  by 
this  corporation  to  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  and  shall  be  filled  by  the  General  Board  of 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  until  the  next  regular  annual 
session  of  the  Convention"; 
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Article  III,  Section  (e)  is  further  amended  by  adding  at  the 
end  thereof  the  following  paragraph: 

"The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  make  annual  reports  to  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  work  done  and  undertaken; 

The  operation  of  the  institution  by  the  Trustees  will  be  in 
accordance  with  Baptist  principles;  any  change  in  the  charter 
which  would  affect,  alter  or  change  the  purpose  of  the 
institution  or  the  relationship  of  the  institution  or  its  Board  of 
Trustees  to  the  Convention  shall  have  the  prior  approval  of 
the  Convention. 

No  program  shall  be  inaugurated  which  might  involve  the 
Convention  directly  or  indirectly  in  a  debt  without  securing 
the  prior  approval  of  the  Convention/' 

3.    The  corporation  has  no  members  having  voting  rights.  The 
foregoing  amendments  received  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the 
Trustees  in  office.

Certificate  of  Incorporation 

WE,  THE  UNDERSIGNED,  elected  as  directors  of  BIBLICAL 
RECORDER,  INCORPORATED,  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
of  North  Carolina  at  its  session  held  in  Winston-Salem, 
November  21-23, 1939,  do  now  associate  ourselves  and  do 
hereby  unite  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  corporation  under  the 
general  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  do  hereby  make 
and  execute  the  following  articles  of  incorporation,  and  do 
hereby  certify  as  follows: 

FIRST:  The  name  of  this  corporation  shall  be  BIBLICAL 
RECORDER,  INCORPORATED. 

SECOND:  The  location  of  the  principal  office  and  the  place 
where  the  principal  business  of  said  corporation  is  to  be 
transacted  is  in  the  City  of  Raleigh,  County  of  Wake,  State  of 
North  Carolina. 

THIRD:  The  objects  for  which  said  corporation  is  formed  are 
as  follows: 
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1.  To  promote  the  publication  and  the  interests  of  the 
BIBLICAL  RECORDER,  the  journal  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina;  to  bring  said  periodical  to  the 
point  of  the  greatest  efficiency  and  influence  in  behalf  of  the 
causes  fostered  by  said  Baptist  State  Convention,  the  Baptist 
cause  in  general,  and  the  promotion  of  the  kingdom  of  God  on 
earth;  and,  in  order  to  attain  these  ends,  to  maintain  and 
safeguard  the  inalienable  rights  and  privileges  of  a  free  press, 
these  rights  and  privileges  being  consistent  with  the  traditional 
Baptist  emphasis  upon  the  freedom,  under  Christ,  of  both  the 
human  spirit  and  Baptist  churches. 

2.  To  receive,  own,  hold,  and  administer  all  the  properties, 
including  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  and  the  BIBLICAL 
RECORDER  Building  located  in  the  city  of  Raleigh,  North 
Carolina,  recently  purchased  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina  from  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  Publishing 
Company,  all  income  from  such  properties,  and  any  other 
properties,  by  gift  or  bequest  of  any  kind  of  property  ~  real, 
personal,  and  mixed  —  the  same  to  be  administered  for  the 
purposes  set  forth  in  this  charter;  and,  if  and  when  conditions 
justify,  for  the  creation  of  a  permanent  endowment  of  the 
BIBLICAL  RECORDER,  and  for  any  other  publications,  objects  or 
services  as  may  be  authorized  and  specified  by  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina  at  any  of  its  regular  annual 
sessions. 

3.  In  order  properly  to  receive,  own,  hold,  and  use  gifts  made 
to  it,  the  said  corporation  shall  have  full  power  and  authority, 
through  its  proper  officers,  subjects  to  all  lawful  conditions  and 
limitations  contained  in  any  instrument  of  gift,  to  hold  any 
property  of  whatever  nature  and  wherever  situated;  to  sell,  lease, 
transfer,  or  exchange  property  at  such  prices,  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions,  and  in  such  manner  as  it  shall  deem  best;  to 
invest  and  reinvest  funds,  in  securities,  or  real  estate,  as  it  shall 
deem  suitable;  to  execute  and  deliver  any  proxies,  powers  of 
attorney,  deeds  and  agreements  that  it  shall  deem  necessary  or 
proper;  to  determine  whether  money  or  property  coming  into 
its  possession  shall  be  treated  as  income  or  principal;  to  charge 
or  apportion  any  expense  or  losses  to  principal  or  income  as  it 
may  deem  just  and  equitable;  to  select  and  employ  suitable 
agents  and  attorneys,  for  whose  services  it  may  pay  reasonable 
compensation;  and  generally  to  do  and  perform  every  act  and 
thing  necessary,  proper,  and  convenient  to  carry  out  fully  the 
spirit  and  intent  expressed  in  this  instrument  of  incorporation, 
and  in  any  instrument  under  which  it  may  receive  gifts  or 
bequests. 

4.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  full  and  ample  power  to 
carry  on  its  business,  in  any  of  the  forms  herein  specified,  and 
may  use  its  funds  therefore;  may  incure  obligations,  borrow 
money,  execute  notes  in  the  name  of  the  said  corporation, 
pledging  therefor  its  faith  and  credit,  as  well  as  the  property  of 
the  said  corporation;  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  conferred  by 
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statute  on  corporations  for  the  accomplishment  of  its  purposes. 

5.    The  said  corporation  is  a  non-profit  corporation,  organized 
and  administered  solely  for  religious,  charitable,  and  benevolent 
purposes;  and  therefore  claims  the  right  of  exemption  from 
taxation  in  accordance  with  North  Carolina  statutes  existing  or  to 
be  enacted  for  the  exemption  of  such  corporations. 

FOURTH:  The  directors  of  this  corporation  shall  be  elected  in 
the  following  manner: 

1.  The  undersigned  sixteen  persons  have  been  elected  as  the 
directors  of  this  corporation  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina  in  recent  session  in  the  city  of  Winston-Salem, 
and  divided  into  classes  A,  B,  C,  and  D,  the  terms  of  office  of 
these  classes  expiring  in  one,  two,  three,  and  four  years, 
respectively.  Those  whose  terms  expire  in  one  year  are:  John  T. 
Wayland,  E.S.  Summers,  Lee  C.  Sheppard,  T.C.  Johnson;  those 
whose  terms  expire  in  two  years  are:  A.S.  Hale,  E.V.  Hudson,  J.R. 
Weatherspoon,  Hugh  A.  Ellis;  those  whose  terms  expire  in  three 
years  are:  Carl  M.  Townsend,  Arthur  J.  Barton,  Santford  Martin, 
Elbert  N.  Johnson;  those  whose  terms  expire  in  four  years 

are:  Joseph  L.  Peacock,  A.J.  Smith,  L.L.  Hatfield,  Perry  Morgan. 

2.  At  each  subsequent  annual  session  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina  one-fourth  of  the  directors  of  said 
corporation  shall  be  elected  by  the  Convention  to  succeed  the 
directors  retiring,  and  such  retiring  directors  shall  be  ineligible 
for  re-election  until  the  following  meeting  of  the  State 
Convention. 

3.  The  directors  of  said  corporation  shall  be  residents  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina  and  members  in  good  and  regular 
standing  of  a  Baptist  church  co-operating  with  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

4.  The  removal  of  any  director  from  the  state  or  his  ceasing 
for  any  reason  to  be  a  member  in  good  and  regular  standing  of  a 
Baptist  Church  cooperating  shall,  ipso  facto,  create  a  vacancy. 
Any  vacancy  however  created,  shall  be  filled  by  the  remaining 
members  until  the  next  annual  session  of  the  Convention,  and 
the  Convention  shall  at  such  annual  session  fill  the  vacancy  for 
the  unexpired  term. 

5.  The  term  of  office  of  a  director  shall  continue  until  his 
successor  shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified. 

6.  No  individual  shall  serve  as  a  director  of  said  corporation 
who  is  at  the  same  time  holding  membership  on  any  board  of 
institution  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

FIFTH:    This  corporation  shall  have  no  capital  stock,  and  will 
have  no  properties  until  the  properties  known  as  the  BIBLICAL 
RECORDER  and  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  Building  have  been 
legally  and  duly  transferred  to  it  by  the  trustees  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

SEVENTH:  The  period  of  existence  of  this  corporation  is 
unlimited. 

EIGHTH:  This  charter  may  be  amended  in  the  following 
manner:  first,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  directors  to  the

Bylaws 

Article  1 

Officers 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  corporation  shall  be  a  Chairman,  a 
Vice-Chairman,  a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer. 

Article  2 

Powers  and  Duties  of  Directors 

Section  1.  The  directors  shall  annually  elect  from  their  number  a 
Chairman,  a  Vice-Chairman,  and  a  Recording  Secretary.  They 
may  elect  such  agents  and  representatives  as  in  their  judgment 
may  be  necessary  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  corporation. 

Section  2.  All  officers  of  the  directors  shall  hold  office  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Section  3.  All  vacancies  among  the  officers  of  the  corporation 
shall  be  filled  as  soon  as  practicable  by  the  directors  at  any 
regular  or  special  session. 

Section  4.  The  directors  shall  employ  an  Editor  of  the  BIBLICAL 
RECORDER,  and  a  Business  Manager  (provided  that  the  Editor 
may  serve  as  Business  Manager),  and  may  elect  such  secretarial 
assistants,  agents,  and  helpers  as  may  seem  to  the  directors  to 
be  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  corporation. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  directors  to  make,  at  each 
annual  meeting  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  a 
comprehensive  report  of  its  work,  including  an  audited 
statement  of  its  financial  condition,  the  same  to  be  made  to 
the  Convention  itself,  to  which  the  directors  are  solely 
accountable. 

Article  3 

Powers  and  Duties  of  Officers 

Section  1.  The  Chairman  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
directors  and  discharge  such  other  duties  as  are  incumbent 
upon  a  presiding  officer  of  a  deliberative  body. 
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Section  2.  In  the  event  of  the  absence  or  the  incapacity  of  the 
Chairman,  the  Vice-Chairman  shall  act  in  his  stead. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  record  and  preserve  in  a 

permanently  bound  book  the  proceedings  of  the  meetings  of 
the  directors  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  directors 
may  decide. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  become  the  custodian  of  the 
corporation's  funds,  which  shall  be  disbursed  only  by  check; 
shall  sign  all  checks,  which  shall  be  countersigned  by  the 
Business  Manager;  and  shall  be  bonded  in  a  thoroughly 
adequate  manner. 

Article  4 

Fiscal  Year,  Annual  and  Other  Meetings 

Section  1.  Annual  meetings  of  the  directors  of  the  Biblical 
Recorder,  Incorporated,  shall  be  held  at  a  site  deemed 
appropriate  by  the  directors. 

Section  2.  The  fiscal  year  of  Biblical  Recorder,  Incorporated,  shall 
run  from  October  1  to  September  30,  inclusive. 

Section  3.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  directors  shall  be  held  on 
Tuesday  after  the  third  Sunday  in  October,  at  which  time  the 
directors  shall  perfect  and  approve  their  reports  for  the 
Convention. 

Section  4.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  as  determined  from 
time  to  time  by  the  directors  or  by  the  Chairman  himself,  and 
shall  be  called  by  him  upon  the  written  request  of  three  of  the 
directors. 

Section  5.  At  any  meeting  a  majority  of  the  directors  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

Article  5 

Duties  of  Employees 

Section  1.  The  Editor  is  held  accountable  solely  to  the  directors 
for  the  editorial  policies  of  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  with 
respect  to  both  the  content  of  all  printed  matter  and  the 
make-up  of  the  paper,  and  to  all  other  matters  incident  to  the 
discharge  of  his  editorial  duties.  In  case  any  question  or  issue 
should  arise  between  the  Editor  and  any  employee  of  the 
corporation,  or  with  any  one  else  whomsoever,  questions 
involving  the  principles  and  rights  of  a  free  press,  the  Editor 
shall  have  the  privilege  and  the  responsibility  of  making 
decisions  in  the  interest  of  a  free  and  constructive  press. 

Section  2.  The  Business  Manager  shall  be  responsible  to  the 
directors,  but  shall  perform  his  duties  under  the  supervision 
and  direction  of  the  Editor. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Editor  and  of  the  Business 
Manager,  acting  either  separately  or  jointly  as  may  be 
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required,  to  make  complete  reports  and  financial  statements, 
from  time  to  time,  as  the  directors  may  determine. 

Article  6 

Salaries 

Section  1.  The  directors  shall  serve  without  compensation  but 
may  receive  from  the  funds  of  the  corporation  reimbursement 
for  expenses  incurred  in  attending  regular  and  special 
meetings  of  the  directors  and  in  performing  other  duties  for 
the  corporation. 

Section  2.  The  salaries  of  all  the  employees  of  the  corporation 
shall  be  fixed  by,  or  subject  to,  the  approval  of  the  directors. 

Article  7 

The  Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  The  directors  shall  elect  an  Executive  Committee 
consisting  of  the  Chairman  of  the  directors  and  four  other 
members.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  its 
chairman  or,  if  circumstances  require,  at  the  call  of  two  of  its 
members.  This  committee  shall  have  general  direction  and 
oversight  of  the  work  of  the  directors  in  the  interim  between 
its  sessions  as  well  as  over  such  matters  as  may  be  assigned  to  it 
by  the  directors. 

Article  8 

Gifts  and  Endowment 

Section  1.  The  directors  shall  as  circumstances  may  permit  seek 
to  build  up  a  reserve  fund  and  to  encourage  the  friends  of 
BIBLICAL  RECORDER,  Incorporated,  to  make  special  gifts  and 
bequests  for  the  creation  of  a  permanent  endowment  as 
circumstances  may  permit  and  as  approved  by  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

Section  2.  All  properties  designated  for  the  endowment  shall  be 
administered  as  a  sacred  trust,  the  principal  to  be  wisely 
invested,  and  the  income  from  it  used  for  promoting  the  work 
of  the  corporation. 

Article  9 

Section  1.  Amendments  to  these  bylaws  may  be  proposed  by  the 
director  by  a  majority  vote  at  any  regular  meeting  or  any 
special  meeting  duly  called,  but,  before  becoming  effective, 
all  bylaws  must  first  be  approved  by  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina  at  a  regular  session  by  a 
majority  vote  upon  motion  made  in  open  session,  notice  of 
which  shall  have  been  given  the  day  before  in  open  session.

Any  vacancy,  however  created,  shall  be  filled  by  the  remaining 
members  until  the  next  annual  session  of  the  Convention,  and 
the  Convention  shall  at  such  annual  session  fill  the  vacancy  for 
the  unexpired  term.

4.   The  removal  of  any  director  from  the  state  or  his  ceasing 
for  any  reason  to  be  a  member  in  good  and  regular  standing  of  a 
Baptist  church  cooperating  shall,  ipso  facto,  create  a  vacancy.  Any 
vacancy,  however  created,  shall  be  filled  by  the  Nominating 
Committee  of  the  Convention  and  approved  by  the  General 
Board  if  the  vacancy  occurs  following  a  session  of  the  state 
convention.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  corporation  by 
affirmative  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  entire  membership  given 
in  regular  annual  meeting  or  in  a  special  meeting  called  for  the 
purpose,  shall  have  the  power  to  remove  from  office  any 
director  of  such  corporation  for  cause  considered  sufficient  by 
such  board,  but  only  after  reasonable  notice  to  such  director  and 
opportunity  to  be  heard  by  the  board.  The  Convention  shall 
have  the  right  to  remove  any  director  for  cause  considered 
sufficient  by  the  Convention,  but  only  after  reasonable  notice  to 
such  director,  and  opportunity  for  him  to  be  heard  by  the 
Convention.  Notice  of  such  contemplated  action  and  hearing  by 
the  Convention  may  be  given  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
General  Board  of  the  Convention.

Charter 

State  of  North  Carolina 

We,  the  undersigned,  do  now  associate  ourselves  and  do 
hereby  unite  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  corporation  under  the 
general  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  do  hereby  make 
and  execute  the  following  articles  of  incorporation  and  do 
hereby  certify  as  follows: 

Articles  of  Incorporation  of  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation, 
Incorporated. 

FIRST:  The  name  of  this  corporation  shall  be  THE  NORTH 
CAROLINA  FOUNDATION,  Incorporated. 

SECOND:  The  address  of  the  registered  office  of  the 
corporation  is  301  Hillsborough  Street,  Raleigh,  Wake  County, 
North  Carolina  and  the  name  of  the  registered  agent  at  such 
address  is  Edwin  S.  Coates,  Executive  Secretary  of  The  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Incorporated. 

THIRD:  The  objects  for  which  said  corporation  is  formed  are 
as  follows: 

1.  To  promote  the  making  of  gifts  by  deed,  will,  and 
otherwise  for  the  causes  and  objects  fostered  by  the  members  of 
the  Missionary  Baptist  Denomination  in  the  State  of  North 
Carolina,  in  their  cooperative  undertakings,  and  to  provide  a  way 
of  securing  greater  uniformity  of  purposes,  powers,  and  duties  of 
administration  in  the  management  and  distribution  of  the  gifts  so 
made; 

2.  To  receive,  own,  hold,  administer,  and  distribute  gifts  of 
any  kind  of  property  -  real,  personal  and  mixed  -  to  be  used  for 
the  promotion  of  the  Missionary  Baptist  cause  in  general  or  any 
specified  object  of  the  Missionary  Baptist  denomination.  Without 
in  any  way  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing  and  rather  in 
illustration  and  explanation  thereof,  gifts  may  be  received  by  the 
said  corporation  to  be  administered  for  the  following  purposes, 
among  others: 

a.    For  assisting  educational  institutions  recognized  by  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  or  the  body 
succeeding  it,  as  being  distinctively  Baptist  institutions  of 
learning; 
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b.  For  assisting  orphanages  now  existing  or  hereafter 
established  in  North  Carolina  and  recognized  by  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina,  or  the  body  succeeding  it,  as 
being  distinctively  Baptist  orphanages; 

c.  For  relieving  aged  or  incapacitated  ministers  and  teachers 
of  the  Missionary  Baptist  denomination; 

d.  For  assisting  in  all  missionary  enterprises  -  whether  state, 
home,  or  foreign  -  recognized  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina,  or  the  body  succeeding  it,  as  distinctively  Baptist 
enterprises; 

e.  For  assisting  in  hospital,  training-school,  reformatory,  or 
other  enterprises  recognized  and  fostered  by  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina,  or  the  body  succeeding  it,  as 
distinctively  Baptist  enterprises; 

f.  That  in  addition  to  the  objects  and  powers  heretofore  set 
out  and  not  in  diminution  thereof,  the  corporation  hereby 
created  may  do  all  other  acts  and  things  pertaining  or  incident  to 
the  general  purpose  and  necessary  to  the  general  welfare; 

3.    In  order  properly  to  receive,  own,  hold,  administer  and 
distribute  gifts  made  to  it,  the  said  corporation  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority,  through  its  proper  officers,  subject  to  all 
lawful  conditions  and  limitations  contained  in  any  instrument  of 
gift,  to  hold  any  property  of  whatever  nature  and  wherever 
situated;  to  sell,  lease,  transfer,  or  exchange  property  at  such 
prices,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  and  in  such  manner  as  it 
shall  deem  best;  to  invest  and  re-invest  funds  in  such  loans, 
securities,  or  real  estate  as  it  shall  deem  suitable;  to  execute  and 
deliver  any  proxies,  powers  of  attorney,  deeds  and  agreements 
that  it  shall  deem  necessary  or  proper;  to  determine  whether 
money  or  property  coming  into  its  possession  shall  be  treated  as 
income  or  principal  and  to  charge  or  apportion  any  expenses  or 
losses  to  principal  or  income  as  it  may  deem  just  and  equitable; 
to  select  and  employ  suitable  agents  and  attorneys  and  pay 
reasonable  compensation  for  their  services;  and  generally  to  do 
and  perform  every  act  and  thing  necessary,  proper  and 
convenient  to  carry  out  fully  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  purposes 
expressed  in  this  instrument  of  incorporation  and  in  any 
instrument  under  which  it  may  receive  gifts. 

FOURTH:  This  corporation  shall  be  governed  by  a  Board  of 
Directors  composed  of  fifteen  members,  who  shall  be  elected  by 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  three  members 
being  elected  each  year  for  a  term  of  five  years,  and  that  six  of 
said  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
at  any  meeting  duly  and  regularly  called;  and  that  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an  Executive  Committee  of 
five  to  be  chosen  from  its  members,  three  of  which  shall 
constitute  a  quorum,  which  Executive  Committee  in  the  interim 
between  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  act  for  said  Board  of  Directors  on  all 
matters  relating  to  the  Baptist  Foundation.  Removal  from  the 
state,  or  ceasing  for  any  reason  to  be  a  member  in  good  and 
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regular  standing  of  a  Missionary  Baptist  Church  cooperating  with 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  shall  be 
equivalent  to  resignation  from  said  Board  of  Directors.  Any 
vacancy  on  the  Board  shall  be  filled  by  recommendation  of  the 
Convention  Nominating  Committee  to  the  General  Board  of  the 
Baptist  State  Covention  until  the  next  regular  annual  session  of 
the  Convention,  and  the  Convention  at  its  regular  annual  session 
shall  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term.  The  Board  of 
Directors  of  this  corporation  by  affirmative  vote  of  three-fourths 
of  the  entire  membership  thereof  given  in  a  regular  annual 
meeting  or  in  a  special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  shall  have 
the  power  to  remove  from  office  any  Director  of  such 
Corporation  for  causes  considered  sufficient  by  such  Board,  but 
only  after  reasonable  notice  to  such  Director  for  an  opportunity 
to  be  heard  by  the  Board.  The  Convention  shall  have  the  right  to 
remove  any  Director  for  cause  considered  sufficient  by  the 
Convention,  but  only  after  reasonable  notice  to  such  Director  for 
an  opportunity  to  be  heard  by  the  Convention.  Notice  of  such 
contemplated  action  and  hearing  by  the  Convention  may  be 
given  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Board  of  the 
Convention. 

FIFTH:  That  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Foundation  in  addition  to  the  general  powers  provided 
shall  have  full  power  in  the  exercise  of  their  sound  discretion 
and  by  a  majority  vote  of  said  Board  to  compromise  and  adjust 
debts  or  obligations  owing  to  the  Foundation  or  any  of  its  trust 
funds,  when  in  their  judgment  and  discretion  such  adjustment  or 
compromise  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Foundation  and  its 
funds. 

SIXTH:  This  is  a  non-profit  corporation  having  no  capital 
stock. 

SEVENTH:  The  period  of  existence  of  this  corporation  is 
unlimited.  Should  dissolution  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Foundation,  Incorporated  occur  or  become  necessary,  all  assets 
of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  distributed  to  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

EIGHTH:  Any  change  in  the  Charter  or  By-laws  of  The  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Incorporated  affecting  the  purposes 
of  the  said  Foundation  or  its  relationship  with  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina  must  have  prior  approval  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina.  No  program  shall  be 
inaugurated  which  might  involve  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina  directly  or  indirectly  in  a  debt  without  securing 
prior  approval  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

NOTE:  The  above  charter  was  approved  by  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina  in  1920,  and  the  charter  was  issued 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  November  24, 
1920,  and  amended  in  1953, 1964,  Sept.  12, 1980. 
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Approved  By-laws  of 
The  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Foundation,  Incorporated 

As  adopted  in  1964  and  amended  in  1968, 
1977,  and  1980 

Article  I. 

Meetings  of  Directors 

Section  1.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Inc.,  shall  be  held  at  the 
site  of  the  annual  January  Trustee  Orientation  Conference  on 
the  day  immediately  preceding  the  Trustee  Orientation 
Conference  in  January  of  each  year,  and  shall  also  be  held  on 
the  second  Thursday  in  September  of  each  year.  In  the  event 
that  the  annual  Trustee  Orientation  Conference  is  not 
conducted  in  the  month  of  January,  a  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  shall  be  held  at  the  office  of  the 
Corporation  on  the  second  Thursday  in  January  of  each  year. 
Another  time  or  place  for  any  such  meeting  may  be  fixed  by 
majority  vote  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  At  any  meeting  six  Directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  3.  The  said  corporation  shall  operate  upon  a  fiscal  year 
beginning  on  the  1st  day  of  January  of  each  year  hereafter  and 
ending  on  the  31st  day  of  December  of  that  year. 

Article  II. 

Powers  and  Duties  of  Directors. 

Section  1.  The  Baptist  Foundation  shall  be  operated  by  15 
Directors  who  shall  serve  for  five-year  periods.  One-fifth  of 
the  Directors  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  Convention.  In 
the  event  that  a  Director  shall  die  or  resign  prior  to  the 
expiration  of  the  term,  that  position  shall  be  filled  for  the 
remainder  of  the  unexpired  term  by  the  election  of  a 
substitute  Director  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Convention 
after  receiving  nominations  from  the  Convention  Nominating 
Committee  or  from  the  floor. 

Section  2.  The  Directors  shall  annually  at  the  January  meeting 
elect  from  their  number  a  chairman  who  shall  serve  as 
President  of  the  Corporation,  a  vice-chairman  who  shall  serve 
as  Vice-President  of  the  Corporation,  and  second  vice- 
chairman,  and  shall  also  elect  an  attorney,  a  treasurer,  fiscal 
agents,  and  such  other  agents  or  representatives  as  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Directors  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  on  the 
work  of  the  Corporation.  The  Executive  Secretary  who  shall 
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serve  as  secretary  of  the  Corporation,  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
automatically  re-elected  each  year  unless  25%,  or  more,  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  shall  call  for  a  vote  to  elect  an  Executive 
Secretary. 

Section  3.  All  officers  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified. 

Section  4.  All  vacancies  among  the  officers  of  the  corporation 
shall  be  filled  as  soon  as  practicable  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
at  any  regular  or  special  meeting  thereof. 

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an 
Executive  Committee  of  five  to  be  chosen  from  its  members, 
three  of  which  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  which  Executive 
Committee  in  the  interim  between  regular  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  act 
for  said  Board  of  Directors,  on  all  matters  relating  to  the 
Baptist  Foundation. 

Section  6.  The  Directors  shall  annually  at  the  January  meeting 
elect  an  investment  committee  composed  of  five  directors 
who  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Directors  as  to  the 
investment  of  the  funds  held  by  the  corporation  for 
investment. 

Section  7.  The  Directors  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Convention 
for  the  operation  of  this  Foundation  in  accordance  with 
Baptist  principles,  and  shall  report  annually  to  the  Convention 
with  respect  to  work  done  and  undertaken. 

Article  III. 

Powers  and  Duties  of  Officers  and  Agents. 

Chairman 

Section  1.  The  Chairman  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Directors,  and  shall  execute  all  deeds,  contracts,  agreements, 
transfers  and  all  other  instruments  as  may  be  ordered  by  the 
Board  of  Directors,  signing  all  such  instruments  as  "President 
of  The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Inc." 

Section  2.  The  First  Vice-Chairman  shall  succeed  the  Chairman  in 
case  of  a  vacancy  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise;  shall 
preside  in  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  at  any  meeting;  and 
shall  be  empowered  to  sign  and  execute  all  deeds,  contracts, 
agreements,  transfers  and  all  other  such  instruments  as  may  be 
ordered  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  signing  all  such  instruments 
as  "Vice-President  of  The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation, 
Inc."  The  Second  Vice-Chairman  shall  succeed  to  the  duties  of 
the  First  Vice-Chairman. 

Section  3.  The  Executive  Secretary  shall  be  the  chief  executive 
officer  of  the  corporation  and  shall  have  general  management 
and  supervision  of  all  the  affairs  and  business  of  the 
corporation.  He  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Board  of  Directors 
for  the  performance  of  his  duties.  He  shall  provide,  at  the 
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Foundation's  expense,  such  bond  as  the  Board  of  Directors 
may  require. 

As  Secretary  of  the  Corporation,  he  shall  keep  the  minutes  of 
all  meetings  and  the  books,  records,  and  files  of  the 
corporation;  he  shall  have  custody  of  all  the  deeds,  contracts, 
or  other  instruments  belonging  to  the  corporation  and 
provide  for  the  safe-keeping  thereof.  He  shall  have  custody  of 
the  corporation  seal  and  affix  it  to  all  deeds  or  other 
instruments  requiring  the  same.  The  seal  shall  consist  of  the 
words,  "The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation, 
Incorporated,"  in  a  circular  rim,  and  the  words  "Seal"  and 
"Raleigh,  N.C."  in  the  center. 

Treasurer. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  responsible  for  the  receiving 
and  disbursing  of  the  operating  funds  of  the  corporation  as 
distinguished  from  the  properties  held  in  trust  by  the 
corporation.  He  shall  account  to  the  Board  of  Directors  for 
such  funds.  The  office  of  Treasurer  may  also  be  held  by  any  of 
the  other  officers  provided  herein.  He  shall  provide,  at  the 
expense  of  the  Foundation,  such  bond  as  the  Board  of 
Directors  may  require. 

Attorney. 

Section  5.  The  Attorney  elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors  shall 
advise  the  Executive  Secretary  and  the  Board  of  Directors  on 
all  legal  matters  pertaining  to  the  corporation  and  shall 
prepare  such  documents  as  may  be  requested  by  them. 

Fiscal  Agents. 

Section  6.  The  Fiscal  Agents  of  the  corporation  may  be  given 
custody  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  all  or  any  of  the 
properties  of  the  corporation,  may  be  authorized  by  the  Board 
of  Directors  to  make  and  alter  investments  of  the  corporation 
and  to  keep  the  financial  books  of  the  corporation  and  make 
such  accounting  to  the  Board  of  Directors  as  it  shall  require 
and  receive  such  compensation  from  the  Board  for  its  services 
as  the  Board  shall  stipulate  from  time  to  time. 

Article  IV. 

Salaries. 

Section  1.  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  serve 
without  compensation  but  shall  receive  from  the  funds  of  the 
corporation  reimbursements  for  their  expenses  incurred  in 
attending  regular  and  special  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  and  in  performing  other  duties  for  the  corporation. 
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Section  2.  The  Executive  Secretary,  the  Director  of  Trust 

Development,  the  Attorney  and  any  other  employees  shall  be 
paid  such  salaries  as  may  be  fixed,  from  time  to  time,  by  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

Article  V. 

Gifts  to  the  Corporation 

Section  1.  The  donor  or  testator  making  gifts  to  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Incorporated,  may  either 
designate  the  object  or  objects  for  which  the  gift  shall  be 
applied  and  specify  the  terms  and  condition  upon  which  the 
gift  shall  be  administered  and  distributed,  which  shall  be 
known  as  a  designated  gift,  or  else  he  may  make  his  gift  to  The 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Incorporated,  without 
designation,  specification,  condition,  or  limitation,  which  shall 
be  known  as  an  undesignated  gift. 

Designated  Gifts. 

Section  2.  In  the  case  of  a  designated  gift,  the  corporation  shall 
follow  the  directions,  specifications,  terms,  and  conditions  of 
the  instrument  of  gift  so  long  as  it  shall  be  possible  or 
practicable  so  to  do  and  when,  if  ever,  it  shall  become 
impossible  or  impracticable  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  to  follow  the  instrument  of  gift,  said  Board  of 
Directors  shall  report  the  fact  to  the  Executive  Committee  or 
General  Board  of  The  Baptist  State  Convention  at  any  regular 
session  thereof  and,  if  the  said  Executive  Committee  or 
General  Board  shall  instruct  the  Board  of  Directors  as  to  the 
future  administration  of  the  gift,  the  said  Board  of  Directors 
shall  thereafter  regard  it  as  an  undesignated  gift  and  adminster 
it  accordingly. 

Undesignated  Gifts. 

Section  3.  In  the  case  of  an  undesignated  gift,  the  corporation 
shall  receive  it  and  either  administer  it  as  a  separate  trust 
estate  or  add  it  to  other  undesignated  gifts  which  are  being 
administered  as  a  single  trust  estate. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
Executive  Committee  or  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention,  not  more  than  90  days  after  the  close  of  each 
fiscal  year  of  the  Foundation,  the  amount  of  income  then 
available  from  undesignated  gifts  for  distribution  and  at  the 
same  time  report  the  Board  of  Directors'  proposed  plan  of 
distribution.  The  Executive  Committee  or  General  Board  shall 
then  approve  or  disapprove  in  whole  or  in  part  the  proposed 
plan  of  distribution  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
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Distribution  of  Principal 

Section  4.  With  the  approval  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  registered  messengers,  upon  motion 
made  in  open  Convention,  notice  of  which  shall  have  been 
given  the  day  before  in  open  Convention,  an  amount  not 
exceeding  ten  per  cent  of  the  principal  of  the  trust  fund  or 
funds  arising  from  undesignated  gifts  may  be  used  for  any 
purpose  within  the  scope  of  said  corporation. 

Article  VI. 

Disbursements. 

Section  1.  Disbursements  of  funds  available  for  distribution  shall 
be  made  upon  written  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
authorized  by  a  majority  vote,  at  a  regular  meeting  or  at  a 
special  meeting  duly  called.  Upon  failure  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  for  twelve  months  to  file  any  disbursement  orders, 
the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  may  order 
the  disbursement  of  the  funds  availabe  for  distribution  to  and 
among  any  object  or  objects  approved  and  fostered  by  the 
Baptist  State  Convention;  and  the  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  or  of  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  shall  constitute  full  authority  to  the  fiscal  agents  of 
the  corporation  to  make  the  disbursements  therein  called  for. 

Article  VII. 

Audits. 

Section  1.  The  books  of  the  corporation  and  of  its  fiscal  agents 
shall  be  audited  annually  by  an  auditor  appointed  by  the 
General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  a  certified 
statement  of  the  auditor  showing  in  detail  the  investments 
held  by  the  corporation,  the  amount  of  income  received 
during  the  year,  the  purposes  to  which  the  income  and  the 
principal  have  been  applied  shall  be  filed  with  the  General 
Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

Section  2.  The  books  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  open  at  all 
reasonable  hours  to  any  committee  named  by  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  to  inspect  said  books  of  the  corporation. 

Article  VIII. 

Amendments. 

Section  1.  Amendments  to  these  By-laws  may  be  proposed  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  by  a  majority  vote  at  any  regular  meeting  or 
at  any  special  meeting  duly  called,  but  before  becoming 
effective,  all  By-laws  affecting  the  purposes  of  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Incorporated  or  its  relationship 
with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  must  first 
be  approved  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina.

Our  examination  as  detailed  by  Note  3  was,  in  some 
instances,  limited  to  recorded  receipts.     The  statements  presented  in  this  report 
are  in  our  opinion  in  accord  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  and 
with  statements  prepared  on  the  accrual  basis  except  for  differences  explained  in 
Note  1,  relating  to  income,  expenses  and  depreciation.     Additions  to  fixed  assets 
are  recorded  at  cost;  dispositions  of  fixed  assets  are  deleted  from  fixed  asset 
accounts  to  the  extent  known;  and  provision  is  not  made  for  depreciation 
(Notes  1  and  2) . 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effects  of  the  matters  referred  to  in 
the  preceding  paragraph,  the  aforementioned  financial  statements  present  fairly 
the  financial  position  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  at 
December  31,  1981,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  and  the  changes  in  fund 
balances  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  financial  information  presented  in  Schedules  1  and  2  has  been 
subjected  to  the  same  auditing  procedures  that  were  applied  for  the  aforementioned 
financial  statements.     In  our  opinion,  it  is  fairly  presented  in  all  material 
respects  in  relation  to  the  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole,  although  it 
is  not  necessary  for  a  fair  presentation  of  the  financial  position  and  the  results 
of  operations  of  the  Convention.

1.     SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES: 


The  Convention  is  on  a  modified  cash  basis  and  adheres  to  the  principle  of 
fund  accounting.     The  financial  statements  presented  in  this  report  are  in 
accord  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  and  agree  materially 
with  financial  statements  prepared  on  an  accrual  basis,  with  the  following 
differences : 


(a)  Income  is  recorded  as  received  in  cash  because  it  is  not  generally 
susceptible  to  accrual. 

(b)  Expenditures  for  inventory  type  items,  prepaid  expenses  and  new  fixed 
asset  outlays  are  recorded  as  expenses  when  paid,  in  the  account  in 
which  originally  budgeted. 

(c)  There  is  no  provision  for  depreciation  of  fixed  assets. 

(d)  Interest  on  long  term  debt  is  recorded  when  due  and  paid  and 
charged  to  a  budgeted  account. 


Financial  transactions  are  controlled  by  a  Convention  passed  budget  and 
accounted  for  within  budgetary  accounts.     Distributions  of  income  to 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  areas  or  accounts  and  other  external  recipi- 
ents are  charged  to  the  same  period  as  the  income.     Salaries  are  expensed 
as  paid;  however,  payment  dates  always  correspond  to  the  period  in  which 
salaries  are  earned.     Other  policies  are  described  below: 

(a)     Notes  and  accounts  receivable  not  involving  income  accruals  are 
recorded. 


(b)  In  a  few  instances,  inventories  and  prepaid  expenses  at  year  end 

are  recorded  at  cost  in  asset  accounts  and  are  charged  to  the  follow- 
ing accounting  period.     Amounts  in  this  category  are  not  material 
and  are  recorded  to  conform  to  budget  procedures. 

(c)  Investments  are  recorded  at  cost.     Earnings  thereon  are  added  to  the 
investing  fund. 

(d)  Purchases  of  fixed  assets  and  improvements  are  charged  to  operating 
expense  as  they  are  paid.     The  assets  are  also  recorded  at  cost  in 
the  fixed  asset  accounts  of  the  general  fund  and  credited  to  the 
fund  balance.     No  consideration  is  given  to  depreciation.  Lease- 
hold costs  are  amortized  over  the  life  of  the  leaseholds  or  extension 
thereof.     Real  estate  disposed  of  is  deleted  from  the  fixed  asset 
accounts  at  the  time  of  disposition.     Personal  property  is  also  deleted 
from  the  fixed  asset  accounts  when  disposed  of,  if  complete  information 
is  available.     Detailed  subsidiary  ledgers  are  not  maintained.

(e)  Current  unpaid  expenses  are  not  accrued  and  do  not  involve  an  expense 
accounts  payable  account.     As  a  practical  matter,  at  the  end  of  the 
year  most  creditors  will  have  been  paid  up-to-date  and  the  unpaid 
amounts  are  not  material  to  the  statements.     Long  term  notes  and 
other  liabilities  not  previously  referred  to  in  this  paragraph  are 
recorded  on  the  Convention  books  and  appear  on  the  balance  sheet. 
Interest  expense  on  debt  is  recognized  in  the  period  paid. 

(f)  The  Convention  contributes  to  retirement  plans  for  its  own  employees 
and  shares  in  the  cost  of  the  plans  of  ministers  and  employees  of 
participating  Baptist  churches  in  North  Carolina.     All  such  costs  are 
charged  to  operations  in  the  year  paid.     The  retirement  plans  are 
administered  by  the  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 
Required  contributions  by  the  Convention  for  1981  as  determined  by 
the  Annuity  Board  were  $836,078. 

(g)  The  Convention  routinely  receives  contributions  designated  for 
specific  uses.     From  time  to  time,  the  Convention  or  General  Board 
designates  certain  funds  for  special  purposes.     All  designations 
are  recorded  in  restricted  fund  accounts  so  that  charges  to  the 
accounts  can  be  restricted  to  the  designated  purposes. 

(h)  The  Convention  is  a  tax-exempt  organization  and  does  not,  therefore, 
have  to  account  for  income  taxes. 

2 .  DEPRECIATION 

Fixed  assets  are  valued  at  accumulated  costs  for  prior  years,  plus  costs 
of  additions  for  the  current  year,  reduced  by  dispositions  when  ascertain- 
able, and  with  no  consideration  given  to  depreciation.     As  a  result,  the 
values  do  not  reflect  depreciated  costs  or  net  costs  where  complete  infor- 
mation on  dispositions  has  not  been  known. 

3.  FUNDS  SENT  DIRECT  AND  RECORDED  RECEIPTS: 

The  funds  shown  as  sent  direct  on  the  statement  of  income  and  distribution 
to  funds  were  taken  from  reports  received  by  the  Convention  and  were  not 
otherwise  verified  by  us.     As  a  routine  procedure,  funds  are  received  by 
the  Convention  business  office  from  various  departments  within  the  Conven- 
tion covering  registration  fees,  miscellaneous  sales,  expense  reimbursements 
and  other  such  items.     Our  examination  of  these  items  was  limited  to  receipts 
as  recorded  in  the  business  office  receipt  books.     Our  examination  of  receipts 
for  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Assembly,  the  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute 
and  Camp  CaRAway  and  Conference  Center  was  limited  to  amounts  recorded  in 
prenumbered  receipt  books  and  did  not  include  reconciliations  to  separate 
records  of  registrations,  enrollments  and  attendance.

4.     NOTES  AND  BONDS  RECEIVABLE  -  CHURCHES: 


Notes  receivable  resulting  from  loans  to  churches  bear  low  interest  at 
varying  rates  and  are  secured  by  deeds  of  trust.     Loan  provisions  generally 
require  repayment  over  a  period  ranging  from  three  to  ten  years  according 
to  terns  of  the  individual  notes. 


Bonds  receivable  consist  of  investments  in  church  coupon  bonds  and  bonds 
with  interest  compounded  semi-annually  until  maturity.     Interest  rates 
range  from  six  to  eight  percent.    Maturity  dates  range  through  1984,  All 
are  first  mortgage  bonds.     They  are  as  follows:

5.     NOTE  RECEIVABLE  -  SALE  OF  DONATED  LAND: 


Land  (2.2  acres)  given  to  the  Convention  was  sold  in  1980  for  $336,000. 
A  down  payment  of  $50,000  was  received  in  cash,     A  note  for  $286,000  was 
taken  for  the  balance,     The  unpaid  balance  of  the  note  at  December  31, 
1981  was  $66,000  and  is  payable  on  demand. 


6.     OTHER  NOTES  RECEIVABLE: 


a.     The  note  receivable  from  Caswell  Water  Systems,   Inc.,  for  $21,000  is  a 
noninterest  bearing  demand  note.     In  1969,  Caswell  Water  Systems,  Inc., 
was  set  up  as  a  nonprofit  corporation  to  purchase  and  operate  the  water 
system  supplying  water  for  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Assembly.  The 
original  loan  of  525,000  from  the  Convention  to  Caswell  Water  Systems, 
Inc.,  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  for  the  purchase  of 
the  water  system  and  related  property  and  expenses  connected  therewith.

6.  OTHER  NOTES  RECEIVABLE:  (Continued) 

b.  The  note  receivable  of  $7,771  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  C.   Koop  is  a 
promissory  note  with  interest  at  87,  per  annum  on  the  unpaid  balance. 
The  note   (received  from  sale  of  M.  A.   Huggins 1   residence  in  Raleigh) 
is  being  paid  in  equal  monthly  installments  of  $286.70.  Prepayment 
in  part  or  in  full  may  be  made  without  penalty  at  any  time. 

c.  The  note  receivable  of  $1,251  was  a  bequest  of  the  Julia  G.  Pearson 
Estate.     The  note  receivable  is  a  promissory  note  from  Ben  L.  Myers 
with  interest  at  47,  per  annum  on  the  unpaid  balance.     The  note  is 
being  paid  in  monthly  installments  of  $10  to  principal  and  interest. 
Collections  of  principal  and  interest  will  be  credited  to  Cooperative 
Program  income. 

7.  NOTE  PAYABLE: 

The  note  payable  to  Wachovia  Bank  and  Trust  Company  consists  of  a  note 
dated  December  31,   1976,   the  balance  of  which  at  December  31,   1981  was 
$202,564.     As  of  August  18,  1981,  the  remaining  balance  of  the  note  is 
subject  to  a  fixed  interest  rate  of  167,  per  annum.     It  is  unsecured. 
The  1982  budget  contains  a  provision  of  $100,000  for  payments  to  princi- 
pal and  interest. 

8.  RESTRICTED  RESERVE  FUNDS: 

Restricted  reserve  fund  balances  as  reflected  by  Exhibit  D  amounted  to 
$1,366,347  at  December  31,   1981.     These  funds  have  been  reserved  for 
specific  uses  due  to  a  designation  accompanying  the  funds  or  due  to 
action  of  the  General  Board  or  Convention.     Of  the  total,  $1,134,033 
has  been  reserved  by  action  of  the  General  Board  or  Convention.  The 
other  funds  are  expendable  by  action  of  the  Board  within  specified  areas 
of  the  Convention. 

9.  CONVENTION  RESERVE: 

The  Convention  (1976  Annual  Session),  recognizing  the  need  for  reserves 
to  meet  emergencies  or  decreased  income,  made  provision  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  reserve  fund  as  early  as  feasible.     Therefore,  during  the  year 
1978,   the  Convention  Emergency  Fund  reserve  was  set  up  as  provided  for  by 
the  1976  Annual  Session.     The  fund  is  being  invested  by  the  Baptist 
Foundation.     The  activity  for  1981  was  as  follows:

10.  OPERATING  DEFICIT  -  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  ASSEMBLY: 

For  the  year  1980,   the  Assembly  had  a  deficit  of  $179,410  which  was   the  result 
of  unbudgeted  but  authorized  capital  expenditures.     By  the  end  of  1981,  the 
deficit  had  been  reduced  to  $127,552.     The  1980  minutes  of  the  Executive 
Committee  provided  that  the  deficit  should  be  carried  forward  into  1981 
and  1982  in  the  name  of  the  Assembly  and  that  it  be  provided  for  as  follows: 

"a.     That  any  excess  operating  income  at  the  end  of  1981-1982  be  applied 
to  the  balance  at  that  time. 

b.     That  the  State  Missions  portion  of  the  1981-1982  budgets  designated 
for  the  Assembly  be  used  to  amortize  the  deficit  balance  over  this 
two-year  period."

The  unprovided  for  costs  at  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute  were  primarily 
for  the  new  cafeteria  building  and  the  new  dormitory.     The  cafeteria  building

was  approved  in  May,   1978  by  the  Executive  Committee.     The  costs  incurred 
in  1980  amounted  to  $226,287.     The  costs  incurred  in  1981  amounted  to 
$192,362  for  a  cumulative  cost  of  $418,649.     The  dormitory  was  approved 
April  7,   1981  by  the  Executive  Committee  for  a  total  cost  not  to  exceed 
$1,250,000  of  which  the  Baptist  State  Convention  was  to  share  in  the  con- 
struction costs  in  the  amount  of  $250,000.     The  cumulative  cost  paid  by 
the  Convention  during  1981  was  $295,992,  which  included  the  $250,000  for 
construction  costs,   $45,000  for  architect  fees  and  $992  for  miscellaneous 
costs.     Additional  costs  of  $4,404  were  incurred  in  1981  for  the  renovation 
of  an  existing  building.     The  Convention  in  session  in  November  1981 
authorized  borrowings  of  $333,576  for  Fruitland  additions   to  be  repaid 
within  three  years  by  payments  on  pledges  and,   if  necessary,  by  budget 
allocations  in  1983,   1984  and  1985. 

The  Pembroke  University  Student  Center  Building  was  authorized  on 
August  19,1980  for  an  approximate  cost  of  $185,000.     The  building  was  to 
be  financed  from  an  $85,000  allocation  of  the  Duke  Center  sale  monies  and 
from  loans  up  to  $100,000  for  two  years.     Repayment  would  come  from  gifts 
and  possible  allocations  from  the  1981  and  1982  North  Carolina  Missions 
Offering.     The  unprovided  for  costs  at  December  31,   1981  was  $45,092. 

The  purchase  of  an  IBM  Systems  computer  was  authorized  by  the  Executive 
Committee  on  October  14,   1980.     Costs  would  be  provided  from  funds  on 
hand  and  to  be  located  and  from  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering.  The 
computer  costs  amounted  to  $225,839  and  at  December  31,   1981  the  unprovided 
for  costs  were  $119,246.

16.  CONTINGENCIES: 


By  action  of  the  General  Board  in  1979,   the  Convention  is  underwriting 
housing  loans  obtained  from  the  Baptist  Employees  Credit  Union  for  new 
Convention  staff  employees.     The  Convention  is  obligated  to  make  yearly 
payments  of  principal  and  interest  on  loans  up  to  $5,000  for  individual 
employees  up  to  a  five-year  period  or  until  the  employees  terminate  employ- 
ment.    At  December  31,   1981,   the  Convention  was  contingently  liable  on 
employee  loan  balances  in  the  amount  of  $21,200. 

17.     BAPTIST  BUILDING 


The  1981  Convention,  in  the  November  session,  approved  the  sale  of  the 
Baptist  Building  at  301  Hillsborough  Street,  Raleigh  and  the  construction 
of  a  new  one  at  a  cost  of  not  more  than  $750,000  above  the  proceeds  from 
the  sale  of  the  present  building  and  any  gifts  received.    After  year  end, 
the  Executive  Committee  approved  a  contract  to  sell  the  Baptist  Building 
to  the  Instrument  Society  of  America  and  to  construct  a  new  building.  It 
is  anticipated  that  construction  will  begin  in  March  of  1982.
